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PKEFACE TO FOUKTH EDITION 

The publication of a fourth and popular edition of The 
Ziterary Man's Bible gives me an opportunity, of which I 
gladly avail myself, for writing a few words of acknowledg- 
ment to those who have in different ways helped the book 
to success. My first duty, indeed, is one of gratitude, both to 
my critics, who have interpreted in so generous a fashion my 
wishes and objects, and to the public at large, who seem to 
have found in the, book something which they wanted and 
liked. It is a matter of considerable satisfaction to me that 
a venture which appeared in no small degree hazardous, and 
which was bound to find disfavour with a certain class of 
the community, should nevertheless have made so general an 
appeal that three successive editions of the book have been 
exhausted. In its present cheap form The LUerary Man's 
Bible is intended for a still wider public than it was able to 
reach in its earlier issues, and I can only express — ^with much 
diffidence— the hope that it may be found to be of service to 
those interested in the higher planes of literature, who desire 
to see the Bible treated as a work of supreme literary value. 

A project like mine is, of course, singularly liable to mis- 
interpretation. There are those who desire to regard the 
Bible, not as a Book among books, but a» something so 
essentially different in kind from everything else as to be 
viewed with . uncritical reverence. To these naturally the 
notion of treating the Bible as literature is, and must be, 
abhorrent. There are others, again, who lay stress on the 
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inspiration of the Bible, and to these the work of the Higher 
Criticism in tracing the history of the various books and 
ascribing diflFerent parts of the sacred record to diflferent 
periods, savours of profanity. Selecting passages from a 
unique whole appears to such minds a process of "tinkering," 
alike dangerous and irreverent. I must confess that I have 
no sympathy with these classes of objectors. There is, in my 
judgment, no lack of reverence in a desire to comprehend 
more fully the origins, sources and natural history even of a 
sacred book, and the only ground on which criticism can be 
held to be unjustifiable is because it is so speculative in 
character that its a£Srmations may be safely neglected. But 
such, I venture to think, is not the case with Biblical criticism 
at the present day. Practical unanimity has been reached 
on at all events the main outlines of the history of the Old 
Testament, and even orthodox thinkers in England accept a 
great many of the conclusions of Qerman scholars. 

But the critical aspect of the affikir does not possess for me 
as much interest as the literary. Most people are vaguely 
aware that imbedded in a mass of priestly writing on 
ceremonial and ritual, a mass, too, of chronological detail, 
genealogies and other diversions of the ecclesiastical mind, 
are to be found in our Bible passages of supreme literary 
value, exhibiting the highest artistic qualities and intellectual 
characteristics of the Hebrews. It has been my eflfort to 
disentangle these and set them in light all the clearer by 
their very isolation from their context ; and for this purpose 
I have discriminated between passages of descriptive history, 
romantic stories, outpourings of personal piety, eflforts of 
eloquent rhetoric, denunciation, prophecy and chapters of 
philosophical thought. The selection may have been well 
made or badly made, but I am glad to find that, such as it is, 
it has appealed to many readers who have discovered afresh, 
and perhaps from a fresh point of view, the charm and beauty 
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of the ancient Scriptures. To give the reader the latest 
results of Biblical criticism and to set before his eyes the 
extraordinary literary value of the Bible — these, to speak 
succinctly, have been my main objects in producii]^ this 
book. 

I hope I have paid due attention to the suggestions and 
admonitions of my kindly critics. I cannot, however, admit 
that it would have been better to have made use of the 
Revised rather than of the Authorized Version. If my main 
object had been accuracy, no doubt I ought to have availed 
myself of a translation avowedly more exact and accurate 
than that which was executed by the scholars of King James. 
But, as my primary aim was literary, it seems tome absurd to 
prefer a version which has every merit except that it is not 
literary to one which may conceivably have every defect 
except that it was written at the most glorious time of our 
English prose. Such mistakes and confusions as occur are 
for the most part confined to smaller points, and do not affect 
the essential characteristics. One critic made the valuable 
suggestion that I ought to have put the prophets in their 
proper historical order. And indeed it would have been in 
many ways better if the books of Amos and Hosea had pre- 
ceded that of Isaiah, as showing the development and a£Sliation 
of religious ideas ; but if I had once begun to arrange the 
books of the Old Testament in reference to the historical order 
of their composition, the Bible would have been turned up- 
side down and presented an aspect utterly confusing to those 
familiar with its present shape. Against such a reconstruc- 
tion as this, I fear that the accusation of " tinkering " with 
Holy Writ would have been urged with much greater 
point. 

I fully admit that my notes to various passages are in many 
cases inadequate, and that there are too few of them. It has 
been urged, and with no little truth, that more explanation 
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than I have given is necessary. But here I think I can 
plead exigencies of space. This book, of course, would have 
been twice as long if it had included a commentary such as 
that which would have appealed to Biblical scholars. 

In this new and popular edition I am still more anxious 
than I was before to be of some service to those who through 
carelessness, or ignorance, or prejudices entertained on other 
grounds, have hitherto been blind to the value of the Old 
Testament scriptures. In order to complete my work I am 
quite aware that I ought to add the Apocrypha. But this is 
quite a distinct task which can hardly possess the same 
interest as that which I have attempted. The New Testa- 
ment naturally stands on a different ground : moreover its 
literary elements are not so conspicuous. On the charm of 
the old Hebraic books it is not necessary for me to dilate- 
If it does not suflSciently appeal to modem readers, the fitult 
must be due to the recognition of other ideals, alien from 
those enshrined in the Bible. Whatever may be the 
deficiencies of the present book, it is at least an honest attempt, 
as I stated in my preface to the first edition, to " bring the 
Bible back again " to those who have either forgotten, or 
learnt to misprize, its value.

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Probably no one has ever completed a piece of work with- 
out the most profound misgivings as to its value. When a 
writer has been engaged for a long time in the details of 
a book, it is very difficult to put it away from himself and 
regard it objectively, as though he had had no hand in its 
production. In the present case certain criticisms are, of 
course, obvious. The general scheme may be objected to, 
or if that is considered praiseworthy, the method in which 
it is worked out may be held to be deserving of censure. Of 
course, there are serious and rev^ent students who dislike 
any process that seems ta tamper with the text of Holy 
Scripture. To such, naturally, the present book will make 
no appeal. 

With much hesitation I have used the title The Literary 
Man's Bible, because it more exactly explains than any other 
the purpose I have in view. There is an implied assumption 
in the title which I do not like. Doubtless it savours some- 
what of arrogance to pretend an ability to select some 
passages rather than others as representative of a higher 
literary value. But what I should like the reader to under- 
stand is that throughout I concern myself with the Old Testa- 
ment ^mreZy a^ literature, and that a treatment which would be 
unpardonable so long as the Bible is regarded as a religious 
manual may possibly be excused if the standpoint throughout 
is concerned with the character of Hebraic documents, 
emanating from a race which was admirably fitted to give us 
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veiy high examples of literary attainment. I confess that 
what I should like to do is to give back the Bible to 
thoughtful men, who, owing to a variety of circumstances, 
are not able to appreciate, or have ceased to appreciate, its 
unparalleled value. With great regret I have omitted the 
Apocrypha, mainly on grounds connected with the length 
which, if it were included, this volume would assume. With 
the New Testament also I am not at present concerned. I 
have used the Authorised Version throughout, because the 
Revised Version, doubtless more accurate, cannot hope to 
compete with the older and more familiar version, which 
was produced at a great flowering time of English letters. 

The question of notes has been very troublesome. Some- 
thing of the nature of explanation is clearly necessary. Tet 
it would have been absurd in a volume like this to enter 
largely into disquisitions more appropriate to works belonging 
to the higher criticism. There must inevitably be something 
arbitrary in the selection of passages requiring annotation ; 
but a writer can only be guided in these matters by his 
own instinct and predilections, which very likely may not 
commend themselves to others. I have thought it better to 
keep the notes as short as possible ; but I am quite aware 
that their very brevity may lead to obscurity. Brevis esse 
laboro: Ohscfwrus fio. Perhaps some readers may find even 
lightness or flippancy in my comments, but I am not 
personally conscious of so unworthy an attitude. 

From a similar desire to be terse and explicit, I have not 
quoted many authorities, but I think chapter and verse 
could be given for all my statements. The books I have 
mainly used are Comill's Introdtcction to the Canonical Books 
of the Old Testament, translated by Mr. G. H. Box ; Dr. Driver, 
—especially on the Book of Qenesis and on the Book of 
the Prophet Jeremiah; Mr. H. A. Redpath on Ezekiel; 
Dr. Cheyne, — and here and there his latest volume 
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Traditions cmd Beliefs of Ancient Israel; Professor Friedrich 
Delitzsch, especially Bahel and BibU; Karl Marti's The 
Religion of the Old Testament, translated by the Rev. G. A. 
Bienemamn; the volumes of The Century Bible, published 
by Messrs. T. C. and E. C. Jack, and The Temple Bible, 
published by Messrs. Dent. Hastings's Dictionary and the 
ETicydopoedia Biblica afford invaluable help to every student ; 
and Dr. Pusey's Mmor Prophets have also here and there 
been referred to. But this book is not intended to appeal 
to accomplished biblical students, but rather to the man 
of literary tastes and sympathies, who desires to know 
some reasons why he should respect and admire the sacred 
Books of IsraeL

NATXJPA^iLY I have often aske^ myself in the course of 

preparing this work what was my precise object in attempt- 
ing it. The book originated in a conversation as to th^ 
literary merits of the Bible. It was maintained that, whatever 
original literary merits the Bible may have possessed, they 
had been obscured by a long series of ecclesiastical comments, 
due to the fact that the Bible was mainly, if not exclusively, 
employed for " instruction in righteousness." To those, on 
the other hand, to whom the Bible had been familiar from 
childhood, the idea of regarding it as other than a manual 
for pious use seemed strange and a trifle irreverent. The 
question was whether a book that had come so close to our 
business and bosoms could possibly be relieved from its 
didactic implications, and regarded as a collection of texta 
illustrating the characteristic tendencies of Jewish writers 
and exhibiting certain high standards of literature. The 
answer to some of those who engaged in this conversation 
was frankly in the negative — because it is one of the melan- 
choly eflfects of allowing any documents to be entirely 
manipulated by priests that all original features are obliter- 
ated in one dead level of uniform doctrinal applicability. 
The c^ise stands as it does very largely with school-books 
based on the work of Greek and Boman writers. Everything 
is viewed and misprized as "lessons." The truth that 
V ^schylus and Plato wrote for their generation in precisely

the same manner as Milton and Shakespeare wrote for theirs 
rarely dawns on the mind of a school-boy, and, if he be not 
interested in classical studies, remains absolutely inoperative 
through his life. Generally the Bible suffers because it is a 
''good Boojt," not to be touched by profozie or irreverent 
fingers. 

When so many people seem to imagine that the Bible has 
nothing to do with literature, it appeared to me to be not an 
unprofitable task to attempt to prove that the Bible contains 
literary elements of priceless merit. Only, however, uuder 
certain conditions could such a task be even attempted. The 
first thing is to modify the doctrine of verbal inspiration. 
The doctrine is either false or unnecessary. All the highest 
literature of the world is equally inspired, or, if you like, 
equally uninspired. If by inspiration we mean that the 
authors of certain books had the incomparable advantage of 
being told what to say by the Almighty, and if it be further 
added that only the books included in ihe sacred Canon are 
to be so regarded, the judgment, I fear, of experienced literary 
students will be one of profound scepticism, if not of abso- 
lute denial. The books of the Bible are exactly like other 
books, so far as Literature is concemedy to be appraised by 
identical standards. It seems a much more reasonable 
proposition to assert that all the great thoughts of all the 
great thinkers in all ages, which have fed the minds of 
humanity and built up the edifice of their hopes, visions, 
dreams and faiths, have a supreme and incalculable quality 
of their own, which, indeed, may be called inspiration, because 
beyond the capacity of ordinary men. To me, I confess, 
Isaiah is as inspired as Shakespeare, but not more so. 
Plato is as inspired as Job, though perhaps a little more so. 
One thing, at all events, is indisputable — that if you mark 
off certain writings in a class *by themselves, as inspired, they 
may be endowed with a kind of sanctity of their own, but 
they will always be imperfectly understood, and rarely receive 
their due appreciation. They are locked up, but not read, 
or else they are read in mechanical, conventionsd fashion, as 
;iot having much to do with the busy life of the world.

Alone on their pinnacle they a]*e, it may be, woishipped fr6m 
afiur, bat never lovingly handled by men imknersed in hairiness 
and working in the heat of the day. To stuciy the Bible 
as literature we must, I think, get rid of the misleading 
connotations o£ inspiration, and frankly subject it to scholarly 
and enlightened criticism. 

Directly this embargo is removed the whole aspect of 
affairs is changed, nor will the result be so dresjdfnl fts some 
simple religious minds suppose. In the long rutt we shall 
admire with a better grace, because we have obtained 
reasons for our admiration which appeal to our intelligence. 
The process, no doubt, will be a long one, and will occasionally 
be not a little disconcerting. We shsdl find, fbr iilstance, thad 
the two Books of Chronicles constitute " a literary forgery/' ^ 
and if we are honest men we must not hesitate to call them so. 
We shall find that the Book of Esther is an almost shocking 
example of Jewish intolerance and spite. We shall discover 
that the Jews derived their ideas of cosmogony mainly from 
Babylonia, and that ihe laws of Moses were largely indebted 
to the code of Hammurabi. We shall become aware that a 
great deal was put under the names of David and Isaiah 
which :neither of these two eminent men could possibly have 
writt^i, aiid that, indeed, all the early documents of the 
Hebrews were Elubjeeted to a series of revisions which in many 
cases conceal and distort their original meaning. We shall 
also find grave reason to doubt the precise time and the 
precise manner in which the Canon of scriptures was framed. 
There was something absolutely arbitrary in the principles 
according to which some books were included and others 
exdnded from the sacred' Canon, and it is possible, though 
not certain, that we may have to come down as late as to the 
ninth century a.d. for the final arrangement of the Otnon 
itself. Many other conclusions may have to be formed on 
which I need not at present enlarge. The only point I wish 
to urge here is that if the Bible is to be regarded as literature 
we must be no more afraid of th^ results of textual criticism 
thas we should be in accepting the work of scholars on the

The ministrations of a priestly class become important. 
And now comes the third and most brilliant stage of the 
Hebrew region, the religion of the Prophets. What was 
the message of .Amos, of Hosea, of Isaiah ? It was in cme 
sense a return to the old nomad faith. In another sense 
it was the piost idealistic religion that had hitherto been 
conceived. Observe that the Prophets will have nothing to 
do with th,e cultus. "I am weary of your sacrifices: bring 
me no more vain oblations. Your solemn festivab and your 
high days I cannot away with. Wash you. Make you 
clean. L^arn to do good. Cease to do evil." Throughout 
stress is laid on the personal relation of the worshipper and 
his Qod, uninfluenced by the ceremonial observances of the 
priest. Jeremiah, in some ways, though not in all, the 
deepest of the Prophets, strikes with no uncertain hapd the 
note of personal religion^ anticipating some of the most 
beautiful and most pathetic of the Psalms. 

Moreover, thjC iM)tion of God is vastly enlarged. Jahveh 
is no logger the tribal God : he is the God of the whole 
earth, and all his supposed rivals are either devils or 
non-eidstent, , Jajiveh- uses other jaations to punish the 
Israelites i^or their lack of fa^th. One step more, and we 
get wholly out of the region of Jewish particularism into 
the free atmospberie of a world-wide fiadth. Is God only 
the God of the Jews ? No, he is the God of the whole earth. 
The persistent and enfeebling notion that Israel was the 
Chos^^ People, that Israel not only belonged to Jahveh^ 
but that Jahveh belonged to Israel, evaporates in the clear 
mind of ^he Prophets like a mist before the sunrise. An4 
so we Ifiave, here and there in t)ie Bible son^e welcome 
indications of this exalted standpoint — in the Book of Buth, 
where a Moabitess figures as the ancestr^^s of the Boy^ Line^ 
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of David, and in the Book of Jonah, in which a narrow-minded 
and intolerant Jewish prophet disoovera that Qod sends him 
to preadd to the Ninevites. But it is rarely that a race can 
live at the height of its best thoughts. The air is too rare* 
fied for the ordinary man to breathe. So the next stage in 
this eventful history is a priestly religion, engineered by 
men like Ezra, who believed that the Sabbath was a prime 
article of their faith, and that circumcision was the test of 
the gelnuine Hebrew. The Sabbath was either originaUy 
a new moon festival or borrowed from Babylon, and it had 
nothing whatsoever to do with the so-called Day of Rest, 
written into the earliest chapters of Qenesia by the priestly 
revisers. Circumcision was nothing remarkable, for very 
likely it was the practice of the Arab tribes, and became 
important only when the Jews found themselves among 
uncircumcised nations. Jeremiah thought nothing of cir- 
cumcision, just as Paul found himself obliged to minimize 
its value when the Gospel was preached to the Gentiles. 
But after the Babylonian exile men like Ezekiel and Ezra 
reintroduced the sacrifici^i cultus with all the appalling 
list of ceremonial observances which made the Ufe of a 
pious Hebrew so distressingly onerous. Jerusalem became 
the only place in which men could worship, and a pious 
and also a ridiculous picture was drawn of God Himself, 
studying, for his own edification, the Torah. Here was the 
opportunity for the ecclesiastical intelligence, which made 
masterly use of its opportunities. The worshipper found a 
series of obstacles between himself and his God — priests to 
expound the Law, priests to conduct his sacrifices, priests to 
ban and to bless, while into the Holy of Holies only the 
High Priest himself could enter. The message of the 
Prophets was forgotten : the Scribes and Pharisees held the 
people in fetters until Jesus of Nazareth, reviving in his own 
person the Prophets of his rac6, broke the yoke of Pharisaism 
and taught a better way. 

"All these things are written for our instruction upon 
whom the ends of the world are come." It is no business 
of mine to enter upon any dogmatic conclusion. Yet one 
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dogma, if it be a dogma, is the clear and decisive result of 
the brief narrative which I have tried to sketch. I said 
just now that if we were patient with scholarly exegesis and 
textual criticism we should get back something to mske 
us love and venerate the Scriptures with a more reasonable 
love and veneration than was posinble to us before. It looks 
as if, in the divine economy of things, the Jews existed to 
teach us by one sovereign example the real meaning of 
religion. The two extraordinary features about the Jewish 
creed from beginning to end are, first its monotheism, and 
second its faith in the indissolubility of religion and cent- 
duct. The second point is vastly more important than the 
first. It might be maintained — it has been maintained — 
that the Jews derived their monotheism from others, but 
this intimate connection between what a man believes and 
what he does, this sacred alliance between religion and 
ethics, seems to have belonged to Israel from the earliest 
times. It existed in the nomad faith, it was illustrated with 
magnificent imagery and flashing eloquence by the Prophets. 
The Israelites forgot it in Canaan, until men like Hosea, 
Amos, Micah and Isaiah taught it to them again. They forgot 
it when the priests began their unfortunate supremacy. And 
they have to a large extent forgotten it ever since. Jesus 
tried to teach them, and they rejected him. Nevertheless, 
the precious truth remained enshrined in their old Scriptures, 
so that he who runs might read. The prophets began, and 
many pious and reverent minds continued, to'instil the true 
and lasting elements of all real religion. What doth the Lord 
require of thee ? To do justice and to love mercy, and to 
waJk humbly with thy God. The essence of religion is the 
intimate personal relation between the individual and the 
God whom he recognizes — a bond so close and vital that sin 
becomes apostasy, an act of infidelity towards the author of 
his life and the iQspirer of" his thoughts. 



§ II. The Composite Structure of the Bible. 
The Jahvist-Elohist Theory. 

One of the most certain results of literary criticism is that 
the. Bible is i^t an unity, but aii'.exGe^iiagly composite 
structure. There are different strata or layers of narrative, 
differept elements coming each frbm its own bource, which 
have been welded together, by a series of • redactions or 
editings. Ancient legends have been litilissed and written 
over by later hands ; a diorthosis (as it is technically called) 
has taken place : that is to say, the story or prophecy, or what 
not, has been accommodated to and regulated by the later' 
tradition^ If we. ask on what grounds such an analysis is 
justified, the answer rests mainly, on the following con-' 
sfiderationa. In the first place there is a difference in style, 
sometimes a difference even in the language- (Hebrew,' 
Aramaic, etc.) which is employed. In the second place there 
are numerous repetitions. For instance, Abraham twice 
pretends that Sarah is ndt his wife, but his* sister, in Egypt 
an.d in the court of Abimeleoh of Gerat, and th^re are two 
somewhat icontradictory versions of th^ Creation. Thei^e cooM 
scarcely come from the same hapd. In the third place there 
are differences in p<>int of view, for iilst^nce, whether Jeru- 
salem and Judah or Sstoaria and the Northern kingcjom be 
the main interest of the writer. And lastly — a<x>nsideration 
which includes ai good many dther points besides tiiose already* 
mentioned — 'We know that the faiths of Israel chianged, or ait 
least were developed, and that what» was consistent with one' 
phase was not necessarily oonsistekit with iahotfalen The* 
nomad feotb , todk a • difierent view of altars from that^enter^' 
tainedby the pea^nt religion, when Israel was i3StaUished' 
in Cai^aan: and the value oif Sacrifice wast divergently 
estimated by the' prophetic and the priestly religion.

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There are four such strata, previously referred to, which 
may be tabulated thus :

These are arranged for the most part in temporal order, 
for the first (Jj)k supposed to date somewhere about 850 B.C., 
in the reign of Jehoshaphat. E. has for its reputed date 750 
B.O.) in the time of Jeroboam II. The Deuteronomist clearly 
starts firom the reign of Josiah, 621 B.C., while the IViestly 
writer has a large range from 670 B.a (the end of EzekieFs 
activities) to about 440 B.c. (the arrival of Ezra in Jerusalem), 
and probably also to 250 B.c. The process of amalgamation 
was somethii^ of this sort. J. and E. were welded together 
by a redactor or editor (which produces ndiat is called J.E.), 
perhaps by a Deuteronomist, perhaps by a Priestly writer. 
But after the date of Ezra it is tolerably clear that an 
extensive revision took place at the bands of P. which occupied 
the years between 440 and 400 B.C. It was not till some 
time after the Babylonian exile that the writings of the 
Old Testament began to assume their present arrangement. 
The Deuteronomist, who is active during Josiah's reform, is 
responsible for the Book of Deuteronomy. The Book of the 
Cluronicles occupies a special position of its own, because it 
represents a deliberate attempt to rewrite the old memorials 
of the Kings. Probably it is due to the same authorship 
which produced the Books of Ezra and Nehemiah. Its style 
is quite distinct. It exhibits those half-musical, half-liturgical 
expressions which occur in the Book of Psalms. Indeed, it 
only knows David as a singer of psalms. The object of the 
Chronicler is always ^*to improve the occasion." He is 
consistently didactic. Thus he gives a reason why the 
pious Asa became diseased in his feet, why the pious Uzziah 
became afflicted with leprosy, and the pious Josiah was 
defeated by the heathen Necho. So, too, he seemis aUxious 
to show why sinners sometimes triumph; how it taxne to 
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pas6« for instance, that Joasb of larael, who was a heretic^ 
could capture Amaziah, described as a true believer^ and 
above all, how that peculiarly wi<^ed monarch Mamasseh 
could not only have the longest reign of all the Kin^s 
descended from David, but actually die in peace. These are 
the conscious efibrts of an obviously late writer, and somej 
would even put. the work of the Qhronicler as late as 250 B^C, 
during the Greek period. The work of the Jahvist and thet 
fSli^bist is to be seen principally in the, Pentateuch, ot vathet 
the Hexateuch (that Is to say, tibe five Books of Moses; 
together^ with the Book of Joshua). The Jahvist is so called 
becausOibe most. consistently use^ thie name Jahveh for the 
God of Isra^sl, while the Slobist ptefei^iEl or Elohim.' Th6. 
one is tnanslated Jehovah in our authorized version, thei 
other appears as the Lord. r 

Let us put the matter dogmatically, for the sake of 
clearness. The JsAvist writer emanates from Judea^ and 
represeijits the Judaic point of view. For instance, h^ makes 
Abraham dwell in Hebron^ not in Beersheba. In the story 
of Joseph he makes Judab, and not Reuben, the spokesman 
of the brothers. Everywhere he magnifies Moses, and puts 
iJie, North Israelitish, figure of Aaron and the Ephraimite 
Joshua .very much in the background. On the contrary, the 
Elohist narrative seems to have qpme from the Northern 
kingdom, and its author to have been, an Ephraimite. The. 
ancient; holy places, such as Bethel, Shechem,. and above alt, 
Beersheba, are the central points of his.nairrative. , .Abraham 
is brought not to the Judean town of Hebron, but to Beer- 
sheba. Ephraim is the true heir of Joseph. Reuben is the 
tribal leader among the sons of Jacob, and Joseph is a royal 
figure, blest of heaven in his descendants in the Northern, 
kingdom. But if we are to compare the two writers, there; 
can be no question thai J. is a good deal the. more picturesque 
Bixd literary. J. ex^ls in delineating life i^nd character! and 
the painting of a scene. While E* makes God' speak out of| 
Heaven, J. makes God eome. down upon earth and move 
fi:eely among his creatures, as in the second and third 
chapters of Gienesis. Let any reader jseruse, let us say, the' 
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24th'cliapter of G*ene^is,in which id described the wo(»ngdf 
Rebekah by the intermediary of Abraham's steward. Here 
is a charming narrative full of Eastern colour and yet quite 
simple. There is no particular characterization, still less is 
there of psychological analysis. Biit for vivid descriptive 
power, and an eye foi* atniospheric effects/the recital is an 
admirable example of J.'s power. So, too, is the dialogue 
between Jahveb and the patriarch in reference to the 
destruction of Sodom knd ' Gfemorrah; and the iiiterview 
between Joseph and his btiethren. I have selected a number 
of passages from J: because he is ^b6ve all the liierary ai'tist. 
E. is not much 'inferior, b\it he has not the same assured and 
delicate literary touch, aiid he is anxious td make but the 
best cai^ for the Ephraimites and the Northern kingdom. 
The Priestly writer (P.) is quite Stereotyped in expression, 
quite formal, and with a constant pre-occiipation With the 
Torah and the ordinances of the Law. J.E. taken together 
are distinctly prophetical in charactfer — and J. Js especially 
anxious to explain the origins of things, such ^ the division 
of the sexes, the cause of evii, marriage, etc. — Und there- 
fore : anticipate prophets Hke Amos and Micah and Isaiah. 
The' fcharacteristici^ of P. are |)artly theocratic, partfy 
lituVgical, and throughout represent the formal organization 
of Hebraism as ^ ceremonial religion. J. agaiti i^ the main 
el^ibent in the Books of Samuel. The i)euteron6mite writer 
appears to sotae fei^tent in both Joshua and Judges, b'ut most 
of all in the Books of King^-^though these books al-e; of 
cdunse, based on the old traditions. To speak technically, 
we should say that the author of Samuel is 'Rj.; i.e. a-red&ctor 
working on J.: while the authors of Kings are Rd^ and IW2, 
that is to say, redactors working on two different layers of

The story of Joseph', b.^ told froba Geri. xxxVil* onwatrds, 
affords a significant anld interesting '^xslnxpk oi the kind of 
process which* ' J have attempted to indicate in'-pred^ing 
paragraphs. As it stands ii^ ou!i^ Bible, ife is a' compilation 
by some laiie writer iyf t^o accounts, written t^sp^tiVely 
by J. and • E., passagcb being taken from J: ' add ' E. alttet- 
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lately, wcA thau-rMAot always .very sijicee8sful}y-r-4i&rnHHiuie(l. 
Let us take the version of J. igrst.^ Joseph, plojited agaiast 
by his brethren, is rescued by Judah, and then sold by 
his brethren to the Ishmaelites. The latter sell him to 
an Egyptian of position, whose name is npt given (xxxix. 1^ 
is the work of the redactor). After being made his head 
servant, Joseph is charged by his master's wife, and is, 
in consequence, thrown into prison (bearing the remarkable 
name of "The Round House"), the keeper of the prison 
making him overseer of the other prisoners. In the sub- 
sequent narrative the brethren only after special inquiry 
tell Joseph about their younger brother: nothing is said 
about the detention of Simeon as a hostage in Egypt. The 
brethren open their sacks and find the money in them at a 
lodging-house by the way : Judah offers to be a surety to his 
father for Benjamin's return: and Qoschen is the place 
named for Jacob and his sons. Now let us turn to E.'s 
account. Joseph is rescued from the brethren by Reuben 
and thrown into a pit, from which he is drawn up T>y 
Midianites without his brothers' knowledge. He is sold 
to Potiphar, captain of the guard, who makes him attend 
on the prisoners confined in his house. Later, when the 
brethren are taxed with being spies, they volunteer the 
information about their younger brother. Simeon remains 
in Egypt as a hostage : the sacks are opened at the end of 
the journey home. Reuben offers to be surety for Benjamin's 
return, and there is no mention of Qoschen. Such being the 
two versions, what does the redactor do ? He finds in both 
versions that Joseph is connected in some way with a prison, 
but that he is only described as a prisoner by J., while E. 
makes him wait on the prisoners. Further J. speaks of the 
Keeper of the Round House as committing the other prisoners 
into Joseph's charge, while in E., his own master, the captain 
of the guard, appoints him to wait upon the prisoners in his 
charge. The redactor, therefore, brings the versions into

§ in. The Obiqiks op Hebraic Cui/tube in Babylon. 

It is not too much to say t)iat modem excavatiooB in 
Babylonia have revolutionized . our conceptions of the early 
history of the Jews. The general supposition in the eight- 
eenth century was that the Old Testament was the earliest 
available record of civilization in the East, and that the 
Hebrews represented the earliest civilized nationality. Since 
the discoveries of Dr. George Smith, Mr. de HLoig^jn, Mr. 
Boscawen and others in Babylonia, those of Mr. Fetrie and 
Dr. Budge in Egypt, and th^ subsequent deductions whic}i have 
been drawn from them, no other conclusion is possible tjhan 
that the Hebrews were quite a young race compared with the 
Babyloni£^s~ahd the Egyptians. Chronology carries back the 
beginnings of civilization to dates previous to 6000 B.C. : 
indeed, the estimated date of the foundation of the Temple 
of Bel at Nippur is put b^re 6000 B.C. Of these two grent 
early civilizations, the Babylonian and the Egyptian,. it is 
curious to observe that the former had far greater influence 
on the Hebrews than ihfd latter. If we had only the stories 
in Genesis and Exodus to go by, we should naturally imagine 
that the Hebrews must have learnt a good deal during their 
re^d^nce in Egypt^ But it is not so. There are not many 
evidences connecting the early Israelite Dsdth with tl^ 
Egyptian. To take only one instance. There are no Angels 
in the Egyptian theology, and the Angels and Messengers of 
Jahveh appear constantly in the Old Testament* : Babylonia, 
however, exercised a Htes4j> potent and enduring influence 
upon the Israelites, almost from the beginning to the end of 
their national history. 

As early as about 2250 B.C. there existed, according to the 
results of archaeological study, on the Euphrates and Tigris, 
a highly-developed culture in the Babylonian Lowland, a 
district about the size of Italy. Earlier than this date .we

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move only amongst mists. Bat we know vaguely that in 
this same Lowland there first existed a primeval race, neither 
Indo-germanic nor Semitic, which we call the Sumerians or 
the ** Accadians." To them succeed the Semitic Babylonians, 
with vb^nv history first concerns itsetf . from 3800 B.C. 
onwards. In 2500 B.c. we have the reign of a King 
Hamtnurabi, the conftertipbrary of Abra:ham, supposed to 
appear under the name Amraphel, King of Shinar, in that 
strange fourteetith chapter of Genesis, in which Abraham is 
depidied as a warrior fighting Ivith powerful Kings from the 
EiBkst. Now Hammurabi was the author of a code of Laws, 
known by his name, and in this co(le We find enactments 
precisely similalr t6 those embodied' in the Laws of Moses.^ 
When the Icfraelites Were only a nomad race, Babylonia 
was A • citilieed -country, with a definite brgalnization of 
p6Htical and Social life, with a civil code, With a peculiar 
writing whifeh we find on the cuneiform inscriptions; with 
astronomical knowledge and a considerable artistic develop- 
ment. ' When we divide the Zodiac into tWelve signs and call 
them the Bull, the Twins, the Ram, etc., when we divide the 
circle into 360°, the hour into 60 minutes and the minute 
into 60 seconds, we ai^e doing what the Babylonians did about 
5000 years ago. 

Let us l^ke a few definite instances of the Babylonian 
influence tipcttithe Hebrews : - • 

(I) The 'story of the expoifeure of Moses in the ark of 
bulrushes is the story of a King Sargani, (me of the oldest 
o^ the* Babylonian rulers yet knowA, belonging to the third 
or perhaps the fourth millennium B.a 

• (ii) The Hebrew story of Oeation in Genesis^ chapter L, 
is derived from a Babylbnian creation epic, written upon 
seven tablets and discovered .in 1872 by Q. Smith, in the 
library of Assurbanipal at' Nineveh, the exploits of Maixluki 
the supreme God of Babylon, being transferred to the God of 
Israel: • •

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(iii) The story of Noah's flood is derived from the Baby- 
lonian deluge story, also written on tablets and found in the 
same library. In this case we know that the Babylonians 
possessed a legend of a flood from a certain Berossus, a 
Babylonian priest who lived about 300 B.a and compiled a 
work on Babylonian History. Babylonia was especially the 
land of floods, the alluvial lowlands along the course of all 
great rivers discharging into the sea being usually subject to 
cyclones, tornadoes and deluges. The Babylonian Noah, 
called Xisuthros or Ut-napishtim, receives a command from 
the God of the Ocean to build a ship of a specified size, and 
to carry in it his family and all living seed. He does what 
he is told, the doors of the ship are closed, and he tosses 
about upon the billows until at length the vessel strands 
upon a mountain called Nizir. Then follows the episode of 
the dove^and finally, when land has appeared again, Xisuthros 
offers u^n» the -top of the mountain a sacrifice. The story 
was transplanted to Palestine, but unfortunately it was for- 
gotten that tike local conditions in Babylonia and in Canaan 
are quite different, so that the account given in Genesis is 
now declared to be scientifically impossible. 

(iv) Similarly the story of Man's fall in the Garden of 
Eden is to be paralleled in Babylon. There is an old Baby- 
lonian cylinder seal, in which we find in the middle a tree 
with hanging firuit. On the right sits a man, on the left a 
woman, both stretching their hands out to the fruit, and 
behind the woman is a serpent. It may also be remarked 
that the site o{ Paradise, with its four rivers, of which the 
Tigris and the Euphrates are two, points decisively to 
Babylonia. 

(v) More doubtfully, the weekly Sabbath came from the 
same sourca The Babylonians appear to have had a Sabbath 
Day (Sabattu), on which no work was to be done, celebrated 
on the 7th, 14th, 21st and 28th days of a month. 

(vi) The Lex talionis, that is to say, the ordinance, '' An 
eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth,'' existed in Babylonian 
law. 

(vii) Even the very word which designates the Hebrew 
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Qod is by some authorities traced in Babylonian records. At 
all events, there are three small clay tablets in the British 
Museum which belong to the age of Hammurabi, and contain 
three names, Ja-a-ve-ilu, Ja-ve-ilu, Ja-u-um-ilu, which seem 
to mean " Jahveh is God." There is some doubt about this, 
however. 

There are many other links of connection especially based 
on the legal and ethical code, but the evidences given are 
enough to show how close is the correspondence between 
Babylonian and Hebraic thought No doubt is ' possible as 
to which came first, for the Assyrian civilization is much 
older than the Jewish. Hence the conclusion follows that 
the priestly writers, when they were editing their ancient 
records, found a large number of existing beliefe, myths and 
observances borrowed from their Eastern neighbours. When 
and how this influence was exerted is easy to explain. The 
Bible itself contains references to an early connection. 
Abraham came firom Ur of the Chaldees (Genesk xi. 28). 
The ancestors of the Hebrews are said to have dwelt beyond 
the river, that is to say, the Euphrates, and " served other 
Gods" (Joshua xxiv. 2}. When the El*Amarna tablets 
were discovered in the winter of 1887, between Thebes and 
Memphis, it was found that they coiltained letters of 
Babylonian and Mesopotamian Kings to the Pharaohs 
Amenophis III. and IV., and communications from Canaanite 
cities such as Tyre and Sidon to the Egyptian Court There 
are also letters written from Jerusalem before the immigra- 
tion of the Israelites into the Promised Land, which exist in 
the Berlin museums. Now the fact that the chiefs of Canaan 
avail themselves of the Babylonian language and write on 
clay tablets, somewhere between 2200 and 1400 B.C., proves 
the omnipotent influence of Babylonia, so that when the 
Twelve Tribes of Israel invaded Canaan they came to a land 
largely permeated with Babylonian culture. It is at least a 
significant fact that when the first Canaanite city, Jericho, 
was captured, a Babylonish mantle excited the greed of Achan 
(Joshua vii. 21). Probably Babylonish ideas were fii*st 
naturalized among the Canaanites, and then transmitted from 
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them to the invading Israelites. In later times, of coui*se, 
the connecticm between the two countries is obvious, for 
Judah was carried captive into Babylon by Nebuchadnezzar 
and the Jews deported in 586 B.C., and it was not till afber 
Cyrus the Persian conquered Babylon, 638 B,c., that the 
Jews were restored to their native cdhntry. 

It is easy, nevertheless, to exaggerate the range of this 
Babylonian influence. When! we ispeafc of derivation of ideas, 
we do not necessarily iiiiply oonscloiift' imitation. Babylon 
may have originally worshipped only one God in the form 6f 
Maxduk, the God of Light, but the ilythsare filU of a multi- 
tude of gods, and the great distitictlon between the eatly 
legends of the two countries i^ that while the Babylbni^nis 
were in spirit monotheistic, but in feict polytheistic, the 
Hebraic legends were both in spirit and in fact' mono- 
theistic. An ethical monotheistn has been ' generally 
recognized as the main characteristic of Hebraic culture. 
Yet, on the other hand, it must be reniembered that the 
Children of Israel, as the Ptophets complained, were con^ 
stantly {jgdling into idolatry. They borrowed the superstitions 
of the Canaanites, aiid tater on were iexpiosed to the maiiy 
gods of Babylon. • ' 

No one, however, who reads the Creation story and the 
deluge story, first in the Babylonian tablets and then in the 
Book of Genesis, can doubt that the versions current among 
the Jews were inspired by a purer and loftier spirit. We 
cannot say as much for the ordinary conditibiis of sociil life. 
The position of woman was much higher in Babylon than it 
was among the Jews. Woman was admittedly inferior in 
Israel. Originally the property of her parents^ she becomes 
later on the property of her husband, and she is incompetent 
to take part in the practice of religious worship. "The story 
that she was taken out of the rib of Addln while he' slept, is 
undoubtedly inte^^d to illt»ttkte woman's^ dependent and 
subordinate p^rition. ' '^ '

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§ V. Isaiah op Jebubalbh* 

It is extraordinary how much of ^loral stature and indi- 
vidual interest historical figures gain when they are no longer 
regarded from conventional standpoints. To many of us the 
prophet Isaiah seems to belong to a past too legendary to 
recall — a dim, august personage clad in the mists of remote 
years. Or else we view him as a wholly exceptional char- 
acter, divinely inspired to utter prophecies : about the fiiture 
Messiah. , Or, once more, we hear his ' chapters read in 
churches — not too well read, unfortunately — as part of the 
lesson for the day, and sheer familiarity dulls our perception 
of the &ct that we have in him one of the most magnificent 
of the poets of the ages. It is the price we pay for school- 
lessons that we not only lose all sense of proportion, but that 
we become actually insensible to values. And the real draw- 
back of traditional points of view is that, after we have given 
our hero his conventional label, we are apt to lose all further 
interest in him as an active and vivid personality. But read 
the book of the prophet Isaiah with a fresh eye ; read it in 
our splendid authorized version, written in English at a time 
when men had not forgotten the grand manner — the revised 
version is, alas ! a much duller affair, though doubtless more 
accurate ; supplement it with, let us say, the study by Dr. 
Whitehouse in The Gentwry Bible, or the works of Dr. 
Cheyne and Dr. Driver; and the lineaments of the great 
hero of Jerusalem will stand out in proper perspective and 
clearer light Here is a man who, alone, or almost alone, 
preserved an ideal of patriotism and faith when most of 
the politicians around him, such as Shebna the scribe, and 
the kings of his own land, such as Ahaz and Hezekiah, were 
for compromise and time-serving, opportunists of no very 
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high type, mem who tried to preserve the future of their 
country and of themselyes by bsdancing riyal powers against 
one another, for all the world as if they bad lived at the 
Yildiz Kiosk or were a Shereefiau majesty in Morocco. And 
it all happened not so very long ago, as history counts time — 
in the eighth century before Christ, between 740 and 700. 
A century earlier, Lycurgus is supposed to have given laws 
to Sparta; a century later, Draco made his name famous, or 
infJEunous, by his institutions in Athens. 

In this eighth century B.C. the problems confronting the 
kings of Judah and of Israel were sufficiently serious to tax 
political statesmanship to the utmost. We sometimes think 
that these Jewish kingdoms were, in some undefined manner, 
independent at all events, if not prosperous. For a short 
time, it is true, at the beginning of the eighth century, 
Jeroboam II. of Israel and XJzziah of Judah had a happy 
interval of tranquillity and aggrandisement. But that was 
due not so much to their own power as to the relative quies- 
cence of surrounding empires. The actual position of Judah 
and Israel waa an existence as a buffer state between two 
great military powers, Assyria and Egypt, just as Afghanistan, 
for instance, lies between the rival influences of Russia and 
Qreat Britain. For the most part the kings paid a large 
l^bute to Assyria, in order to be allowed to live in peace, 
and then, when they got tired of this subservience, raised the 
standard of revolt, and hoped that Egypt would come to their 
aid. The. situation was further complicated by keen occa- 
sicmal animosities between Samaria and Jerusalem. The 
Northern kingdom, for instance, under Pekah, did not hesi- 
tate to call on Syria to join in an attack on the Southern 
kingdom,, at that time ruled by Ahaz, and the so-called Syro- 
Ephraimite war was the result, ended by the failure of the 
Northerners. Isaiah alludes to this when he tells Ahaz not 
to be a&aid of the two " tails of smoking firebrands," already 
ahnost extinct — ^in other words, Rezin, King of Syria, and 
Pekah, King of Israel (Isaiah vii. 4). But bigger events 
were, now looming on the horizon. The great Assyrian 
Empire, ' under its warrior-ruler, Tiglath-Pileser III., had 
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recovered from a temporary depressicm, and b^an to extend 
its borders. The first consequence was an invasion of the 
Northern provinces, the overthrow of Damascus, the dealh 
of Pekah, and the substitution for him of an obedient vassal, 
Hoshea. To this succeeded a further revolt, and a still more 
signal vengeance. Under Sargon, the Aa^ans, after a 
horrible siege, captured Samaria, transported the inhabitants 
to the East, and finally ended the Northern kingdom. From 
this time, by the dispersion of the ten tribes, the so-called 
Israelites disappear from history. 

But what, meanwhile, during this last ag<my of their 
brethren, were the rulers of the Southern kingdom content to 
be doing ? Ahaz had perhaps inherited the policy of tempor- 
izing and intriguing from his predecessor ; but it was doubt- 
ful whether under any circumstances, menaced as he had 
been by Fekah, in conjunction with the King <rf Syria, he 
would have been allowed by public opinion to bring any aid 
to Samaria. Hezekiah, his successor, at first carried on the 
same policy, alternately paying tribute to Assyria and coquet- 
ting with Egypt, despite the warnings of his prophet. Isaiah 
always steadily deprecated the Egyptian alliance, inventing 
a derisive name for the rulers of the twenty-fourth dynasty 
and the land they governed — ** Rahab-sit-still " (the monster 
who never does anything). Then, almost suddenly, perhaps 
because he was inspirited by an embassy sent to him from 
Merodach-Baladan, and the rising empire of Babylon, Heze- 
kiah throws off his tributary dependence on Ascfyria, combines 
as many of the Palestinian powers as he could induce to join 
him, and raises the standard of revolt. There follow the 
march of the new Assjnian monarch Sennacherib, his succes- 
sive conquests in the north and west, and the invasion of 
Judah and the investment of Jerusalem. The siege of the 
sacred city is, of course, an historic one, graphically painted, 
as it has been, by Isaiah himself. We know how Babshakeh 
came and harangued the beleaguered folk gathered on the 
walls, how he was implored to speak in the Syrian tongue, 
and how he refused to use any other language than the 
Jewish, in order that he might be understood by the 
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fftiniBhed and hard-pressed inhabitants. We often hear that 
speech read^ a speech full of menace and scorns with its 
description of Assjnia's invincible career and its utter con- 
tempt both for the national Qod of the Jews and for the 
broken reed on which Judah was often inclined to trust, 
Egypt, " Rahab-sit-stilL" We are also aware that the 
Assyrians failed to capture Jerusalem, partly because cholera 
and typhus (the pestilence described as '' the angel of the 
Lord '') broke out in their camp, and parUy because Babylon 
was causing larouble on the confines of Assyria. There are 
records of all these events in the wonderful terra-cotta tablets 
brought over by Layard and other explorers from Nineveh, 
records which can be seen in the British Museum, and which 
confirm and illustrate the Jewish story. But what is not 
referred to, and yet can be indubitably gathered as perhaps 
the main cause of the Assyrian fS&ilure and the Jewish success, 
is the unique personality of the prophet Isaiah. Alone 
among the panic-stricken inhabitants of Jerusalem, there 
was a man whose heart never quailed. He was like Gordon 
in Khartoum ; Dr. Whitehouse compares him also to Havelock 
in Lucknow. Think what the ismies were. Outside the walls 
lay the unconquered, densely-serried ranks of the Assyrian& 
Inside were doubts, despair, the reproaches, perhaps, of Isaiah's 
enemy, Shebna the scribe, the vacillations of Hezekiah. No 
one could know in Jerusalem that Babylon was keeping her 
promise, or that the Assyrian camp was visited with a deso- 
lating pestilence. The fate of David's ancestral throne, of 
Jahveh's chosen city, seemed to hang in the balance, sus- 
pended by a single thread over a gaping chasm. Yet the 
prophet's soul is calm, untroubled, dauntless, secure. He 
bids, without an accent of fear or doubt, both King and 
people have faith in the Qod of their fathers, Immanuel, the 
Lord with us. 

This is the sublimest point in Isaiah's career, the triumph 
of his religious and statesmanlike policy. The prophet had a 
reward which does not often hsqppen to men of his vocation 
— his predictions were forthwith realized. But it was not, of 
course, the mere successes of his preaching, but its inner 
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cfaiuraotei) and quality which are inost oharaoteristic of the 
manj At a time when religion throughout both Northern 
and Solithem kingdoms was largely local. and tribal, be. asked 
of his c6uflitrymdn a wider conception of Divinity than any 
which oould be associated with * the sacriedness of particular 
places. Like Amos of Samaria, he preached that Jahveh's 
sovereignty was universal, and that the great empire of 
Assyria itself was only an instrument,, "the mace" of 
Jahveh^ wrath < when he wished to punish and discipline 
his people. Moreover, like all th^ true prophets and seers 
of history; he made this universal sovereignty rest on founda- 
tions of justice and righteousness, describiixg the duty of faith 
in this universal spirit as it bad never been urged before by 
lany of his predecessors. Indeed, there . was a singular sim- 
/ plioity and purity about Isailih's exhortations. He lifted up his 
voice against the pride and arrogance of wealth, the military 
ostentation of horses ^84 chariots, the various forms of what 
he Called -' idolatry." In his age^ as also in our own, men 
attempted to call up the spirits of the dead. Against this 
practice of necromancy I&faiah sternly set his iface — one could 
find texts against our modem spiritualism in his chapters. 
For instance (viii. W), *' And when they^ shall say unto you, 
Seiek tnto them that have familiai; spirits and unto the 
wizards, that chirp and that mutter: should. not a people 
seek unto their God ? On behalf of thte living should they 
seek untb the dead?" {Revised Version.) He. does not 
seem, it is true, to hibve carried his vibion beyond , earth's 
confines^ 6r even the times in which he lived, while his 
faith W6.S essentially bound up with Jahveh's dwelling-place, 
Zion. Modem scholarship will not allow us tO' associate the 
Apocalyptic passages with the original Isaiah, for banning 
with the fortieth chapter we get what is called the Second 
Isaiah, whose writings belong to the exile period, nearly 200 
years afterwards, and, perhaps, a third Isaiah, from chapter 
Ivi., with writings^ composed* after the return from exile. 
With such matters as these, however, we have no present 
need to concern ourselves. The lEtaiah who lived in the reign 
of Ahaz and Hezekiah, and who, as tradition states, was sawn 
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asunder in the reign of Manasseh, was at once a splendid 
patriot and a moralist of the highest type. He upheld the 
fortunes of his country in her darkest hour, and clothed his 
exhortations in language of immortal poetry. I think that he, 
as a writer, was always attracted by the phenomena of sound. 
Storm and hurricane, the fury of waves, the sound of many 
waters and battling winds, are always echoing through his 
verses. And the ideal he sought to put before his country- 
men wad dn ideal' of ' ri^hteotisiiess, simplicity of life, and 
faith in a Qck^ of universal sovereign,ty — ^a God. for ever 
present among his people under the title Immanuel, 
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§ VI. Isaiah and the Prophetio Beuqion. 

Considerable importance is to be attributed to Isaiah's 
theology t especially as it throws light upon that prophetic 
religion which stands in such clear contrast with the priestly 
religion. It will be remembered that the religious faith of 
Israel passed through three or four different phases. We 
have in the first place a faith, in many respects rude and 
simple, but emphasizing on the whole that union of morality 
and social duty with such theological dogmas as were then 
accepted, which is throughout the characteristic tenet of 
Hebraism. To that succeeds a fiedth practised when the 
twelve tribes settled in Canaan and here and there adopted 
some of the tenets which they found existing in the 
Promised Land. Then comes the religion of the Prophets, 
returning to the simple elements of the early nomad faith. 
And in the last place we have an ecclesiastical religion, 
commencing with the reforms of Josiah and the discovery 
of Deuteronomy, but carried out in detail after the return 
from the exile to Babylon. Now by the prophetic religion 
we mean mainly that which was inculcated by such Prophets 
as Amos, Hosea, Isaiah and Micah, and which occupied 
the eighth century, a hundred years before the reformation 
of Josiah. During the eighth century and earlier the 
religion of Israel was closely bound up with the worship of 
the High Places. Jahveh was worshipped as a kind of local 
Baal, the lord or owner of the sacred spot dedicated to him. 
There were various symbols of his sovereignty. The com- 
monest was a stone pillar, sometimes a rude, unshaped block, 
called " Massebah." In the worship of these local sanctuaries 
the blood or oil of the sacrifice was smeared upon the stonoi 
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aud tribal feasts were held, such as may be found in Judges 
ix. 27, 1 Samuel ix. 12-25, and 1 Samuel zx. 6. Apart 
from the stone symbol there was also the sacred pole, ccdled 
''Asherah/' the sacred tree (whether terebinth or poplar), 
referred to over ^d over again in the history of AbisJiam, 
and sometimes the sacred spring. The reformation in 
Josiah's reign in 621 B.a, resulting in the Book of Deuter- 
onomy, suppressed cdl these local sanctuaries, and mad^ 
Jerusalem the only centre of worship. Inasmuch as the 
Book o{ Eapgs was written under the Deurfaeronomic influ* 
ence, we find over and QV6r again rebukes addressed to the 
Kings who tolerated High Places. :Bi^ in the eighth century^ 
when Amos, Hosea and Isaiah w^ere living, no protest was 
made against the stone symbol, or the sacred pole, or the use 
of the ephod (the plated image of Jahveh), or the Teraphini 
(ancestral images). The prophets were not concerned with 
points like these, because tribal festivals and high places formed 
part of the normal religious life in the days of Samuel and 
David onward. Isaiah denounces, it is true, the necromancer, 
but not the soothsayer. What the prophet was especially 
anxious to destroy was abnormal religious practice, foreign 
usages, borrowed from the Philistines or btm. the East The 
other portion of the prophetic protest was directed against 
the priests. Isaiah draws for us a terrible picture of a 
drunken priesthood, just as Hosea gives us a still more 
terrible recital of the murdering gangs of priests in Shecheni 
or Gilead, who lay in wait for the pilgrims. No foreign 
cultus, no debased priesthood, but a return to the simplicity 
of nomad times and the worship of Jahveh — these were the 
chief notes of the prophetic utterance. And, throughout, 
morality, the morf^lity of ordinary life, was proclaimed as the 
only real proof of a true religion. 

When, however, the Northern kingdom and Judab were 
both threatened by the vast empires on either side of them, 
Assyria on the east, £^pt on the south-west, to say nothing 
of. Syria, the notion of a tribal god was in peculiar danger. 
According to the usages of the time, if the tribe or the nation 
was overwhelmed by a foreign nation, its own god was over^ 
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whelmed by the god belonging to the comquerors. If Israel 
and Judah were defeated' by the armies of Sargon and Senna- 
cherib, ih^ir god also was held to snffer a like conquest. 
How did the prophets meet this problem? Amos, whose 
activity wafe in the Northern kingdom, s6lyed the difficulty 
by the asseHion ');hat Jahveh was more thaii l6cal atid 
national, tiiat his sovereignty was ati 'uhiversal sovereignty. 
It was not only the faict' that Jahveh had brbught' the 
Israelites* out of Egypt, but he was also the Lord of the 
Universe, the Deity who mad^ th^ great lighfei 6f Heaven, 
ihe God of the whole world. Inasmuch as Jahveh was a 
righteous ruler, hef claimed from men that they too should be 
righteous, and a merely ceremonial wOi:«hip thkt ignored the 
claims of mdraJity was absolutely valueless. Hosea's contri^ 
bution tb this question was of a rather differeht type. 
Hosea lays stress on the un&ithfulness of Israel towards a 
God whose relation to them might be described either as that 
of a husbaaid to a wife or of si father to a son. And the one 
constaoDit note is the necessity for " lovingkindness," the duty 
which a manowesto Qod,and the duty which he equally owes 
to his neighboui*. As contrasted with Amos, Hosea empha- 
sized the divine love, while Amos laid stress upon the divine 
righteoumesa 

Isaiah, succeeding to these previous messages, carried them 
both to a higher plane. Jahveh is indeed sih universal God. 
It is he who makes foreign despots instruments of his wrath. 
Assyria, for instance; is "the mace^* of Jahvel/s anger, and 
the same tone is heard in all the so-ciEdled **butdfenii'' or 
oracles dealing with Moab, Damascus, Ethiopia 'tod Fhili^tia. 
Because the Universal God desired to have a reign of right- 
eousness on earth he could punish those who deserted him, 
just as he could reward those who trusted in him. And, Jui^ 
like Hosida, Isaiah's burning words are fiill of the conception 
of divine outraged love, witness the lamient ov^r the faithful 
dkty of Sion, which had now bcicome a harlot (tisAiah il'21). 
Indeed, Isaiah ; carries out thi^ ^thieal cbncepti^n of the 
Godhead to a far greater extent than modt of' the p]^6f»het^ 
God is the .Holy One of Isii^L God is a spiritayi Being', th« 
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great,, absolute, mvindble . Spirit of the . whole earth, in 
response to whose ordinances the various peoples of the earth 
conquer or fail. Ll similiar fashion, because the prophet will 
have nothing to do. with .various intermediaidea between 
Jahveh and his people, the duty of faith,i«<j)f personal trust, is 
constantly insisted upon. And this faith in the divine Power 
and Presence is expressed in the name Immanuel, " God with 
us" — ^a perpetual watchword of Isaiah to his countrymen, 
even at the darkest moment of their fortunes. So gradually 
we get formed the lineaments of the highest, because most 
spiritual and most personal, religion to which the Jews 
attained. Apparently it was too rare and too pure a form of 
£sdth to endure, though it left itself not without witness in 
much later times, when Jesus of Nazareth revived the 
spiritual and moral fervour of the prophets. But the interval 
is filled with the formal, priestly religion, which built its 
fabric of ceremonial duty on the Law. 

Of course, the religion of Isaiah had its limitations. It is 
not possible to assert that Isaiah's monotheism excluded a 
belief in lower deities. The deities of other nations had a 
kind of life of their own, yet they are described as purely 
secondary and shadowy beings, mere nothings, the work of 
men's hands. The great day of the Lord, the Day of Judg- 
ment, will finally get rid of these phantoms. So, too, the 
real Isaiah, as apart from the deutero-Isaiah and the trito- 
Isaiah, does not extend his vision beyond the confines of 
earth, or even the times in which he lived. The Day of the 
Lord, the rule in righteousness of David's son, the age of the 
Messiah, do not belong to the remote future, because Isaiah 
was especially anxious to bring some present help to his 
sorely distressed countrymen. Here is the great contrast 
between the prophet of Jerusalem and the Apocalyptic 
teaching which begins many years after him (certainly not 
earlier than the fourth century). Probably as late as 250 
B.C., some time in what is called the Greek Period, there was 
a systematic revision of the prophetic writings on the basis 
of the dogmatic system of later Judaism, including the 
apocalyptic hopes and expectations, of which we find so 
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much illustration in the Book of Daniel. Isaiah's eschat- 
ology is not of this type. The year 701 B.c., when Senna- 
cherib, invading Judah, retired without being able to eflEect 
the conquest of Jerusalem, is the immediate inspiration of 
Isaiah's highest hopes. 



§ VII. " Wisdom " Literature and the Hellenic Spirit 

The books which constitute the Wisdom Literature of the 
Bible are Proverbs, the Book of Koheleth (Ecclesiastes), and 
the Book of Job. If we add books outside the established 
canon, we should have to include in this list the Wisdom of 
Jesus, the son of Sirach (or Ecclesiasticus), and the Wisdom 
of Solomon. If ever the Hebraic spirit got near to formal 
philosophy it was in these books, for here are old-world 
problems discussed, not so much in relation to a given 
creed as in reference to some of the fundamental conditions 
of human thought. Yet the first thing almost which strikes 
the reader is that they do not constitute a philosophy at 
all ; or, if the word must be used, it is a philosophy quite 
alien from that range of metaphysics in which Hellenism set 
the example to European nations. For however much the 
problems discussed may be such eternal riddles as the mean- 
ing of human life, the reality of Providence, the justice of 
providential rule, the distribution of happiness and un- 
happiness, and incidentally the end of life, the treatment in 
each case is subordinated to a particular practical purpose, 
and made a vehicle for edification rather than enlightenment. 
Take " the end of life," for instance. This question is dis- 
cussed by Plato, Aristotle and others who are imbued with 
the Hellenistic spirit, as something which has to be decided 
in terms of reason so as to become acceptable to reasonable 
creatures. In Hebraic literature the end is not argued about, 
but assumed. The idea of the end of life precedes and 
regulates all the inquiry, instead of coming as the last link 
in a chain of logical arguments. In the books of the Old 
Testament already referred to there is no definite and formal 
attempt to pursue knowledge for its own sake. The object 
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is quite diflferent. It is rather to induce that frame of mind 
which shall recognize that the fear of the Lord is the be- 
ginning of wisdom. "Wisdom," in short, as the Hebrews 
understood it, is the end of all philosophy: wisdom, a 
practical concern, a way of living, an undeviating and un- 
questioning faith, a blind acceptance of the reality of God, 
in the teeth of many logical difficulties. 

To any one accustomed to the dialogues of Plato or to the 
ethics of Aristotle, almost the first thing which strikes the 
reader of Job and of Ecclesiastes is the formlessness of the 
books. There is no feeling for form. The notion of a logical 
advance from point to point, in order to establish a conclusion 
based on the evidence thus acquired, does not seem to re- 
commend itself to the Hebrew thinker. On the contrary, 
his arguments go backwards and forwards, involving a great 
deal of what we should term unnecessary repetition, and 
perhaps more frequently than not supplying a rhetorical 
answer to an intellectual difficulty. It was not the province 
of the Jew to enlarge the sphere of intellect, and to order 
life solely as the intellect might direct. It was rather his 
province to teach the absolute importance of conduct. From 
the very earliest times Jahveh, even by the nomad tribes of 
Arabia, was regarded as a God arranging the details of 
ordinary life, quite as much as the object of their creed. 
Some of the Greek thinkers recognize no difference between 
ethics and politics, the latter being merely the former " writ 
large *' in the body of a State. The Jew recognized no real 
difference between intellectual and ethical discipline. The 
religion which dictated ceremonial observances was also the 
main inspirer of human virtue and the ultimate organizer of 
social conditions. Hence wisdom is not primarily intellectual 
wisdom, but practical wisdom. In the Book of Job the 
possibility of metaphysical knowledge for man is with the 
greatest emphasis totally denied. Let us look at the first 
nine chapters of Proverbs, and we shall find this specifically 
Hebrew wisdoia characterized in detail. The fear of God is 
its beginning, the fear of God is its goal. It teaches not 
metaphysical knowledge, but a godly life. And hence, too, 
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in the eighth chapter of Proverbs wisdom is personified, as 
it were, as the first creation of God, helping the divine 
Author, co-operating with him in the work of creation. 

There is an obvious contrast between the Book of Proverbs 
and the other two books which belong to this department. 
"Proverbs" represents Hebraic thought in its more sunny 
aspect. It does not go very deep, but it gives admirable, 
though somewhat superficial, advice in many of the concerns 
of life. Job and Ecclesiastes are built up on different lines. 
Job is infinitely the nobler work of the two, the product of 
more thoughtful and more serious brains. It is, indeed, the 
finest flower, the summit and crown of Hebraic thought But 
the total result of Job and Ecclesiastes is much the same — 
unless, indeed, we suppose in the latter case, as some critics 
have supposed, that the writer veiled his scepticism under 
certain compromises with the existing creed. Let us take 
the Book of Koheleth first. Its object is obviously to obtain 
an interpretation of the world, and also rules for practical life, 
quite apart from tradition. Although the author finds that 
it is impossible for him to avoid the implications of tradition, 
he starts, at all events, from the basis of observation and 
experience. And what is the result of his observation and 
experience ? It is saddening, pessimistic, despairing. Every- 
where in Nature we find movement, but a movement which 
effects nothing. The rivers go on running into the sea, but 
the sea is not full. The rain comes down fiom the clouds, 
and is then sucked up again by the heat of the sun, and the 
process is eternally repeated. We cannot discover any end 
in all this. Phenomena recur, but there is no progress. 
The same thing holds true of the activity of man. He builds 
up, and the man who follows him destroys. He puts before 
himself the ideal of gratifying every desire, and he finds that 
the happiness for which he is searching is a will-o'-the-wisp. 
Desire itself perishes at the moment of fruition. Death 
comes at the last to cancel all hopes. Nor yet can a com- 
bination of men effect more than a single individual. The 
object of all states is to reward excellence, to encourage 
virtue, to establish prosperity. But merit is generally dis- 
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regarded — ^at all events, unrewarded. " Slow rises worth by 
poverty oppressed." There is no such thing in real life as 
the justice of which poets dreamed. We may even go further 
than this. We may say that Accident, Chance is the ruler of 
life. The royal thinker who was determined to trust to his 
observation and experience comes at the last to this lament- 
able conclusion, that the only hypothesis to explain the world 
is that it is the creation of Chance. Shall we say, then, with 
some religious thinkers, that however perplexing may be the 
issues of mundane existence, there is to be another world 
which is to set all diflSculties right ? That is not a solution 
which recommends itself to Koheleth. Indeed, he rejects it 
with some scorn. Why should man be held to be better 
than animals ? Why should his spirit endure, when we know 
that the breath of the brutes ceases when death comes ? 

How are we to frame any rules of life based on such a 
dreary philosophy ? Here comes the most astonishing part 
of the book, that aspect of it which illustrates almost bett^ 
than anything else the tenacity with which the Hebrew clung 
to his original creed. First of all we get a purely Cyrenaic 
doctrine. A certain amount of pleasure is to be got out of 
life, however aimless it seems to be. It is pleasant to live in 
the sunlight. Some of our appetites can be gratified with 
ease and pleasure. Life must not be taken too seriously. 
However hopeless the outlook, let a man be content with 
each day as it comes, derive fi:om it such good as it can offer, 
and at all events preserve a cheerful face. There is a touch 
here of Aristippus and Epicurus, and more than a passing 
resemblance to Omar Khayydm. But whereas men like 
these, having suggested pessimistic principles, desire to carry 
them out to their logical conclusion, the author of Ecclesiastes 
will not have a word said to impugn the reality of God. In 
his head might reign the Greek spirit : in his heart was the 
soul of a Jew. The philosophy of Kant exhibited very much 
the same phenomenon. According to the philosopher of 
Konigsberg, pure reason could never prove the existence of 
God, any more than it could prove the immortality of the 
soul, or the existence of a world of metaphysical truth. 
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Nevertheless, the practical reason cannot do its proper work 
without these postulates. There must be a God, there must 
be immortality, tiiere must be a real world : or else ethics 
become impossible. So, too, Koheleth, with his Epicurean 
philosophy, with his voice of despair, with his intellectual 
realization that Chance rules the world and not Reason, yet 1 
never dares to question the existence of Ood. Sometimes ' 
one detects a note in his thought which is almost repellent. 
His religion apparently does not help him to solve any of his 
troubles, but he is very keenly conscious that divine things 
may be a source of actual peril to a man. You are to walk 
carefully when you approach the House of Qod, say as little 
as you can when you are there, walk warily, be afraid. But 
that is not his best attitude. The better temper appears in 
his concluding verses, which, indeed, prove better than any- 
thing else the triumphant power and authority of the Jewish / 
temperament based on a long and definite teaching. Whatever 
he dares to think about the world and about man, the author 
does not dare to utter any words of scepticism in reference 
to Divinity. Qod exists, and the fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom. 

Now, apart from all the differences involved in style and 
manner of treatment, this is precisely the result of the Book 
of Job. The intellect rebels, but faith remains constant. 
We cannot see our way along the thorny paths, but we must 
believe where we cannot prove. If a Greek thinker had had 
the problems of the Book of Job to discuss, we feel at once 
how different would have been his treatment. He would 
have applied analysis to some of the conceptions, such asi 
those of " virtue," " happiness," " sin," of which the book is 
full He would have asked, if confronted with the question 
how it comes to pass that a good man may suffer calamity 
and an evil man may prosper, what we precisely meant by 
such words as prosperity and suffering ? Do we mean merely 
the temporal loss of earthly happiness? Do we mean by 
prosperity only the possession of the good things of life? 
Or are we confrising in this matter the two different domains 
pf spirit an4 fiesh and t^e gratificaljions whicl) belong to 
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each ? Spiritual success may be quite possible, even in the 
midst of material failure. The problem, at all events, cannot 
be decided by merely external signs. We want to know 
a great deal more about the condition of the good man and 
the bad man respectively before we can settle the doubt as 
to which of the two is the happier. But analysis is not the 
strong point of the Book of Job. The Jewish thinker attacks 
his subject in quite a different way, with a dramatic and 
imaginative framework and profuse rhetorical eloquence. To 
some extent the writer is under the dominion of purely 
Jewish ideas ; but also, because he is an entirely honest man, 
and through the mouth of Job constantly repeats that it is 
nothing but h3Tpocrisy to distort obvious fsucta, he has written 
a book which is quite as much modem as it is ancient. 
^ He approaches his theme dramatically. The picture is 
drawn for us of the wealthy head of a great family or tribe, 
a sort of Bedouin Prince honoured and respected by every 
one, a man of sincerity and benevolence. It is very easy for 
such a man to be good, is the sneer of Satan. Doth Job 
serve God for naught ? Why, every day testimony is borne 
of the benefits which accrue to the man who is a ** father to 
the poor," who " causes the widow's heart to sing for joy." How 
shall the value of this goodness be tested ? Satan is allowed 
to take away all his possessions, to deprive him of his family, 
and finally even to afflict Job himself with a loathsome 
disease, in order to discover whether his virtue is part of 
himself or merely an outward covering, a thing of circum- 
stance, due to ease and unchallenged prosperity. So the 
problem is put before us, the problem of a good man suddenly 
confironted with disaster, to whom his wife, with quick petu- 
lance, recommends the easy solution, *' Curse God and die." 
Job's faith is not of this pattern. The two elements of his 
character which are constantly put before us are, first, his 
undeviating confidence in God ; secondly, his determination to 
plead his cause T3efore Him. " Though He slay me, yet will I 
trust in Him; but I will maintain mine own ways before 
Him." For Job is a straightforward man, and he will not 
play the hypocrite. He has done the best he can with hi?Q- 
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self in life, and extended the range of his benefits as far as 
possible. He is not going to under-rate his claims ; he is not 
going to admit for one single moment that he has been a 
sinner. And here opens for us the real value of the Book o: 
Job. We have called it both ancient and modem. It is 
modem because it deals with a problem which is just as alive 
for us as it ever was in the centuries before the Christian era. 
It is ancient because it is full of the persistent ideas and 
equally persistent prejudices of the Jewish mind. The 
earliest religious view is undoubtedly that if God is a just 
Judge, He will bring a man's fortunes into more or less 
correspondence with his goodness of character. If he is good, 
he will flourish ; if he is evil, he will be cut down. The 
Psalms are full of this idea ; and, indeed, the whole significa- 
tion of the priestly revision of the historical books proceeds 
on the assumption that Israel was punished because Israel 
had sinned. Such a crude and primitive idea, which unfor- 
tunately is very largely prevalent among other faiths than 
the Hebrew, breaks down in contact with actual experience. 
If the Almighty sends His rain upon desert places quite as 
much as on fruitful lands, it is also plain that He showers 
His benefits equally on the just and on 4he unjust. Or, in 
other words, men of common-sense and practical wisdom can 
build up a great amount of external prosperity for them- 
selves, whether they are moral or no, for the simple reason 
that the conditions of success are wholly independent of 
ethical considerations. The teaching of Christ took a broader 
view, as is proved by His remark in reference to those on 
whom the Tower of Siloam fell They were not, He declares, 
sinners beyond all other men because they had suffered such 
things. But the strange and interesting thing is that the 
Book of Job teaches the same lesson. Here is Job, a pattern 
man, a devout worshipper, a just ruler, a kindly master and 
friend. He loses all his property, and is himself afflicted with 
a horrible malady. His friends come and tell him that he 
richly deserved everything he bad got, and Job answers with 
increasing irritation that they are miserable counsellors, 
because their judgment is false. If be suffered more than 
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other men, it was not because he was wickeder than other 
men. Then comes the intervention of Elihu, which, at all 
events, suggests here and there the deep truth which the old 
Greek dramatists had discovered, that suflFering has an 
; educative power, that it is not purposeless, that it does not 
I belong to an irrational universe, but has some fer-oflf, dimly- 
discerned, divine end. But when Jehovah comes on the 
scene, He makes no answer at all to Job's questions. On the 
contrary, He asks questions Himself. Who is Job that he 
dares to interrogate his Maker ? God is inscrutable, and His 
ways past finding out. And so the book ends on a lesson of 
modesty — something like the moral of Isaiah, that the potter 
works as he will, and that the thing he moulds is no critic of 
his designs. 

But if the problem of the Book of Job is the question 
which has beset men in all ages, modem as well as ancient 
— the question how to explain the existence of evil — ^the 
treatment of it is distinctly tinged with Jewish modes of 
thought. In the first place, modem ages have taught us to 
magnify the importance of the individual. But the attitude 
of the Hebrew writer is that the individual is of absolutely no 
consequence whatsoever. The Almighty uses the things He 
has made in whatever fashion pleases Him. Men can be 
tumed into instmments of wrath, as well as agents of safety 
and health. A great deal of modern speculation indignantly 
refuses to accept such a point of view. It believes (which 
certainly the writer of the Book of Job did not believe) that 
man has a perfect right to ask the why and the wherefore of 
his brief and perturbed existence. But there is also another 
and a deeper reason why the Book of Job is formed on a 
pattern which does not appeal to some thinkers. It is called 
a philosophical work ; but it does not believe in knowledge 
las an end in itself. It distinctly says that metaphysical 
speculation cannot arrive at any definite conclusions. The 
real knowledge is "Wisdom," as the Jews understood the 
term ; that is to say, the performance of duty, the revelation 
that, whatever may or may not be true with regard to the 
ultimate elements and secrets of life, there is a certain piece 
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of work which man is ordained to accomplish, and which he 
must execute according to the best of his ability. 

Indeed, one of the most curious features in the history ot 
the Jew is his steady and earnest repudiation of the Qreek 
culture. "Cursed is. the man who allows his son to learn 
Grecian wisdom," says the Talmud. Or, as it is put by a 
Jewish poet, " Go not near the Grecian wisdom : it has no 
fruit, but only blossoms.** The second quotation reveals 
the real source of the objection which the Hebrews felt to 
Hellenic culture. It had no immediate operative influence 
on life ; it did not teach the science of conduct, because the 
intellect to which it trusted is a powerful instrument with 
many effects, but none of them necessarily of an ethical kind. 
It is curious to discover that many definite attempts were 
made at a certain period of history to subject the Jew to 
Hellenistic influences, but they were uniformly unsuccessful. 
Those who are interested in the point can peruse the first 
chapter of Mr. G. F. Abbott*s valuable work, Israd in 
Ewrope^ in which this particular contrast between Hebraism 
and Hellenism occupies the author's attention.^ In 198 B.c. 
Palestine passed under the sway of the Greco-Syrian Seleu- 
cids, who began a policy of forcible assimilation, the worst of 
all policies to adopt with the Jew. The Egyptian monarchs 
were tolerant, the Syrian kings were violent, but neither 
succeeded in reconciling the Hebrew to the ways of the 
Gentile. The splendid heroism of the Maccabees was only 
one indication of the stubborn resistance offered to Hellen- 
izing influences. Often the Court party temporized with 
the Hellenistic movement. The Sadducees represented a 
party who among the Jews themselves adopted liberal modes 
of thought. But they had no chance with the more genuine 
elements among the Hebrews. The Pharisees would have 
nothing to do with. Hellenic culture, still less, of course, the 
Essenes; and the anti-Greek section of the people, who were 
termed the ''Pious*' (Chassidim or Assideans), regarded, as 
Mr. Abbott says, with the deepest misgiving the inroad of all 
foreign customs, whether of life or of thought.

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The conclusion of the Book of Job, which some have found 
so unsatisfEtctory, is really to be explained by considerations 
dependent on this broad contrast between Jew and Greet 
When at last Job obtains his wish, and has the opportunity 
of pleading his cause before Odd, he has not a word to say. 
He had before been perfectly convinced of the justice of his 
own position, and more than a little troubled as to the 
apparent injustice of the Divine Providence. Although he, 
no more than any of the other Hebrews of the time, had 
anything but the vaguest idea of a life after death, yet he 
strenuously believed that there would arise some avenger 
after him, some one to put his cause aright. But Qod answers 
Job out of the whirlwind, and Job is reduced to silence. The 
theophany is so overwhelming that an individual cause is 
wholly obliterated by its splendour. But if we ask bow the 
^ theophany explains the problem, the answer is certainly not 
wholly clear. For there is no solution of the given problem. 
There is only the repeated assertion that Qod is the author 
of a wonderful universe, in which the rights of the individual 
sink to insignificance. That is the true attitude of the Jewish 
mind, and is valuable for this very reason. Job is told to look 
at the larger scheme of the universe. Every man in grief is 
naturally inclined to over-rate the importance of his own 
personality. " There is no suffering like my suflfering," he is 
apt to say ; ^* there is no such salient instance of the injustice 
of the world." How can such a selfish attitude be cured ? 
Only, the Book of Job would seem to suggest, by raising one's 
eyes to the hills, by thinking of the bigger things, by trying 
to understand an universal scheme in which the individual 
plays his part indeed, but a wholly subordinate and, perhaps, 
ineffective part. In some such fashion we may interpret to 
ourselves the magnificent rhetoric with which this ancient 
piece of literature concludes, remembering at the same time 
that there is a hint throughout that the sufferings of Job are 
in no sense final, but only designed as a test of his integrity. 
Moreover, the substantial rectitude of his life is vindicated at 
the close. His friends are reproved and punished for their 
narrow views — the ordinary narrow view which links suffer- 
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ing to sin as effect to cause — while the hero himself is 
restored to all his former prosperity. As we saw before in the 
case of Ecclesiastes, so we see still more plainly here, that it 
is the faith of the Hebrew which is the one over-mastering 
element in his character, the great spiritual force by means 
of which he conquers the world. 
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PREHISTORIC PERIOD, Genesis I.— XI. 

The Creation. — Thi Hebraic cosmogony was, with htU little doubt, derived 
from the Babylonian myths. Mr. George Smith's epoch-making discovery 
(1872-1876) of tablets in the Library of Assurbandpal in Nineveh proves 
HuU this was the ulti^nate, if not the immediate, source. The contents of 
the tablets are very old, far older than the Book of Genesis, older even than 
the oldest elements of Genesis. Bcrossus, a Babylonian priest (300 B. o. ), also 
gives us some delays. 

In the tablets we read a sort of epic poem, in which the triumph ofMarduk 
(Merodach, Jer. 1. 2), Babylon's supreme god, is recorded. Marduk ha^ a 
ctmibat with Tiamat, or Chaos, dividing her into two portions, the upper 
portion to form the heavens, and the lower part (so Berossus says) to form 
the earth. He then made the sun and the moon, and apportioned the years 
and months. Then he rnakes man. 

My blood will I bake, and bone [I will fashion"] 
I will m.dke man that Tnan may . . . 
/ wUl Creole ma/n who shall inJiabU [the earth]. 
[See L. W. King, " The Seven Tablets ofCreaiion" (1902).] 

How this Babylonian myth {which is, of course, full of polytheistic details, 
as compared with the Hebrew monotheism) was introduced cumong the 
Hebrews is tmcertain. There were many links of association between the 
Twmad Israelites and Mesopotamia [cf. legend of Abraham at Ur of the 
ChaZdees (Gen. xi 28)], arvd in all probability Babylonian influences were 
strong in Canaan before the Israelites entered the land. There, perhaps, the 
early traditions were assimilated. It is unlikely that the story could have 
been derived as late as the Babylonian exile, though, of course, the Priestly 
writer edited the older legends after the time of Ezra. But the aseimilalicm 
of an alien myth, and its v/itwraZization among the Israelites, must have 
taken some time. The El-Amama tablets (1400 B.C.) prove the early 
relations between Babylonia and Canaan,

And God created great whales, 
and every living creature that moveth, which the waters JMought 
forth abundantly, after their kind, and every winged fowl after 
his kind : and God saw that it was good. And God blessed them, 
saying.

And the evening and the 
morning were the fifth day. 

And God said, Let the earth bring forth the living creature 
after his kind, cattle, and creeping thing, and beast of the earth 
after his kind : and it was so. And God made the beast of the 
earth after his kind, and cattle after their kind, and every thing 
that creepeth upon the earth after his kind : and God saw that 
it was good. 

And God said, Let us make man in our image, after our like- 
ness : and let them have dominion over the fish of the sea, and 
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over the fowl of the air, and over the cattle, and over all the 
earth, and over every creeping thing that creepeth upon the 
earth. So God created man in his own image, in the image of 
God created he him; male and female created he them. And 
GUxi blessed them, and God said unto them, B^, fruitful, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth, and subdue it : and have 
dominion over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, 
and over every living thing that moveth upon the earth. And 
God said, Behold, I have given you every herb bearing seed, 
wliich is upon the face of all the earth, and every tree, in the 
which is the fruit of a tree yielding seed ; to you it shall be for 
meat. And to every beast of the earth, and to every fowl of the 
air, and to every thing that creepeth upon the earth, wherein 
there is life, / ?Mve given every green herb for meat : and it 
was so. 

And God saw every thing that he had made, and, behold, it 
zvcK very good. And the evening and the morning were the 
sixth day.

The Creation. — The earliest date for this Jahvistic narrative in Gen. ii., iii. 
and iv. is the reign of Jehoshaphaty 850 b.c. J. loas probably a JudsBan. 
B%U critics have detected two different strata of narrative. The oldest has 
no knowledge of the Dehige, and seems to believe that Cain is the OTicestral 
father after Paradise. The second has the Deluge as its central featujre. 

So far as the relation toith the first chapter of Genesis is concerned, J, is much 
more hvmam,, m>ore dramatic than P. The order of creation is different , 
the style is different, and the representation of Deity is different^ 

These are the generations of the heavens and of the earth when 
they were created, in the day that the Lord God made the earth 
and the heavens, and every plant of the field 
before it was in the earth, and every herb of the j^vS^e 
field before it grew : for the TjOrd God had not Narrative 
caused it to rain upon the earth, and there wclb ii._iv. 1-16 
not a man to till the ground. But there went 
up a mist from the earth, and watered the whole face of the 
ground. 

And the Lord God formed man o/*the dust of the ground, and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of life ; and man became a 
living soul. 

And the Lord God planted a garden eastward in Eden ; and 
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there he put the man whom he had formed. And out of the 
ground made the Lord God to grow every tree that is pleasant to 
the sight, and good for food ; the tree of life also in the midst of 
the garden, and the tree of knowledge of good and evil.

And in process of time it came to pass, that Cain brought of 
the fruit of the ground an offering unto the Lord. And Abel, 
he also brought of the firstlings of his flock and of the fat thereol 
And the Lord had respect unto Abel and to his offering : but 
unto Cain and to his offering he had not respect. And Cain was 
very wroth, and his countenance fell. And the Lord said unto 
Cain, Why art thou wroth? and why is thy countenance fallen f 
If thou doest well, shalt thou not be accepted ? and if thou doest 
not well, sin lieth at the door. And unto thee shall be his desire, 
and thou shalt rule over him. 

And Cain talked with Abel his brother : and it came to pass, 
when they were in the field, that Cain rose up against Abel his 
brother, and slew him. And the Lord said unto Cain, Where is 
Abel thy brother 1 And he said, I know not : am I my brother's 
keeper ? And he said. What hast thou done 1 the voice of t% 
brother's blood crieth unto me from the ground. And now art 
thou cursed from the earth, which hath opened her mouth to 
receive thy brother's blood from thy hand ; when thou tillest the 
ground, it shall not henceforth yield unto thee her strength ; a 
fugitive and a vagabond shalt thou be in the earth. And Cain 
said unto the Lord, My punishment is greater than I can bear. 
Behold, thou hast driven me out this day from the face of the 
earth : and from thy face shall I be hid ; and I shall be a fugitive 
and a vagabond in the earth; and it shall come to pass, thai 
every one that findeth me shall slay me. And the Lord said 
unto him, Therefore whosoever slayeth Cain, vengeance shall be 
taken on him sevenfold. And the Lord set a mark upon Cain, 
lest any finding him should kill him. 



Tlie Deluge. — Oeological science will Kofoe nothing to say to an nniveisal 
deluge su^h as the Biblical account seems to indicate. Immense cosmieal 
changes took place long before ina.n appeared on the surface of the globe, hut 
7io siich general submersion after he had appeared. The geographical dis- 
tribution both of men and animals forbids any such supposition. There 
Tnay have been a partial deluge, and we know that Babylonia was siUjeet 
to inundations, but that is not what the writer of Genesis appears to have 
in his mind. 

Flood-stories are common enough in other nations — especially in America, 
India arid Australia, arid, of course, Greece has its Deucalion's deluge. 
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Greek philosophers and others have sought the origin of things in water. 
But we cannot argue from facts like these to the truth of a narrative such 
as is found in Genesis, 

The Babylonian story of the Flood was foimd by George Smith in the 
Library of Assurbanipal at Nin/iveh, [Berossvs says that Kronos warned 
XisuthroSf the tenth antediluvian king, that there would be a flood. 
Xisuthros is Berossus^s version of Hasis-atra^ or Hasis-adAra^ an inverted 
form ofAtra-hasis = very clever , a nam^ given to Ut-napishtim.] 

There arc elements here of /., tvorkcd over by P, 

Noah = Ut-Twpishtim, who sends out of his ship, first a dove, which 
returned: then a suHillow which returned: then a raven which did not 
come back, 

Ut-n£Lpishtim also offers sacrifice. 

" The gods smelt the savour . , , 
The gods gathered like flies over the sacrijicer.** 

Sis ship grotmded on Nizir, a moimtain east of the Tigris. 

Polytheistic colouring differentiates the Babylonian from the Hebraic 
stories. 

AND God saw that the wickedness of man uxia great in the 
earth, and that every imagination of the thoughts of his heart 
was only evil continually. And it repented the -. -. - 
LiORD that he had made man on the earth, and it y ® 5-5vili 
grieved him at his heart. And the Lord said, I 
will destroy man whom I have created from the face of the 
earth; both man, and beast, and the creeping thing, and the 
fowls of the air; for it repenteth me that I have made them. 
But Noah found grace in the eyes of the Lord. 

These are the generations of Noah : 

Noah was a just man and perfect in his generations, amd 
Noah walked with God. And Noah begat three sons, Shem, 
Ham, and Japheth. 

The earth also was corrupt before God, and the earth was 
filled with violence. And God looked upon the earth, and, 
behold, it was corrupt ; for all flesh had corrupted his way upon 
the earth. 

And Gtxi said unto Noah, The end of all flesh is come before 
me; for the earth is filled with violence through them; and, 
behold, I will destroy them with the earth. Make thee an ark 
of gopher wood ; rooms shalt thou make in the ark, and shalt 
pitch it within and without with pitch. And this is the fashion 
which thou shalt make it of: The length of the ark shaU he 
three hundred cubits, the breadth of it fifty cubits, and the 
height of it thirty cubits. A window shalt thou make to the 
ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish it above ; and the door of 
the ark shalt thou set in the side thereof ; with lower, second, 
and third stories shalt thou make it. And, behold, I, even I, do 
bring a flood of waters upon the earth, to destroy all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life, from under heaven ; and every 
thing that is in the earth shall die. But with thee will I 
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establish my coveDant ; and thou shalt come into the ark, thou, 
and thy sons, and thy wife, and thy sons' wives with thee. And 
of every living thing of all flesh, two of every sort shalt thou 
bring into the ark to keep them alive with thee ; they shall be 
male and female. Of fowls after their kind, and of cattle after 
their kind, of every creeping thing of the earth after his kind, 
two of every sort shall come unto thee, to keep them alive. And 
take thou unto thee of all food that is eaten, and thou shalt 
gather it to thee ; and it shall be for food for thee, and for them. 
Thus did Noah ; according to all that God commanded him, so 
did he. 

7 AND the Lord said unto Noah, Come thou and all thy 
house into the ark ; for thee have I seen righteous before me in 
this generation. Of every clean beast thou shalt take to thee by 
sevens, the male and his female : and of beasts that ore not clean 
by two, the male and his female. Of fowls also of the air by sevens, 
the male and the female ; to keep seed alive upon the face o£ all 
the earth. For yet seven days, and I will cause it to rain upon 
the earth forty days and forty nights : and every living substaknce 
that I have made will I destroy from off the face of the earth. 

And Noah did according unto all that the Lord commanded 
him. And Noah toas six hundred years old when the flood of 
waters was upon the earth. And Noah went in, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons' wives with him, into the ark, because 
of the waters of the flood. Of clean beasts, and of beasts that 
a/re not clean, and of fowls, and of every thing that creepeth 
upon the earth, there went in two and two unto Noah into the 
ark, the male and the female, as God had commanded Noah. 
And it came to pass after seven days, that the waters of the flood 
were upon the earth. 

In the six hundredth year of Noah's life, in the second month, 
the seventeenth day of the month, the same day were all the 
fountains of the great deep broken up, and the windows of 
heaven were opened. And the rain was upon the earth forty 
days and forty nights. In the selfsame day entered Noah, and 
Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, the sons of Noah, and Noah's 
wife, and the three wives of his sons with them, into the ark ; 
they, and every beast after his kind, and all the cattle after their 
kind, and every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth after 
his kind, and every fowl after his kind, every bird of every sort. 
And they went in unto Noah into the ark, two and two of all 
flesh, wherein is the breath of life. And they that went in, went 
in male and female of all flesh, as God had commanded him : and 
the Lord shut him in. 

And the flood was forty days upon the earth ; and the waters 
increased, and bare up the ark, and it was lift up above the 
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earth. And the waters prevailed, and were increased greatly 
upon the earth ; and the ark went upon the face of the waters. 
And the waters prevailed exceedingly upon the earth ; and all 
the high hills, that were under the whole heaven, were covered. 
Pif teen cubits upward did the waters prevail ; and the mountains 
'were covered. And all flesh died that moved upon the earth, 
both of fowl, and of cattle, and of beast, and of every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth, and every man : all in whose 
nostrils wcbs the breath of life, of all that was in the dry land, 
died. And every living substance was destroyed which was 
upon the face of the ground, both man, and cattle, and the 
creeping things, and the fowl of the heaven; and they were 
destroyed from the earth : and Noah only remained alive, and 
they that were with him in the ark. And the waters prevailed 
upon the earth an hundred and fifty days. 

8 AND God remembered Noah, and every living thing, and all 
thS' cattle that was with him in the ark : and God made a wind 
to pass over the earth, and the waters asswaged ; the fountains 
also of the deep and the windows of heaven were stopped, and 
the rain from heaven was restrained ; and the waters returned 
from off the earth continually : and after the end of the hundred 
and fifty days the waters were abated. And the ai*k rested in 
the seventh month, on the seventeenth day of the month, upon 
the mountains of Ararat. And the waters decreased continually 
until the tenth month : in the tenth month, on the first day of 
the month, were the tops of the mountains seen. 

And it came to pass at the end of forty days, that Noah 
opened the window of the ark which he had made : and he sent 
forth a raven, which went forth to and fro, until the waters 
were dried up from off the earth. Also he sent forth a dove from

And it came to pass in the six hundredth and first year, in the 
first month, the first day of the month, the waters were dried up 
from off the eai*th : and Noah removed the covering of the ark, 
and looked, and, behold, the face of the ground was dry. And 
in the second month, on the seven and twentieth day of the

The Tower of Babel. — This is J.'s ea^lancUion of the diversity of languages 
and of the general distribution of mankind. Of course, it is quite un- 
historical. It fails to explain the diversity of races, on which diversity 
of latiguage depends. The Fa;thcrs thought that Hebrew was the original 
language. Arabic is older^ in many respects, 

11 AND the whole earth was of one language, and of one 
speech. And it came to pass, as they journeyed from the east, 

that they found a plain in the land of Sliinar; 

of Babel^ and they dwelt there. And they said one to 

XI 1-9 another, Go to, let us make brick, and burn them 

throughly. And they had brick for stone, and 
slime had they for morter.

because the Lord did there confound the language of all the 
earth : and from thence did the Lord scatter them abroad upon 
the face of all the earth. 
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PATRIARCHAL PERIOD, Gen. XII.— L. 

The Call of Abraham. — As iMual in the early patriarchal stories, J. (and 
possibly E. ) has been worked over by P. It was the Hebrew tradition that 
the ancestors of the nation had migrated from the East into Canaan, and 
then in the persons of Jacob and his twelve sons gone down into Egypt, In 
later times, when P. wrote, pla^xs like Shechem, Bethel, Rebron, Beersheba, 
Beer-lahai-roi were looked upon as sanctuaries. It is possible that stories 
of the patriarchs were attached to the sanctu>aries which they were supposed 
to have visited. These stories were vyrUten down by J. and E. and then put 
together by a later redactor, and the shrines were considered sacred because 
connected with the patriarchs. 

Sometimes names of individtuUs seem to be used almost generically of tribes, 
rather than persons. Ishmael may be the personal son of Abraham, but 
he represents the Bedouin of the desert. 

1 2 NOW the Lord had said unto Abram, Get thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father's house, 
unto a land that I will shew thee: and I will 
make of thee a great nation, and I will bless ?Kpaham 
thee, and make thy name great ; and thou shalt ^ * j ^_^ 
be a blessing : and I will bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that curseth thee : and in thee shall all 
families of the earth be blessed. So Abram departed, as the 
Lord had spoken unto him ; and Lot went with him : and 
Abram was seventy and five years old when he departed out of 
Haran. And Abram took Sarah his wife, and Lot his brother's 
son, and all their substance that they had gathered, and the 
souls that they had gotten in Haran ; and they went forth to go 
into the land of Canaan; and into the land of Canaan they 
came.

But Abram said unto Sarah, 

Behold, thy maid is in thy hand ; do to her as it pleaseth thee. 

And when Sarah dealt hardly with her, she fled from her face. 

And the angel of the Lord found her by a fountain of water 
in the wilderness, by the fountain in the way to Shur. And he 
said, Hagar, Sarah's maid, whence camest thou ? and whither wilt 
thou go? And she said, I flee from the face of my mistress 
Sarah.

The Temptation of Abraham. ->'* Temptation^** of cov,rse^ Tneans ** trial "-^ 
trial of Abraham* a faith. The point of the story — not quite obvious unless 
we know the conditions of the nations surrotinding Israel — is to prove the 
TTumU superiority of Jakveh*s religion. Many of the peoples of antiquity 
{(f, the Carthaginians) sacrificed human lives to avert calamities. Certainly 
the tribes in Canaan did, and the custom crept into Israel, especially under 
Ahaz and Manusseh in Judah (2 Kings xvi. 8, xxi. 6, etc. ), in spite of 
its being expressly forbidden {cf. Micah vL 7, etc,), Jahveh did not want 
human sacrifices : he only demanded surrender of 2cill from Abraham, 
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22 AND it came to pass after, these things, that God did tempt 

Abraham, and said unto him, Abraham : and he said, Behold, 

here I am. And he said, Take now thy son, thine 

The Tempt- only son Isaac, whom thou lovest, and get thee 

Ab^^am ^^^ ^^^ l^nA of Moriah; and offer him there 

XXII. 1-19 ^^^ * burnt offering upon one of the mountains 
which I will tell thee of. 

And Abraham rose up early in the morning, and saddled his 
ass, and took two of his young men with him, and Isaac his son, 
and clave the wood for the burnt offering, and rose up, and went 
unto the place of which God. had told him. Then on the third 
day Abraham lifted up his eyes, and saw the place afar off. And 
Abraham said unto his young men, Abide ye here with the ass ; 
and I and the lad will go yonder wid worship, and come again 
to you. And Abraham took the wood of the burnt offering, and 
laid it upon Isaac his son ; and he took the fire in his hand, 
and a knife ; and they went both of them together. And Isaac 
spake unto Abraham his father, and said. My father : and he 
said. Here am I, my son. And he said. Behold the fire and the 
wood : but where is the lamb for a burnt offering ? And Al»*a- 
ham said, My son, God will provide himself a lamb for a burnt 
offering : so they went both of them together.

The Woohig of Bebekah. — Everything about this story is idyllic and, pictur- 
esque. It is admirably told, its bright literary features showing J. athds 
best. Notice the touches of character in Bebekah and Ldban, and the scenic 
value of the meeting at the well — quite an ordinary evening picture of 
Eastern life — and the subsequent meeting with Isaac, Its simplicity is 
the chief secret of its graphic skill, and the entire absence of sentiTnent and 
what we should call romance. 

24 AND Abraham was old, cmd well stricken in age: and 

the Lord had blessed Abraham in all things.

And the servant took ten camels of the camels of his master, 
and departed ; for all the goods of his master were in his hand :

And my master made me swear, 
saying, Thou shalt not take a wife to my son of the daughters of 
the Oanaanites, in whose land I dwell : but thou shalt go unto 
my father's house, and to my kindred, and take a wife unto my 
son.

And Isaac came from the way of the well 
Lahai-roi ; for he dwelt in the south country. And Isaac went 
out to meditate in the field at the eventide : and he lifted up his 
eyes, and saw, and, behold, the camels were coming. And 
Rebekah lifted up her eyes, and when she saw Isaac, she 
lighted off the camel. For she hcid said unto the servant. What 
man is this that walketh in the field to meet us? Ajid the 
servant had said, It is my master : therefore she took a vail, and 
covered herself. And the servant told Isaac all things that he 
had done. And Isaac brought her into his mother Sarah's tent, 
and took Rebekah, and she became his wife ; and he loved her :

Esau and Jacob. — Another picturesque story, also due in its main features to 
J, Observe tJiot the vyrUer's sympathies appear to he with Jacob, The 
reasons are obvious : 

(1) The Israelite historian would rejoice thai his ancestor had got the 
better of the ancestor of Edom, 

(2) His subesquent hi^ory proves that Jacob was the better man of the 
two — that he had a soul. 

(3) The Israelites in the Old Testament are not always very scncptdous 
about truth, e. g. Abraham^s device (tioice repeated) that Sarah was not his 
wife but his sister. 

(4) At the same time it must be rmi^mbered that Jacob ispwnished, and 
heavily punished. 

(6) Lastly, Jacob* s trartsformMion of character dates from his wrestling 
toUh the angel ai Penuel (xxxii. 24 etfoU.). 

Edom was the mouTUairwus covmiry between the Dead Sea and the Qulf of 
Akaba, 

Edom revolted from Judah under Jehoram, 849 B.C. (2 Kings viiL 
20-22). 

Ja^xib and Esau a/re, in their struggles for supremacy, more than (he 
twin sons of Isaac: they impersonate two nations — the Israelites and 
JSdomites, 

So, too, Jacob and^Ldban r&present the Israelites and Aramasans, 

27 AND it came to pass, that when Isaac was old, and his 
eyes were dim, so that he <;ould not see, he called Esau his eldest 
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son, and said unto him, My son : and he said unto him, Behold, 
here am I. And he said. Behold now, I am old, 
I know not the day of my death : now i^eretore Esau and 
take, I pray thee, thy weapons, thy quiyer and thy Y^yrj

Thus shall ye speak Meeting of 
unto my lord Esau; Thy servant Jacob saith Jacob and 
thus, I have sojourned with Labim, and stayed Esau 
there until now: and I have oxen, and asses, XXXII.— 
flocks, and menservants, and womenservants : and XXXIII. 17 
I have sent to tell my lord, that I may find grace in thy sight. 

And the messengers returned to Jacob, saying, We came to 
thy brother Esau, and also he cometh to meet thee, and four 
hundred men with him. 

Then Jacob was greatly afraid and distressed : and he divided 
the people that vxis with him, and the flocks, and herds^ and the 
c€unels, into two bands; and said, If Esau come to the one 
company, and smite it, then the other company which is left 
shall escape. 

And Jacob said, God of my father Abraham, and God of my 
father Isaac, the Lord which saidst unto me, Return unto thy 
country, and to thy kindred, and I will deal well with thee : I 
am not worthy of the least of all the mercies, and of all the 
truth, which ^ou hast shewed unto thy servant ; for with my 
staff I passed over this Jordan; and now I am become two 
bands. Deliver me, I pray thee, from the hand of my brother, 
from the hand of Esau : for I fear him, lest he will come and 
smite me, and the mother with the children. And thou saidst, 
I will surely do thee good, and make thy seed as the sand of the 
sea, which cannot be nimibered for multitude. 
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And be lodged there that same night ; and took of that which 
came to his hand a present for Esau his brother ; two hundred 
she goats, and twenty he goats, two hundred ewes, and twenty 
rams, thirty milch camels with their colts, forty kine, and ten 
bulls, twenty she asses, and ten foals. And he delivered them 
into the hand of his servants, every drove by themselves; and 
said unto his servants. Pass over before me, and put a space 
betwixt drove and drove. And he commanded the foremost, 
saying. When Esau my brother meeteth thee, and asketh thee, 
saying, Whose a/rt thou ? and whither goest thou 1 and whose are 
these before thee? then thou shalt say, Tliey be thy servant 
Jacob's; it w a present sent unto my lord Esau: and, behold, 
also he is behind us. And so commanded he the second, and 
the third, and all that followed the droves, saying, On this 
manner shall ye speak unto Esau, when ye find him. And 
say ye moreover. Behold, thy servant Jacob ia behind us. For 
he said, I will appease him with the present that goeth before 
me, and afterward I will see his face; peradventure he will 
accept of me. 

So went the present over before him : and himself lodged that 
night in the company. And he rose up that night, and took his 
two wives, and his two womenservants, and his eleven sons, and 
passed over the ford Jabbok. And he took them, and sent them 
over the brook, and sent over that he had. 

And Jacob was left alone ; and there wrestled a man with him 

until the breaking of the day. And when he saw that he 

prevailed not against him, he touched ihe hollow 

Jacob of his thigh ; and the hollow of Jacob's thigh 

^Se ^gel ^*s ^^* ^^ i^^^f ^ ^® wrestled with him. And 

he said. Let me go, for the day breaketh. And 

he said, I will not let thee go, except thou bless me. And he 

said unto him. What is thy name ? And he said, Jacob. And 

he said. Thy name shall be called no more Jacob, but Israel : for 

as a prince hast thou power with God and with men, and hast 

prevailed. And Jacob asked him, and said, Tell me, I pray thee, 

thy name. And he said. Wherefore is it that thou dost ask after 

my name? And he blessed him there. And Jacob called the 

name of the place Peniel : for I have seen God face to face, and 

my life is preserved. 

And as he passed over Penuel the sun rose upon him, and he 
halted upon lus thigh. Therefore the children of Israel eat not 
of the sinew which shrank, which is upon the hollow of the 
thigh, unto this day : because he touched the hollow of Jacob's 
thigh in the sinew that shrank. 

88 AND Jacob lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, 
Esau came and with him four hundred men. And he divided 
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the children unto Leah, and unto Bachel, and unto the two 
handmaids. And he put the handmaids and their children 
foremost, and Leah and her children after, and Rachel and 
Joseph hindermost. And he passed over before them, and bowed 
himself to the ground seven times, until he came near to his 
brother. And Esau ran to meet him, and embraced him, and 
fell on his neck, and kissed him : and they wept. And he lifted 
up his eyes, and saw the women and the children; and said. 
Who wre those with thee? And he said, The children which 
GUxi hath graciously given thy servant. Then the handmaidens 
came near, they and their children, and they bowed th^nselves. 
And Leah also with her children came near, and bowed them- 
selves : and after came Joseph near and Rachel, and they 
bowed themselves. 

And he said. What meanest thou by all this drove which I 
met ? And he said, These are to find grace in the sight of my 
lord. And Esau said, I have enough, my brother; keep that 
thou hast unto thyself. And Jacob said, Nay, I pray thee, if 
now I have found grace in thy sight, then receive my present at 
my hand : for therefore I have seen thy face, as though I had 
seen the face of Gkxl, and thou wast pleased with me. Take, I 
pray thee, my blessing that is brought to thee; because God 
hath dealt graciously with me, and because I have enough. And 
he urged him, and he took it 

And he said, Let us take our journey, and let us go, and I will 
go before thee. And he said unto him. My lord knoweth that 
the children a/re tender, and the flocks and herds with young a/re 
with me: and if men should overdrive them one day, all the 
flock will die. Let my lord, I pray thee, pass over before his 
servant : and I will lead on softly, according as the cattle that 
goeth before me and the children be able to endure, until I come 
unto my lord unto Seir. And Esau said. Let me now leave with 
thee sovne of the folk that a/re with me. And he said. What 
needeth it? let me find grace in the sight of my lord. 

So Esau returned that day on his way unto Seir. And Jacob 
journeyed to Succoth, and built him an house, and made booths 
for his cattle : therefore the name of the place is called Succoth. 



The Story of Joseph. — The story of Joseph is almost a dramas for it possesses 
what Aristotle called vtpatirtia or Heversal of fortunes, and iwaryv^piats 
or Becognitum, But it is too simple in essence and style to be really called 
a drama, which is mv>ch more artificial in constru^ion. 

The story was probably told in two differ emi versions — one in JEphraim, the other 
in Judahy and the two versions E. and J, respectively were interwoven in 
the present form by a priestly redactor,

87 JOSEPH, being seventeen years old, was feeding the flock 

with his brethren ; and the lad t4xi8 with the sons of Bilhah, and 

The Story ^^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^ Zilpah, his father's wives : and 

of Joseph Joseph brought unto his father their evil report 

XXXVII. 2-36. Now Israel loved Joseph more than all his children, 

XXXIX. — because he tuas the son of his old age: ajid he 

XLV. made him a coat of mcmy colours. And when 

his brethren saw that their father loved him more than all his 

brethren, they hated him, and could not speak peaceably unto 

him. 

And Joseph dreamed a dream, and he told it his brethren : 
and they hated him yet the more. And he said unto them, Hear, 
I pray you, this dream which I have dreamed : for, behold, we 
were binding sheaves in the field, and, lo, my sheaf arose, and 
also stood upright ; and, behold, your sheaves stood round about, 
and made obeisance to my sheaf. And his brethren said to him, 
Shalt thou indeed reign over us? or shalt thou indeed have 
dominion over us 1 And they hated him yet the more for his 
dreams, and for his words. And he dreamed yet another dream, 
and told it his brethren, and said, Behold, I have dreamed a dream 
more ; and, behold, the sim and the moon and the eleven stars 
made obeisance to me. And he told it to his father, and to his 
brethren : and his father rebuked him, and said unto him. What 
18 this dream that thou hast dreamed ? Shall I and thy mother 
and thy brethren indeed come to bow down ourselves to thee to 
the earth 1 And his brethren envied him ; but his father observed 
the saying. 

And his brethren went to feed their father's flock in Shechem. 
And Israel said unto Joseph, Do not thy brethren feed the flock 
in Shechem ? come, and I will send thee imto them. And he 
said to him. Here am I, And he said to him, Go, I pray thee, see 
whether it be well with thy brethren, and well with the flocks ; 
and bring me word again. So he sent him out of the vale of 
Hebron, and he came to Shechem. 

And a certain man found him, and, behold, he was wandering 
in the field : and the man asked him, saying, What seekest thou f 
And he said, I seek my brethren : tell me, I pray thee where they 
feed their flocks. And the man said. They are departed hence; 
for I heard them say, Let us go to Dothan. And Joseph went 
after his brethren, and found them in Dothan. And when they 
saw him afar off, even before he came near unto them, they con- 
spired against him to slay him. And they said one to another. 
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Behold, this dreamer cometh. Come now therefore, and let us 
slay him, and cast him into some pit, and we will say, Some evil 
beast hath devoured him : and we shall see what will become of his 
dreams. And Beuben heard it, and he delivered him out of their 
hands ; and said, Let us not kill him. And Reuben said unto 
them. Shed no blood, hut cast him into this pit that is in the 
wilderness, and lay no hand upon him ; that he might rid him 
out of their hands, to deliver him to his father again. 

And it came to pass, when Joseph was come unto his brethren, 
that they stript Joseph out of his coat, his coat of mcmy colours 
that toas on him ; and they took him, and cast him into a pit : and 
the pit was empty, there tvas no water in it. And they sat down 
to eat bread : and they lifted up their eyes and looked, and, behold, 
a company of Ishmeelites came from Gilead with their camels 
bearing spicery and balm and myrrh, going to carry it down to 
^gyP^- -^d Judah said unto his brethren. What profit is it ii 
we slay 9ur brother, and conceal his blood ? Come, and let us sell 
him to the Ishmeelites, and let not our hand be upon him ; for he 
is our brother and our flesh. And his brethren were content. 
Then there passed by Midianites merchantmen ; and they drew 
and lifted up Joseph out of the pit, and sold Joseph to the 
Ishmeelites for twenty pieces of silver : and they brought Joseph 
into Egypt. 

And Reuben returned unto the pit ; and, behold, Joseph was 
not in the pit j and he rent his clothes. And he returned unto 
his brethren, and said. The child is not ; and I, whither shall I 
gol 

And they took Joseph's coat^ and killed a kid of the goats, and 
dipped the coat in the blood ; and they sent the coat of numy 
colours, and they brought it to their father ; and said, This have 
we found : know now whether it be thy son's coat or no. And he 
knew it, and said, It is my son's coat ; an evil beast hath devoured 
him ; Joseph is without doubt rent in pieces. And Jacob rent 
his clothes, and put sackcloth upon his loins, and mourned for his 
son many days. And all his sons and all his daughters rose up 
to comfort him ; but he refused to be comforted ; and he said. 
For I will go down into the grave unto my son mourning. Thus 
his father wept for him. 

And the Midianites sold him into Egypt unto Potiphar, an 
officer of Pharaoh's, <md captain of the guard. 

39 (J.) AND Joseph was brought down to Egypt ; and [(R.) 
Potiphar, an officer of Pharaoh, captain of the guard], (J.) an 
Egyptian, bought him of the hands of the Ishmeelites, which had 
brought him down thither. And the Lord was with Joseph, and he 
was a prosperous man ; and he was in the house of his master the 
Egyptian. And his master saw that the Lord was with him, and 
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that the Lord made all that he did to prosper in his hand. And 
Joseph found grace in his sight, and he served him : and he made 
him overseer over his house, and all that he had he put into his 
hand. And it came to pass from the time that he had made him 
overseer in his house, and over all that he had, that the Lord 
blessed the Egyptian's house for Joseph's sake ; and the blessing 
of the Lord was upon all that he had in the house, and in the 
field. And he left all that he had in Joseph's hand; and he 
knew not ought he had, save the bread which he did eat. And 
Joseph was a goodly peraouy and well favoured. 

And it came to pass after these things, that his master's wife 
cast her eyes upon Joseph ; and she said. Lie with me. But he 
refused, and said unto lus master's wife, Behold, my master wot- 
teth not what is with me in the house, and he hath committed all 
that he hath to my hand; there is none greater in this house than 
I; neither hath he kept back any thing from me but thee, 
because thou a^t his wife : how then can I do this great wicked- 
ness, and sin against God ) And it came to pass, as she spake to 
Joseph day by day, that he hearkened not unto her, to lie by her, 
or to be with her. 

And it came to pass about this time, that Joseph went into the 
house to do his business ; and there was none of the men of the 
house there within. And she caught him by his garment, saying, 
Lie with me : and he left his garment in her hand, and fled, and 
got him out. And it came to pass, when she saw that he had 
left his garment in her hand, and was fled forth, that she called 
unto the men of her house, and spake unto them, saying. See, he 
hath brought in an Hebrew unto us to mock us ; he came in unto 
me to lie with me, and I cried with a loud voice : and it came to 
pass, when he heard that I lifted up my voice and cried, that he 
left his garment with me, and fled, and got him out. And she 
laid up his garment by her, until his lord came home. And she 
spake imto him according to these words, saying. The Helwrew 
servant, which thou hast brought unto us, came in unto me to 
mock me ; and it came to pass, as I lifted up my voice and cried, 
that he left his garment with me, and fled out. And it came to 
pass, when his master heard the words of his wife, which she 
spake unto him, saying, After this manner did thy servant to me; 
that his wrath was kindled. And Joseph's master took him, and 
put him into the prison [(R.) a place where the king's prisoners 
were bound :] and he was there in the prison.

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(J.) But the LoBD was with Joseph, and shewed him mercy, 
and gave him favour in the sight of the keeper of the prison. 
And the keeper of the prison committed to Joseph's hand all the 
prisoners that were in the prison; and whatsoever they did there, 
he was the doer of it. The keeper of the prison looked not to any 
thing that tocbs under his hand ; because the Lord was with Mm, 
and that which he did, the Lord made it to prosper. 

40 (E.) AND it came to pass after these things, that the butler 
of the king of Egypt and his baker had offended their lord the king 
of Egypt. And Pharaoh was wroth against two of his officers, 
against the chief of the butlers, and against the chief of the 
bakers. And he put them in ward in the house of the captain 
of the guard [(R.) into the prison, the place where Joseph toaa 
bound]. (E.) And the captain of the guard charged Joseph 
with them, and he served them : and they continued a season 
in ward. 

And they dreamed a dream both of them, each man his dream 
in due night, each man according to the interpretation of his 
dream, [(R.) the butler and the baker of the king of Egypt, which 
were bound in the prison]. (E.) And Joseph came in unto them 
in the morning, and looked upon them, and, behold, they toere 
sad. And he asked Pharaoh's officers that were with him in the 
ward of his lord's house, saying, Wherefore look ye so sadly to 
day ? And they said unto him, We have dreamed a dream, and 
tJiere is no interpreter of it. And Joseph said unto them. Do not 
interpretations belong to God 1 tell me them, I pray you. 

And the chief butler told his dream to Jos^h, and said to him. 
In my dream, behold, a vine tvas before me ; and in the vine 
tvere three branches : and it was as though it budded, and her 
blossoms shot forth ; and the clusters thereof brought forth ripe 
grap^.^: and Pharaoh's cup tvas in my hand : and I took the 
graposy^ and pressed them into Pharaoh's cup, and I gave the cup 
into Pharaoh's hand. And Joseph said unto him. This is the 
interpretation of it: The three branches are three days: yet 
withm three days shall Pharaoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thy place : and thou shalt deliver Pharaoh's cup into 
his hand, after the former manner when thou wast his butler. 
But think on me when it shall be well with thee, and shew 
kindness, I pray thee, unto me, and make mention of me unto 
Pharaoh, and bring me out of this house : for indeed I was stolen 
away out of the land of the Hebrews : [(R.) and here also have 
I done nothing that they should put me into the dimgeon]. 

(E.) When the chief baker saw that the interpretation was 
good, he said unto Jos^h, I also v)as in my dream, and, behold, / 
had three white baskets on my head : and in the uppermost basket 
there was of all manner of bakemeats for Pharaoh ; and the birds 
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did eat them out of the basket upon my head. And Joseph 
answered and said, This is the interpretation thereof : The 
three baskets are three days : yet within three days shall 
Pharaoh Hf t up thy head from off thee, and shall hang thee on 
a tree ; and the birds shall eat thy flesh from off thee. 

And it came to pass the third day, which tvcLS Pharaoh's birth- 
day, that he made a feast unto all his servants : and he lifted 
up the head of the chief butler and of the chief baker among his 
servants. And he restored the chief butler unto his butlership 
again ; and he gave the cup into Pharaoh's hand : but he hanged 
the chief baker : as Joseph had interpreted to them. Tet did 
not the chief butler remember Joseph, but forgat him. 

41 AND it came to pass at the end of two full years, that Pha- 
raoh dreamed : and, behold, he stood by the river. And, behold, 
there came up out of the river seven well favoured kine and fat- 
fleshed ; and they fed in a meadow. And, behold, seven other 
kine came up after them out of the river, ill favoured and lean- 
fleshed ; and stood by the other kine upon the brink of the river. 
And the ill favoured and leanfleshed kine did eat up the seven 
well favoured and fat kine. So Pharaoh awoke. And he slept 
and dreamed the second time : and, behold, seven ears of com 
came up upon one stalk, rank and good. And, behold, seven 
thin ears and blasted with the east wind sprung up after them. 
And the seven thin ears devoured the seven rank and full ears. 
And Pharaoh awoke, and, behold, it tvas a dream. 

And it came to pass in the morning that his spirit was troubled ; 
and he sent and called for all the magicians of Egypt, and all the 
wise men thereof : and Pharaoh told them his dream ; but there 
was none that could interpret them unto Pharaoh. 

Then spake the chief butler unto Pharaoh, saying, I do remem- 
ber my faults this day : Pharaoh was wroth with his serx^ants, 
and put me in ward in the captain of the guard's house, bd^ me 
and the chief baker : and we dreamed a dream in one night, I 
and he ; we dreamed each man according to the interpretation of 
his dream. And there was there with us a young man, an 
Hebrew, servant to the captain of the guard ; and we told him, 
and he interpreted to us our dreams ; to each man according to 
his dream he did interpret. And it came to pass, as he inter- 
preted to us, so it was ; me he restored unto mine office, and him 
he hanged. 

Then Pharaoh sent and called Joseph, and they brought him 
hastily out of the dungeon : and he shaved himseljf, and changed 
his raiment, and came in unto Pharaoh. And Pharaoh said 
unto Joseph, I have dreamed a dream, and there is none that can 
interpret it : and I have heard say of thee, that thou canst 
understand a dream to interpret it. 
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And Joseph answered Pharaoh, saying, It is not in me : God 
shall give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 

And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, In my dream, behold, I stood 
upon the bank of the river ; and, behold, there came up out of 
the river seven kine, f atfleshed and well favoured ; and they fed 
in a meadow : and, behold, seven other kine came up after them, 
poor and very ill favoured and leanfleshed, such as I never saw 
in all the land of Egypt for badness : and the lean and the ill 
favoured kine did eat up the first seven fat kine : and when they 
had eaten them up, it could not be known that they had eaten 
them ; but they toere still ill favoured, as at the beginning. So 
I awoke. And I saw in my dream, and, behold, seven ears came 
up in one stalk, full and good : and, behold, seven ears, withered, 
thin, cmd blasted with the east wind, sprung up after them : and 
the thin ears devoured the seven good ears : and I told this unto 
the magicians ; but there was none that could declare it to me. 

And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, The dream of Pharaoh is one : 
God hath shewed Pharaoh what he is about to do. The seven • 
good kine are seven years ; and the seven good ears are seven 
years : the dream is one. And the seven thin and ill favoured 
kine that came up after them are seven years; and the seven 
empty ears blasted with the east wind shall be seven years of 
famine. This is the thing which I have spoken unto Pharaoh : 
What God is about to do he sheweth unto Pharaoh. Behold, 
there come seven years of great plenty throughout all the land of 
Egypt : and there shall arise after them seven years of famine ; 
and all the plenty shall be forgotten in the land of Egypt ; and 
the famine shall consume the land ; and the plenty shall not be 
known in the land by reason of that famine following; for it 
8?iall be very grievous. And for that the dream was doubled 
unto Pharaoh twice; it is because the thing is established by 
Grod, and God will shortly bring it to pass. Now therefore let 
Pharaoh look out a man discreet and wise, and set him over the 
land of Egypt. Let Pharaoh do this, and let him appoint officers 
over the land, and take up the fifth part of the land of Egypt in 
the seven plenteous years. And let them gather all the food of 
those good years that come, and lay up com under the hand of 
Pharaoh, and let them keep food in the cities. And that food 
shall be for store to the land against the seven years of famine, 
which shall be in the land of Egypt; that the land perish not 
through the famine. 

And the thing was good in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in the 
eyes of all his servants. And Pharaoh said unto his servants. 
Can we find sttch a one as this is, a man in whom the Spirit of 
God is ? And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Forasmuch as Grod hath 
shewed thee all this, there is none so discreet and wise as thou 
art ; l&OU ehalt be over my house, and according unto thy word 
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shall all my people be ruled : only in the throne will I be greater 
than thou. And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, See, I have set thee 
over all the laoid of Egypt. And Pharaoh took off his ring from 
his hand, and put it upon Joseph's hand, and arrayed him in 
vestures of fine linen, and put a gold chain about his neck ; and 
he made him to ride in the second chariot which he had ; and 
they cried before him. Bow the knee : and he made him ruler 
over all the land of Egypt. And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I 
dm Pharaoh, and without thee shall no man lift up his hand or 
foot in all the land of Egypt. And Pharaoh csJled Joseph's 
name Zaphnath-paaneah ; and he gave him to wife Asenath the 
daughter of Poti-pherah priest of C^. 

And Joseph went out over aU the land of Egypt. And Joseph 
tvaa thirty years old when he stood before Pharaoh king of 
Egypt. And Joseph went out from the presence of Pharaoh, 
ajid went throughout all the laoid of Egypt. 

And in the seven plenteous years the earth brought forth by 
handf uls. And he gathered up all the food of the seven years, 
which were in the land of Egypt, and laid up the food in the 
cities : the food of the field, which uhm round about every city, 
laid he up in the same. And Joseph gathered com as the sand 
of the sea, very much, until he left numbering ; for it uoaa with- 
out number. 

And unto Joseph were bom two sons before the yeaxs of 
famine came, which Asenath the daughter of Poti-pherah priest 
of On bare unto him. And Joseph called the name of the first- 
bom Manasseh : For God, mid he, hath made me forget all my toil, 
and all my father's house. And the name of the second called he 
Ephraim : For God hath caused me to be fruitful in the land of 
my affliction. 

And the seven years of plenteousness, that was in the land dt 
Egypt, were ended. And the seven years of dearth began to 
come, according as Joseph had said : and the dearth was in all 
lands j but in all the land of Egypt there was bread. And when 
all the land of Egypt was famished, the people cried to Pharaoh 
for bread: and Pharaoh said unto all the Egyptians, Go unto 
Joseph ; what he saith to you, do. And the limine was over all 
the face of the earth: and Joseph opened all the storehouses, 
and sold unto the Egyptians ; and the famine waxed sore in the 
land of Egypt. And all countries came into Egypt to Joseph for 
to buy com ; because that the famine was so sore in all lands. 

42 NOW when Jacob saw that there was com in Egypt, Jacob 
said unto his sons. Why do ye look one upon another ? And he 
said, Behold, I have heard that there is corn in Egypt : get you 
down thither, and buy for us from thence ; that we may live, and 
not die. And Joseph's ten brethren went down to buy corn in 
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Egypt. But Benjamin, Joseph's brother, Jacob sent not with 
his brethren ; for he said, Lest peradventure mischief befall him. 

And the sons of Israel came to buy com among those that came : 
for the famine was in the land of Canaan. And Joseph was the 
govemor over the land, cmd he it tacts that sold to all the people of 
the land : and Joseph's brethren came, and bowed down them- 
selves before him tvith their faces to the earth. And Joseph saw 
his brethren, and he knew them, but made himself strange unto 
them, and spake roughly unto them; and he said unto them, 
Whence come ye ? And they said. From the land of Canaan to buy 
food. And Joseph knew his brethren, but they knew not him. And 
Joseph remembered the dreams which he dreamed of them, and said 
unto them. Ye are spies ; to see the nakedness of the land ye are 
coma And they said unto him. Nay, my lord, but to buy food are 
thy servants come. We are all one man's sons ; we are true men^ 
thy servants are no spies. And he said unto them. Nay, but to 
see the nakedness of the land ye are come. And they said, Thy 
servants are twelve brethren, the sons of one man in the laiid <^ 
Canaan ; and, behold, the youngest is this day with our father, 
and one is not. And Joseph said unto them. That is it that 
I spake unto you, saying. Ye are spies; hereby ye shall be 
proved : by the life of Pharaoh ye shall not go forth hence, 
except your youngest brother come hither. Send one of you, 
and let him fetch your brother, and ye shall be kept in prison, 
that your words may be proved, whether there be am,y truth in 
you : or else by the life of Pharaoh surely ye a/re spies. And he 
put them all together into ward three days. And Joseph said 
unto them the third day. This do, and live ; for I fear God : if 
ye he true wen, let one of your brethren be bound in liie house of 
your prison : go ye, carry corn for the famine of your houses : 
but bring your youngest brother unto me ; so shall your words 
be verified, and ye shall not die. And they did so. 

And they said onp to another. We an'e verily guilty concerning 
our brother, in that we saw the anguish of his soul, when he 
besought us, and we would not hear ; therefore is this distress 
come upon us.. And Eeubai answered them, saying, Spake I 
not unto you, saying, Do not sin against the child; and ye 
woidd not hear? therefore, behold, also his blood is required. 
And they knew not that Joseph understood them ; for he spake 
unto thran by an interpreter. And he turned himsdf about 
from them, and wept; and returned to them again, and com- 
muned with them, and took from them Simeon, and bound him 
before their eyes. 

Then Joseph commanded to fill their sacks with com, and to 
restore every man's money into his sack, and to give them pro- 
vision for the way: and thus did he unto them. And they 
laded their asses with the com, and departed thence. And as 
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one of them opened his sack to give his ass provender in the inn, 
he espied his money; for, behold, it was in his sack's mouth. 
And he said unto his brethren, My money is restored ; and, lo, 
it is even in my sack : and their heart failed thenif and they were 
afraid, saying one to another. What is this thcU God hath done 
unto us? 

And they came unto Jacob their father unto the land of 
Canaan, and told him all that befell unto them ; saying, The 
man, who is the lord of the land, spake roughly to us, and took 
us for spies of the country. And we said unto him, We are true 
men ; we are no spies : we he twelve brethren, sons of our father ; 
one is not, and the youngest is this day with our father in the 
land of Canaan. And the man, the lord of the country, said 
unto us, Hereby shall I know that ye a/re true m&a ; leave one of 
your brethren here with me, and take food /or the famine of 
youi* households, and be gone : and bring your youngest brother 
unto me : then shall I know that ye a/re no spies, but that ye 
are true men . so will I deliver you your brother, and ye shall 
traffick in the land. 

And it came to pass as they emptied their sacks, that, behold, 
every man's bundle of money tua^ in his sack: and when both 
they and their father saw the bundles of money, they were afraid. 
And Jacob their father said unto them. Me have ye bereaved of 
my children : Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, and ye will take 
Benjamin awaf/ : all these things are against me. And Reuben 
spake unto his father, saying. Slay my two sons, if I bring him 
not to thee : deliver him into my hand, and I will bring him to 
thee again. And he said. My son shall not go down with you ; 
for his brother is dead, and he is left alone : if mischief befall 
him by the way in which ye go, then shall ye bring down my 
gray hairs with sorrow to the grave. 

43 AND the famine tms sore in the land. And it came to 
pass, when they had eaten up the com which they had brought 
out of Egypt, t^eir father said unto them. Go again, buy us a 
little food. And Judah spake unto him, saying, The man did 
solemnly protest unto us, saying, Ye shall not see my face, except 
your brother be with you. If thou wilt send our brother with 
us, we will go down and buy thee food : but if thou wilt not send 
him^ we will not go down : for the man said unto us, Ye shall 
not see my face, except your brother be with you. 

And Israel said, Wherefore dealt ye so ill with me, <m to tell 
the man whether ye had yet a brother? And they said, Hie 
man asked us straitly of our state, and of our kindred, saying, Is 
your father yet alive ? have ye another brother ? and we told him 
according to the tenor of these words : could we certainly know 
that he would say, Bring your brother down ? 
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And Judah said unto Israel his father, Send the lad with me, 
and we will arise and go ; that we may live, and not die, both we, 
and thou, a/nd also our little ones. I will be surety for him ; of 
my hand shalt thou require him : if I bring him not unto thee, 
and set him before thee, then let me bear the blame for ever: 
for except we had lingered, surely now we had returned this 
second time. 

And their father Israel said unto them. If it must be so now, 
do this ; take of the best fruits in the land in your vessels, and 
carry down the man a present, a little balm, and a little honey, 
spices, and myrrh, nuts, and almonds : and take double money in 
your hand ; and the money that was brought again in the mouth 
of your sacks, carry it again in your hand ; peradventure it tvae 
an oversight: take also your brother, and arise, go again unto 
ihe mim : and Gk>d Almighty give^&you mercy b^ore the man, 
that he may send away your other brother, and Benjamin. If I 
be bereaved of my chiicb^en, I am bereaved. 

And the men took that present, and they took double money 
in their hand, and Benjamin ; £^d rose up, and went down to 
Egypt, and stood before Joseph. And when Joseph saw Benja- 
min with them, he said to the ruler of his house. Bring these 
men home, and slay, and mi^e ready ; for these men shall dine 
with me at noon. And the man did as Joseph bade ; and the 
man brought the men into Joseph's house. And the men were 
afraid, because they were brought into Jo^ph's house ; and they 
said. Because of ihe money that was returned in our sacks at the 
first time are we brought in ; that he may seek occasion against 
us, and fall upon us, and take us for bondmen, and our asses. 
And they came near to the steward of Jose^^'s house, and they 
communed with him at the door of the house, and said, O sir, we 
came indeed down at the first time to buy food : and it came to 
pass, when we came to the inn, that we opened our sacks, and, 
behold, every man's money tuas in the mouth of his sack, our 
money in full weight : and we have brought it again in our hand. 
And other money have we brought down in our hands to buy 
food : we cannot tell who put our money in our sacks. And he 
said, Peace be to you, fear not : your God, and the God of your 
father, hath given you treasm'e in your sacks : I had your money. 
And he brought Simeon out unto them. 

And the man brought the men into Joseph's house, and gave 
them water, and they washed their feet; and he gave their asses 
provender. And they made r^ady the present against Joseph 
came at noon : for they heard that they should eat bread there. 

And when Joseph came home, they brought him the present 
which fvas in their hand into the house, and bowed themselves 
to him to the earth. <And he asked them of their welfare, and 
said, Is your father wdl, tiie tAd man of whom ye spake ? Is 
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he yet alive 1 And they answered, Thy servant our father is in 
good health, he is yet aUve. And they bowed down their heads, 
and made obeisanee. And he lifted up his eyes, and saw his 
brother Benjamin, his mother's son, and said. Is this your 
yomiger Inrotiier, of whom ye spake unto met And he said, 
GkKl be graoious unto thee, my son. And Joseph made haste ; 
for his bowels did yearn upon his brother : and he sought tehen 
to weep; and he entered into his chamber, and wept there. 
And he washed his face, and went out, and refrained hims^ 
and said, Set on bread. And they set on for him by himnfllf, 
and for them by themselves, and for the Egyptians, whidi did 
eat with him, by themselves : because the Egyptians might not 
eat bread with the Hebrews ; for that is an abomination unto 
the Egyptians. And they sat before him, the firstborn aooording 
to his birthright, and the y^»ungest according to his youth : and 
the men marvelled one at another. And he took ctnd sent messes 
unto them from before him : but Benjamin's mess was five times 
so much as any of their's. And they drank, and were merry 
with him. 

44 AND he commanded the steward of his house, saying. Fill 
the men's sacks with food, as much as they can carry, and put 
every man's money in his sack's mouth. And put my cup^ the 
silver cup, in the sack's mouth of the youngest, and his com money. 
And he did according to the word that Joseph had spoken. 

As soon as the morning was lights the men were sent away, 
they and their asses. And when they were gone out of the city, 
and not yet far o£^ Joseph said unto his steward. Up, follow after 
the men ; and when thou dost overtake them, say unto tJiem, 
Wherefore have ye rewarded evil for good ? Is not this it in 
which my lord drinketh, and whereby indeed he divineth? ye 
have done evil in so doing. And he overtook th^n, and he 
spake unto them these same words. And they said unto him. 
Wherefore saith my lord these words? God forbid that thy 
servants should do according to this thing ! behold, the money, 
which we found in our sacks' mouths, we brought again unto 
thee out of the land of Canaan : how then should we steal out 
of thy lord's house silver or gold? With whomsoever of thy 
servants it be found, both let him die, and we also will be my 
lord's bondmen. And he said. Now. also let it be according unto 
your words : he with whom it is JEound shall be my servant ; and 
ye shall be blameless. Then they speedily took down every man 
his sack to the ground, and opened every man his sack. And he 
searched, and began at the eldest^ and left at the youngest : and 
the cup was found in Benjamin's sack. 

Then they rent their clothes, and laded every main his aas, 
and returned to the city. And Judah and his In^thren oame 
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to Joseph's house; for he tvas yet there: and they fell before 
him on the ground. And Joseph said unto them, What deed is 
this that ye have done ? wot ye not that such a man as I can 
certainly divine 1 And Judah said, What shall we say unto my 
lord? what shall we speak? or how shall we clear ourselves? 
Otod hath found out the iniquity of thy servants : behold, we 
{Mre my lord's servants, both we, and he also with whom the. cup 
is found. And he said, God forbid that I should do so : but the 
man in whose hand the cup is f oimd, he shall be my servant ; 
and as for you, get you up in peace unto your father. 

Then Judah came near unto him, and said. Oh my lord, let 
thy servant, I pray i^ee, speak a word in my lord's ears, and let 
not thine anger bum agiainst thy servant : for thou art even as 
Pharaoh. My lord asked his servants, saying, Have ye a father, 
or a brother ? And we said unto my lord. We have a father, an 
old man, and a child of his old age, a little one ; and his brother 
is deiad and he alone is left of his mother, and his father loveth 
him. And thou saidst unto thy servants. Bring him down unto 
me, that I may set mine eyes upon him. And we said unto my 
lord. The lad cannot leave his father : f or t/* he should leave his 
father, his /other would dia And thou saidst unto thy servants. 
Except your youngest brother come down with you, ye shall see 
my face no more. And it came to pass when we came up unto 
thy servant my father, we told him the words of my lord. And 
our father said, Gk) again, and buy us a little food. And we 
said, We cannot go down : if our youngest brother be with us, 
then will we go down : for we may not see the man's face, except 
our youngest brother be with us. And thy servant my father 
said unto us. Ye know that my wife bare me two sons : and the 
one went out from me, and I said, Surely he is torn in pieces ; 
and I saw him not since : and if ye take tiiis also from me, and 
mischief befall him, ye shall faring down my gray hairs with 
sorrow to the grave. Now therefore when I come to thy servant 
my father, and the lad be hot with us ; seeing that his life is 
boond up in the lad's life ; it shall come to pass, when he seeth 
that ihe lad is not with us, that he will die : and thy servants 
idiall bring down the gray hairs of thy servant our father with 
sorrow to the grave. For thy servant became surety for the lad 
unto my father, saying, If I bring him not unto thee, then I 
shall bear the blame to my father for ever. Now therefore, I 
pray thee, let thy servant abide instead of the lad a bondman to 
my lord; and let the lad go up with his brethren. For how 
shall I go up to my father, and the lad be not with me? lest 
peradventure I see the evil that shall come on my father. 

45 THEN Joseph could not refrain himself before all them 
that stood by him; and he cried, Cause every man to go out 
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from me. And there stood no man with him, while Joseph 
made himself knowii unto his brethren. And he wept aloud : 
and the Egyptians and the house of Pharaoh hesuxi; And 
Joseph said unto his breiliren, I cum Joseph; doth my failier 
yet live? And his brethren could not answer him; for they 
were troubled at his presence. 

And Joseph said unto his brethren, Come near to me, I pray 
you. And they came near^ And he said, I am Joseph your 
brother, whom ye sold into Egypt. Now therefore be not grieved, 
nor angry with yourselves, that ye sold me hith«r : for €k)d did 
send me before you to preservie life. For these two years hatk 
the famine been in the land : and yet there are five years, in the 
which there shall neither he earing nor harvest. Axudi God sent 
me before you to preserve you a posterity in the earth, and to 
save your Uves by a great deliverance. So now it was not you 
thai sent me hither, but God : and he hath made me a father 
to Pharaoh, and lord of all his house, and a ruler throughout all 
the land of Egypt. Haste ye, and go up to my father, and say 
unto him. Thus salth thy son Joseph, God hath made me lord ci 
all Egypt : come down unto me, tarry not : and thou shalt dwell 
in the land of Gk)shen, and thou shalt be near unto me, thou, and 
thy diildren, and thy children's children, and thy flocks, and thy 
herds, cmd all that thou hast : and there will I nourish thee ; 
for yet there are Ave yeurs of famine ; lest thou, and thy house- 
hold, and all that thou hast, come to poverty. And, behold, your 
eyes see, and the eyes of my brother Benjamin, that it is my 
mouth that speaketh tmto you. And ye shall tell my father of 
all my glory in Egypt, and of all that ye have seen ; and ye shall 
haste and bring down my father hither. 

And he fell upon his brother Benjamin's neck, and wept ; and 
Benjamin wept upon his neck. Moreover he kissed aU his 
brethren, and wept upon them: and after that his brethren 
talked with him. 

And the fame thereof was heard in Pharaoh's house, saying, 
Joseph's brethren are come : and it pleased Pharaoh well, axKl 
his servants. And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Say unto thy 
brethren, This do ye ; lade your beasts, and go, get you unto the 
land of Canaan ; and take yoiur father and your households, and 
come unto me: and I will give you the good of the land of 
Egypt, and ye shall eat the fat of the land. Now thou art 
commanded, this do ye; take you wagons out of the land of 
Egypt for your little ones, and ior your wives, and bring your 
father, and come. Also regard not your stuff; for the good of 
all the land of Egypt is your's. 

And the children of Israel did so: and Joseph gave them 
wagons, according to the commandment of Pharaoh, and gave 
them provision for the way. To all of them he gave each man 
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changes of raiment; but to Benjamin he gave three hundred 
pieces of silver, and five changes of raiment. And to his father 
he sent after this manner ; ten asses laden with the good things 
of Sgypt, and ten she asses laden with com and bread and meat 
for his father by the way* So he sent his brethren away, and 
they departed : and he said unto them, See that ye fall not out 
by the way. 

And they went up out of Egypt, and came into the land of 
Canaan unto Jacob their father, and told him, saying, Joseph 
is yet alive, and he is governor over all the land of Egypt. 
And Jacob's heart fainted, for he believed them not. And they 
told him all the words of Joseph, which he had said unto them : 
and when he saw the wagons which Joseph had sent to carry 
him, the spirit of Jacob their father revived : and Israel said. 
It is enough ; Joseph my son is yet alive : I will go and see him 
before I die.

The Ark in the Bnlnuhei. — There is no Egyptian parallel Jor the story— 
except a very late one qf Horus. The heat parallel is Babylonian, Sargani, 
the king of AgacU, was as a child committed to a basket of reeds, daubed 
with bitumen and carried down a stream to his destined preserver. More- 
over the parents of Sargani, like those of Moses y are unnamed {see Deiitzseh, 
^* Bahel and Bible" Eng, versionf p, 14). There is aZso an Indian 
parallel. Surya, the Sun god, visUs the muiden Kunti. The child is 
placed in a basket, and consigned to the river Asva, which bears it to the 
city of Qhamha, The child, found by childless parents, becomes the great 
Kama, the archer [DuU*s ** Ma^haJbhdrata," iii. 436 (1896)]. 

2 AKD there went a man of the house of Levi, and took to 
wife a daughter of Levi. And the woman conceived, and bare a 

son : and when she saw him that he was a goodly 
^® S^^^y ^^ chUdy she hid him three months. And when she 
jj i_Ty 21 could not longer hide him, she took for hirp an 

ark of bulrushes, and daubed it with slime and 
with pitch, and put the child therein ; and she laid it in the flags 
by the river's brink. And his sister stood afar ofl^ to wit what 
would be done to him. And the daughter of Pharaoh came 
down to wash heradf at the river ; and her maidens walked 
along by the river's side ; and when she saw the ark among the 
flags, she sent her maid to fetch it. And when she had opened 
it^ she saw the child : and, behold, the babe wept. And she had 
compassion on him, and said, This is one of the Hebrews' children. 
Then said his sister to Pharaoh's daughter. Shall I go and call to 
thee a nurse of the Hebrew women, that she may nurse the child 
for thee ? And Pharaoh's daughter said to her, Go. And the 
maid went and called the child's mother. And Pharaoh's 
daughter said unto her. Take this child away, and nurse it for 
me, and I will give thee thy wages. And the woman took the 
child, and nursed it. And the child grew, and she brought him 
unto Pharaoh's daughter, and he became her son. And she called 
his name Moses : and she said, Because I drew him out of the water. 
And it came to pass in those days, when Moses was grown, 
that he went out unto his brethren, and looked on their burdens : 
and he spied an Egyptian smiting an Hebrew, one of his brethren. 
And he looked this way and that way, and when he saw that 
there wcls no man, he slew the Egyptian, and hid him in the 
sand. And when he went out the second day, behold, two men 
of the Hebrews strove together : and he said to him that did the 
wrong, Wherefore smitest thou thy fellow? And he said, Who 
made thee a prince and a judge over us ? intendest thou to kill 
me, as thou killedst the Egyptian ? And Moses feared, and said. 
Surely this thing is known. 
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Now when Pharaoh heard this thing, he sought to slay Moses. 
But Moses fled from the face of Pharaoh, and dwelt in the land 
of Midian: and he sat down by a well. Now the priest of 
Midian had seven daughters: and they came and drew tvater, 
and filled the troughs to water their father's flock. And the 
shepherds came and drove them away : but Moses stood up and 
helped them, and watered their flock. And when they came to 
Heuel their father, he said. How is it that ye are come so soon to 
day ? And they said, An Egyptian delivered us out of the hand 
of the shepherds, and also drew tvater enough for us, and watered 
the flock. And he said unto his daughters. And where ts he ? 
why is it that ye have left the man? caJl him, that he may eat 
bread. And Moses was content to dwell wil^ the man : and he 
gave Moses Zipporah his daughter. And she bare him a son, 
and he called his name Gbrshom : for he said, I have been a 
stranger in a strange lisind. 

And it came to pass in process of time, that the king of Egypt 
died : and the children of Israel sighed by reason of the bondage, 
and they cried, and their cry came up unto God by reason of the 
bondage. And God heard their groaning, and God remembered 
his covenant with Abraham, with Isaac, and with Jacob. And 
God looked upon the children of Israel, and Gpd had respect 
unto them. 



The Buming Bush. — A difficult stcry made wpofihe two ticeounts of E. and J, 
E, Uses the name Moreb ; J. and P, prefer the ncmA Sinai. It is J. who telis 
lis ainrnt ihe thombush. But why Jahveh should be the spirit, inhabiting 
a ihombushf we cannot say. TJie oak vms, of course, as often in Genesis, 
a sacred spot. Probably Sinai was a volcanic mountain. 

3 NOW Moses kept the flock of Jethro his father in law, the 
priest of Midian : and he led the flock to the backside of the 
desert, and came to the moimtain of God, even 
to Horeb. And the angel of the Lord appeared The Burning 
unto him in a flame of fire out of the midst of a j,,^ ^ 
bush : and he looked, and, behold, the bush burned 
with fire, and the bush tuas not consumed. And Moses said, I 
will now turn aside, and see this great sight, why the bush is not 
burnt. And when the Lord saw that he turned aside to see, 
Gk>d called unto him out of the midst of the bush, and said, 
Moses^ Moses. And he said. Here am L And he said. Draw 
not nigh hither : put off thy shoes from off thy feet, for the 
place whereon thou standest is holy ground. Moreover he said, 
I crni the God of thy father, the G<)d of Abraham, the Gk)d of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob. And Moses hid his face; for he 
was afraid to look upon God. 

And the Lord said, I have surely seen the affliction of my 
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people which are in Egypt, and have heard their cry by reason 
of their taskmasters ; for I know their sorrows ; and I am come 
down to deliver them out of the hand of the Egyptians, and to 
bring them up out of that land unto a good k^d and a large, 
unto a land flowing with milk and honey; unto the place of 
the Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the Amorites, and the 
Ferizzites, and the Hivites, and the Jebusites. Now therefore, 
behold, the cry of the children of Israel is come unto me : and I 
have also se^n the oppression wherewith the Egyptians oppress 
them. Ck)me now therefore, and I will send thee unto Pharaoh, 
that thou mayest bring forth my people the children of Lsrael 
out of Egypt. 

And Moses said unto God, Who am I, that I should go unto 
Pharaoh, and that I should bring forth the children of Israel out 
of Egypt 1 And he said, Certainly I will be with thee ; and this

And Moses said unto God, Behold, tvhen I come unto the 
children of Israel, and shall say unto them, The God of your

And God said unto Moses, I AM THAT I AM : and he said. 
Thus shalt thou say unto the children of Israel, I AM hath sent 
me unto you. 

And God said moreover unto Moses, Thus shalt thou say unto 
the children of Israel, The Lord God of your fathers, the Ckxl of 
Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob, hath sent me 
unto you : this is my name for ever, and this is my memorial 
unto all generations. Go, and gather the elders of Israel together, 
and say unto them, The Lord God of your fathers, the God of 
Abraham, of Isaac, and of Jacob, appeared unto me, saying, I 
have surely visited you, and seen that which is done to you in 
Egypt : and I have said, I will bring you up out of the affliction 
of Egypt unto the land of the Capaanites, and the Hittites, and 
the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, unto a land flowing with milk and honey. And they 
shall hearken to thy voice : and thou shalt come, thou and the 
elders of Israel, unto the king of Egypt, and ye shall say unto 
him, The Lord God of the Hebrews hath met with us : and now 
let us go, we beseech thee, three days' journey into the wilderness, 
that we may sacrifice to the Lord our GkKi. And I am sure that 
the king of Egypt will not let you go, no, not by a mighty hand. 
And I will stretch out my hand, and smite Egypt with all my 
wonders which I will do in the midst thereof: and after that 
he will let you go. And I will give this people favour in the 
sight of the Egyptians : and it shall come to pass, that, when ye

go, ye shall not go empty : but every woman shall borrow of her 
neighbour, and of her that sojoumeth in her bouse, jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and raiment : and ye shall put them 
upon your sons, and upon your daughters ; and ye shall spoil the 
Egyptians. 

4 AND Moses answered and said, But, behold, they will not 
believe me, nor hearken unto my voice : for they will say. The 
JjOBp hath not appeared unto thee. And the Lord said unto 
him, What is that in thine hand 1 And he said, A rod. And 
he said. Cast it on the ground. And he cast it on the ground^ 
and it became a serpent ; and Moses fled from before it. And 
the Lord said unto Moses, Put forth thine hand, and take it by 
the tail. And he put forth his hand, and caught it, and it

And it shall come to pass, if they will not believe 
also these two signs, neither hearken unto thy voice, that thou 
shalt take of the water of the river, and pour it upon the dry 
land: and the water which thou takest out of the river shall 
become blood upon the dry land. 

And Moses said unto the Lord, O my Lord, I am not eloquent, 
neither heretofore, nor since thou hast spoken unto thy servant : 
but I am slow of speech, and of a slow tongue. 

And the Lord said unto him, Who hath made man's mouth? 
or who maketh the dimib, or deaf, or the seeing, or the blind ? 
have not I the Lord ? Now therefore go, and I will be with thy 
mouth, and teach thee what thou shalt say. 

And he said, O my Lord, send, I pray thee, by the hand of 
him, whom thou wilt send. 

And the anger of the Lord was kindled against Moses, and he 
said. Is not Aaron the Levite thy brother ) I know that he can 
speak well. And also, behold, he cometh forth to meet thee : 
and when he seeth thee, he will be glad in his heart. And thou 
shalt speak unto him, and put words in his mouth : and I will 
be with thy mouth, and with his mouth, and will teach you what 
ye ^all da And he shall be thy spokesman unto the people : 
and he shall be, even he shall be to thee instead of a mouth, and

And Moses went and returned to Jethro his father in law, and 
said unto hifn, Let me go, I pray thee, and return unto mj 
brethren which wre in Egypt, and see whether they be yet alive. 
And Jethro said to Moses, Go in peace. 

And the Lord said unto Moses in Midian, Oo, return into 
Egypt : for all the men are dead which sought thy life. And 
Moses took his wife and his sons, and set them upon an ass, and 
he returned to the land of Egypt : and Moses took the rod of 
Gk)d in his hand. And the Lord said unto Moses, When thou 
goest to return into Egypt, see that thou do all those wonders 
before Pharaoh, which I have put in thine hand : but I will 
harden his heart, that he shall not let the people go.

Pharaoh And Pharaoh said, Who is the Lord, that I 

V. 1 — VI. 9 should obey his voice to let Israel go ! I know 
VII. 1-7 not the Lord, neither will I let Israel go. 
And they said, The God of the Hebrews hath met with us : let 
us go, we pray thee, three days* journey into the desert, and 
sacrifice unto the Lord our God ; lest he fall upon us with pesti- 
lence, or with the sword. And the king of Egypt said tinto 
them, Wherefore do ye, Moses and Aaron, let the people from 
their works 1 get you unto your burdens. And Pharaoh said. 
Behold, the people of the land now are many, and ye make them 
rest from their burdens. 

And Pharaoh commanded the same day the taskmasters of 
the people, and their officers, saying, Ye shall no more give the 
people straw to make brick, as heretofore: let them go and 
gather straw for themselves. And the tale of the bricks, which 
they did make heretofore, ye shall lay upon them ; ye shall not 
diminish ov^ht thereof: for they be idle; therefore they cry, 
saying, Let us go and sacrifice to our God.

Then the officers of the children of Israel came and cried unto

is in thine own people. But he said, Ye are idle, ye cure idle :

And Moses took the bones of Joseph with him : for he had 
straitly sworn the children of Israel, saying, God will surely 
visit you ; and ye shall carry up my bones away hence with you. 

And they took their journey from Succoth, and encamped 
in Etham, in the edge of the wilderness. And the Lord went 
before them by day in a pillar of a ^loud, to lead them the way; 
and by night in a pillar of fire, to giro them light ; to go by day 
and night : he took not away the pillat* of the cloud by day, nor 
the pillar of' fire by night,/rom before the people. 
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14 AND the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Speak unto the 
children of Israel, that they turn and encamp before Pi-hahiroth, 
between Migdol and the sea, over against Baal-zephon : before 
it shall ye encamp by the sea. For Pharaoh will say of the chil- 
dren of Israel, They are entangled in the land, the wilderness 
hath shut them in.

And it was told the king of Egypt that the people fled : and 
the heart of Pharaoh and of his servants was turned against 
the people, and they said, Why have we done this, that we have 
let Israel go from serving us ? And he made ready his chariot, 
and took his people with him : and he took six hundred chosen 
chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, and captains over every 
one of them. And the Lord hardened the heart of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and he pursued after the children of Israel : and 
the children of Israel went out with an high hand. But the 
Egyptians pursued after them, all the horses omd chariots of 
Pharaoh, and his horsemen, and his army, and overtook them 
encamping by the sea, beside Pi-hahiroth, before Baal-zephon. 

And when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children of Israel lifted up 
their eyes, and, behold, the Egyptians marched after them ; and 
they were sore afraid: and the children of Isi^ael cried out 
unto the Lord.

The Lord shall fight for you, aild ye 
shall hold your peace. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Wherefore criest thou unto 
me ? speak unto the children of Israel, that they go forward : 
but lift thou up thy rod, and stretch out thine hand over the 
sea, and divide it : and the children of Israel shall go on dry 
grovmd through the midst of the sea. And I, behold, I will 
harden the hearts of the Egyptians, and they shall follow them : 
and I will get me honour upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host, 
upon his chariots, and upon his horsemen. And the Egyptians 
shall know that I am the Lord, when I have gotten me honour 
upon Pharaoh, upon his chariots, and upon his horsemen. 

And the angel of God, which went before the camp of Israel, 
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removed and went behind them ; and the pillar of the cloud 
went from before their face, and stood behind them : and it 
came between the camp of the Egyptians and the camp of 
Israel; and it was a cloud and darkness to theniy but it gave 
light by night to these : so that the one came not near the other 
all the night. 

And Moses stretched out his hand over the sea; and the 
Lord caused the sea to go hack by a strong east wind all that 
night, and made the sea dry Icmd^ and the waters were divided.

thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy manservant, nor thy 
maidservant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy 
gates : for in six days the Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, 
and all that in them is, and rested the seventh day : wherefore 
the Lord blessed the sabbath day, and hallowed it. 

Honour thy father and thy mother : that thy days may be 
long upon the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee. 

•fiiou shalt not kill. 

Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

Thou shalt not steal. 

Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour. 

Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour*s house, thou shalt not 
covet thy neighbour's wife, nor his manservant, nor his maid- 
servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is thy 
neighbour's. 

And all the people saw the thimderings, and the lightnings, 
and the noise of the trumpet, and the mountain smoking : and 
when the people saw it, they removed and stood afar off. And 
they said unto Moses, Speak thou with, us, and we will hear : but 
let not God speak with us, lest we die. And Moses said unto 
the people, Fear not : for God is come to prove you, and that his 
fear may be before your faces, that ye sin not. 

And the people stood afar off, and Moses drew near unto the 
thick darkness where God wew. 

32 AND when the people saw that Moses delayed to come down 
out of the mount, the people gathered themselves together unto 

Aaron, and said unto him, Up, make us gods,

And Moses besought the Lord his God, and said, Lord, why 
doth thy wrath wax hot against thy people, which thou hast 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt with great power, and 
with a mighty hand 1 Wherefore should the Egyptians speak, 
and say, For mischief did he bring them out, to slay them in the 
mountains, and to consume them from the face of the earth 1 
Turn from thy fierce wrath, and repent of this evil against thy 
people. Remember Abraham, Isaac, and Israel thy servants, 
to whom thou swarest by thine own self, and saidst unto them, I 
will multiply your seed as the stars of heaven, and all this land 
that I have spoken of will I give unto your seed, and they shall 
inherit it for ever. And the Lord repented of the evil which he 
thought to do unto his people. 

And Moses turned, and went down from the mount, and the 
two tables of the testimony were in his hand : the tables were 
written on both their sides; on the one side and on the other 
were they written. And the tables were the work of God, and 
the writing was the writing of God, graven upon the tables. And 
when Joshua heard the noise of the people as they shouted, he 
said unto Moses, There is a noise of war in the camp. And he 
said, It is not the voice of them that shout for mastery, neither is 
it the voice of them that cry for being overcome : but the noise of 
them that sing do I hear.

Make us gods, which shall go before us : for as for this Moses, 
the man that brought us lip out of the land of Egypt, we wot 
not what is become of him. And I said unto them. Whosoever 
hath any gold, let them break it offi So they gave it me : then 
I cast it into the fire, and there came out this calf. 
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And when Moses saw that the people were naked ; (for Aaron 
had made them naked unto their shame among their enemies :)

For Moses had said. Consecrate yourselves to day to the Lord, 
even every man upon his son, and upon his brother ; that he may 
bestow upon you a blessing this day. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that Moses said unto the 
people, Ye have sinned a great sin : and now I will go up onto 
the Lord ; peradventure I shall make an atonement for your sin. 
And Moses returned unto the Lord, and said. Oh, this people 
have sinned a great sin, and have made them gods of gold. Yet 
now, if thou wilt forgive their sin — ; and if not, blot me, I pray 
thee, out of thy book which thou hast written. And the Lord 
said unto Moses, Whosoever hath sinned against me, him will I 
blot out of my book.

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NUMBERS 

The Story of Xorali. — The story is mainly due to priestly authorship or 
revision^ which is everywhere present in the Book of Numbers. JBut, 
according to Wellhauseny three a^ccounts have been fused together in this 
chapter. 

(1) Revolt of the Seubenites, Dathan arid AMram, against the command 
of Moses. 

(2) Protest against the priesthood of the tribe of Levi, on the ground that 
all Israelites are priests. 

(3) Protest of the Levites against the Aaronites, because they too claimed 
the priesthood.

16 NOW Korah, the son of Izhar, the son of Kohath, the son 
of Levi, and Dathan and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, and On, 
the son of Peleth, sons of Beuben, took men : 
and they rose up before Moses, with certain of "^f k^^^^ 
the children of Israel, two hundred and fifty XVI f-^S 
princes of the assembly, famous in the congrega- 
tion, men of renown: and they gathered themselves together 
against Mosds and against Aaron, and said unto them, Te take 
too much upon you, seeing all the congregation a/re holy, every 
one of them, and the Lord is among them : wherefore then lift 
ye up yourselves above the congregation of the Lord ? 

And when Moses heard it, he f dl upon his face : and he spake 
unto Korah and unto all his company, saying. Even to morrow 
the Lord will shew who are his, and who is holy ; and will 
cause him to come near unto him : even him whom he hath 
chosen will he cause to come near unto him. This do ; Take you 
censers, Korah, and all his company; and put fire therein, and 
put incense in them before the Lord to morrow : and it shall be 
that the man whom the Lord doth choose, he shall he holy : ye 
take too much upon you, ye sons of Levi. 

And Moses said unto Korah^ Hear, I pray you, ye sons of 
Levi: seemeth it but a small thing unto you, that the Gkni of 
Israel hath s^Murated you from the congregation of Israel, to 
bring you near to himself to do the service of the tabernacle of 
the Lord, and to steuid before the congregation to minister unto 
them? And he hath brought thee near to him, and all thy 
brethren the sons of Levi with thee : and seek ye the priesthood 
alBof For which cause both thou and all thy company are 
gathered together against the Lord : and what is Aaron, that ye 
nmrmur ^t^inst him 7 

And Moses sent to call Dathan and Abiram, the sons of Eliab : 
which said, We will not come up : is it & small thing that thou 
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hast brought us up out of a land that floweth with milk and 
honey, to kill us in the wilderness, except thou make thyself 
altogether a prince over usi Moreover thou hast not brought 
us into a land that floweth with milk and honey, or given us 
inheritance of fields and vineyards : wilt thou put out the eyes of 
these men ? we will not come up. 

And Moses was very wroth, and said unto the Lord, Respect 
not thou their offering: I have not taken one ass from them, 
neither have I hurt one of them. And Moses said unto ELorah, 
Be thou and all thy company before the Lord, thou, and they, 
and Aaron, to morrow : and take every man his censer, and put 
incense in them, and bring ye before the Lord every man his 
censer, two hundred and fifty censers ; thou also, and Aaron, each 
of you his censer. 

And they took every man his censer, and put fire in them, and 
laid incense thereon, and stood in the door of the tabernacle <A 
the congregation with Moses and Aaron. And Korah gathered 
all the congregation against them unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation : and the glory of the Lord appeared unto all 
the congregation. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 
Separate yourselves from among this congregation, that I may 
consume them in a moment. And they fell upon their faces, and 
said, O God, the God of the spirits of all flesh, shall one man sin, 
and wilt thou be wroth with all the congregation ? And the 
Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Speak unto the congregation, 
saying. Get you up from about the tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, 
and Abiram. 

And Moses rose up and went unto Dathan and Abiram ; and 
the elders of Israel followed him. And he spake unto the c<m' 
gregation, saying, Depart, I pray you, from the tents of these 
wicked men, and touch nothing of their's, lest ye be consumed 
in all their sins. So they gat up from the tabernacle of Korah, 
Dathan, and Abiram, on every side : and Dathan an4 Abiram 
came out, and stood in the door of their tents, and their wives, 
and their sons, and their little children. And Moses said. 
Hereby ye shall know that the Lord hath sent me to do all these 
works ; for / have not done them of mine own mind. If these 
men die the common death of all men, or if they be visited' after 
the visitation of all men; then the Lord hath not sent me. 
But if the Lord make a new thing, and the earth open her 
mouth, and swallow them up, with all that a/ppertain unto them, 
and they go down quick into the pit ; then ye shall understand 
that these men have provoked the Lord. 

And it came to pass, as he had made an end of speaking all 
these words, that the ground clave asunder that was under them : 
and the earth opened her mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
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their houses, and all the men that appertained unto Korah, and 
all their goods. They, and all that appertained to them, went 
down alive into the pit, and the earth closed upon them : and 
they perished from among the congregation. And all Israel that 
tvere round about them fled at the cry of them : for they said, 
Lest the earth swallow us up also. And there came out a fire 
from the Lord, and consumed the two hundred and fifty men 
that offered incense. 



Balaam. — Very likely chapter 23 belongs to Elohistic, chapter 24 to Jahvistic 
literature. The chapters show signs of two independent versions, and 
there are parallel passages. Some of the oracles seem to he post-exilic. See 
especially the kUterpart of chap, xxiv. 20-24. 

22 AND the children of Israel set forward, and pitched in the 
plains of Moab on this side Jordan 5y Jericho. 

And Balak the son of Zippor saw all that Israel had done to 
the Amorites. And Moab was sore afraid of the people, because 
they were many : and Moab was distressed be- 
cause of the children of Israel. And MosPbi said of ®b^i?^^ 
unto the elders of Midian, Now shall this com- ^^j, ^xxiV 
pany lick up all that are round about us, as 
' the ox licketh up the grass of the field. And Balak the son of 
Zippor nxM king of the Moabites at that time.

prevail, that we may smite them, and thai I may drive them out 
of the land : for I wot that he whom thou blessest is blessed, 
and he whom thou cursest is cursed. And the elders of Moab 
and the eld§rs of Midian departed with the rewards of divination 
in their hand ; and they came unto Balaam, and spake unto him 
the words of Balak. And he said unto them. Lodge here this 
night, and I will bring you word again, as the Lord shall speak 
unto me : and the princes of Moab abode with Balaam. 

And Qod came unto Balaam, and said. What men (xre these 
with thee 1 And Balaam said unto God, Balak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab, hath sent unto me, saying^ Behold, there is a people 
come out of Egypt, which covereth the face of the earth : come 
now, curse me them ; peradventure I shall be able to overcome 
them, and drive them out. And God said unto Balaam, Thou 
shalt not go with them ; thou shalt not curse the people : for 
they are blessed. 

And Balaam rose up in the morning, and said unto the princes 
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of Balak, Get you into your land : for the Lord refuseth to give 
me leave to go with you. And the princes of Moab rose up, 
and they went unto Balak, and said, Balaam refuseth to coEoe 
with us. 

And Balak sent yet again princes, more, and more honourable 
than they. And they came to Balaam, and said to him. Thus 
saith Balak the son of Zippor, Let nothing, I pray thee, hinder 
thee from coming unto me : for I will promote thee unto very 
great honour, and I will do whatsoever thou sayest unto me: 
come therefore, I pray thee, curse me this people. And Balaam 
answered and said unto the servants g£ Balak, If Balak would 
give me his house full of silver and gold, I cannot go beyond 
the word of the Lord my God, to do less or more.

And God came unto Balaam at night, and said onto him. If 
the men come to call thee, rise up, cmd go with them ; but yet 
the word which I shall say unto tiiee, that shalt thou do. 

And Balaam rose up in the morning, and saddled his ass, and 
went with the princes of Moab. And God's anger was kindled 
because he went : and the angel of the Lord stood in the way 
for an adversary against him. Now he was riding -upon his ass, 
and his two servants tuere with him. And the ass saw the angd 
of the Lord standing in the way, and his sword drawn in his 
hand : and the ass turned aside out of the way, and went into 
the field : and Balaam smote the ass, to turn her into the way.

And when the ass saw the angel of the Lord, she 
fell down under Balaam : and Balaam's anger was kindled, and 
he smote the ass with a staff. And the Lord opened the mouth 
of the ass, and she said unto Balaam, What have I done unto 
thee, that thou hast smitten me these three times 1 And Balaam 
said xmto the ass, Because thou hast mocked me : I would there 
were a sword in mine hand, for now would I kill thee. And 
the ass said unto Balaam, Am not I thine ass upon which thou 
hast ridden ever since / was thine unto this day 1 was I ever 
wont to do so unto thee 1 And he said. Nay. 

Then the Lord opened the eyes of Balaam, and he saw the 
angel of the Lord standing in the way, and his sword drawn in 
his hand : and he bowed down his head, and fell flat on his face. 
And the angel of the Lord said unto him, Wher^ore hast thou 
smitten thine ass these three times? behold, I w^it out to 
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withstand thee, because thy way is perverse before me : and the 
ass saw me, and turned from me these three times : unless she 
had turned from me, surely now also I had slain thee, and saved 
her alive. And B^aam said unto the angel of the Lord, I have 
sinned ; for I knew not that thou stoodest in the way against 
me : now therefore, if it displease thee, I will get me back again. 
And the angel of the Lord said unto Balaam, Go with the 
men: but only the word that I shall speak unto thee, that 
thou shalt speak. So Balaam went with the princes of Balak. 

And when Balak heard that Balaam was come, he went out to 
meet him unto a city of Moab, which is in the border of Amon, 
which is in the utmost coast.

I thought to promote thee unto great honour ; but, lo, the Lord 
hath kept thee back from honour. 

And Balaam said unto Balak, Spake I not also to thy messen- 
gers which thou sentest unto me, saying, If Balak would give 
me his house full of silver and gold, I cannot go beyond the 
commandment of the Lord, to do either good or bad of mine own 
mind ; Imt what the Lord saith, that will I speak ? And now, 
behold, I go unto my people : come therefore, and 1 will adver- 
tise thee what this people shall do to thy people in the latter 
days.

Joslma. — The narrative is probably due to E. The Elohistic writer ^ emaruUing, 
as we suppose, from the Northern kingdom^ has a partiality for Joshua, 

21 AND the Lord said unto Moses, Get thee up into this mount 

Abarim, and see the land which I have given unto the children 

oi Israel.

Beateronomy. — The name is a mistranslation. In Hebrew the hook is 
** Debarim" i. e. " Words." The Septuagint calls it Afvr€pov6fiiop, trans- 
lating in chap. xvii. 18, whal ought to mean ** a copy of this law " asif U 
meant **this repetition of the law" {which had already been sketched in 



Divisions.— (i) L 6 — iv. 40. Mbses^ first discourse, 
{ii) v.-xxvi. Moses' second discourse, 
(Hi) xxix. 2 — XXX. 20. Moses' third discourse, 
(iv) xxxi.-xxxiv. Last words of Moses a/nd his death. 
Date— probably in Josiah^s reign or a little before, 
Jeremiah shows many signs of being influenced by Deuteronomy. But Isaiah, 

Amos, Rosea are quite uninfluenced. 
There is not much in Deuteronomy that seems avaUablefor the purpose of this 
book. The circumstances of Us origin in B.C. 621 have been alluded to 
elsewhere, and the last words of Moses appear in the Poetic Section. 

34 AND Moses went up from the plains of Moab unto the 

mountain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that is over against 

Jericho. And the Lord shewed him all the land 

of GUead, unto Dan, and all NaphtaH, and the J>®ath of 

land of Ephraim, and Manasseh, and all the land xxxiV^l-12 

of Judah, unto the utmost sea, and the south, 

and the plain of the valley of Jericho, the city of palm trees, 

unto Zoar. And the Lord said unto him. This is the land which 

I sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, saying, I 

will give it unto thy seed : I have caused thee to see i< with thhie 

eyes, but thou shalt not go over thither. 

So Moses the servant of the Lord died there in the land of 
Moab, according to the word of the Lord. And he buried him 
in a valley in the land of Moab, over against Beth-peor : but no 
man knoweth of his sepulchre unto this day. 

And Moses was an hundred and twenty years old when he died : 
his eye was not dim, nor his natural force abated. 

And the children of Israel wept for Moses in the plains of 
Moab thirty days : so the days of weeping and mourning for Moses 
were ended. 

And Joshua the son of Nun was full of the spirit of wisdom ; 
for Moses had laid his hands upon him : and the children of Israel 
hearkened unto him, and did as the Lord conmianded Moses. 

And there arose not a prophet since in Israel like unto Moses, 
whom the Lord knew face to face, in all the signs and the 
wonders, which the Lord sent him to do in the land of Egypt to 
Hiaraoh, and to all his servants, and to all his land, and in all 
that mighty hand, and in all the great terror which Moses shewed 
in the sight of all Israel.

Joslma. — {DeiUeronomic) of somewhat dcubtful historical value.

The Book of Judges proves thai Joshua cannot he historically corral. The 
invasion wa>s not directed by a commander-in-chief , nor a/xompUshed in 
the life-time of one man. Besides Jericho was not destroyed, but exists much 
later as a city of the Prophets. See the story of JSlisha. The Book is written 
or edited by a Deuteronomie writer. It is a compilation of J. E., JE., D., 
and then a final revision by P. The basis of the book was a Deuteronomie 
history of Joshua founded on J. and E.y J. emphasizing the difficulties 
of the task of conquest, E. exalting the work of JoshAUi. In contra^ with 
Judges, Joshua has no chronological schema. 

[An extra canonical book written in Arabic, called " the Samaritan book 
of Joshua, ** is a late mediaeval compilation when the Samaritans were under 
Mohammedan rule.} 

Local legends, snatches of folk-lore and folk-songs are to be detected as 
original materials. The tendency to concentrate in one man the esiperiences 
of tribes and generations is, of course, characteristic of all legends. 

2 AKD Joshua the son of Nun sent out of Shittim two men 

to spy secretly, saying, Go view the land, even 

Th^Stoi^ Jericho. And they went, and came into an 

or Ra a hai'lot's house, named Rahab, and lodged there. 

And it was told the king of Jericho, saying, 

Behold, there came men in hither to night of the children of Israel 

to search out the country. And the king of Jericho sent unto 

Bahab, saying. Bring forth the men that are come to thee, which 

are enter^ into thine house : for they be come to search out all 

the coimtry. 

And the woman took the two men, and hid them, and said 
thus, There came men unto me, but I wist not whence they 
loere : and it came to pass about the time of shutting of the gate, 
when it was dark, that the men went out : whither the men 
went, I wot not : pursue after them quickly ; for ye shall over- 
take them.

Now therefore, 1 pray you, swear unto me by the Lord, since I 
have shewed you kindness, that ye will also shew kindness unto 
my father's house, and give me a true token : and that ye will 
save alive my father, and my mother, and my brethren, and my 
sisters, and all that they have, and deliver our lives from death. 

And the men answered her, Our life for your's, if ye utter not 
this our business. And it shall be, when the Lord hath git^en 
us the land, that we will deal kindly and truly with thee. Then 
she let them down by a cord through the window : for her 
bouse was upon the town wall, and she dwelt upon the wall. 
And she said unto them, Get you to the mountain, lest the 
pursuers meet you; and hide yourselves there three days, 
until the pursuers be returned : and afterward may ye go your 
way. 

And the men said unto her, We vyill he blameless of this thine 
oath which thou hast made us swear.

6 NOW Jericho was straitly shut up because of the children 
of Israel : none went out, and none came in. And the Lord 
said imto Joshua, See, I have given into thine hand Jericho, 
and the king thereof, amd the mighty men of valour. And 
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ye shall compass the city, all ye men of war, a/nd go round 
ahout the city once. Thus shalt thou do six days. 

"?*? H^^?* ^^^ seven priests shall bear before tiie ark seven 

^ y* ^ trumpets of rams' horns: and the seventh day 
ye shall compass the city seven times, and the 
priests shall blow with the trumpets. And it shall come to pass, 
that when they make a long bUwt with the ram's horn, a/nd 
when ye hear the sound of the trumpet, all the people shall 
sh5ut with a great shout; and the wall of the city shall fall 
down flat, and the people shall ascend up every man straight 
before him. 

And Joshua the son of Nun called the priests, and said imto 
them, Take *up the ark of the covenant^ and let seven priests 
bear seven trumpets of rams' horns before the ark of the Lord. 
And he said unto the people, Pass on, and compass the city, and 
let him that is armed pass on before the ark of the Lord. 

And it came to pass, when Joshua had spoken unto the people, 
that the seven priests bearing the seven trumpets of rams' horns 
passed on before the Lord, and blew with the trumpets : and the 
iu:k of the covenant of the Lord followed them. And the armed 
men went before the priests that blew with the trumpets, and 
the rereward came after the ark, the priests going on, and blowing 
with the trumpets. And Joshua had commanded the people, 
saying. Ye shall not shout, nor make any noise with your voice, 
neither shall any word proceed out of your mouth, until the day 
I bid you shout ; then shall ye shout. So the ark of the Lord 
compassed the city, going about it once : and they came into the 
camp, and lodged in the camp. 

And Joshua rose early in the morning, and the priests took 
up the ark of the Lord. And seven priests bearing seven trum- 
pets of rams' horns before the ark of the Lord went on continually, 
and blew with the trumpets : and the armed men went before 
them ; but the rereward came after the ark of the Lord, the 
priests going on^ and blowing with the trumpets. And the 
second day they compassed the city once, and returned into the 
camp : so they did six days. 

Aiid it came to pass on the seventh day, that they rose early 
about the dawning of the day, and compassed the city after the 
same manner seven times : only on that day they compassed the 
city seven times. And it came to pass at the seventh time, when 
the priests blew with the trumpets, Joshua said unto the people. 
Shout; for the Lord hath given you the city. And the city 
shall be accursed, even it, and all that a/re therein, to the Lord : 
only Rahab the harlot shall live, she and all that are with her 
in the house, because she hid the messengers that we sent. And 
ye, in any wise keep you/rselves from the accursed thing, lest ye 
make yourselves accursed, when ye take of the accursed thing, 
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and make the camp of Israel a curse, and trouble it. But all 
the silver, and gold, and vessels of brass and iron, wre 
consecrated unto the Lord : they shall come into the treasury 
of the Lord. 

So the people shouted when the 'priests blew with the trumpets : 
and it came to pass, when the pec^le heard the sound of the 
trumpet, and the people shouted with a great shout, l^at the 
wall fell down flat, so that the people went up into the city, 
every man strai^t before him, and they took the city. And 
they utterly destroyed all that was in the city, both man and 
woman, young and old, and ox, and sheep, and ass, with the edge 
of ^e sword. 

But Joshua had said unto the two men that had spied out the 
country, Gk) into the harlot's house, and bring out thence the 
woman, and all that she hath, as ye sware unto her. And the 
young men that were spies went in, and brought out Rahab, and 
her Either, and her mother, and her brethren, and all that she 
had ; and they brought out all her kindred, and left them without 
the camp of Israel. 

And they burnt the city with fii*e, and all that vxjjs theroin : 
only the silver, and the gold, and the vessels of brass and of iron, 
they put into the treasury of the house of the Lord. 

And Joshua saved Rahab the harlot alive, and her father's 
household, and all that she had ; and she dwelleth in Israel even 
unto this day; because she hid the messengers, which Joshua 
sent to spy out Jericho. 

AnH Jodiua adjured ihem at that time, sajang, Cursed he the 
man before the Lord, that riseth up and buHdeth this city 
Jericho : he shall lay the foundation thereof in his firstborn, and 
in his youngest «cm shall he set up the gates of it. 

So the Lord was with Joshua; and his fame was noised 
throughout all the country. 

10 NOW it came to pass, when Adoni-zedec king of Jerusalem 
had lizard how Joshua had taken Ai, and had utterly destroyed 
it ; as he had done to Jericho and her king, so 
he had done to Ai and her king ; and how the the^pive 
inhabitants of Gibeon had m.ade peace with Kings. The 
Israel, and were among them ; that they feared Miraele of 
greatly, because Gibeon toas a great city, as one Sun and 
of the royal cities, and because it was greater Moon 

than Ai, and all the men thereof were mighty. ' 

Wherefore Adoni-zedec king of Jerusalem sent unto Hoham 
king of Hebron, and unto Piram king of Jarmuth, and unto 
Japhia king of Lachish, and unto Debir king of Eglon, saying, 
Come up unto me, and help me, that we may smite Gibeon : for 
it hath made peace with Joshua and with the children of Israel. 
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Therefore the five kings of the Amorites, ihe king of Jerusalem, 
the king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the long of Lachish, 
the king of Eglon, gathered themselves together, and went up, 
they and all their hosts, and encamped before Gibeon, and made 
war against it. 

And the men of Oibeon sent unto Joshua to the camp to 
Oilgal, saying, Slack not thy hand from thy servants ; <k»ie up 
to us quickly, and save us, and help us : for all the kings of Hm 
Amorites that dwell in the mountains are gathered together 
against us. So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, he, and all the 
people of war with him, and all the mighty men of valour. And 
the Lord said unto Joshua, Fear them not : for I have delivered 
them into thine hand; there shall not a man of tliem stand 
before thee. Joshua therefore came unto them suddenly, and 
went up from Gilgal all night. And the Lord discomfited ihem 
before Israel, and slew them with a great slaughter at GKbeon, 
and chased th^n along the way that goetii up to Beth-h(Nron, and 
smote them to Azekah, and unto MakkedaJd. And it came to 
pass, as they fled from before Israel, and were in the going down 
to Beth-horon, that the Lord cast down great 8t<Mies from 
heaven upon them unto Azekah, and they died : they toere more 
which died with hailstones than they whom the children of 
Israel slew with the sword. 

Then spake Joshua to the Lord in the day when the Lord 
delivered up the Amorites before the children of Israel, and he 
said in ^e sight of Israel, 

Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon ; | and thou, Moon, in the 
valley of Ajalon. 

And the sun stood still, and the moon stayed, until the people 
had avenged themselves upon their enemies. Is not this written 
in the book of Jasher 1 So the sun stood still in the midst of 
heaven, and hasted not to go down about a whole day. And 
there was no day like that before it or after it, that the Lord 
hearkened unto the voice of a man: for the Lord fought ior 
Israel. And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, unto 
the camp to Gilgal. 

But these five kings fled, and hid themselves in a cave at Mak- 
kedah. And it was told Joshua, saying. The five kings are found 
hid in a cave at Makkedah. And Jofidbua said, Roll great stones 
upon the mouth of the cave, and set men by it for to keep them : 
and stay ye not, btU pursue after your enemies, and smite the 
hindmost of them; suffer them not to enter into their cities: 
for the Lord your God hath delivered them into your hand. 
And it came to pass, when Joshua and the children of Israel had 
made an end of slaying them witii a very great slaughter, till 
they wwe consumed, that the rest which remained of ^em 
entered into fenced cities. And all the people returned to the 
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camp to Joshua at Makkedah in peace : none moved his tongue 
against any of the children of Israel. 

Then said Joshua, Open the mouth of the cave, and bring out 
those five kings unto me out of the cave. And they did so, and 
1>rought forth those five kings unto him out of the cave, the king 
of Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king 
of Lachish, omd the king of Eglon. And it came to pass, when 
they brought out those kings unto Joshua, that Joshua called for 
all the men of Israel, and said unto the captains of the men 
of war which went with him. Come near, put your feet upon the 
necks of these kings. And they came near, and put their feet 
upon the necks of them. And Joshua said unto them, Fear not, 
nor be dismayed, be strong and of good courage : for thus shall 
the Lord do to all your enemies against whom ye fight. And 
afterward Joshua smote them, and slew them, and hanged them 
<m five trees : and they were hanging upon the trees until the 
evening. And it came to pass at the time of the going down 
of the sun, %haX Joshua commanded, and they took them down 
off the trees, and cast them into the cave wherein they had been 
hid, and laid great stones in the cave's mouth, which remain 
until this very day. 

23 AND it came to pass a long time after that the Lord had 
given rest unto Israel from all their enemies round about, that 
Joshua waxed old arid stricken in age. And 
Joshua called for all Israel, amd for their elders. The Death 
and for their heetds, and for their Judges, and for ^ y xm ^^ 
their officers, and said unto them, I am old and, XXIV 81 
stricken in age: and ye have seen all that the 
IjORD your God hath done unto all these nations because of you ; 
for the Lord your God is he that hath fought for you. Behold, 
I have divided unto you by lot these nations that remain, to be 
an inheritance for your tribes, from Jordan, with all the nations 
that I have cut off, even unto the great sea westward. And the 
LiORl> your God, he shall expel them from before you, and drive 
them from out of your sight ; and ye shall possess their land, as 
the Lord your God hath promised tinto you. Be ye therefore 
very courageous to keep and to do all that is written in the book 
of the law of Moses, that ye turn not aside therefrom to the 
right hand or to the left ; that ye come not among these nations, 
these that remain among you; neither make mention of the 
name of their gods, nor cause to swear hy them^ neither serve 
them, nor bow yourselves unto tiiem : but cleave unto the Lord 
your Gk>d, as ye have done unto this day. For the Lord hath 
driven out from before you great nations and strong: but as 
/or you, no man hath been able to stand before you unto 
this day. One man of you shall chase a thousand : for the Lord 
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your God, he it is that fighteth for you, as he hath promised 
you. 

Take good heed therefore unto yourselves, that ye love the 
Lord your God. Else if ye do m any wise go back, and cleave 
unto the remnant of these nations, even these that remain among 
you, and shall make marriages with them, and go in unto Aem, 
and they to you : know for a certainty that the Lord your God 
will no more drive out (my of these nations from before you ; but 
they shall be snares and traps unto you, and scourges in your 
sides, and thorns in your eyes, until ye perish from off this good 
land which the Lord your God hath given you. 

And, behold, this day I am going the way of all the earth : and 
ye know in all your hearts and in all your souls, that not one thing 
hath failed of all the good things which the Lord your God 
spake concerning you ; all are come to pass unto you, and not 
one thing hath failed thereol Therefore it shall come to pass, thai 
as all good things are come upon you, which the Lord your God 
promised you ; so shall the Lord bring upon you all evil things, 
until he have destroyed you from off tins good land which the 
Lord your God hath given you. When ye have transgressed 
the covenant of the Lord your God, which be commanded you, 
and have gone and served other gods, and bowed yourselves to 
them ; then shall the anger of the Lord be kindled against you, 
and ye shall perish quickly from off the good land which he hath 
given unto you. 

24 AND J oshua gathered all the tribes of Israel to Shechem, 
and called for the elders of Israel, and for their heads, and for 
their judges, and for their officers; and they presented them- 
selves before God. 

And Joshua said unto all the people. Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, Your fathers dwelt on the other side of the flood 
in old time, even Terah, the father of Abraham, and the father 
of Nachor: and they served other gods. And I took your 
father Abraham from the other side of the flood, and led him 
throughout all the land of Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isaac. And I gave unto Isaac Jacob and Esau : and 
I gave unto Esau mount Seir, to possess it ; but Jacob and his 
children went down into Egypt. I sent Moses also €«id Aaron, 
and I plagued Egypt, according to that which I did among 
them : and afterward I brought you out. And I brought your 
fathers out of Egypt : and ye came unto the sea ; and the 
Egyptians pursued after your fathers with chariots and horse- 
men unto the Red sea. And when they cried unto the Lord, 
he put darkness between you and the Egyptians, and brought 
the sea upon them, and covered them ; and your eyes have seen 
what I have done in Egypt : and ye dwelt in the wilderness 
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a long season. And I brought you into the land of the 
Amorites, which dwelt on the other side Jordan; and they 
fought with you : and I gave them into your hand, that ye 
might possess their land ; and I destroyed them from before you. 
Then Balak the son of Zippor, king of Moab, arose and warred 
against Israel, and sent and called Balaam the son of Beor to 
curse you : but I would not hearken unto Balaam ; therefore he 
blessed you still : so I delivered you out of his hand. And ye 
went over Jordan, and came unto Jericho : and the men of 
Jericho fought against you, the Amorites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Canaanites, and the Hittites, andi the Girgashites, the 
Hivites, and the Jebusites ; and I delivered them into your 
hand. And I sent the hornet before you, which drave them 
out from before you, even the two kings of the Amorites ; but 
not with ihj sword, nor with thy bow. And I have given you 
a land for which ye did not labour, and cities which ye built not, 
and ye dwell in them ; of the vineyards and oliveyards which ye 
planted not do ye eat. 

Now therefore fear the Lord, and serve him in sincerity and 
in truth : and put away the gods which your fathers served on 
the other side of the flood, and in Egjrpt; and serve ye the 
LiORD And if it seem evil unto you to serve the Lord, choose 
you this day whom ye will serve ; whether the gods which your 
fathers served that toere on the other side of the flood, or the 
gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell : but as for me and 
my house, we will serve the Lord. 

And the people answered and said, God forbid that we should 
forsake the Lord, to serve other gods ; for the Lord our God, he 
it is that brought us up and our fathers out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage, and which did those great 
signs in our sight, and preserved us in all the way wherein we 
went, and among all the people through whom we passed : and 
the Lord drave out from before us all the people, even the Amor- 
ites which dwelt in the land : therefore will we also serve the 
Lord ; for he is our God. 

And Joshua said unto the people. Ye cannot serve the Lord : 
for he is an holy God ; he w a jealous God ; he will not forgive 
your transgressions nor your sins. If ye forsake the Lord, and 
serve strange gods, then he will turn and do you hurt, and 
consume you, after that he hath done you good. 

And the people said unto Joshua, Nay ; but we will serve the 
Lord. 

And Joshua said unto the people, Te a/re witnesses against 
yourselves that ye have chosen you the Lord, to serve him. 
And they said. We are witnesses. Now therefore put away, 
said hcy the strange gods which are among you, and incline your 
heart unto the Lord God of Israel. And the people said unto 
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Joshua, The Lord our God will we serve, and his voice will we 
obey. 

So Joshua made a covenant with the people that day, and 
set them a statute and an ordinance in Shechem. And Joshua 
wrote these words in the boot of the law of God, and took a 
great stone, and set it up there under an oak, that was by the 
sanctuary of the Lord. And Joshua said unto all the people, 
Behold, this stone shall be a witness unto us ; for it hath hwrd 
all the words of the IjORD which he spake unto us : it shall be 
therefore a witness unto you, lest ye deny your god. So Joshua 
let the people depart, every man unto his inheritance. 

And it came to pass after these things, that Joshua the son 
of Nun, the servant of the Lord, died, being an hundred and ten 
years old. And they buried him in the border of his inbmtance 
in Timnath-serah, which is in mount Ephraim, on the nwth side 
of the hill of Gaash. 

And Israel served the Lord all the days of Joshua, uid all 
the days of the elders that overlived Joshua, and which had 
known all the works of the Lord, that he had done for IsraeL 
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JUDGES 

JudgM is mainly a DeiUeronomic hooJc^ hosed on older traditions. It 
purports to give a history of the Twleve Tribes in the loAtvd of Canaan 
from the death of Joshua to the birth of Samud, and it is interesting 
because it proves how gradual was the process of conquest and how it was 
encumbered by social amarchy amd religious idolatry. The book as it 
stands belongs to a tolerably late period — soTne time after the proclamation 
of Deuterowymy in 621 B.O. The stooges of production were perhaps 
these: — 

(1) Legendary traditions amd stories dJbouJt heroes, 

(2) The histories of J, and B, incorporatiiig these traditions, 

(3) A pre-Deuteronomic book of Judges due to a redactor or editor of J, 
and E, coTUaining the suggestion that the judges were Twt locaZ heroes, but 
rulers over all Israel. 

(4) A JDeuteronomic version intended to point the moral everywhere amd 
interpret the Divine discipline. Here we get am, attempted chronology amd 
setformvZx to introdtux and dismiss each judge in turn (D.). 

(6) Lastly f when the book was received into the Canon a further revision 
wa3 made (P,). This took place about 200 B.C. 

The Song of Deborah. — This is one of the oldest pieces of poetry in the Bible 
{the poem is older than the narrative portion). Probably it was handed down 
orally, because many of the references could only come from a contemporary, 
perhaps an eye-untness. In its present form, as conjoined unth chap, iv., 
it is due to a redaction of J.K amd D, There are a series of small 
differences between chap. iv. and the Song. In the Song Sisera is clearly 
the leading person : in the narrative he is only commander-in-chirf of 
JoHn, king of ffassor. While, according to v. 16, both Deborah and 
Barak belong to the tribe of Issachar, in vr, 5 Deborali is living at Bethel, 
in the hUUcountry of Ephraim, and Barak (iv. 6) at Kadesh-Naphtdli. 
It may be that there has been a confusion or conglomeration of two distinct 
histories — (1) an account ofjabin, (2) a history of Sisera. 

4 AND the children of Israel again did evil in the sight of the 

LoBD, when Ehud was dead. And the Lobd sold them into 

the hand of Jabin king of Canaan, that reigned 

in Hazor ; the captain of whose host was ^sera, '^n^i5?'^?i^^ 

which dwelt in Harosheth of the Gtentiles. And BaraS^ 

the diildren of Israel cried unto the Lord : for jy y 

he had nine hundred chariots of iron; and 

twenty years he mightily oppressed the children of Israel. 

And Deborah, a prophetess, the wife of Lapidoth, she judged 
Israel at that time. And she dwelt under the palm tree of 
Deborah between Ramah and Beth-el in mount Ephraim : and 
the children of Israel came up to her for judgment. And she 
sent and called Barak the son of Abinoam out of Kedesh-ni4)htali, 
and said unto him, Hath not the Lord Ood of Israel ccnnmanded, 
saying, Oo and draw toward mount Tabor, and take with thee 
ten thousand men of the children of Naphtali and of the children 
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of Zebulun? And I will draw unto thee to the river Eoshon 
Sisera, the captain of Jabin's army, with his chariots and his 
multitude ; and I will deliver him into thine hand. And Barak 
said unto her, If thou wilt go with me, then I will go : but if 
thou wilt not go with me, then I will not go. And she said, I 
will surely go with thee : notwithstanding the journey that thou 
takest shall not be for thine honour; for the Lord shall sell 
Sisera into the hand of a woman. And Deborah arose, and went 
with Barak to Kedesh. And Barak called Zebulun and Naphtali 
to Kedesh ; and he went up with ten thousand men at his feet : 
and Deborah went up with him. ' 

Now Heber the Kenite, which was of the children of Hobab 
the father in law of Moses, had severed himself from the Kenites, 
and pitched his tent unto the plain of Zaanaim, which is by 
Kedesh. 

And they shewed Sisera that Barak the son of Abinoam was 
gone up to mount Tabor. And Sisera gathered together all lus 
chariots, even nine hundred chariots of iron, and all the people 
that toere with him, from Harosheth of the Gentiles onto the 
river of Kishon. 

And Deborah said unto Barak, Up; for this is the day in 
which the Lord hath delivered Sisera into thine hand : is not 
the Lord gone out before thee? So Barak went down from 
mount Tabor, and ten thousand men after him. And the Lord 
discomfited Sisera, and all his chariots, and all his host, with the 
edge of the sword before Barak ; so that Sisera lighted down off 
his chariot, and fled away on his feet. But Barak pursued after 
the chariots, and after the host, unto Harosheth of the Gentiles : 
and all the host of Sisera fell upon the edge of the sword ; and 
there was not a man left. 

Howbeit Sisera fled away on his feet to the tent of Jael the 
wife of Heber the Kenite: for there was peace between Jabin 
the king of Hazor and the house of Heber the Kenite. And 
Jael went out to meet Sisera, and said unto him, Turu in, my 
lord, turn in to me ; fear not. And when he had turned in unto 
her into the tent, she covered him with a mantle. And he 
said unto her. Give me, I pray thee, a little water to drink; 
for I am thirsty. And she opened a bottle of milk, and gave him 
drink, and covered him. Again he said unto her. Stand in the 
door of the tent, and it shall be, when any man doth come and 
enquire of thee, and say. Is there any man here 1 that thou shalt 
say. No. Then Jael Heber's wife took a nail of the tent, and 
took an hammer in her hand, and went softly unto him, and 
smote the nail into his temples, and fastened it into the ground : 
for he was fast asleep and weary. So he died. And, behold, as 
Barak pursued Sisera, Jael came out to meet him, and said unto 
him, Come, and I will shew thee the man whom thou seekest. 
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And when he came itito her tenty hehold, Siseta lay dead, and 
the nail toas in his temples. 

So God subdued on that day Jabin the king of Canaan before 
the children of Israel. And the hand of the children of Israel 
prospered; and prevailed against Jabin the king of Canaan, until 
they had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 

5 THEN sang Deborah and Barak the son of Abinoam on that 
day, saying,^ 

Praise ye the Lord for the avenging of Israel, | when the 
people willingly offered themselves. | Hear, O ye kings ; give ear, 
O ye princes ; | I, even I, will sing unto the Lord ; | I will sing 
praise to the Lord God of Israel. 

Lord, when thou wentest out of Seir, | when thou marohedst 
out of the field of Edom, | the earth trembled, and the heavens 
dropped, | the clouds also dropped water. | The mountains 
melted from before the Lord, | even that Sinai from before the 
Lord God of Israel. 

In the days of Shamgar the son of Anath, | in the days of 
Jael, the highways were unoccupied, | and the travellers walked 
through byways. I The inhabitants of the yillages ceased, they 
ceased in Israel, | until that I Deborah arose, | that I arose a 
mother in Israel. | They chose new gods ; | then was war in the 
gates : | was there a shield or spear seen | among forty thousand 
in Israel? | My heart is toward the governors of Israel, | that 
offered themselves willingly among the people. | Bless ye the 
Lord. 

Speak, ye that ride on white asses, | ye that sit in judgment, 
and walk by the way. | They that a/re ddivered from the noise of 
archers in the places of drawing water, | there shall they rehearse 
the righteous acts of the Lord, | even the righteous acts totva/rd 
the inhahita/nts of his villages in Israel : | then shall the people of 
the Lord go down to the gates. 

Awake, awake, Deborah: | awake, awake, utter a song: | 
arise, Barak, | and lead thy captivity captive, thou son of 
Abinoam. | Then he made him that remaineth have dominion 
over the nobles among the people: | the Lord made me have 
dominion over the mighty. 

Out of Ephraim was there a root of them against Amalek; | 
after thee, Benjamin, among thy people ; | out of Machir came 
down governors, | and out of Zebulun they that handle the pen 
of the writer. | And the princes of Issachar were with Deborah ; | 
evMi Issachar, and also Barak: | he was sent on foot into the 
valley, | For the divisions of Reuben there were great thoughts 
of heart. | Why abodest thou among the sheepfolds, I to hear 
the bleatings of the flocks ? | For the divisions of Reuben there

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were great searohings of heart | Gilead abode beyond Jordan : | 
and why did Dan remain in snips) | Asher continued on the 
sea shore, | and abode in his breaches. | Zebulun and Naphtali 
were a people that jeoparded their lives unto the death | in the 
high places of the field. 

The kings came <vnd fought, | then fought the kings of 
Canaan, | in Taanach by the waters of Megiddo : | they took no 
gain of money. | They fought from heaven ; | the stars in their 
courses fought against Sisera. | The river of Kishon swept th^n 
away, | that ancient river, the river Eoshon. | O my soul, thou 
hast trodden down strength. | Then were the horaehoof s broken 
by the means of the pransings, | the pransings of their mighty ones. 

Curse ye Meroz, said the angel of the Lord, | curse ye bitterly 
the inhabitants thereof ; | because they came not to the help of 
the Lord, | to the help of the Lord against the mighty. 

Blessed above women shall Jael the wife of Heber the Kenite 
be, I blessed shall she be above women in the tent. | He ask^

The Story of Gideon. — CHdeoTCs personaZ character is clearly drawn. His is a 
simple, straigTUforward, and deeply religious cha/racter. Observe theU he 
destroys Ba/iCs aUar and subsequemtly uses the spoil of the Midianites to 
make an ephodfor Jahveh. The editor, finding different sets of traditions^ 
has to explain that Gideon and JerMaaZ are one and the same man,* But 
the word Jervhbaal is not easy to explain. 

6 AND the hand of Midian prevailed against Israel: and 
because of the Midianites the children of Israel made them ihe 
dens which a/re in the mountains, and caves, and strong holds. 
And 80 it was, when Israel had sown, that the Midiuiites came 
up, and the Amalekites, and the children of the east, even they 
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came up against them; and they encamped against thran, and 

destroyed the increase of the earth, till thou come 

unto Oaza^ and left no sustenance for Israel, '^pa^^^ 

neither sheep, nor ox, nor ass. For they came yi t^ 

up with their cattle and their tents, and they VII. 1-25 

came as grasshoppers for multitude; /or both 

they and their camels were without number : and they entered 

into the land to destroy it. And Israel was greatly impoverished 

because of the Midianites ; and the children of Israel cried unto 

the Lord. 

And it came to pass, when the children of Israel cried unto the 
Lord because of the Midianites, that the Lord sent a prophet 
unto the children of Israel, which said unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Ood of Israel, I brought you up from Egypt, and 
brought you forth out of the house of bondage ; and I delivered 
you out of the han4 of the Egyptians, and out of the hand of all 
that oppressed you, and drave them out from before you, and 
gave you their land ; and I said unto you, I am the Lord your 
God ; fear not the gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell : 
but ye have not obeyed my voice. 

And there came an angel of the Lord, and sat under an oak 
which toas in Ophrah, that pertained unto Joash the Abi-ezrite : 
and his son Gideon threshed wheat by the winepress, to hide it 
from the Midianites. And the angel of the Lord appeared unto 
him, and said unto him. The Lord is with thee, thou mighty man 
of valour. And Gideon said unto him. Oh my Lord, if the Lord 
be with us, why then is all this befallen us ? and where be all his 
miracles which our fathers told us of, saying. Did not the Lord 
bring us up from Egypt ? but now the Lord hath forsaken us, 
and delivered us into the hands of the Midianites. And the 
Lord looked upon him, and said. Go in this thy might, and thou 
shalt save Israel from the hand of the Midianites : have not I 
sent thee ? And he said unto him. Oh my Lord, wherewith shall 
I save Israel ? behold, my family is poor in Manasseh, and I am 
the least in my father's house. And the Lord said imto him. 
Surely I will be with thee, and thou shalt smite the Midianites 
as one man. And he said unto him. If now I have found grace 
in thy sight, then shew me a sign that thou talkest with me. 
Depart not hence, I pray thee, until I come unto thee, and bring 
forth my present, and set it before thee. And he said, I will 
tarry until thou come again. 

And Gideon went in, and made ready a kid, and unleavened 
cakes of an ephah of flour : the flesh he put in a basket, and he 
put the broth in a pot, and brought it out unto him under the 
oak, and presented it. And the angel of God said unto him, 
Take the flesh and the unleavened cakes, and lay t?iem upon 
this rock, and pour out the broth. And he did so. Then the 
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angel of the Lord put forth the end of the staff that wets in his 
hand, and touched the flesh and the unleavened cakes; and 
there rose up fire out of the rock, and consumed the flesh and 
the unleavened cakes. Then the angel of the Lord d^>arted out 
of his sight. 

And when Gideon perceived that he was an angel of the 
Lord, Gideon said, Alas, O Lord God ! for hecause I have seen 
an angel of the Lord face to face. And the Lord said unto him, 
Peace he unto thee ; fear not : thou shalt not die. Then Gideon 
built an altar there unto the Lord, and called it Jehovah-Shalom : 
unto this day it is yet in Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. 

And it came to pass the same night, that the Lord said unto 
him, Take thy father's young bullock, even the second bullock 
of seven years old, and throw down the altar of Baal that thy 
father hath, and cut down the grove that is by it : wad build 
an altar unto the Lord thy God upon the top of this rock, in 
the ordered place, and take the second bullock, and offer a burnt 
sacrifice with the wood of the grove which thou shalt cut down. 
Then Gideon took ten men of his servants, and did as the Lord 
had said unto him : and so it was, because he feared his father's 
household, and the men of the city, that he could not do U by 
day, that he did it by night. 

And when the men of the city arose early in the morning, be- 
hold, the altar of Baal was cast down, and the grove was cut 
down that uxis by it, and the second bullock was oflFered upon 
the altar that tvas built. And they said one to another. Who 
hath done this thing ? And when they enquired and asked, they 
said, Gideon the son of Joash hath done this thing. Then the 
men of the city said unto Joash, Bring out thy son, that he may 
die : because he hath cast down the altar of Baal, and because 
he hath cut down the grove that toas by it. And Joash said unto 
all that stood against ham, Will .ye plead for Baal ? will ye save 
him ? he that will plead for him, let him be put to death whikt 
it is yet morning : if he 5e a god, let him plead for himself, be- 
cause one hath cast down his altar. Therefore on that day he 
called him Jerubbaal, saying. Let Baal plead against him, because 
he hath thrown down his altar. 

Then all the Midianites and the Amalekites and the children 
of the east were gathered together, and went over, and pitched 
in the valley of Jezreel. But the Spirit of the Lord came up<m 
Gideon, and he blew a trumpet ; and Abi-ezer was gathered after 
him. And he sent messengers throughout all Manadseh; who 
also was gathered after him : and he sent messengers unto 
Asher, and unto Zebulun, and unto Naphtali; and ^y came 
up to meet them. 

And Gideon said unto God, If thou wilt save Israel by mine 
hand, as thou hast said. Behold, I will put a fleece of wool in 
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the floor ; <md if the dew be on the fleece only, and it be dry 
upon all the earth beside, then shall I know that thou wilt save 
Israel by mine hand, as thou hast said. And it was so : for he 
rose up early on the morrow, and thrust the fleece together, and 
wringed the dew out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. And 
Gideon said onto Godj Let not thine anger be hot against me, 
and I will speak but this once : let me prove, I pray thee, but 
this once with the fleece ; let it now be dry only upon the fleece, 
and upon all the ground let there be dew. And God did so that 
night : for it was dry upon the fleece only, and there was dew on 
all the ground. 

7 THEN Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, and all the people that 
tvere with him, rose up early, and pitched beside the well of 
Harod : so that the host of the Midianites were on the north 
side of them, by the hill of Moreh, in the valley. And the Lord 
said imto Gideon, The people that are with thee are too many 
for me to give the Midianites into their hands, lest Israel vaunt 
themselves against me, saying, Mine own hand hath saved me. 
Now therefore go to, proclaim in the ears of the people, saying. 
Whosoever is fearful and afraid, let him return and depart early 
from mount Gilead. And there returned of the people twenty 
and two thousand ; and there remained ten thousand. 

And the Lord said unto Gideon, The people are yet too many ; 
bring them down unto the water, and I will try them for thee 
there : and it shall be, tha4 of whom I say unto thee, This shall go 
with ihee, the same shall go with thee ; and ef whomsoever I say 
unto thee, This shall not go with thee, the same shall not go. So 
he brought down the people unto the water : and the Lord said 
unto Gideon, Every one that lappeth of the water with his tongue, 
as a dog lappeth, him shalt thou set by himself ; likewise every 
one that boweth down upon his knees to drink. And the number 
of them that lapped, putting their hand to their mouth, were 
three hundred men : but all the rest of the people bowed down 
upon their knees to drink water. And the Lord said unto 
Gideon, By the three hundred men that lapped will I save you, 
and detiver the Midianites into thine hand: and let all the 
other people go every man unto his place. So the people took 
victuals in their hand, and their trumpets : and he sent all the 
rest of Israel every man unto his tent, and retained i^ose three 
hundred men : and the host of Midian was beneath him in the 
valley. 

And it came to pass the same night, that the Lord said unto 
him. Arise, get thee down unto the host ; for I have delivered it 
into thine hand. But if thou fear to go down, go thou with 
Phurah thy servant down to the host: and thou shalt hear 
what they say ; and afterward shall thine hands be strengthened 
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to go down unto the host. Then went he down with Phurah his 
servant unto the outside of the armed men that were in the 
host. And the Midianites and the Amalekites ajid all the 
children of the east lay along in the valley like grasshoppers for 
multitude ; and their camels toere without number, as the sand 
by the sea side for multitude. And when Gideon was oome, be- 
hold, there was a man that told a dream unto his f^low, and 
said, Behold, I dreamed a dream, and, lo, a cake of bsu-ley bread 
tumbled into the host of Midian, and came unto a tent, and 
smote it that it fell, and overturned it, that the tent lay along. 
And his fellow answered and said, This ia nothing else save the 
sword of Gideon the son of Joash, a man of Israel : for into his 
hand hath God delivered Midian, and all the host. 

And it was «o, when Gideon heard the telling of the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof, that he worshipped, and retomed 
into the host of Israel, and said. Arise ; for the Lobd hath 
deHvered into your hand the host of Midian. And he divided 
the three hundred men into three companies, and he put a 
trumpet in every man's hand, with empty pitchers, and lamps 
withm the pitchers. And he said unto them. Look on me, and 
do likewise : and, behold, when I come to the outside <^ the 
camp, it shall be tiuU^ as I do, so shall ye do. When I blow 
with a trumpet, I and all that are with me, then blow ye the 
trumpets also on every side of all the camp, and say, The stoord 
of the Lord, and of Gidecm. 

So Gideon, and the hundred men that tvere with him, came 
unto the outside of the camp in the beginning of the mkldle 
watch ; and they had but newly set the watch : and they blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitchers that t^re in their hands. 
And the three companies blew the trumpets, and brake the 
pitchers, and held the lamps in their left hands, and the trum- 
pets in their right hands to blow toithal : and they cried. The 
sword of the Lord, and of Gideon. And they stood every 
man in his place round about the camp: and all the host 
ran, and cried, and fled. And the three hundred blew f^ 
trumpets, and the Lord set every man's sword against his 
fellow, even throughout all the host : and the host fled to Beth- 
shittah in Zererath, cmd to the border of Abel-meholah, unto 
Tabbath. 

And the men of Israel gathered themselves together out of 
Naj^tali, and out of Ash^, and out of all Manasseh, and pursued 
after the Midianites. And Gideon sent messengers throughout 
all mount Ephraim, saying, Ck)me down against the Midianites, 
and take before them the waters unto Beth-barah and Jordan. 
Then all the men of Ephraim gathered themselves together, and 
took the waters unto BeUi-barah and Jordan. And they took 
two princes of the Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb; and they slew 
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Oreb upon the rock Oreb, and Zeeb they slew at the winepress 
of Zeeb, and pursued Midian, and brought the heads of Oreb and 
Zeeb to Gideon on the other side Jordan. 



The Parftble of the Treei. — This is a sample of the popular fable (such as we 
f/nd in early JRoman history ^ e. g. Hie foible of the Belly emd the meTribers), 
not at all common in Hdirew literature. Cf., honjoefoer^ 2 Kings xiv. 
9, BUyry of the thistle and the cedar, Jotham, son of Gideon^ after all his 
brethren had been killed by AbimeUch^ sarcastically compares the upstart 
to ^ thorn. 

9 AND when they told it to Jotham, he went and stood in the 
top of mount Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, and cried, and said 
unto them, Hearken unto me, ye men of Shechem, 
that God may hearken unto you. The trees went iS^^p^ ^^ 
forth on a time to anoint a king over them ; and of the^Trees 
they said unto the olive tree. Reign thou over us. j^. 7_2l 
But the olive tree said unto them. Should I leave 
my fatness, wherewith by me they honour God and man, and go 
to be promoted over the trees ? And the trees said to the fig tree^ 
Come thou, cmd reign over us. But the fig tree said unto them. 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and my good fruit, and go to be 
promoted over the trees? Then said the trees unto the vine, 
Come thou, cmd reign over us. And the vine said unto them, 
Should I leave my wine, which cheereth God and man, and go to 
be promoted over the trees ? Then said all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over us. And the bramble said 
unto the trees. If in truth ye anoint me king over you, then come 
cmd put your trust in my shadow : and if not, let fire come out 
of the bramble, and devour the cedars of Lebanon. 

Now therefore, if ye have done truly and sincerely, in that ye 
have made Abimelech king, and if ye have dealt well wiUi 
Jerubbaal and his house, and have done unto him according to 
the deserving of his hands ; (for my father fought for you, and 
adventured his life far, and delivered you out of the hand of 
Midian : and ye are risen up against my father's house this day, 
and have slain his sons, threescore and ten persons, upon one 
stone, and have made Abimelech, the son of his maidservant, king 
over the men of Shechem, because he is your brother ;) if ye then 
have dealt truly and sincerely with Jerubbaal and with his house 
this day, then rejoice ye in Abimelech, and let him also rejoice in 
you : but if not, let fire come out from Abimelech, and devour 
the men of Shechem, and the house of Millo ; and let fire come 
out from the men of Shechem, and from the house of Millo, and 
devour Abimelech. 

And Jotham ran away, and fled, and went to Beer, and dwelt 
there, for fear of Abimelech his brother.

1 1 THEN the Spirit of the Lobd came upon Jephthah, and he 
passed over Gilead, and Manasseh, and passed 

Jephthah's over Mizpeh of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of Gilead 

XI. ^-40 ^® passed over unto the children of Ammon. 

And Jephthah vowed a vow imto the Lord, 
and said. If thou shalt without fail deliver the children of 
Ammon into mine hands, then it shall be, that whatsoever cometh 
forth of the doors of my house to meet me, when I return in 
peace from the children of Ammon, shall surely be the Lord's, 
and I will offer it up for a burnt offering. 

So Jephthah passed over unto the children of Ammon to fight 
against them ; and the Lord delivered them into his hands. And 
he smote them from Aroer, even till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, and unto the plain of the vineyards, with a very 
great slaughter. Thus the children of Ammon were subdued 
before the children of Israel. 

And Jephthah came to Mizpeh unto his house, and, behold, 
his daughter came out to meet him with timbrels and with 
dances : and she was his only child ; beside her he had neither 
son nor daughter. And it came to pass, when he saw her, that 
he rent his clothes, and said, Alas, my daughter! thou hast 
brought me very low, and thou art one of them that trouble me : 
for I have opened my mouth unto the Lord, and I cannot go 
back. And she said unto him. My father, i/thon hast opened thy 
mouth unto the Lord, do to me according to that which hath 
proceeded out of thy mouth ; forasmuch as the Lord hath taken 
vengeance for thee of thine enemies, even of the children of 
Ammon. And she said unto her father, Let this thing be done 
for me : let me alone two months, that I may go up and down 
upon the mountains, and bewail my virginity, I and my fellows. 
And he said, G^. And he sent her away /or two months: 
and she went with her companions, and bewailed her virginity 
upon the mountains. And it came to pass at the end of two 
months, that she returned unto her father, who did with her 
according to his vow which he had vowed: and she knew 
no man. 

And it was a custom in Israel, that the daughters of Israel 
went yearly to lament the daughter of Jephthah the Gileadite 
four days in a year. 
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Banif on. — Samson is very unlike a Hebraic hero. He is frankly non-moral 
and his name probably means '* Sun's man.** 27ie city Beth-sh^mesh, 
"Abode of the Sun" was close to his birthplace. Perhaps his story vxis 
taken over from Canaanite tradition. It has been suggested that he is a 
Sun-myth. 

1 3 AND the children of Israel did evil again in the sight of 
the Lord; and the Lord delivered them into the hand of the 
Philistines forty years. 

And there was a certain man of Zorah, of the family of the 
Danites, whose name was Manoah ; and his wife was barren, and 
bare not. And the angel of the Lord appeared 
unto the woman, and said unto her, Behold now, The Story 
thou a/rt barren, and bearest not : but thou shalt xm^VJ 
conceive, and bear a son. Now therefore beiwrare, 
I pray thee, and drink not wine nor strong drink, and eat not 
any unclean thing : for, lo, thou shalt conceive, and bear a son ; 
and no razor shall come on his head : for the child shall be a 
Nazarite unto God from the womb : and he shall begin to deliver 
Israel out of the hand of the Philistines. 

Then the woman came and told her husband, saying, A man 
of God came unto me, and his countenance was like the 
countenance of an angel of God, very terrible ; but I asked him 
not whence he ttxia^ neither told he me his name: but he said 
unto me, Behold, thou shalt conceive, and bear a son ; and now 
drink no wine nor strong drink, neither eat any unclean thing : 
for the child shall be a Nazarite to God from the womb to the 
day of his death. 

Then Manoah intreated the Lord, and said, O my Lord, let the 
man of God which thou didst send come again untp us, and teach 
us what we shall do unto the child that shall be born. And God 
hearkened to the voice of Manoah ; and the angel of God came 
again unto the woman as she sat in the field : but Manoah her 
husband tons not with her. And the woman made haste, and 
ran, and shewed her husband, and said unto him. Behold, the 
man hath appeared unto me, that came unto me the other day. 
And Manoah arose, and went after his wife, and came to the 
man, and said unto him, Art thou the man that spakest unto the 
woman ?

And the angel of the Lord said unto Manoah, Though thou 
detain me, I will not eat of thy bread : and if thou wilt offer a 
burnt offering, thou must offer it unto the Lord. For Manoah 
knew not that he vxia an angel of the Lord. And Manoah said 
unto the angel of the Lord, What is thy name, that when thy 
sayings come to pass we may do thee honour ? And the angel of 
the Lord said unto him, Why askest thou thus after my name, 
seeing it is secret % So Manoah took a kid with a meat offering, 
and offered it upon a rock unto the Lord: and ths angd did 
wonderously ; and Manoah and his wife looked on. For it came 
to pass, when the flame went up toward heave^i from off the 
altar, that the angel of the Lord ascended in the flame of the 
altar. And Manoah and his wife looked on it^ and fell on their 
faces to the ground. But the angel of the Lord did no more 
appear to Manoah and to his wife. Then Manoah knew that he 
luas an angel of the Lord. 

And Manoah said unto his wife, We shall surely die, because 
we have seen God. But his wife said unto him. If the Lord 
were pleased to kill us, he would not have received a burnt 
offering and a meat offering at our hands, neither would he have 
shewed us all these things, nor would as at this time have told us 
such things as these. 

And the woman bare a son, and called his name Samson : and 
the child grew, and the Lord blessed him. And the Spirit of 
the Lord began to move him at times in the camp of Dan 
between Zorah and Esthaol. 

14 AND Samson went down to Timnath, and saw a woman in 
Timnath of the daughters of the Philistines. And he came up, 
and told his father and his mother, and said, I have seen a woman 
in Timnath of the daughters of the Philistines : now therefore get 
her for me to wife.

And they could not in three days expound the riddle. And it 
came to pass on the seventh day, that they said unto Samson's 
wife, Entice thy husband, that he may declare unto us the riddle, 
lest we bum thee and thy father's house with fire : have ye called 
us to take that we havel is it not so? And Samson's wife wept 
before him, and said, Thou dost but hate me, and lovest me not t 
thou hast put forth a riddle unto the children of my people, and 
hast not told it me. And he said unto her. Behold, I have not 
told it my fairer nor my mother, and shall I tell it thee ? And 
she wept before him the seven days, while their feast lasted: 
and it came to pass on the sev^ith day, that he told her, because 
she lay sore upon him : and she told the riddle to the children of 
her people. And the men <^ the city said unto him on the seventh 
day before the sun went- down,

And he said unto them, If ye had not plowed with my heifer, 
ye had not found out my riddle. And the Spirit of the Lord 
came upon him, and he went down to Ashkelon, and slew thirty 
men of them, and took their spoil, and gave change of garments 
unto them which expounded the riddle. 

And his anger was kindled, and he went up to his father's 
house. But Samson's wi^e was ffiven to his companion, whom he 
had used as his friend. 

15 BUT it came to pass within a while after, in the time of 
wheat harvest, that Samson visited his wife with a kid ; and he 
said, I will go in to my wife into the chamber. But her father 
would not suffer him to go in. And her father said, I verily 
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thought that i^ou hadst utterly hated her ; therefore I gave her 
to thy companion : is not her younger sister fairer than she 1 take 
her, I pray ihee^ instead of her. 

And Samson said concerning them, Now shall I be more 
blameless than the Philistines, ^ough I do them a displeasura 
And Samson went and caught three hundred foxes, and Uxk 
firebrands, and turned tail to tail, and put a firebrand in the 
midst betwe^i two tails. And when he had set the brands on 
fire, he let them go into the standing corn of the Philistines, and 
burnt up both the shocks, and also the standing com, with the 
vineyards and olives. Then the Philistines said, Who hath done 
this? And they answered, Samson, the son in law of the 
Timnite, because he had taken his wife, and given her to his 
companion.

And Samson said unto them, Though ye have done this, yet 
will I be avenged of you, and after that I will cease. And he 
smote them hip and thigh with a great slaughter : and he went 
down and dwdt in the top of the rock Etam. 

Then the Philistines went up, and pitched in Judah, and spread 
themselves in Lehi. Aiid the men of Judah said, Why are ye 
come up against us ? And they answered, To biiul Samson are 
we come up, to do to him as he hath done to us. Then three 
thousand men of Judah went to the top of the rock Etam, and 
said to Samson, Knowest thou not that the Philistines are rulers 
over us ? what is this that thou hast done unto us ? And he said 
unto them. As they did unto me, so have I done unto th^n. 
And they said unto him, We are come down to bind thee, that 
we may deliver thee into the hand of the Philistines. And 
Samson said unto them. Swear unto me, that ye will not fall 
upon me yourselves. And they spake unto him, saying, No; 
but we will bind thee fast, and deliver thee into their hand : but 
surely we will not kill thee. And they bound him with two 
new cords, and brought him up from the rock. 

And when he came unto Lehi, the Philistines shouted against 
him: and the Spirit of the Lord came mightily upon him, and 
the cords that were upon his arms became as flax that was burnt 
with fire, and his bands loosed from off his hands. And he 
found a new jawbone of an ass, and put forth his hand, and took 
it, and slew a thousand men therewith. And Samson said, 

Wii^ the jawbone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, | with the jaw 
of an ass have I slain a thousand men. | 

And it came to pass, when he had made an end of speaking, 
that he cast away the jawbone out of his hand, and called that 
place Ramath-lehi. 

And he was sore athirst, and called on the Lord, and said, 
Thpu hast given this great deliverance into the hand of thy 
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servant : and now shall I die fpr thirst, and fall into the hand of 
the uncircumcised 1 But God clave an hollow place that wa$ in 
the jaw, and there came water tjiereout ; and when he had 
drank, his spirit came again, and he revived: wherefore he 
called the name thereof En-hakkore, which is in Lehi imto this 
day. 

And he judged Israel in the days of the Philistines twenty years. 

16 THEN went Samson to Gfiza, and saw there an harlot, 
and went in unto her. And it was told the Qazites, saying, 
Samson is come hither. And they compassed him in, and laid 
wait for him all night in the gate of the city, and were quiet all 
the night, saying, In the morning, when it is day, we shall kill 
him. And Samson lay till midnight, and arose at midnight, and 
took the doors of the gate of the city, and the two. posts, and 
went away with them, bai- and aU, and put tkem upon bis 
shoulders, and carried them up to the top of an hill that is 
before Hebron. 

And it came to pass afterward, that he loved a ivoman in the 
valley of Sorek, whose name vxis Delilah. And the lords of the 
Philistines came up unto her, and said unto her. Entice him, and 
see wherein his great strength lieth, and by what meoms we may 
prevail against him, that we may bind him to afflict him : and 
we will give thee every one of us eleven hundred pieces of silver. 

And Delilah said to Samson, Tell me, I pray thee, wherein Ay 
great strength lieth^ and wherewith thou mightest be bound to 
afflict thee. And Samson said unto her. If they bind me with 
seven green withs that were never dried, then shall I be weak, 
and be as another man. Then the lords of the Philistines brought 
up to her seven green withs which had not been dried, and she 
bound him with them. Now thsre were men lying in wait, 
abiding with her in the chamber. And she said unto him, The 
Philistines he upon thee, Samson. And he brake. the withs, as a 
thread of tow is broken when it toucheth the fire. So his strength 
was not known. 

And Delilah said unto Samson, Behold, thou hast mocked me, 
and told me lies: now tell me, I pray thee, wherewith thou 
mightest be bound. And he said unto her. If they bind me fast 
with new ropes that never were occupied, then shall I be we«dk, 
and be as another man. Delilah therefore took new ropes, and 
bound him therewith, and said unto him, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. J^d there were liers in wait abiding in the 
chamber. And he brake them from off his arms like a thread. 

And Delilah ;^d unto Samson, Hitherto tho^ hast mocked 
me, and told me lies : tell me wherewith thou mightest be bound. 
And he said unto ^her. If thou weavest the seven locks of my 
head with the,F^* An4 abe fastened it ivith the pin, And said 
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unto him, The Philistines he upon thee, Samson. And he awaked 
out of his sleep, and went away with the pin of the beam, and 
with the web. 

And she said unto him, How canst thou say, I love thee, when 
thine heart w not with me ? thou hast mocked me these three 
times, and hast not told me wherein thy great strength lielk. 
And it came to pass, when she pressed him daily with her words, 
€Uid urged him, so that his soul was vexed unto death ; that he 
told her all his heart, and said unto her. There hath not come a 
rassor upon mine head ; for I have been a Nazarite unto God from 
my mother's womb : if I be shaven, then my strength will go from 
me, and I shall become weak, and be like any other man. 

And when Delilah saw that he had told her all his heart, she 
sent and called for the lords of the Philistines, saying. Come up 
this once, for he hath shewed me all his heart. Then the lords 
of the Philistines came up unto her, and brought money in their 
hand. And she made him sleep upon her knees ; and she called 
for a man, and she caused him to shave oflF the seven locks of his 
head ; and she began to afflict him, and his strength went from 
him. And she said. The Philistines he upon thee, Samson. And 
lie awoke out of his sleep, and said, I will go out as at other 
times before, and shake myself. And he wist not that the Lord 
was departed from him. But the Philistines took him, and put 
out his eyes, and brought him down to Gaza, and bound him 
with fetters of brass ; and he did grind in the prison house. 
Howbeit the hair of his head began to grow again after he was 
shaven. 

•Then the lords of the Riilistines gathered them together for to 
oflFef a great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, and to rejoice : for 
they said. Our god hath delivered Samson our enemy into our 
hand. And when the people saw him, they praised their god : 
for they said, Our god hath delivered into our hands our enemy, 
and the destroyer of our country, which slew many of us. And 
it came to pass, when their hearts were merry, that they said. 
Call for Samson, that he may make us sport. And they called 
for Samson out of the prison house ; and he made them sport : 
and they set him between the pillars. And Samson said unto 
the lad that held him by the hand. Suffer me that I may feel 
the pillars whereupon the house standeth, that I may lean upon 
them. Now the house was full of men and women; and all the 
lords of the Philistines w&re there ; and there were upon the roof 
about three thousand men and women, that beheld while Samson 
made sport. And Samson called unto the Lord, and said, 
Lord God, remember me, I pray thee, and strengthen me, I pray 
thee, only this once, O God, that I may be at onc6 avengcil of 
the Philistines for my two eyes. And Samson took hold of the 
two tniddle pillars upon whidh the house stood, and on which it 
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^w^as borne up, of the one with his right hand, and of the other 
with his left. And Samson said, Let me die with the Philistines. 
And he bowed himself with all his might; and the house fell 
upon the lords, and upon all the people that were therein. So 
the dead which Tie slew at his death were more than they which 
he slew in his life. 

Then his brethren and all the house of his father came down, 
and took him, and brought him up, and buried him between 
Zorah and Eshtaol in the buryingplace of Manoah his father. 
And he judged Israel twenty years. 
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THE BOOK OF RUTH 

Bath. — A pastoral idyll of the Modbitess Euth — like the similar history (^ 
SamueVs youth. The LXX arid the VvZgate plaice the book between Judges 
and Samuel. It belongs to the post-exilic period, probably. Perhaps <ts late 
as 444 B.G. 

1 NOW it came to pass in the days when the judges ruled, 
that there was a famine in the land. And a certain man of 
Beth-lehem-judah went to sojourn in the country of Moab, he, 
and his wife, and his two sons. And the name of the man toas 
Elimelech, and the name of his wife Naomi, and the name of 
his two sons Mahlon and Chilion, Ephrathites of Beth-lehem- 
judah. And they came into the country of Moab, and continued 
there. 

And Elimelech Naomi's husband died ; and she was left, and 
her two sons. And they took them wives of the women of 
Moab; the name of the one uxis Orpah, and the name of the 
other Ruth : and they dwelled there about ten years. And 
Mahlon and Chilion died also both of them; and the woman 
was left of her two sons and her husband. 

Then she arose with her daughters in law, that she might 
return from the country of Moab : for she had heard in the 
country of Moab how that the Lord had visited his people in 
giving them bread. Wherefore she went forth out of the place 
where she was, and her two daughters in law with her ; and 
they went on the way to return unto the land of Judah. And 
Naomi said unto her two daughters in law. Go, return each to 
her mother's house : the Lord deal kindly with you, as ye have 
dealt with the dead, and with me. The Lord grant you that ye 
may find rest, each of you in the house of her husband. Then she 
kissed them ; and they lifted up their voice, and wept. And they 
said unto her. Surely we will return with thee unto thy people. 

And Naomi said. Turn again, my daughters : why will ye go 
with me 1 are there yet any more sons in my womb, that they 
may be your husbands? Turn again, my daughters, go your 
way ; for I am too old to have an husband. Tf I should say, 
I have hope, if I should have an husband also to night, and 
should also bear sons ; would ye tarry for them till they were 
grown? would ye stay for them from having husbands? nay, 
my daughters ; for it grieveth me much for your sakes that the 
hand of the Lord is gone out against me. And they lifted up 
their voice, and wept again : and Orpah kissed her mother in 
law; but Ruth clave unto her. 

And she said. Behold, thy sister in law is gone back unto her 
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people, and unto her gods : return thou after thy sister in law. 
And Ruth said, Intreat me not to leave thee, or to return from 
following after thee: for whither thou goest, I will go; and 
^where thou lodgest, I will lodge : thy people skaU he my people, 
and thy God my God : where thou diest, will I die, and there 
will I be buried : the Lord do so to me, and more also, if (mght 
but death part thee and me. When she saw that she was 
stedfastly minded to go with her, then she left speaking unto her. 

So they two went until they oame to Beth-lehem. And it 
came to pass, when they were come to Beth-lehem, that all the 
city was moved about them, and they said. Is this Naomi 1 And 
she scdd unto them. Call me not Naomi, call me Mara : for the 
Almighty haUi dealt very bitterly with me. I went out full, 
and the Lord hath brought me home again empty: why then 
call ye me Naomi, seeing the Lobi> hath testified against me, and 
the Almighty hath afflicted me 1 

So Na(»ni returned, and Riith the Moabitess, her daughter in 
law, with her, which returned out of the country of Moab : and 
they came to Beth-lehem in the beginning of barley harvest. 

2 AND Naomi had a kinsman of her husband's, a mighty man 
of weDJth, of the family of Elimelech ; and his name vxia Boaz. 
And Ruth the Moabitess said unto Naomi, Let me now go to 
the field, and glean ears of corn after him in whose sight I shall 
find grace. And she said unto her. Go, my daughter. And she 
went, and came, and gleaned in the field after the reapers : and 
her hap was to light on a part of the field belonging unto Boaz, 
who UHM of the kindred of Elimelech. 

And, behold, Boaz came from Beth-lehem, and said unto the 
reapers, The Lord be with you. And they answered him. The 
Lord bless thee. Then said Boaz unto his servant that was 
set over the reapers. Whose damsel is this 1 And the servant 
that was set over the reapers answered and said. It is the 
Moabitish damsel that came back with. Naomi out of the country 
of Moab : and she said, I pray you, let me glean and gather after 
the reapers among the sheaves : so she came, and hath continued 
even from the morning until now, that she tarried a little in the 
house. 

Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Hearest thou not, my daughter ? 
Qo not to glean in another field, neither go from hence, but abide 
here fast by my maidens : let thine eyes be on the field that they 
do reap, and go thou after them : have I not charged i^e young 
men that they shall not touch thee 1 and when thou art athirst, 
go unto the vessels, and drink of thcU which the young men have 
drawn. Then she fell on her face, and bowed herself to the 
ground, and aaad unto him, Why have I found grace in thine 
eyes, that ibou shouldest take ^owledge of me, seeing I am a 
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stranger ? And Boaz answered and said unto her, It hath fully 
been shewed me, all that thou hast done unto thy mother in law 
since the death of thine husband : and how thou hast left thy 
father and thy mother, and the land of thy nativity, and art 
come unto a people which thou knewest not heretofore. The 
Lord recompense thy work, and a full reward be given thee of 
the Lord God of Israel, under whose wings thou art come to 
trust. Then she said. Let me find favour in thy sight, my lord ; 
for that thou hast comforted me, and for that thou hast spoken 
friendly unto thine handmaid, though I be not like unto one of 
thine handmaidens. And Boaz said unto her. At mealtime come 
thou hither, and eat of the bread, and dip thy morsel in the 
vinegar. And she sat beside the reapers : and he reached her 
parched com^ and she did eat, and was sufficed, and left. 

And when she was risen up to glean, Boaz commanded his 
young men, saying. Let her glean even among the sheaves, and 
reproach her not : and let fall also some oi thehandfuls of purpose 
for her, and leave them^ that she may glean tkem^ and rebuke her 
not. So she gleaned in the field until even, and beat out that 
she had gleaned : and it was about an ephah of barley. And 
she took it up, and went into the city : and her mother in law 
saw what she had gleaned : and she brought forth, and gave to 
her that she had reserved after she was sufficed. 

And her mother in law said unto her. Where hast thou gleaned 
to day t and where wroughtest thou ? blessed be he that did take 
knowledge of thee. And she shewed her mother in law with 
whom she had wrought, and said. The man's name with whom I 
wrought to day is Boaz. And Naomi said unto her daughter in 
law, Blessed he he of the Lord, who hath not left oflF his kindness 
to the living and to the dead. And Naomi said unto her, The 
man ia near of kin unto us, one of our next kinsmen. And 
Ruth the Moabitess said, He said unto me also, Thou shalt 
keep fast by my young men, until they have ended all my harvest. 
And Naomi said unto Ruth her daughter in law, It is good, my 
daughter, that thou go out with his maidens, that they meet 
thee not in any other field. So she kept fast by the maidens of 
Boaz to glean unto the end of barley harvest and of wheat 
harvest; and dwelt with her mother in law. 

8 THEN Naomi her mother in law sakl unto her. My daughter, 
shall I not seek rest for thee, that it may be well with theef 
And now is not Boaz of our kindred, with whose maidens thou 
wast ? Behold, he winnoweth barley to night in the threshingfloor. 
Wash thyself therefore, and anoint thee, and put thy raiment 
upon thee, and get thee down to the floor : but make not thyself 
known imto the man, until he shall have done eating and 
drinking. And it shall be, when he lieth down, that thou shalt 
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mark the place where he shall lie, and thou shalt go in, and 
uncover his feet, and lay thee down ; and he will tell thee what 
thou shalt do. And she said unto her. All that thou sayest uUto 
me I will do. 

And she went down unto the floor, and did accordiilg to all 
that her mother in law bade her. Ajid when Boaz had eaten 
and drunk, and his heart was merry, he went to lie down at the 
end of the heap of corn : and she came softly, and uncovered his 
feet, and laid her down. And it came to pass at midnight^ i^at 
the man was afraid, and tutned hims^ : and, behold, a woman 
lay at his feet. And he said. Who or^ i^ou 1 And she 
answered, I am Ruth thine handmaid: spread therefore thy 
skirt over thine handmaid ; for thou art a near kinsman. And 
he said. Blessed be thou of the Lord, my daughter : ^br thou 
hast shewed more kindness in the latter end than at the begin- 
ning, inasmuch as thou foUowedst not young men, whether poor 
or rich. And now, my daughter, fear not ; I will do to thee all 
that thou requirest: for all the city of my people doth know 
that thou a^t a virtuous woman. And now it is true that I am 
thy near kinsman : howbeit there is a kinsman nearer than I. 
Tarry this night, and it shall be in the morning, that if he will 
perform unto thee the part of a kinsman, well ; let him do the 
kinsman's part : bnt if he will not do the part of a kinsman to 
thee, then will I do the part of a kinsman to thee, as the Lord 
livei^ : lie down until the morning. 

And she lay at his feet until the morning : and she rose up 
before one could know another. And he said. Let it not he 
known that a wcHnan came into the floor. Also he said. Bring 
the vail that thou hast upon thee, and hold it. And when she 
held it, he measured six measures of barley, and laid it on her : 
and she went into the city. 

And when she came to her mother in law, she said. Who a^t 
thou, my daughter ? And she told her all that the man had done 
to'her. And she said, These six measures of barley gave be me ; 
for he said to me. Go not empty unto thy mother in law. Tlien 
said she. Sit still, my daughter, until thou know how the matter 
Trill fall : for the man will not be in rest, until he have finished 
the thing this day. 

4 THEN went Boaz up to the gate^ and sat him down there : 
and, behold, the kinsman of whom Boaz spake came by ; linto 
whom he said. Ho, such a one ! turn aside, sit down here. And 
he turned atdde, aiid sat down. And he took ten men of the 
eiders of the city, and said. Sit ye down here. And they sat 
down. And he said unto the kinsmem, Naomi, that is come 
again out of the country of Moab, selleth a parcel of land, which 
was our brother Elimelech's : and I thought to advertise thee, 
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saying, Buy U before the inhabitants, and before the elders of 
my peo[4e. If thou wilt redeem t^, redeem it : but if thou wilt 
not redeem ii, then tell me, that I may know : for there is none 
to redeem it beside thee ; and I am after thee. And he said, I 
will redeem it. Then said Boaz, What day thou buyest the 
field of the hand of Naomi, thou must buy it also of Ruth the 
Moabitess, the wife of the dead, to raise up the name of the dead 
upon his inheritance. And the kinsman said, I cannot rede^n 
it for myself, lest I mar mine own inheritance : redeem thou my 
right to thyself; for I cannot redeem it. Now this teas the 
mam/MT in former time in Israel concerning redeeming and 
concerning changing, for to confirm all things ; a man plucked 
off his shoe, and gave it to his neighbour : and this was a 
testimony in Israel. Therefore Um kinsman said unto Boaz, Buy 
it for thee. So he drew off his shoe. 

And Boaz said unto the elders, and mUo all the people, Ye are 
witnesses this day, that I have bought all that vxm Elimelech's, 
and all t^t woe Chilion's and Mahlon's, of <^ hand of Naomi 
Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, the wife of Mahlon, have I 
purchased to be my wife, to raise up the name of the dead upon 
his inheritance, that the name of the dead be not cut off from 
among his brethren^ and from the gate of his place : ye ore 
witnesses this day. And all the people that were in the gate, 
and the elders, said. We a/re witnesses. The Lord make the 
woman that is come into thine house like Rachel and like Leah, 
which two did build the house of Israel : and do thou worthily 
in Ephratah, and be famous in Beth-lehem : and let thy house be 
like the house of Pharez, whom Tamar bare unto Judah, of the 
seed which the Lord shall give thee of this young woman. 

So Boaz took Ruth, and she was his wife : and when be went 
in imto her, the Lord gave her conception, and she bare a son. 
And the women said unto Naomi, Blessed he the Lord, which 
hath not left thee this day without a kinsman, that his name 
may be famous in Israel. And he shidl be unto thee a restore 
of thy life, and a nourisher of thine old age : for thy daughter in 
law, which loveth thee, which is better to thee than seven sons, 
hath bom him. And Naomi took the child, and laid it in her 
.bosom, and became nurse unto it. And the women her neigh- 
bours gave it a name, saying. There is a son bom to Naomi ; and 
they called his name Obed : he is the father of Jesse, the father 
of David. 

Now these ivre the generations of Pharez: Pharez begat 
Hezron, and Hezrcoi begat Ram, and Ram begat Amminadab, and 
Amminadab begat Ns^shon, and Nahshon begat Salmon, and 
Salmon begat Boaz, and Boaz begat Obed, and Obed begat Jesse, 
and Jesse begat David. 
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1 SAMUEL 

I. ttnd II. Samuel.— ST^ Books of Samuel are based principally on J. But a 
redactor or compiles hcmd has been busy on them. Both J, and K are 
drawn upon, but after the death of Saul, K suddenly disappears. 

Probably, however, the state of affq/irs is more complicated than this 
br^ef statement would imply. Various histories seem to have existed. 

(i) A history of the Ark, very fragTnenta/ry. 

(2) A hisiory of the institution of monarchy. 

(3) The memoirs of Dam£s court, very full. See especially 2 Sam, 
ix.-xx. 

All these three may be dated 950-920 B.O. 

(4) A Biography of Samuel the Prophet (680 B.C.). 

(5) A Deuteronomie version, very likely dalin/Qfrom ihe latter half of thi 
exile, the characteristic of which is that it regards rnxmarchy as a lapse 
from, the originally designed Theocracy of Israel. 

A final post-Deuteronomic edition would catne much later. 

The Books of Samuel may be divided iTUofour parts : 
(i) 1 Sam. i.-xiv. Samuel and Sanil. 
(ii) 1 Sam. xv.-2 Sam. viii. Saul and David. 
(iii) 2 Sam. ix.-xx. The Court of JDwoid. 
(iv) 2 Sam. xxi.-xxiv. Appendix. 

jLs revised by the DetUeroTWwic writer, the original account of the kingship is 
largely altered. Thus in chap. viii. Imid is happy under a Theocracy 
and the demand for a king is a rebellion against Jahveh, their true king 
(xii.-12). Bvi, in chap. ix. Israel is afflicted by the Philistines and tJie 
monarchy is apparently Ood's gracious gift to Ms people. In the second 
view Samuel is only a compaAratively obscure seer in a c&umtry village 
(ix. 6 ff*), whereas in the first view Samuel is the judge of all Israel, ^ 
minister of Jahveh s Theocracy {chap, vii., viii. aind ix.). Thus we 
have : — 

(Z>.) Hostile to the monarchy, viii 1-22, x. 17-24, xii. 1-26. 

(if.) Favourable to monarchy, ix., x. 1-16, xi. 1-11. 

Though D. is the DetUeronomic version, and vkls recommended to Jewish 
readers, the other version is the more trustworthy and the older. 

D. is practically E. revrritten and combined with a life of Samuel, 
whereas the mjore primitive version may be called J., including a history of 
the Ark amd the ammals of David* s court. 

2 Sam. ix.-xx. is practically a literary unit, a brilliant picture of early 

mona/rchy, written quite early either by the family of Abiathar (1 Sam. 
xxii. 20) [the supposition of JDuhm arid Budde] or by Ahimaaz, the son of 
Zadok, who appears in Absalom* s rebellion [the hypothesis of Klostermann}. 

Observe thai David^s magnanimity to Saul is twice recorded, 1 Sam. xxiii 19 — 
xxiv. 22, arid 1 Sam. xxvi. Perhaps the second accoumt is the mere trust- 
worthy, but they are clearly doubles {like Abraham* s deception a^s to his 
wife Sarah, whom he twice represents as his sister). 

3 AND the child Samnel ministered unto the Lord before 
£li. And the word of the Lord was precious in those days ; 
iher^ was no open vision. And it came to pass at that time, 
when Eli was laid down in his place, and his eyes began to wax 
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dim, that he could not see ; and ere the lamp of God went out 
in the temple of the Lord, where the ark of Gtxi 
"^^^^^1^^ www, and Samuel was laid down to sleep; that the 
III 1-19 ^BD called Samuel : and he answer^, Here am 
I. And he ran unto Eli, and said. Here am

him. And the Lord called Samuel again the tMrd time. And he 
arose and went to Eli, and said, Here am 1 ; for thou didst call 
me. And Eli perceived that the Lord had called the child. 
Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, Go, lie down : and it shall be, 
if he call thee, that thou shalt say, Speak, Lord ; for thy servant 
heareth. So Samuel went and lay down in his place. And the 
Lord came, and stood, and called as at other times, Samuel, 
Samuel. Tlien Samuel answered. Speak; for thy servant 
heareth. 

And the Lord said to Samuel, Behold, I will do a thing in 
Israel, at which both the ears of every one that heareth it shall 
tingle. In that day I will perform against Eli all things which 
I have spoken concerning his house : when I begin, I will also 
make an end. For I have told him that I will judge his 
house for ever for the iniquity which he knoweth ; because his 
sons made themselves vile, and he restrained them not. And 
therefore I have sworn unto the house of Eli, that the iniquity 
of Eli*s house shall not be purged with sacrifice nor offering for 
ever. 

And Samuel lay until the morning, and opened the doors of 
the house of the Lord. And Samuel feared to shew Eli the 
vision. Then Eli called Samuel, and said, Samuel, my son. And 
he answered. Here am L And he said. What is the thing that 
the Lord hath said unto thee 1 I pray thee hide it not from me : 
God do so to thee, and more also, if thou hide any thing from 
me of all the things that he said unto thee. And Samuel told 
him every whit, and hid nothing from him. And he said. It is 
the Lord : let him do what seemeth him good. 

And Samuel grew, and the Lord was with him, and did let 
none of his words fall to the ground. 

4 AND the word of Samuel came to all Israel. 

Now Israel went out against the Philistines to battle, and 
pitched beside Eben-ezer : and the Philistines pitched in Aphek. 
And the Philistines put themselves in array against Israel : 
and when they joined battle, Israel was smitten before the 
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Philistines : and they slew of the army in the field about four 
thousand men. 

And when the people were come into the camp, the elders of 
Israel said, Wherefore hath the Lord smitten us 
to day before the Phihstines? Let us fetch the '^^Al^^^S 
ark of the covenant of the Lord out of Shiloh ^ly ? fj 
unto us, that, when it comet^ among us, it may 
save us out of the hand of our enemies. So the people sent 
ta Shiloh, that they might bring frcwn thence the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord of hosts, which dwelleth between the 
cherubims : and the two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, we^^e 
there with the ark of the covenant of Glod. 

And when the ark of the covenant of the Lord came into the 
camp, all Israel shouted with a great shout, so that the earth 
rang again. And when the Philistines heard the noise of the 
shout, they said. What mecmeth the ncHse of this great shout in 
the camp of the Hebrews ? And they understood that the ark of 
the Lord was come into the camp. And the PhiUstines w^re 
afraid, for they said, God is come into the camp. And they said. 
Woe unto us 1 for there hath not been such a thing heretofore. 
Woe unto us ! who shall deliver us out of the hand of these 
mighty Gkxis ? these anre the Gods that smote the Egyptians with 
all the plagues in the wilderness. Be strong, and quit yourselves 
like men, O ye Philistines, that ye be not servants unto the 
Hebrews, as they have been to you : quit yourselves like men, 
and fight. 

And the Philistines fought, and Israel was smitten, and they 
fled every man into his tent: and there was a very great 
slaughter; for there fell of Israel thirty thousand footmen. 
And the ark of God was taken ; and the two sons of Eli, Hophni 
and Phinehas, were slain. 

And there ran a man of Benjamin out of the army, and came 
to Shiloh the same day with his clothes rent, and with earth upon 
his head. And when he came, lo, Eli sat upon a seat by the 
wayside watching : for his heart trembled for the ark of God. 
And when the man came into the city, and told it, all the city 
cried out. And when Eli heard the noise of the crying, he said. 
What me(meth the noise of this tumult ? And the man came in 
hastily, and told EIL Now Eli was ninety and eight years old ; 
and his eyes were dim, that he could not see. And the man 
said unto Eli, I am he that came out of the army, and I fled to 
day out of the army. And he said. What is there done, my son ? 
And the messenger answered and said, Israel is fled before the 
Philistines, and there hath been also a great slaughter among 
the people, and thy two sons also, Hophni and Phinehas, are dead, 
and the ark of God is taken. And it came to pass, when he 
made mention of the ark of God, that he fell from off the seat 
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backward by the side of the gate, and his neck Wake, and he 
died : for he was an old man, and heavy. And he had judged 
Israel forty years. 

8 AND it came to pass, when Samuel was old, that he made 

his sons judges over Israel Now the name of 

'^ofSaf^^^ his firstborn was Joel; and the name of his 

VIII —X 2 8®<5ond, Abiah : thef/ were judges in Beer-sheba. 
And his sons walked not in his ways, but turned 
aside after lucre, and took bribes, and perve^^ted judgment. 

Then all the elders of Israel gathered themselves together, and 
came to Samuel unto Ramah, and said unto him. Behold, thou 
art old, and thy sons walk not in thy ways : now make us a king 
to judge us like all ihe nations. 

But the thing displeased Samuel, when they said. Give us a 
king to judge us. And Samuel prayed unto th^ Lord. And the 
Lord said unto Samuel, Hearken unto the voice of the people in 
all that they say unto thee : for they have not rejected thee, but 
they have rejected me, that I should not reign over them. 
According to all the works which they have done since the day 
that I brought them up out of Egypt even unto this day, whwe- 
with they have forsaken me, and served other gods, so do ihey 
also unto thee. Now therefore hearken unto their voice : how- 
beit yet protest solemnly unto them, and shew them the manner 
of the king that shall reign over th^n. 

And Samuel told all the words of the Lord unto the pec^le 
that asked of him a king. And he said. This will be the manner 
of the king <^at shall reign over you : He will take your s(his, 
and appoint them for himself, for his chariots, and to be his horse- 
men ; and some shall run before his chariots. And he will appoint 
him captains over thousands, and captains over fifties ; and toill 
set them to ear his ground, and to reap his harvest, and to make 
his instruments of war, and instinmients of his chariots. And 
he will take your daughters to be conf ectionaries, and to be cooks, 
and to be bakers. And he will take your fields, and your vine- 
yards, and your oliveyards, even the best of them, and give them 
to his servants. And he will take the tenth of your seed, and of 
your vineyards, and give to his officers, and to his servants. 
And he will take your menservants, and your maidservants,, and 
your goodliest young men, and your asses, and put them to his 
work. He will take the tenth of your sheep : and ye shall be his 
servants. And ye shall cry out in that day because of your king 
which ye shall have chosen you ; and the Lord will not hear you 
in that day. 

Nevertheless the people refused to obey the voice of Samuel ; 
and they said. Nay ; but we will have a king over us ; ihat we 
also may be Hke all the nations ; and that our king may judge

us, and go out before us, and fight our battles. And Samuel 
heard all the words of the people, and he rehearsed them in the 
ears of the Lord. And the Lord said to Samuel, Hearken unto 
their voice, and make them a king. And Samuel said unto the 
men of Israel, Go ye every man unto hi§ city. 

9 NOW there was a man of Benjamin, whose name wcbs Kish, 
the son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son of Bechorath, the son 
of Aphiah, a Benjamite, a mighty man of power. And he had a 
son, whose name was Saul, a choice young man, and a goodly : 
and there was not among the children of Israel a goodlier person 
than he : from his shoulders and upward he was higher than 
any of the people. 

And the asses of Eash Saul's father were lost. And Kish said 
to Saul his son, Take now one of the servants with thee, and arise, 
go seek the asses. And he passed through mount Ephraim, 
and passed through the land of Shalisha, but they found them, 
not : then they passed through the land of Shalim, and there they 
were not : and he passed through the land of the Benjamites, but 
they found them not. And when they were come to the land of 
Zuph, Saul said to his servant that was with him, Come, and let 
us return; lest my father leave caring for the asses, and take 
thought for us. And he said unto him, Behold now, there is in 
this city a man of God, and heis ^rx honourable man ; all that he 
saith cometh surely to pass : now let us go thither ; peradventure 
he can shew us our way that we should go. Then said Saul to 
his servant, But, behold, if we go, what shall we bring the man % 
for the bread is spent in our vessels, and there is not a present to 
bring to the man of God: what have wel And the servant 
answered Saul again, and said. Behold, I have here at hand the 
fourth part of a shekel of silver : that will I give to the man of 
(jrod, to tell us our way. (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 
went to enquire of God, thus he spake. Come, and let us go 
to the seer : for he that is now called a Prophet was before- 
time called a Seer.) Then said Saul to his servant, Well said ; 
come, let us go. oo they went unto the city where the man of 
God was. 

And as they went up the hill to the city, they found young 
maidens going out to draw water, and said unto them. Is the 
seer here? Ajad they answered them, and said. He is; behold, he 
is before you : make haste now, for he came to day to the city ; 
for there is a sacrifice of the people to day in the high place : as 
soon as ye be come into the city, ye shall straightway find him, 
before he go up to the high place to eat : for the people will not 
eat until he come, because he doth bless the sacrifice ; a/ad after- 
wards they eat that be bidden. Now therefore get you up ; for 
about this time ye shall find him. And they went up into the 
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city : (md when they were come into the city, behold, Samuel 
came out against them, for to go up to the high place. 

Now the Lord had told Samuel in his ear a day before Saul 
came, saying. To morrow about this time I will send thee a man 
out of the land of Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint him to he 
captain over my people Israel, that he may save my people out 
of the hand of the Philistines : for I have looked upon my people, 
because their cry is come unto me. And when Samuel saw Saul, 
the Lord said unto him, Behold the man whom I spake to thee 
of ! this same shall reign over my people. 

Then Saul drew near to Samuel in the gate, and said. Tell me, 
I pray thee, where the seer's house w. And Samuel answered 
Saul, and said, I am the seer : go up before me unto the high 
place ; for ye shall eat with me to day, and to morrow I will let 
thee go, and will tell thee all that is in thine heart. And as for 
thine asses that were lost three days ago, set not thy mind 'on 
them ; for they are found. And on whom is all the desire of 
Israel 1 la it not on thee, and on all thy father's house t And 
Saul answered and said, Am not I a Benjamite, of the smallest 
of the tribes of Israel ? and my family the least of all the families 
of the tribe of Benjamin ? wherefore then speakest thou so to me f 

And Samuel took Saul and his servant, and brought them into 
the parlour, and made them sit in the chiefest place among them 
that were bidden, which were about thirty persons. And Samuel 
said unto the cook. Bring the portion which I gave thee, of which 
I said unto thee. Set it by thee. And the cook took up the 
shoulder, and thM which was upon it, and set it before Saul. 
And Samtiel said. Behold that which is left ! set it before thee, 
and eat : for unto this time hath it been kept for thee since I said, 
I have invited the people. So Saul did eat with Samuel that day. 

And when they were come down from the high place into the 
city, Samuel communed with Saul upon the top of the house. 
And they arose early : and it came to pass about the spring of the 
day, that Samuel called Saul to the top of the house, saying, Up, 
that I may send thee away. And Saul arose, and they went out 
both of them, he and Samuel, abroad. 

And as they were going down to the end of the city, Samuel 
said to Saul, Bid the servant pass on before us, (and he passed 
on,) but stand thou still a while, that I may shew thee the word 
of God. 

10 THEN Samuel took a vial of oil, and poured it upon 
his head, and kissed him, and said. Is it not because the Lord 
hath anointed thee to be captain over his inheritance? When 
thou art departed from me to day, then thou shalt find two 
men by Rachers sepulchre in the border of Benjamin at 2^1zah; 
and they will say unto thee. The asses which thou wentest 
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to seek are found : and, lo, thy father hath left the care of the 
asses, and sorroweth for you, saying, What shall I do for my son ? 

15 SAMUEL also said unto Saul, The Lord sent me to anoint 

thee to be king over his people, oyer Israel : now therefore 

hearken thou unto the voice of the words of the 

IjObd. Thus saith the Lord of hosts, I rememb^ Rej^tion 

t?iat which Amalek did to Israel, how he laid tvait y V i ^i 

for him in the way, when he came up from 

Egypt. Now go and smite Amalek, and utterly destroy all that 

they have, and spare them not ; but slay both man and woman, 

infant and suckling, ox and sheep^ camel and ass. 

And Saul gathered the people together, and numbered them in 
Telaim, two hundred thousand footmen, and ten thousand men 
of Judah. And Saul came to a city of Amalek, and laid wait 
in the valley. And Saul said unto the Kenites, Go, depart, get 
you down from among the Amalekites, lest I destroy you with 
them : for ye shewed kindness to all the children of Israel, when 
they came up out of Egypt. So the Kenites departed from among 
the Amalekites. And Saul smote the Amalekites from Havilah 
^mt^l thou comest to Shur, that is over against Egypt. And he 
took Agag the king of the Amalekites alive, and utterly destroyed 
all the people with the edge of the sword. But Saul and the 
people spared Agag, and the best of the sheep, and of the oxen, 
and of the fatlings, and the lambs, and all that loas good, and 
would not utterly destroy them : but every thing that was vile 
and refuse, that they destroyed utterly. 

Then came the word of the Lord unto Samuel, saying, It 
repenteth me that I have set up Saul to be king : for he is turned 
back from following me, and hath not performed ^fny command- 
ments. And it grieved Samuel ; and he cried unto the Lord all 
night. And when Samuel rose early to meet Saul in the morning, 
it was told Samuel, saying, Saul came to Carmel, and, behold, he 
set him up a place, and is gone about, and passed on, and gon« 
down to GilgsJ. 

And Samuel came to Saul : and Saul said unto him. Blessed 
be thou of the Lord : I have performed the commandment of the 
liOtiD. And Samuel said. What meo/neth then tiiis bleating of 
the sheep in mine ears, and the lowing of the oxen which I hear 1 
And Saul said. They have brought them from the Amalekit^ : 
for the people spared the best of the sheep and of the oxen, to 
sacrifice unto the Lord thy God ; and the rest we have utterly 
destroyed* Then Samuel said unto Saul, Stay, and I will tell 
thee what the Lord hath said to me this night. And he said 
unto him. Say on. 

And Samuel said, When thou wctst little in thine own sight, 
toast thou not made the head of the tribes of Israel, and the I^rd 
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anointed thee king over Israel? And the Lord sent thee on 
a journey, and said, Go and utterly destroy the sinners the 
Amalekites, and fight against them until they be consumed. 
Wherefore then didst thou not obey the voice of the Lord, but 
didst fly upon the spoil, and didst evil in the sight of the LoRDt 

And Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, I have obeyed the voice of 
the Lord, and have gone the way which the Lord sent me, and 
have brought Agag the king of Amalek, and have utterly 
destroyed the Amalekites. But the people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief of the things which should have been 
utterly destroyed, to sacrifice unto the Lord thy God in GilgaL 

And Samuel said. Hath the Lord as grecU delight in burnt 
offerings and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the Lord! 
Behol<{ to obey is better than sacnfice, and to hearken than the 
fat of rams. For rebellion is as the sin of vdtchcraft, and stub- 
bornness is as iniquity and idolatry. Because thou hast rejected 
the word of the Lord, he hath also rejected thee from being 
king. 

And Saul said unto Samuel, I have sinned : for I have trans- 
gressed the commandment of idie Lord, and thy words : because 
I feared the people, and obeyed their voice. Now therefore, I 
pray thee, pardon my sin, and turn again with me, that I may 
worship the Lord. And Samuel said unto Saul, I will not return 
with thee : for thou hast rejected the word of the Lord, and the 
Lord hath rejected thee from being king over Israel. And as 
Samuel turned about to go away, he laid hold upon the skirt of 
his mantle, and it rent. And Samuel said unto him, The Lord 
hath rent the kingdom of Israel from thee this day, and hath 
given it to a neighbour of thine, that is better than thou. And 
also the Strength of Israel will not lie nor repent : for he is not 
a man, that he should repent. Then he said, I have sinned : yet 
honour me now, I pray thee, before the elders of my people, and 
before Israel, and turn again with me, that I nlay worship the 
Lord thy God. 

So Samuel turned again after Saul : and Saul worshipped the 
Lord. 

16 AND the Lord said unto Samuel, How long wilt thou 
mourn for Saul, seeing I have rejected him from reigning over 

Israel 1 fill thine horn with oil, and go, I will send 

The Section thee to Jesse the Beth-lehemite : for I have 

X VT provided me a king among his sons. And Samuel 

said. How can I go ? if Saul hear ity he will kiU 
me. And the JLiORD said. Take an heifer with t^ee, and say, I am 
come to sacrifice to the Lord. And call Jesse to the sacrifice, 
and I will shew thee what thou shalt do : and thou shalt ancnnt 
unto me him whom I name unto thee. 
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And Samuel did that which the Lord spake, and came to 
Seth-lehem. And the elders of the town trembled at his coming, 
and said, Comest thou peaceably ? And he said, Peaceably : I am 
come to sacrifice unto the Lord : sanctify yourselves, and come 
•with me to the sacrifice. And he sanctified Jesse and his sons, 
and called them to the sacrifice. 

And it came to pass, when thev were come, that he looked on 
Cliab, and said, Surely the Lord s anointed is before him. But 
the Lord said unto Samuel, Look not on his countenance, or on 
the height of his stature ; because I have refused him : for the Lord 
seeth not as man seeth ; for man looketh on the outward appear- 
ance, but the Lord looketh on the heart. Then Jesse called 
Abinadab, and made him pass before Samuel. And he said. 
Neither hath the Lord chosen this. Then Jesse made Shammah 
to pass by. And he said. Neither hath the Lord chosen this. 
Again, Jesse made seven of his sons to pass before Samuel. And 
Samuel said unto Jesse, The Lord hath not chosen these. 

And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are here all thy children 1 And 
he said, There remaineth yet the youngest, and, behold, he keepeth 
the sheep. And Samuel said unto Jesse, Send and fetch him : 
for we will not sit down till he come hither. And he sent, and 
brought him in. Now he tvas ruddy, and withal of a beautiful 
countenance, and goodly to look to. And the Lord said. Arise, 
anoint him : for this is he. Then Samuel took the horn of oil, 
and anointed him in the midst of his brethren : and the Spirit 
of the Lord came upon David from that day forward. So 
Samuel rose up, and went to Ramah. 

But the Spirit of the Lord departed from Saul, and an evil 
spirit from the Lord troubled him. And Saul's servants said unto 
him, Behold now, an evil spirit from God troubleth thee. Let 
our lord now command thy servants, which are before thee, to 
seek out a man, who is a cunning player on an harp : and it shall 
come to pass, when the evil spirit from God is upon thee, that he 
shall play with his hand, and thou shalt be well. And Saul said 
unto his servants. Provide me now a man that can play well, and 
bring him to me. Then answered one of the servants, and said, 
Behold, I have seen a son of Jesse the Beth-lehemite, th^at is cun- 
ning in playing, and a mighty valiant man, and a man of war, 
and prudent in matters, and a comely person, and the Lord is 
with him. Wherefore Saul sent messengers unto Jesse, and said, 
Send me David thy son, which is with the sheep. And Jesse 
took an ass laden with bread, and a bottle of wine, and a kid, and 
sent them by David his son unto Saul. And David came to Saul, 
and stood before him : and he loved him greatly ; and he became 
his armourbearer. And Saul sent to Jesse, saying. Let David, I 
pray thee, stand before me ; for he hath found favour in my 
sight. And it came to pass, when the evil spirit from God was 
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upon Saul, that David took an harp, and played with his hand : 
so Saul was refreshed, and was well, and the evil spirit departed 
from him. 



David and Ctoliath. — Th£ story is probahly unhistorical. Observe that in xvii. 
David is represented as a youih, whereas in xvi. 1^ he is a mature man of 
tvar. Moreover in 2 Sam. xxi. 19 the slayer of Goliaih is a BetJUehemitej 
Elhanan, the son of Jair. Add to this that in the oldest Greek versioUy 
about thirty verses a/re loarding (xvii. 12-81, 41, 60, 56-58, xviii. 1-5). 
It looks as if the Hebrew version wanted to magnijfy its favourite David ly 
attribtUing to him soTne weil-known exploit. Perhaps in the older version, 
the Philistine champion was nameless, and his naine was added afterwards 
from the Elhanan Goliath. Put to reconcile the incoTisistencies in the 
narrative is almost hopeless, 

17 NOW the Philistines gathered together their armies to 

battle, and were gathered together at Shochoh, which belongeth 

to Judah, and pitched between Shochoh and

• XVII — "^®^ Iwael were gathered together, and pitched 
XVni. 6 ^7 ^^^ valley of Elah, and set the ba^le in 
array against the Philistines. And the Philis- 
tines stood on a mountain on the one side, and Israel stood on a 
mountain on the other side : and there was a valley between 
them. 

And there went out a champion out of the camp of the Philis- 
tines, named Goliath, of Gath, whose height toas six cubits and 
a span. And he had an hdmet of brass upon his head, and he 
was armed with a coat of mail ; and the weight of the coat vxjts 
five thousand shekels of brass. And he hadgre&yes of brass upon 
his legs, and a target of brass between his shoulders. And the 
stafiP of his spear tvas like a weaver's beam ; and his spear's head 
weighed six hundred shekels of iron : and one bearing a shield 
went before him. And he stood and cried unto the armies of 
Israel, and said unto them. Why are ye come out to set your 
battle in array ? am not I a Philistine, and ye servants to Saul ? 
choose you a man for you, and let him come down to me. If he 
be able to fight with me, and to kill me, then will we be your 
servants : but if I prevail against him, and kill him, then shall ye 
be our servants, and serve us. And the Philistine said, I dely 
the armies of Israel this day ; give me a man, that we may fight 
together. When Saul and all Israel heard those words of the 
Philistine, they were dismayed and gi'eatly afraid. 

Now David was the son of that Epjirathite of Beth-lehem- 
jud^, whose name was Jesse ; and he had eight sons : and the 
man went among men /or an old man in the days of Saul. And 
the three eldest sons of Jesse went and followed Saul to the 
battle : and the names of his three sons that went to the 
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battle were Eliab the firstborn, and next unto him Abinadab, 
and the third Shammah. And David was the youngeafc: and 
the three eldest fallowed Saul. But David went and returned 
from Saul to feed his father's sheep at Beth-lehem. And the 
Philistine drew near morning and evening, and presented himself 
forty days. 

And Jesse said unto David his son, Take now for thy brethren 
an ephah of this parched ccyruy and these ten loaves, and run to 
the camp to thy brethren ; and carry these ten cheeses unto the 
captain of their thousand, and look how thy brethren fare, and 
take their pledge. 

Now Saul, and they, and all the men of Israel, were in the 
valley of Elah, fighting with the Philistines. And David rose 
up early in the morning, and left the sheep with a keeper, and 
took, and went, as Jesse had commanded him ; and he came to 
the trench, as the host was going forth to the fight, and shouted 
for the battle. For Israel and the Philistines had put the battle 
in array, army against army. And David left his carriage in the 
hand of the keeper of the carriage, and ran into the army, and 
came and saluted his brethren. And as he talked with them, 
behold, there came up the champion, the Philistine of Gath, 
Goliath by name, out of the armies of the Philistines, and spake 
according to the same words : and David heard them. And all 
the men of Israel, when they saw the man, fled from him, and 
were sore afraid. 

And the men of Israel said. Have ye seen this man that is 
come up ) surely to defy Israel is he come up : and it shall be, 
that the n^ui who killeth him, the king will enrich him with 
great riches, and will give him his daughter, and make his 
father's house free in Israel. 

And David gqpake to the men that stood by him, saying, What 
shall be done to the man that killeth this Philistine, and taketh 
away the reproach from Israel? for who is this uncircumcised 
Philistine, that he should defy the armies of the living God? 
And the people answered him after this manner, saying. So shall 
it be done to the man that killeth him. 

And Eliab his eldest brother heard when he spake unto the 
men ; and Eliab's anger was kindled against David, and he said. 
Why earnest thou down hither? and with whom hast thou left 
those few sheep in the wilderness ? I know thy pride, and the 
naughtiness of thine heart ; for thou art come down that thou 
mightest see the battle. And David said. What have I now 
done ? Ib there not a cause ? And he turned from him toward 
another, and spake after the same manner : and the people 
answer^ him again after the former manner. 

And when the words were heard which David spake, they 
rehearsed them before Saul : and he sent for him. And David 
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said to Saul, Let no man's heart fail because of him ; thy servant 
will go and fight with this Philistine. And Saul said to David, 
Thou art not able to go against this Philistine to fight with him : 
for thou art but a youth, and he a man of war from his youth. 
And David said unto Saul, Thy servant kept his father's sheep, 
and there came a lion, and a bear, and took a lamb out of the 
flock : and I went out after him, and smote him, and delivered it 
out of his mouth : and when he arose against me, I caught him 
by his beard, and smote him, and slew him. Thy servant slew 
both the lion and the bear : and this uncircumcised Philistine 
shall be as one of them, seeing he hath defied the armies of the 
living God. David said moreover. The Lobd that delivered me 
out of the paw of the lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he 
will deliver me out of the hand of this Philistine. And Saul 
said unto David, Go, and the Lord be with thee. 

And Saul armed David with his armour, and he put an helmet 
of brass upon his head ; also he armed him with a coat of mail. 
And David girded his sword upon his armour, and he assayed to 
go; for he had not proved it And David said unto Saul, I 
cannot go with these ; for I have not proved t?iem. And David 
put them off him. And he took his staff in his hand, and chose 
him five smooth stones out of the brook, and put them in a 
shepherd's bag which he had, even in a scrip ; and his sling ivaa 
in his hand : and he drew near to the Philistine. And the 
Philistine came on and drew near unto David ; and the man that 
bare the shield toent before him. 

And when the Philistine looked about, and saw David, he 
disdained him : for he was but a youth, and ruddy, and of a fair 
coimtenance. And the Philistine said unto David, Am I a dog, 
that thou comest to me with staves ? And the Philistine cursed 
David by his gods. And the Philistine said to David, Come to 
me, and I will give thy flesh unto the fowls of the air, and to the 
beasts of the field. 

Then said David to the Philistine, Thou comest to me with a 
sword, and with a spear, and with a shield : but I come to thee 
in the name of the Lord of hosts, the God of the armies of Israel, 
whom thou hast defied. This day will the Lord deliver thee 
into mine hand ; and I will smite thee, and take thine head from 
thee ; and I will give the carcases of the host of the Philistines 
this day unto the fowls of the air, and to the wild beasts of the 
earth ; that all the earth may know that there is a God in Israel. 
And all this assembly shall know that the Lord saveth not with 
sword and spear : for the battle is the Lord's, and he will give 
you into our hands. 

And it came to pass, when the Philistine arose, and came and 
drew nigh to meet David, that David hasted, and ran toward the 
army to meet the Philistine. And David put his hand in his 
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bag, and took thence a stone, and slang it^ and smote the Philis- 
tine in his forehead, that the stone sunk into his forehead ; and 
he fell upon his face to the earth. So David prevailed over the 
Philistine with a sling and with a stone, and smote the Philistine, 
and slew him; but there toas no sword in the hand of David.

And when Saul saw David go forth against the Philistine, he 
said unto Abner, the captain of the host, Abner, whose son is 
this youth ? And Abner said, Aa thy soul liveth, O king, I can- 
not tell. And the king said. Enquire thou whose son the stripling 
is. And as David returned from the slaughter of the Philistine, 
Abner took him, and brought him before Saul with the head of 
the Philistine in his hand. And Saul said to him, Whose son art 
thou, thou young man ? And David answered, / am the son of 
thy servant Jesse the Beth-lehemite. 

1 8 AND it came to pass, when he had made an end of speaking 
unto Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was knit with the soul of 
David, and Jonathan loved him as his own soul. And Saul took 
him that day, and would let him go no more home to his 
father's house. Then Jonathan and David made a covenant, 
because he loved him as his own soul. And Jonathan stripped 
himself of the robe that tua^s upon him, and gave it to David, 
and his garments, even to his sword, and to»his bow, and to his 
girdle. 

And David went out whithersoever Saul sent him, ami behaved 
himself wisely : and Saul set him over the men of war, and he 
was accepted in the sight of all the people, and also in the sight 
of Saul's servants. 

1 9 And there was war again : and David went out, and fought 
with the Philistines, and slew them with a great slaughter ; and 
they fled from him. 

And the evil spirit from the Lord was upon Saul, as he sat in his 
house with his javelin in his hand : and David played with his 
band. And Saul sought to snute David even to the wall with 
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the javelin ; but he slipped away out of Saul's presence, and he 
smote the javelin into the wall: and David fled, and escaped 
that night. 

Saul also sent mess^igers unto David's house, to watch him, 

and to slay him in the morning : and Michal David's wife told 

^ him, saying, If thou save not thy life to night, 

Es(^ne ft^m ^ »*orrow thou shalt be slain. So Michal let 

Saul David down through a window : and he went, 

XIX. 8-17 *^^ fi^j *^d escaped. And Michal took an 

image, and laid it in the bed, and put a pillow 

of goats' hair for his bolster^ and covered it with a cloth. And 

when Saul sent messengers to take David, she said. He is sick. 

And Saul sent the messengers again to see David, saying, Bring 

him up to me in the bed, that I may slay him. And when the 

messengers were come in, beholdi there woe an image in the bed, 

with a pillow of goats' hair for his bolster. And Saul said unto 

Michal, Why hast thou deceived me so, and sent away mine 

enemy, that he is escaped? And Michal answered Said, He 

said unto me. Let me go; why should I kill theel

20 AND David fled from Naioth in Ramah, and came and 

said before Jonathan, What have I done ? what is mine iniquity ) 

and what is my sin before thy father, that he 

David and seeketh my life? And he said unto him, God

do. nothing either great or small, but that he will 
shew it me : and why should my father hide this thing from me ? 
it is not so. And David sware moreover, and said. Thy father 
certainly knoweth that I have found grace in thine eyes ; and 
he saith, Let not Jonathan know this, lest he be grieved : but 
truly as the Lord liveth, and as thy soul liveth, there is but a 
step between me and death. Then said Jonathan unto David, 
Whatsoever thy soul desireth, I will even do it for thee. 

And David said unto Jonathan, Behold, to morrow is the new 
moon, and I should not fail to sit with the king at meat : but 
let me go, that I may hide myself in the field unto the third day 
at even. If thy father at all miss me, then say, David earnestly 
asked leave pf me that he might run to Beth-lehem his city : 
for there is a yearly sacrifice there for all the family. If he say 
thus, It is well ; thy servant shall have peace : but if he be very 
wroth, then be sure that evil is determined by him.

And they went 
out both of them into the field. And Jonathan said unto Davids 
O Lord God of Israel, when I have sounded my father about to 
morrow any time, or the third day, and, behold, if there be good 
toward David, and I then send not unto thee, and shew it thee ;

David and his men remained in the sides of the 
cave. And the men of David said unto him. Behold the day of 
which the Lord said unto thee, Behold, I will deUver thine 
enemy into thine hand, that thou mayest do to him as it shall 
seem good unto thee. Then David arose, and cut off the skirt 
of SauFs robe privily. And it came to pass afterward, that 
David's heart smote him, because he had cut off Saul's skirt. 
And he said unto his men, The Lobd forbid that I should do 
this thing unto my master, the Lord's anointed, to stretch forth 
mine hand against him, seeing he is the anointed of the Lord. 
So David stayed his servants with these words, and suffered 
them not to rise against Saul. But Saul rose up out of the 
cave, and went on his way. David also arose afterward, and 
went out of the cave, and cried after Saul, saying.

After 
whom is the king of Israel come out? after whom dost thou 
pursue? after a dead dog, after a flea. The Lord therefore be 
judge, and judge between me and thee, and see, and plead my 
cause, and deUver me out of thine hand. 

And it came to pass, when David had made an end of speak- 
ing Uiese words unto Saul, that Saul said, Is this thy voice, my 
son David ? And Saul lifted up his voice and wept. And he 
said to David, Thou art more righteous than I : for thou hast 
rewarded me good, whereas I have rewarded thee evil. And 
thou hast shewed this day how that thou hast dealt well with 
me : forasmuch as when the Lord had delivered me into thine 
hand, thou killedst me not. For if a man find his enemy, will 
he let him go well away 1 wherefore the Lord reward thee 
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good for that thou hast done unto me this day. And now, 
behold, I know w^ that thou shalt surely be king, and that 
the kingdom of Israel shall be established in thine hand. Swear 
now therefore unto me by the Lord, that thou wilt not cut off my 
seed after me, and that thou wilt not destroy my name out of 
my father's house. And David sware unto Saul. And Saul 
went home ; but David and his men gat them up unto the hold.

28 NOW Samuel was dead, and all Israel had lamented him, 
and buried him in Ramah, even in his own city. 

And Saul had put away those that had familiar spirits, and 

the wizards, out of the land. And the Philistines gathered 

themselves together, and came and pitched in 

The Witch Shunem: and Saul gathered all Israel together, 

XXVin 3^5 ^^^ *'^®y pitched in Gilboa. And when Saul saw 

the host of the Philistines, he was afraid, and 

his heart greatly trembled. And when Saul enquired of the 

Lord, the Lord answered him not, neither by dreams, nor by 

Urim, nor by prophets. Then said Saul unto his servants, Seek 

me a woman that hath a familiar spirit, that I may go to her, 

and enquire of her. And his servants said to him. Behold, there 

is a woman that hath a familiar spirit at Ennior. 

And Saul disguised himself, and put on other raiment, and he 
went, and two men with him, and they came to the woman by 
night : and he said, \ pray thee, divine unto me by the familiar 
spirit, and bring me him up, whom I shall name unto thee. 
And the woman said unto him. Behold, thou knowest what Saul 
hath done, how he hath cut off those that have familiar spirits, 
and the wizards, out of the land : wherefore then layest thou a 
snare ior my life, to cause me to die ?

And the woman said unto Saul, 
I saw gods ascending out of the earth. And he said unto her. 
What form ta he of ) And she said, An old man cometh up ; 
and he is covered with a manUe. And Saul perceived that it 
was Samuel, and he stooped with his face to the ground, and 
bowed himself. 
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And Samuel said to Saul, Why hast thou disquieted me, to 
bring me up? And Saul answered, I am sore distressed; for 
the Philistines make war agdinst me, and God is departed from 
me, and answereth me no more, neither by prophets, nor by 
dreams: therefore I have called thee, that thou mayest make 
known unto me what I shall do.

Is not« this Bathnsheba, the 

daughter of Eliam, the wife of Uriah the Hittite 1 And David 

sent messengers, and took her ; and she came in unto him, and 

he lay with her ; for she was purified from her imcleanness : and 

she returned unto her house. And the woman conceived, and 

sent and told David, and said, I am with child. 

And David sent to Joab, saying^ Send me Uriah the Hittite. 
And Joab sent Uriah to David. And when Uriah was come 
unto him, David demanded of him how Joab did, and how the 
people did, and how the war prospered. And David said to 
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Uriah, Gk> down to thy house, and wash thy feet. And Uriah 
depaorted out of the king's house, and there followed him a mess 
of meat from the king. But Uriah slept at the door of the king's 
bouse with all the servants of his lord, and went not down to his 
bouse.

Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, I anointed thee king over Israel, and I 
delivered thee out of the hand of Saul; and I gave thee thy 
master's house, and thy master's wives into thy bosom, and gave 
thee the house of Israel and of Judah ; and if that had been too 
little, I would moreover have given unto thee such and such 
things. Wherefore hast thou despised the commandment of the 
Lord, to do evil in his sight % thou hast killed Uriah the Hittite 
with the sword, and hast taken his wife to he thy wife, and hast 
slain him with the sword of the children of Ammon. Now 
therefore the sword shall never depart from thine house ; because 
thou hast despised me, and hast taken the wife of Uriah the 
Hittite to be thy wife. Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will raise 
up evil against thee, out of thine own house, and I will take thy 
wives before thine eyes, and give them unto thy neighbour, and 
he shall lie with thy wives in the sight of this sun. For thou 
didst it secretly : but I will do this thing before all Israel, and 
before the sun. 

And David said unto Nathan, I have sinned against the 
Lord. And Nathan said unto David, The Lord also hath put 
away thy sin; thou shalt not die. Howbeit, because by this 
deed thou hast given great occasion to the enemies of the Lord 
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to blaspheme, the child also that is bom unto thee shall surely 
die. And Nathan departed unto his house. 

And the Lord struck the child that Urial/s wife bare unto 
David, and it was very sick. David therefore besought God for 
the child ; and David fasted, and went in, ajid lay all night upcm 
the earth. And the elders of his house arose, cmd went to him, to 
raise him up from the earth : but he would not, neither did he 
eat bread with them. And it came to pass on the seventh day, 
that the child died. And the servants of David feared to tell 
him that the child was dead : for they said. Behold, while the 
child was yet alive, we spake unto him, and he would not hearken 
unto our voice : how will he then vex himself, if we tell him that 
the child is dead ? But when David saw that his servants whis- 
pered, David perceived that the child was dead : therefore David 
said unto his servants, Is the child dead 1 And they said. He is 
dead. Then David arose from the earth, and washed, and 
anointed himself, and changed his apparel, and came into the 
house of the Lord, and worshipped : then he came to his own 
house j and when he required, they set bread before him, and he 
did eat. Then said his servants unto him. What thing is this 
that thou hast done? thou didst fast and weep for the diild, 
while it was alive ; but when the child was dead, thou didst rise 
and eat bread. And he said, While the child was yet alive, I 
fasted and wept : for I said, Who can tell whether God will be 
gracious to me, that the child may live? But now he is dead, 
^wherefore should I fast ? can I bring him back again ? I shall go 
to him, but he shall not return to me. 

And David comforted Bath-sheba his wife, and went in unto 
her, and lay with her : and she bare a son, and he called his name 
Solomon : and the Lord loved him. 

1 8 AND David numbered the people that tjoere with him, and 
set captains of thousands and captains of hundreds over them. 
And David sent forth a third part of the people 
under the hand of Joab, and a third part under ^®n®^2^ f 
the hand of Abishai the son of Zeruiah, Joab's ^^AbslSom 
brother, and a third part under the hand of Ittai xYin. 1-33 
the Gittite. And the king said unto the people, I 
will surely go forth with you myself also. But the people answered, 
Thou shaJt not go forth : for if we flee away, they will not care for 
us ; neither if half of us die, will they care for us : but now thou 
art worth ten thousand of us : therefore now it is better that thou 
succour us out of the city. And the king said unto them. What 
seemeth you best I will do. And the king stood by the gate 
side, and all the people came out by hundreds and by thousajods. 
And the king commanded Joab and Abishai and Ittai, saying, 
Deal gently for my sake with the young man, even with Absalom. 
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And all the people heard when the king gave all the captains 
charge concerning Absalom. 

So the people went out into the field against Israel : and the 
battle was in the wood of Ephraim ; where the people of Israel 
were slain before the servants of David, and there was there a 
great slaughter that day of twenty thousand men. For the 
battle was there scattered over the face of all the county: 
and the wood devoured more people that day than the sword 
devoured. 

And Absalom met the servants of David. And Absalom rode 
upon a mule, and the mule went under the. thick boughs of a 
great oak, and his head caught hold of the oak, and he was taken 
up between the heaven and the earth ; and the mule that was 
und^ him went away. And a certain man saw it, and told Joab, 
and said, Behold, I saw Absalom hanged in an oak. And Joab 
said unto the man that told him, And, behold, thou sawest Aim, 
and why didst thou not smite him there to the ground ? and I 
would have given thee ten shekels of silver, and a girdle. And the 
man said unto Joab, Though I should receive a thousand ahekeU 
of silver in mine hand, yet would I not put forth mine hand 
against the king's son : for in our hearing the king charged thee 
and Abishai and Ittai, saying. Beware that none touch the young 
man Absalom. Otherwise I should have wrought falsehood 
against mine own life : for there is no matter hid from the king, 
and thou thyself wouldest have set thyself against me. Then said 
Joab I may not tarry thus with thee. And he took three darts 
in his hand, and thrust them through the heart of AbsalcHu, 
while he was yet alive in the midst of the oak. And ten young 
men that bare Joab's armour compassed about and smote Absalom, 
and slew him. 

And Joab blew the trumpet, and the people returned from 
pursuing after Israel: for Joab held back the people. And 
they took Absalom, and cast him into a great pit in the wood, 
and laid a very great heap of stones upon him : and all Israel 
fled every one to his tent. 

Now Absalom in his lifetime had taken and reared up for him- 
self a pillar, which is in the king's dale : for he said, I have no 
son to keep my name in remembrance : and he called the pillar 
after his own name : and it is called unto this day, Absalom's 
place. 

Then said Ahimaaz. the son of Zadok, Let me now run, and 
bear the king tidings, how that the Lord hath avenged him of his 
enemies. And Joab said unto him. Thou shalt not bear tidings 
this day, but thou shalt bear tidings another day : but this day 
thou shalt bear no tidings, because the king's son is dead. Then 
said Joab to Cushi, Go tell the king what thou hast seen. And 
Cushi bowed himself unto Joab, and ran. Then said Ahimaaz 
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the son of Zadok yet again to Joab, But howsoever, let me, I 
pray thee, also run after Cushi. And Joab said, Wherefore wilt 
thou run, my son, seeing that thou hast no tidings ready t But 
howsoever, said he, let me run. And he said unto him, Run. 
Then Ahimaaz ran by the way of the plain, and overran Oushi. 

And David sat between the two gates : and the watchman went 
up to the roof over the gate unto the wall, and lifted up his eyes, 
and looked, and behold a man running alone. And the watchman 
cried, and told the king. And the king said. If he he alone, tJiere 
is tidings in his mouth. And he came apace, and drew near. 
And the watchman saw another man running : and the watchman 
called upon the porter, and said, Behold another man running 
alone. And the king said, He also bringeth tidings. And the 
-watchman said, Me thinketh the running of the foremost is like 
the running of Ahimaaz the son of Zadok. And the king said, 
He is a good man, and cometh with good tidings. 

And Ahimaaz called, and said unto the king, All is well. And 
he fell down to the earth upon his face before the king, and said, 
Blessed be the Lord thy God, which hatb delivered up the men 
that lifted up their hand against my lord the king. And the king 
said. Is the young man Absalom safe ? And Ahimaaz answered. 
When Joab sent the king's servant, and me thy servant, I saw a 
great tumult, but I knew not what it t4xis. And the king said 
unto him, Turn aside, and stand here. And he turned aside, and 
stood still. And, behold, Cushi came ; and Cushi said, Tidings, 
my lord the king : for the Lord hath avenged thee this day of all 
them that rose up against thee. And the king said unto Cushi, 
Is the young man Absalom safe? And Cushi answered, The 
enemies of my lord the king, and all that rise against thee to do 
t?iee hurt, be as that young man is. And the king was much 
moved, and went up to the chamber over the'gate, and wept : and 
as he went, thus he said, O my son Absalom, my son, my son 
Absalom ! would God I had died for thee, Absalom my son, 
my son !

— The books of Kings consist of two DeiUeronomiat recUuHons 
of prinUttve material^ A ^^ -^a* O''*^ possibly a still later revision by P. 
{though that is doubtful) — Di dbout 600 B.C., D^not btfore the Bajbylonian 
exHe. The object of the DeiUeronomist writer is throughotU to point tht 
moral: — 

(1) Fidelity to Jahveh is rewarded by national prosperity : infidelity by 
national disaster, 

(2) There must be no foreign Tjoorships^ and 

(3) no high places. No calf-tvorship, such as ruined the Northern 
kingdom, 

(4) Sacrificial worship must be restricted to the central Sanctuary at 
Jerusalem. The Temple — the Bavidic dynasty — the Prophets (such <is 
Elijah and Elisha), are the three great theocratic instUiUions. 

Still the Deuteronomist redactor does not falsify history like the author of 
Chronicles^ e. g. AJutb, despite his sinSy is shown to have had many good 
traits and to have done many great things.

Solomon's Judgment — Derived probably from early traditions foimd in the 
Book of the Acts of Solomon. 

The judgrnent of Solomxm is paralleled by a story in Diodoms Siculits, 
AriophameSf king of Thrace, had to decide which of three pretenders woa 
reaUy the son of the dead king of the Cimmerians : he ordered them ecu:h 
to pierce the body of the dead father with a spear — the true son of course 
refused. {Quoted by Tliemus, ** Die Pucher der Konige erklart," 2nd 
edition, 1873.) 

Observe that the **toisdom " which appealed to the early Hebrews was not 
** the fear of the Lord " of Job and Proverbs, but a loorldly wit, practical 
o/cuteness, a good judicial decision, 

3 IN Gibeon the Lobd appeared to Solomon in a dream by night : 
and God said, Ask what I shall give thee. And Solomon said, 
Thou hast shewed unto thy servant David my 
father great mercy, according as he walked before Judgment 
thee in truth, and in righteousness, and in up- ui 5-2g^ 
lightness of heart with thee ; and thou hast kept 
for him this great kindness, that thou hast given him a son to sit 
on his throne, as it is this day. And now, O Lobd my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king instead of David my father : and I 
am but a little child : I know not how to go out or come in. 
And thy servant is in the midst of thy people which thou hast 
chosen, a great people, that cannot be numbered nor counted for 
multitude. Give therefore thy servant an understanding heart 
to judge thy people, that I may discern between good and bad : 
for who is able to judge this thy so great a people? 

And the speech pleased the Lord, that Solomon had asked this 
thing. And God said unto him, Because thou hast asked this 
thing, and hast not asked for thyself long life; neither hast 
asked riches for thyself, nor hast asked the Ute of thine enemies; 
but hast asked for thyself understanding to discern judgment ; 
behold, I have done according to thy words : lo, I have given 
thee a wise and an understanding heart ; so that there was none 
like thee before thee, neither after thee shall any arise like unto 
thee. And I have also given thee that which thou hast not 
asked, both riches, and honour : so that there shall not be any 
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among the kings like unto thee all thy days. And if thou wilt 
walk in my ways, to keep my statutes and my commandments, 
as thy father David did walk, then I will lengthen thy days. 
And Solomon awoke; and, hehold, it teas a dream. And he 
came to Jerusalem, and stood before the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord, and offered up burnt offerings, and offered peace 
offerings, and made a feast to all his servants. 

Then came there two women, thcU tuere harlots, unto the king, 
and stood before him. And the one woman said, O my lord, I 
and this woman dwell in one house ; and I was delivered of a 
child with her in the house. And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this woman was delivered also : 
and we taere together ; there toas no stranger with us in the 
house, save we two in the house. And this woman's child died 
in the night; because she overlaid it. And she arose at mid- 
night, and took my son from beside me, while thine handmaid 
slept, ajid laid it in her bosom, and laid her dead child in my 
bosom. And when I rose in the morning to give my child suck, 
behold, it was dead : but when I had considered it in the 
morning, behold, it was not my son, which I did bear. And the 
other woman said. Nay ; but the living is my son, and the dead 
is thy son. And this said. No ; but the dead is thy son, and the 
living is my son. Thus they spake before the king. 

Then said the king. The one saith. This is my son that liveth, 
and thy son is the dead : and the other saith, Nay ; but thy son 
is the dead, and my son is the living. And the king said, Bring 
me a sword. And they brought a sword before the king. And 
the king said, Divide the living child in two, and give half to the 
one, and half to the other. Then spake the woman whose the 
living child tocts unto the king, for her bowds yearned upon her 
son, and she said, O my lord, give her the living child, and in 
no wise slay it. But the other said. Let it be neither mine nor 
thine, hut divide it. Then the king answered and said, Give her 
the living child, and in no wise slay it : she is the mother thereof. 

And all Israel heard of the judgment which the king had 
judged ; and they feared the king : for they saw that the wisdom 
of God was in him, to do judgment.

Bvi, after SolommCs words, ** The Lcyrd said . , , to abide in for 
ever," the passage is wholly Deuteronomic, composed and inserted by the 
compilers. 

WUh the help of the LXX we can reconstitute Solomon's (probMy) 
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genuine utterance. According to Dr, Cheyne {^^ Origin of PsaZter" pp, 
193, 212) it should run thus : — 

The sun has Jahveh set in the heavens : 

He (himself) has resolved to dwell in thick darkness : 

Built have la lofty mansion for thee^ 

A place for thee to dwell in for (all) a^, 

8 THEN Solomon assembled the elders of Israel, and all the 
heads of the tribes, the chief of the fathers of the children of 
Israel, unto king Solcnnon in Jerusalem, that 
they might bring up the ark of the covenant of The 

the Lord out of the city of David, which is Zion. Dedles^on 

And all the men of Israel assembled them- Temple^by 
selves unto king Solomon at the feast in the Solomon 
month Ethanim, which is the seventh month. yill. i-61 
And all the elders of Israel came, and the priests 
took up the ark. And they brought up the ark of the Lord, 
and the tabernacle of the congregation, and all the holy vessels 
that tvere in the tabernacle, even those did the priests and the 
Levites bring up. And king Solomon, and all the congregation 
of Israel, that were assembled unto him, were with him before 
the ark, sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could not be told nor 
numbered for multitude. And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord unto his place, into the 
oracle of the house, to the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubims. For the cherubims spread forth their 
two wings over the place of the ark, and the cherubims covered 
the ark and the staves thereof above. And they drew out the 
staves, that the ends of the staves were seen out in the holy 
pl<ice before the oracle, and they were not seen without: and 
there they are unto this day. There was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables of stone, which Moses put there at Horeb, 
when the Lord made a covenant with the children of Israel, 
when they came out of the land of Egypt. 

And it came to pass, when the priests were come out of the 
holy pUice, that the cloud filled the house of the Lord, so that 
the priests could not stand to minister because of the cloud : 
for tiie glory of the Lord had filled the house of the Lord. 

Then spake Solomon, The Lord said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness. I have surely built thee an house to dwell 
in, a settled place for thee to abide in for ever. 

And the king turned his face about, and blessed all the con- 
gregation of Israel : (and all the congregation of Israel stood ;) 
and he said, Blessed he the Lord God of Israel, which spi^e 
with his mouth unto David my father, and hath with his hand 
fulfilled it, saying. Since the day that I brought forth my people 
Israel out of Egypt, I chose no city out of all the tribes of Israel 
to build an house, that my name might be therein ; but I chose 
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David to be over my people Israel. And it was in the heart o! 
David my father to build an house for the name of the Lord 
€k)d of Israel. And the Lord said unto David my fath^, 
Whereas it was in thine heart to build an house unto my name, 
thou didst well that it was in thine heart. Nevertheless thou 
shalt not build the house ; but thy son that shall come forth out 
of thy loins, he shall build the house unto my name. And tiie 
Lord hath performed his word that he spake, and I am risen up 
in the room of David my father, and sit on the throne of Israel, 
as the Lord promised, and have built an house for the name <^ 
the Lord God of Israel. And I have set there a place for the 
ark, wherein is the covenant of the Lord, which he made with 
our fathers, when he brought them out of the land of Egypt. 

And Solomon stood before the altar of the Lord in the pre- 
sence of all the congregation of Israel, and spread forth his 
hands toward heaven : and he said, Lord God of Israel, there is no 
God like thee, in heaven above, or on earth beneath, who keepest 
covenant and mercy with thy servants that walk before thee with 
all their heart : who hast kept with thy servant David my father 
that thou promisedst him : thou spakest also with thy mouth, and 
hast fulfilled it with thine hand, as it is this day. Therefore now, 
Lord God of Israel, keep with thy servant David my father that 
thou promisedst him, saying, There shall not fail thee a man in 
my sight to sit on the throne of Israel ; so that thy children take 
heed to their way, that they walk before me as thou hast walked 
before me. And now, O God of Israel, let thy word, I pray thee, 
be verified, which thou spakest unto thy servant David my father. 

But will God indeed dwell on the earth 1 behold, the heaven 
and heaven of heavens cannot contain thee ; how much less this 
house that I have builded ? Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant and to his supplication, O Lord my G<xi, 
to hearken unto the cry and to the prayer, which thy servant 
prayeth before thee to day : that thine eyes may be open toward 
this house night and day, even toward tibe place of which thou 
hast said. My name shall be there : that thou mayest heark^i 
unto the prayer which thy servant shall make toward this place. 
And hearken thou to the supplication of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, when they shall pray toward this place : and hoM* 
thou in heaven thy dwelling place : and when thou hearest, forgive. 

If any man trespass against his neighbour, and an oath be laid 
upon him to cause him to swear, and the oath come before thine 
altar in this house : then hear thou in heaven, and do, and judge 
thy servants, condemning the wicked, to bring his way upon hw 
head ; and justifying the righteous, ix) give him according to his 
righteousness. 

When thy people Israel be smitten down before the enemy, be- 
cause they have sinned against thee, and shall turn again to thee, 
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and confess thy name, and pray, and make supplication unto thee 
in this house : then hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of 
thy people Israel, and hring them again unto the land which thou 
gavest unto their fathers. 

When heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, because they 
have sinned against thee ; if they pray toward this place, and con- 
fess thy name, and turn from their sin, when thou afflictest them : 
then hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people Israel, that thou teach them the good way wherein 
they should walk, and give rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
given to thy people for an inheritance. 

If there be in the land famine, if there be pestilence, blasting, 
mildew, locust, or if there be caterpiller ; if their enemy besiege 
them in the land of their cities ; whatsoever plague, whatsoever 
sickness there he ; what prayer and supplication soever be Tfwide 
by any man, or by all thy people Israel, which shall know every 
man the plague of his own heart, and spread forth his hands 
toward this house : then hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, 
and forgive, and do, and give to every man according to his ways, 
whose heart thou knowest; (for thou, even thou only, knowest 
the hearts of all the children of men ;) that they may fear thee 
all the days that they live in the land which thou gavest unto 
our fathers. 

Moreover concerning a stranger, that is not of thy people Israel, 
but cometh out of a far country for thy name's sake ; (for they 
shall hear of thy great name, and of thy strong hand, and of thy 
stretched out arm;) when he shall come and pray toward this 
house ; hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, and do according 
to all that the stranger calleth to thee for : that all people of the 
earth may know thy name, to fear thee, as do thy people Israel ; 
and that they may know that this house, which I have builded, 
is called by thy name. 

If thy people go out to battle against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou shalt send them, and shall pray unto the Lord toward the 
city which thou hast chosen, and towanrd the house that I have 
built for thy name : then hear thou in heaven their. prayer and 
their supplication, and maintain their cause. 

If they sin against thee, (for there is no man that sinneth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and deliver them to the enemy, so 
that they carry tnem away captives unto the land of the enemy, 
far or near; yet if they shall bethink themselves in the land 
whither they were carried captives, and repent, and make sup- 
plication unto thee in the land of them that carried them captives, 
saying. We have sinned, and have done perversely, we have com- 
mitt^ wickedness ; and so return unto thee with all their heart, 
and with all their soul, in the land of their enemies, which led 
them away captive, and pray unto thee toward their land, which 
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thou gayest unto their fathers, the city which thou hast chos^ 
and the house which I have built for thy name : then hear thou 
their prayer and their supplication in heaven thy dwelling place, 
and maintain their cause, and forgive thy people that have sinned 
against thee, and all their transgressions wherein they have trans- 
gressed against thee, and give them compassion before them who 
carried them captive, that they may have compassion on th^n : 
for they he thy people, and thine inheritance, which thou brought- 
est forth out of Egypt, from the midst of the f lumace of iron : 
that thine eyes may be open unto the supplication of thy servant, 
and unto the supplication of thy people Israel, to hearken unto 
them in all that they call for unto thee. For thou didst separate 
them from among all the people of the earth, to be thme in- 
heritance, as thou spakest by the hand of Moses thy servant, 
when thou broughtest our fathers out of Egypt^ O Lord God. 

And it was «o, that when Solomon had made an end of praying 
all this prayer and supplication unto the Lord, he arose from 
before the altar of the Lord, from kneeling on his knees with 
his hands spread up to heaven. And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with a loud voice, saying. Blessed be the 
Lord, that hath given rest unto his people Israel, according to all 
that he promised : there hath not failed one word of all Ina good 
promise, which he promised by the hand of Moses his servant. 
The Lord our God be with us, as he was with our fathers : let 
him not leave us, nor forsake us : that he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, and to keep his commandments, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, which he commanded our 
fathers. And let these my words, wherewith I have made sup- 
plication before the Lord, be nigh unto the Lord our Gtxi day 
and night, that he maintain the cause of his servant, and the 
cause of his people Israel at all times, as the matter shall require : 
that all the people of the earth may know that the Lord is €k)d, 
cmd that there is none else. Let your heart therefore be perfect 
with the Lord our God, to walk in his statutes, and to keep his 
commandments, as at this day. 

Qneen of Sheba. — The story comes doubtless from early tradition, but the visit 
of the Queen of Sheba must have been primarily political. Therefore the 
present form of the story is probably due to later recensions as magnifying 
the wisdom of Solomon. 

Sheba, aairding to Pliny and Strdbo, was a commercial empire in the 
S.W, of Arabia. 
{Cf, Jer. vi. 20, Ezek. xxvii. 22, Isaiah Ix. 6, Ps. Ixxii. 15.) 
JFe know nothing scarcely of its early history except that the nam£S of 
q^ueens have not been discovered amid the ruins of its capital, Mdriaba, or 
Marib. 

1 AND when the queen of Sheba heard of the fame of Solomon 
concerning the name of the Lord, she came to prove him with

Ixard questions. And she came to Jerusalem with a very great 
train, with camels that bare spices, and very 
much gold, and precious stones: and when she ^u^k^^ 
was come to Solomon, she communed with him ^^^^^ 
of all that was in her heart. And Solomon told 
lier all her questions: there was not any thing hid from the 
king, which he told her not. And when the queen of Sheba 
liad seen all Solomon's wisdom, and the house that he had built, 
and the meat of his table, and the sitting of his servants, and 
the attendance of his ministers, and their apparel, and his cup- 
bearers, and his ascent by which he went up unto the house of 
the Lord ; there was no more spirit in her. And she said to 
the king, It was a true report that I heard in mine own land of 
thy acts and of thy wisdom. Howbeit I believed not the words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen it : and, behold, the half 
wajs not told me : thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the fame 
which I heard. Happy a/re thy men, happy are these thy 
servants, which stand continually before thee, and that hear 
thy wisdom. Blessed be the Lord thy Gkxi, which delighted in 
thee, to set thee on the throne of Israel : because the Lord loved 
Israel for ever, therefore made he thee king, to do judgment and 
justice. And she gave the king an hundred and twenty talents 
of gold, and of spices very great store, and precious stones: 
there came no more such abundance of spices as these which 
the queen of Sheba gave to king Solomon. 

And the navy also of Hiram, that brought gold from Ophir, 
brought in from Ophir great plenty of almug trees, and precious 
stones. And the king made of the almug trees pillars for the 
house of the Lord, and for the king's house, harps also and 
psalteries for singers : there came no such almug trees, nor were 
seen unto this day. 

And king Solomon gave unto the queen of Sheba all her 
desire, whatsoever she asked, beside that which Solomon gave 
her of his royal bounty. So she turned and went to her own 
country, she and her servants. 

Division of the Kingdom. — Th>e writer has apparently some sympathy with 
the revolt, and was perhaps an EphrairfvUe, Probably the account comes 
from the Chronicles of the Kings of Israel, The phrase ''unto this day," 
shows that the present narrative was not contemporary with the events 
detailed, [After v. 24t one of the LXX versions has a long additional 
pa/ragraph aiovt Jeroboam,'] 

12 AND Rehoboam went to Shechem: for all Israel were 
come to Shechem to make him king. 

And it came to pass, when Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who 
was yet in Egypt, heard of it, (for he was fled from the presence 
of king Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt ;) that i^ey sent 
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and called him. And Jeroboam and all the congregation of 
Israel came, and spake unto Rehoboam, saying, 
^^^sion of Thy father made our yoke grievous : now there- 
Kingdom ^^^® mi^e thou the grievous service of thy father, 
XXL 1-24 *^^ ^ heavy yoke which he put upon us, lighter, 
and we will serve thee. And he said unto them. 
Depart yet for three days, then come again to me. And the 
people departed. 

And king Rehoboam consulted with the old men, that stood 
before Solomon his father while he yet lived, and said, How do 
ye advise that I may answer this people % And they spake unto 
him, saying. If thou wilt be a servant unto this people this day, 
and wilt serve them, and answer them, and speak good words to 
them, then they will be thy servants for ever. 

But he forsook the counsel of the old men, which they had 
given him, and consulted with the young men that were grown 
up with him, omd which stood before him : and he said unto 
them, What counsel give ye that we may answer this people, 
who have spoken to me, saying, Make the yoke which thy father 
did put upon us lighter 1 And the young men that were grown 
up with him spake unto him, saying, Thus shalt thou speak 
unto this people that spake unto thee, saying, Thy father made 
our yoke heavy, but make thou it lighter unto us; thus shalt 
thou say unto them, My little finger shall be thicker than my 
father's loins. And now whereas my father did lade you with a 
heavy yoke, I will add to your yoke : my father hath chastised 
you with whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions. 

So Jeroboam and all the people came to Rehoboam the third 
day, as the king had appointed, saying. Come to me again the 
third day. And the king answered the people roughly, and 
forsook the old men's counsel that they gave him ; and spake to 
them after the counsel of the young men, saying. My father 
made your yoke heavy, and I will add to your yoke : my father 
also chastised you with whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. Wherefore the king hearkened not unto the people ; 
for the cause was from the Lord, that he might perform his 
saying, which the Lord spake by Ahijah the Shilonite unto 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

So when all Israel saw that the king hearkened not unto 
them, the people answered the king, saying, What portion have 
we in David ] neither have we inheritance in the son of Jesse : 
to your tents, O Israel : now see to thine own house, David. 
So Israel departed unto their tents. But as for the children of 
Israel which dwelt in the cities of Judah, Rehoboam reigned 
over them. 

Then king Rehoboam sent Adoram, who was over the tribute ; 
and all Israel stoned him with stones, that he died. Therefore 
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king Behoboam made speed to get him up to his chariot, to flee 
to Jerusalem. So Israel rebelled against the house of David 
unto this day. And it came to pass, when all Israel heard that 
Jeroboam was come again, that they sent and called him unto 
the congregation, and made him king over all Israel : there was 
none that followed the house of David, but the tribe of Judah 
only. 

And when Rehoboam was come to Jerusalem, he assembled 
all the house of Judah, with the tribe of Benjamin, an hundred 
and fourscore thousand chosen men, which were warriors, to 
fight against the house of Israel, to bring the kingdom again to 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon. But the word of God came 
unto Shemaiah the man of God, saying. Speak unto Rehoboam, 
the son of Solomon, king of Judah, and unto all the house of 
Judah and Benjamin, and to the remnant of the people, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall not go up, nor fight against your 
brethren the children of Israel : return every man to his house ; 
for this thing is from me. They hearkened therefore to the 
word of the Lord, and returned to depart, according to the 
word of the Lord. 



El^ah's Sacrifice. — The scene of the sacrifice is Mount Carmel, which was held 
scuyred by the Phoenicians and probably had an altar to Baal as well as to 
Jahveh, 

In chap. xix. the Tiame of Mount Uoreb shows that this account comes from an 
Mohistic or Ephraimite source. Mount Sinai could have been reached from 
. Beer-sheba in eight or ten days. 

In the Theophany in chap. xix. observe that the conception of the divinity 
has got beyond thunderstorms and earthquakes. ** The still small voice " 
is lit. " a sound of their silence." Cf Job iv. 16, ** silence and a voice." 
7%e whole story comes from the Elijah docvmients preserved in North Israel, 

1 8 AND it came to pass after many days, that the word of the 
Lord came to Elijah in the third year, saying. Go, shew thyself 
unto Ahab ; and I will send rain upon the earth. And Elijah 
went to shew himself unto Ahab. And th^re was a sore famine 
in Samaria. 

And Ahab called Obadiah, which was the governor of his 
house. (Now Obadiah feared the Lord greatly : for it was so, 
when Jezebel cut off the prophets of the Lord, 
that Obadiah took an hundred prophets, and hid ^iVawLfte^ 
them by fifty in a cave, and fed them with bread vyTTj _xix 
and water.) And Ahab said unto Obadiah, 
Go into the land, unto all fountains of water, and unto all 
brooks : peradventure we may find grass to save the horses and 
mules alive, that we lose not all the beasts. So they divided 
the land between them to pass throughout it : Ahab went one 
way by himself, and Obadiah went another way by himself. 
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And as Obadiah was in the way, behold, Elijah met him : and 
he knew him, and fell on his face, and said. Art thou that my 
lord Elijah? And he answered him, I am: go, tell thy lord, 
Behold Elijah is here. And he said, What have I sinned, that 
thou wouldest deUver thy servant into the hand of Ahab, to slay 
me ? As the Lord thy God liveth, there is no nation or king- 
dom, whither my lord hath not sent to seek thee: and when 
they said, He is not there ; he took an oath of the kingdom and 
nation, that they found thee not. And now thou sayest, Go, 
tell thy lord. Behold, Elijah is here. And it shall come to pass, 
as soon as I son gone from thee, that the Spirit of the Lobd 
shall carry thee whither I know not ; and so when I come and 
tell Ahab, and he cannot find thee, he shall slay me : but I thy 
servant fear the Lord from my youth. Was it not told my loid 
what I did when Jezebel slew the prophets of the Lord, how I 
hid an hundred men of the Lord's prophets by fifty in a cave, 
and fed them with bread and water? And now thou sayest, 
Go, tell thy lord, Behold, EUjah is here : and he shall slay me. 
And EUjah said. As the Lord of hosts Hveth, before whom I 
stand, I will surely shew myself unto him to day. 

So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, and told him : and Ahab went 
to meet Elijah. And it came to pass, when Ahab saw Elijah, 
that Ahab said unto him. Art thou he that troubleth Israel? 
And he answered, I have not troubled Israel ; but thou, and thy 
father's house, in that ye have forsi^en the commandiments of 
the Lord, and thou hast followed Baalim. Now therefore send 
and gather to mo all Israel unto mount Carmel, and the prophets 
of Baal four hundred and fifty, and the prophets of the groves 
four hundred, which eat at Jezebel's table. So Ahab sent unto 
all the children of Israel, and gathered the prophets together 
unto mount Carmel. 

And Elijah came unto all the people, and said, How long 
halt ye between two opinions ? if the Lord be Gtod, follow him : 
but if Baal, then follow him. And the people answered him not 
a word. 

Then said Elijah unto the people, I, even 1 only, remain a 
prophet of the Lord ; but Baal's prophets are four hundred and 
fifty men. Let them therefore give us two bullocks; and let 
them choose one bullock for themselves, and cut it in pieces, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire under : and I will dress the other 
bullock, and lay it on wood, and put no fire u/nder : and call ye 
on the name of your gods, and I will call on the name of the 
Lord : and the God that answereth by fire, let him be God. And 
all the people answered and said. It is well spoken. 

And Elijah said unto the prophets of Baal, Choose you one 
bullock for yourselves, and dress it first ; for ye are many ; and 
call on the name of your gods, but put no fire under. And they 
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iiook the bullock which was given them, and they dressed it, and 
c^led on the name of Baal from morning even until noon, 
saying, O Baal, hear us. But there toas no voice, nor any that 
a,nswered. And they leaped upon the altar which was made. 
.Ajid it came to pass at noon, that Elijah mocked them, and said, 
Ory aloud : for he t^ a god j either he is talking, or he is pur- 
suing, or he is in a journey, or peradventure he sleepeth, and 
must be awaked. And they cried aloud, and cut themselves 
after their manner with knives and lancets, till the blood gushed 
out upon them. And it came to pass, when midday was past, 
and they prophesied until the time of the offering of the evening 
sacrifice, that tltere was neither voice, nor any to answer, nor any 
that regarded. 

And Elijah said unto all the people. Come near unto me. 
And all the people came near unto him. And he repaired the 
altar of the Lobd that was broken down. And Elijah took 
twelve stones, according to the number of the tribes of the sons 
of Jacob, unto whom the word of the Lord came, saying, Israel 
shall be thy name : and with the stones he built an altar in the 
name of the Lobd : and he made a trench about the altar, as 
great as would contain two measures of seed. And he put the 
Tirood in order, and cut the bullock in pieces, and laid him on 
the wood, and said, Fill four barrels with water, and pour it on 
the burnt sacrifice, and on the wood. And he said, Do it the 
second time. And they did it the second time. And he said, 
I>o it the third time. And they did it the third time. And the 
water ran round about the altar ; and he filled the trench also 
-with water. 

And it came to pass at the tim^e of the offering of the evening 
sacrifice, that Elijah the prophet came near, and said. Lord God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known this day that 
thou art God in Israel, and that 1 am thy servant, and that I 
have done all these things at thy word. Hear me, O Lord, 
hear me, that this people may know that thou art the Lord God, 
and t?iat thou hast turned their heart back again. Then the fire 
of the LoRt) fell, and consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the wood, 
and the stones, and the dust, and licked up the water that uhm 
in the trench. 

And when all the people saw it, they fell on their faces : and 
they said. The Lord, he is the God ; the Lord, he ia the God. 
And Elijah said unto them. Take the prophets of Baal ; let not 
one off them escape. And they took them : and Elijah brought 
them down to the brook Kishon, and slew them there. 

And Elijah said unto Ahab, G^t thee up, eat and drink ; for 
tfiere is a sound of abundance of rain. So Ahab went up to eat 
and to drink. And Elijah went up to the top of Carmel ; and 
he cast himself down upon the earth, and put his face between 

N 
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his knees, and said to his servant, €k) up now, look toward ihe 
sea. And he went up, and looked, and said, Tliere is nothing. 
And he said, Gro again seven times. And it came to pass at the 
seventh time, that he said, Behold, there ariseth a Httle cloud 
out of the sea, like a man's hand. And he said, €ro up, say unto 
Ahab, Prepare thy cha/riot^ and get thee down, that the rain stop 
thee not. And it came to pass in the mean while, that tfa^ 
heaven was black with clouds and wind, and there was a great 
rain. And Ahab rode, and went to Jezreel. And the hand of 
the Lord was on Elijah ; and he girded up his loins, and ran 
before Ahab to the entrance of Jezreel. 

19 AKD Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah had done, and 
withal how he had slain all the prophets with the sword. Then 
Jezebel sent a messenger unto Elijah, saying. So let the gods do 
to me^ and more also, if I make not thy life as the life of one 
of them by to morrow about this time. And when he saw ihai, 
he arose, and went for his life, and came to Beer-sheba, which 
helongeth to Judah, and left his servant there. 

But he himself went a day's journey into the wilderness, and 
came and sat down under a juniper tree : and he requested 
for himself that he might die ; and said, It is enough ; now, 
Lord, take away my life ; for I am not better than my fathers. 
And as he lay and slept under a juniper tree, behold, then aa 
angel touched him, and said unto him, Arise and eat. And he 
looked, and, behold, there was a cake baken on the coals, and a 
cruse of water at his head. And he did eat and drink, and laid 
him down again. And the angel of the Lord came again the 
second time, and touched him, and said. Arise and eat ; because 
the journey is too great for thee. And he arose, and did eat and 
drink, and went in the strength of that meat forty days and forty 
nights unto Horeb the mount of Gk)d. 

And he came thither unto a cave, and lodged there; and, 
behold, the word of the Lord came to him, and he said unto him, 
What doest thou here, Elijah ? And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord Gkxi of hosts : for the children of Israel 
have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine altars, and slain 
thy prophets with the sword ; and I, even I only, am left ; and 
they seek my life, to take it away. And he said. Go forth, and 
stand upon the moiuit before the Lord. And« (behold, the Lord 
passed by, and a great and strong wind rent the mountains, and

Yet I have left me seven thousand in Israel, 
all the knees which have not bowed unto Baal, and every mouth 
which hath not kissed him. 

So he departed thence, and found Elisha the son of Shaphat, 
who units plowing toith twelve yoke of oxen before him, and he 
with the twelfth : and Elijah passed by him, and cast his m&ntlo 
upon him. And he left the oxen, and ran after EHjah, and said, 
Jjet me, I ptay thee, kiss my father and my mother, and then I 
-will follow thee. And he said unto him. Go back again : for 
what have I done to thee ? And he returned back from him, 
and took a yoke of oxen, and slew them, and boiled their flesh 
with the instruments of the oxen, and gave unto the people, and 
they did eat. Then he arose, and went after Elijah, and 
ministered unto him. 

Abab and Kaboth. — This chapter prohahly comes from a history of Blijah, but 
its position is very doubtful. Perhaps it should come before the contest 
on CarmeU At all everUs, the murder of NabUh {as MoOfld rernarks) 
directly led to the destruction of the house of Omri. 

21 AND it came to pass after these things, thai Naboth the 

Jezreelite had a vineyard, which was in Jezreel, hard by the 

palace of Ahab king of Samaria. And Ahab 

spake unto Naboth, saying. Give me thy vin6- Nabottia 

yard, that I may have it for a garden of herbs, ^xi 

because it is near unto my house : and I will 

give thee for it a better vineyard than it ; or, if it seem good 

to thee, I will give thee the worth of it in money. And Nabotfi 

said to Ahab, The Lord forbid it me, that I should give the 

inheritance of my fathers unto thee. 

And Ahab came into his house heavy and displeased beciiuse 
of the word which Naboth the Jezreelite had spoken to him : for 
he had said, I will not give thee the inheritance of my fathers. 
And he laid him down upon his bed, and turned away his facO) 
and would eat no bread. 
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But Jezebel his wife came to him, and said unto him, Why is 
thy spirit so sad, that thou eatest no bread ? And he said unto 
her, Because I spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and said unto 
him. Give me thy vineyard for money ; or else, if it please thee, 
I will give thee another vineyard for it : and he answered, I will 
not give thee my vineyard. And Jezebel his wife said unto him, 
Dost thou now govern the kingdom of Israel? arise, cmd eat 
bread, and let thine heart be merry : I will give thee the vine- 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite. So she wrote letters in Ahab's 
name, and seeJed them with his seal, and sent the letters unto 
the elders and to the nobles that toere in his city, dwelling with 
Naboth. And she wrote in the letters, saying, Proclaim a fast, 
and set Naboth on high among the people : and set two men, 
sons of Belial, before him, to bear witness against him, sajdng, 
Thou didst blaspheme God and the king. And then carry him 
out, and stone him, that he may die. 

And the men of his city, even the elders and the nobles who 
were the inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel had sent imto 
tibem, a/nd as it was written in the letters which she had sent 
unto them. They proclaimed a fast, and set Naboth on high 
among the people. And there came in two men, children of 
Belial, and sat before him : and the men of Belial witnessed 
against him, even against Naboth, in the presence of the -people, 
saying, Naboth did blaspheme God and the king. Then iiiej 
carri^ him forth out of the city, and stoned him with stones, 
that he died. Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, Naboth is 
stoned, and is dead. 

And it came to pass, when Jezebel heard that Naboth was 
stoned, and was dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, Arise, take 
possession of the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, which he 
refused to give thee tor money; for Naboth is not alive, but 
dead. And it came to pass, when Ahab heard that Naboth was 
dead, that Ahab rose up to go down to the vineyard of Naboth 
the Jezreelite, to take possession of it. . 

And the word of the Loed came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 
Arise, go down to meet Ahab king of Israel, which is in 
Samaria : behold, he is in the vineyard of Naboth, whither he is 
gone down to possess it. And thou shalt speak unto him, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou killed, and also taken possession f 
And thou shalt speak unto him, saying. Thus saith the Lord, In 
the place where dogs licked the blood of Naboth shall dogs lick 
thy blood, even thine. 

And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast thou found me, O mine 
enemy] And he answered, I have found th>ee: because thou 
hast sold thyself to work evil in the sight of the Lord. Behold, 
I will bring evil upon thee, and will take away thy posterity, 
and will cut off from Ahab him that pisseth against the waU, 
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&n.d him that is shut up and left in Israel, and will make thine 
House like the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and like the 
House of Baasha the son of Ahijah, for the provocation where- 
i^th thou hast provoked tjm to anger, and made Israel to sin. 
^nd of Jezebel also spake the Lord, saying, The dogs shall eat 
Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. Him that dieth of Ahab in the 
city the dogs shall eat ; and him that dieth in the field shall the 
fowls of the air eat. 

But th^e was none like unto Ahab, which did sell himself to 
'work wickedness in the sight of the Lord, whom Jezebel his wife 
stirred up. And he did veiy abominably in following idols, 
according to all things as did the Amorites, whom the Lord cast 
out before the children of Israel. 

And it came to pass, when Ahab heard those words, that he 
rent his clothes, and put sackcloth upon his flesh, and fasted, and 
lay in sackcloth, and went softly. And the word of the Lord 
came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, Seest thou how Ahab 
humbleth himself before me % because he humbleth himself before 
me, I will not bring the evil in his days : hut in his son's days 
will I bring the evil upon his house. 



Death of Ahab. — The source is the NationaZ Annals of the House of Israel. 

Benhadad had refused to surrender the frontier city of jRarrwth-gilead, and 
Ahaby after three years' trace, resolved to assert by force the rights be- 
longing to Mm by the treaty of Aphek {see chap, xx.). 

Jehoshcbphat of Judah is thought to Jiave been Ahdb's vassal, because he 
ma/rried Ahdb*s daughter (2 Kings viii. 18). 

Observe that Ahaz cam, commamd 400 prophets of Jahveh, suggesting a very 
different situation from that revealed in Mijah*s biography. But, as we 
see in the course of the narrative, there has already begun a discord in 
the ranks of the prophetic body, which continues after this date in later 
Hebraic history,

shall I forbear ? And they said, €ro up ; for the Lord shall 
delirer U into i^ hand of tibe king. 

. And Jehoshaphat said. Is there not here a prophet of the Lord 
besides, that we mi^t enquire of him ? And the king of Israel 
said unto Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, Micaiah the son of 
Imlah, by whom we may enquire of the Lord : but I hate him ; 
for he doth not prophesy good concerning me, but eviL And 
Jehoshaphat said, Let not the king say so. 

Then the king of Israel called an officer, and said. Hasten 
hither Micaiah tiie son of Imlah. And the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah sat each on his throne, having put 
on their robes, in a void place in the entrance of the gate of 
Samaria; and all the prophets prophesied before them. And 
Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah made him horns of iron : and he 
said. Thus saith the Lord, With these shalt thou push the 
Syrians, until thou have consumed them. And all the prophets 
prophesied so, s&ymg^ Go up to Bamoth-gilead, and prosper : for 
the Lord shall deHver it into the king's hand. 

And the messenger that was gone to call Micaiah spake unto 
him, saying, Behold now, the words of the prophets declare good 
unto the king with one mouth : let thy word, I pray thee, be like 
the word of one of them, and speak that which is good. And 
Micaiah said. As the Lord liveth, what the Lord saith unto me, 
that will I speak. So he came to the king. 

And the king said unto him, Micaiah, shall we go against 
Bamoth-gilead to battle, or shall we forbear 1 And he answered 
him. Go, and prosper : for the Lord shall deliver it into the hand 
of the king. And the king said unto him, How many times 
shall I adjure thee that thou tell me nothing but that which is 
true in the name of the Lord? And he said, I saw all Israel 
scattered upon the hills, as sheep that have not a shepherd : and 
the Lord said. These have no master : let them return every 
man to his house in peace. 

And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell 
thee that he would prophesy no good concerning me, but evil t 

And he said. Hear thou therefore the word of the Lord : I saw 
the Lord sitting on his throne, and all the host of heaven stand- 
ing by him on his right hand and on his left. And the Lord 
said, Whd shall persuade Ahab, that he may go up an^ fall at 
Ramoth-gilead ? And one said on this manner, and another said 
on that manner. And there came forth a spirit, and stood b^ore 
the Lord, and said, I will persuade him. And the Lord said 
unto him. Wherewith ? And he said, I will go forth, and I will 
be a lying spirit in the mouth of all his prophets. And he said. 
Thou shalt persuade him, and prevail also : go forth, and do so. 
Now therefore, behold, the Lord hath put a lying spirit in the 
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mouth of all these thy prophets, and the Lord hath spoken evil 
concerning thee. 

But Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah went near, and smote 
Micaiah on the cheek, and said, Which way went the Spirit of 
the Lord from me tx) speak unto thee] And Micaiah said, 
!Behold, thou shalt see in that day, when thou shalt go into an 
inner chamher to hide thyself. 

And the king of Israel said. Take Micaiah, and carry him back 
unto Amon the governor of the city, and to Joash the king's 
son ; and say, Thus saith the king. Put this fellow in the prison, 
and feed him with bread of affiction and with water of affiction, 
until I come in peace. And Micaiah said, If thou return at all 
in peace, the Lord hath not spoken by me. And he said, 
Hearken, O people, every one of you. 

So the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat the king of Judah went 
up to Ramoth-gilead. And the king of Israel said unto Jehosha- 
phat, I will disguise myself, and enter into the battle ; but put 
thou on thy robes. And the king of Israel disguised himself, and 
went into the battle. But the king of Syria commanded his 
thirty and two captains that had rule over his chariots, saying. 
Fight neither wil5b small nor great, save only with the king of 
Israel. And it came to pass, when the captains of the chariots 
saw Jehoshaphat, that they said. Surely it is the king of Israel. 
And they turned aside to fight against him : and Jehoshaphat 
cried out. And it came to pass, when the captains of the chariots 
perceived that it was not the king of Israel, that they turned 
back from pursuing him. And a certain man drew a bow at a 
venture, and smote the king of Israel between the joints of the 
harness : wherefore he said unto the driver of his chariot, Turn 
thine hand, and carry me out of the host ; for I am wounded. 
And the battle increased that day : and the king was stayed up 
in his chariot against the Syrians, and died at even : and the 
blood ran out of the wound into the midst of the chariot. And 
there went a proclamation throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying, Every man to his city, and every man 
to his own country. So the king died, and was brought to 
Samaria; and they buried the king in Samaria. And one 
washed the chariot in the pool of Samaria ; and the dogs licked 
up his blood ; and they washed his armour ; according unto the 
word of the Lord which he spake. 

Now the rest of the acts of Ahab, and all that he did, and the 
ivory house which he made, and all the cities that he tjuilt, are 
they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel ? So Ahab slept with his fathers ; and Ahaziah his son 
reigned in his stead. 
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2 KINGS 

Translation of Elijah. — There was probably a Life of Elisha (as in Elijah's 
ca8e)y Le. a collection of stories and traditions. The sons of the prophets in 
various localities j having redvAxd them to toriting, put them loosely together. 
The translation of Elijah belongs to the Elisha group, (1) because Elijah 
is alioays depicted as a solitary man, and he is here hrougJvt into connection 
with prophetic guUds. (2) In 1 Kings xix. Elisha is already Elijdh^s 
successor, whereas here the succession is apparently doubtful, and, depends 
upon the acuteness of Elisha' s vision. 

2 AND it came to pass, when the Lord would take up Elijah 

into heaven by a whirlwind, that Elijah went with Elisha from 

Gilgal. And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry here, 

^^®^^- ®^ I pray thee ; for the Lord hath sent me to Beth-el. 
II 1-25 ^ Elisha said unto him, As the Lord liveth, 

and <M thy soul Uveth, I will not leave thee. 
So they went down to Beth-el. And the sons of the prophets 
that were at Beth-el came forth to Elisha, and said unto 
him, Knowest thou that the Lord will take away thy master 
from thy head to day 1 And he said, Yea, I know it ; hold ye 
your peace. And Elijah said unto him, Elisha, tarry here, I pray 
thee ; for the Lord hath sent me to Jericho. And he said, As 
the Lord liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. So 
they came to Jeridio. And the sons of the prophets that ^o€re 
at Jericho came to Elisha, and said unto him, Ejiowest thou that 
the Lord will take away thy master from thy head to day t And 
he answered, Yea, I know it ; hold ye your peace. And Elijah 
said unto him, Tarry, I pray thee, here ; for the Lord hath sent 
me to Jordan. And he said. As the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. And they two went on. And fifty 
men of the sons of the prophets went, and stood to view afar off: 
and they two stood by Jordan. And Elijah took his mantle, and 
wrapped it together, and smote the waters, and they were divided 
hither and |;hither, so that they two went over on dry ground. 

And it came to pass, when they were gone over, that Elijah 
said unto Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, before I be taken 
away from thee. And Elisha said, I pray thee, let a double 
portion of thy spirit be upon me. And he said. Thou hast 
asked a hard thing: nevertheless, if thou see me when I am 
taken from thee, it shall be so unto thee ; but if not^ it shall not 
be so. 

And it came to pass, as they still went on, and talked, that, 
behold, there appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of fir«, and 
parted them both asunder ; and Elijah went up by a whirlwind 
into heaven. 

And Elisha saw it, and he cried, My father, my father, the 
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chariot of Israel, and the horsemen thereof. And he saw him no 
more : and he took hold of his own clothes, and rent them in two 
pieces. He took up also the mantle of Elijah that fell from him, 
and went back, and stood by the bank of Jordan ; and he took 
the mantle of Elijah that fell from him, and smote the waters, and 
said, Where is the Lord God of Elijah 1 and when he also had 
smitten the waters, they parted hither and thither : and Elisha 
went over. 

And when the sons of the prophets which tvere to view at 
Jericho saw him, they said. The spirit of Elijah doth rest on 
Elisha, And they came to meet him, and bowed themselves to 
the ground before him. And they said unto him, Behold now, 
there be with thy servants fifty strong men ; let them go, we pray 
thee, and seek thy master : lest peradventure the Spirit of the 
Lord hath taken him up, and cast him upon some mountain, or 
into some valley. And he said, Ye shall not send. And when 
they urged him till he was ashamed, he said. Send. They sent 
therefore fifty men ; and they sought three days, but found him 
not. And when they came again to him, (for he tarried at 
Jericho,) he said unto them. Did I not say unto you, Go not? 

And the men of the city said unto Elisha, Behold, I pray thee, 
the situation of this city is pleasant, as my lord seeth : but the 
water is naught, and the ground barren. And he said. Bring me 
a new cruse, and put salt therein. And they brought it to him. 
And he went forth unto the spring of the waters, and cast the 
salt in there, and said. Thus saith the Lord, I have healed these 
waters ; there shall not be from thence any more death or barren 
Icmd. So the waters were healed unto this day, according to the 
saying of Elisha which he spake. 

And he went up from thence unto Beth-el : and as he was 
going up by the way, there came forth little children out of the 
city, and mocked him, and said unto him. Go up, thou bald head ; 
go up, thou bald head. And he turned back, and looked on them, 
and cursed them in the name of the Lord. And there came 
forth two she bears out of the wood, and tare forty and two 
children of them. And he went from thence to mount Carmel, 
and from thence he returned to Samaria. 



The ShuTiammite. — We do not know the proper chronology here : the events may 
have happened in the reign of Jehoram^ or wnder the dynasty of Jehu, 
with whom Elisha was on amicable terras. It is said that there are some 
traces in this chapter of local dialect^ such as is nat found elsewhere, 

4 NOW there cried a certain woman of the wives of the sons 
of the prophets unto Elisha, saying, Thy servant my husband is 
dead ; and thou knowest that thy servant did fear the Lord :

And when 
thou art come in, thou shalt siiut the door upon thee and upon 
thy sons, and shalt pour out into all those vessels, and thon 
shalt set aside that which is full. So she went from him, and 
shut the door upon her and upon her sons, who brought the 
vessels to her ; and she poured out. And it came to pass, when 
the vessels were full, that she said unto her son, Bring me yet 
a vessel. And he said unto her, There is not a vessel more. 
And the oil stayed. Then she came and told the man of God. 
And he said. Go, sell the oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou 
and thy children of the rest. 

And it fell on a day, that Elisha passed to Shunem, where was 
a great woman ; and she constrained him to eat bread. And so 
it was, that as oft as he passed by, he turned in thither to eat 
bread. And she said unto her husband. Behold now, I perceive 
that this is an holy man of God, which passeth by us continoidly. 
Let us make a little chamber, I pray thee, on the wall ; and let 
us set for him there a bed, and a table, and a stool, and a candle- 
stick : and it shall be, when he cometh to us, that he shall turn 
in thither. 

And it fell on a day, that he came thither, and he turned into 
the chamber, and lay there. And he said to Gehazi his servant, 
Call this Shunanunite. And when he had called her, she stood 
before him. And he said unto him, Say now unto her, Behold, 
thou hast been careful for us with all this care ; what is to he 
done for thee ? wouldest thou be spoken for to the king, or to 
the captain of the host I And she answered, I dwell among 
mine own people. And he said. What then w to be done for 
her ? And Gehazi answered, Verily she hath no child, and her 
husband is old. And he said, Call her. And when he had called 
her, she stood in the door. And he said. About this season, 
according to the time of life, thou shalt embrace a son. And 
she said, Nay, my lord, tliou man of God, do not lie unto thine 
handmaid. And the woman conceived, and bare a son at that 
season that Elisha had said unto her, according to the time of life. 

And when the child was grown, it fell on a day, that he went 
out to his father to the reapers. And he said unto his father, 
My head, my head. And he said to a lad, Carry him to his 
mother. And when he had taken him, and brought him to his 
mother, he sat on her knees till noon, and then died. And she 
went up, and laid him on the bed of the man of God, and shut 
the door upon him, and went out. And she called unto her hus- 
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band, and said, Send me, I pray thee, one of the young men, and 
one of the asses, that I may run to the man of God, and come 
again. And he said, Wherefore wilt thou go to him to day ? it 
%8 neither new moon, nor sabbath. And she said, It shall he 
iwelL Then she saddled an ass, and said to her servant. Drive, 
and go forward ; slack not thy riding for me, except I bid thee. 
So she went and came unto the man of God to mount Carmel. 

And it came to pass, when the man of G<xi saw her alar oflP, 
that he said to G^hazi his servant, Behold, yonder is that Shu- 
nammite : run now, I pray thee, to meet her, and say unto her, 
Js it well with thee] is it well with thy husband "i is it well with 
the child 1 And she answered. It is well. And when she came 
to the man of God to the hill, she caught him by the feet : but 
G^asd came near to thrust her away. And the nian of God 
said, Let her alone ; for her soul is vexed within her : and the 
Lord hath hid it from me, and hath not told me. Then she said. 
Did I desire a son of my lord 1 did I not say, Do not deceive me ? 
Then he said to Gehazi, Gird up thy loins, and take my staff in 
thine hand, and go thy way : if thou meet any man, salute him 
not ; and if any salute thee, answer him not again : and lay my 
staff upon the face of the child. And the mother of the child 
said, As the Lord livetia, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave 
thee. And he arose, and followed her. 

And Gehazi passed on b^ore them, and laid the staff upon 
the face of the child ; but there was neither voice, nor hearing. 
Wherefore he went again to meet him, and told him, saying. 
The child is not awaked. And when Elisha was come into the 
house, behold, the child was dead, amd laid upon his bed. He 
went in therefore, and shut the door upon them twain, and 
prayed unto the Lord. And he went up, and lay upon the 
child, and put his mouth upon his mouth, and his eyes upon his 
eyes, and his hands upon his hands : and he stretched himself 
upon the child ; and the flesh of the child waxed warm. Then 
he returned, and walked in the house to and fro ; and went up, 
and stretched himself upon him; and the child sneezed seven 
times, and the child opened his eyes. And he called Gehazi, 
ajid said, Call this Shunammite. So he called her. And when 
she was come in unto him, he said. Take up thy son. Then she 
went in, and fell at his feet, and bowed hwself to the ground, and 
took up her son, and went out.

And 

TheHealing \^q Syrians had gone out by companies, and had 

the A^^an ^^o^g^^ away captive out of the land of Israd 

y a little maid ; and she waited on Naaman's wife. 

And she said unto her mistress, Would Grod my 

lord were with the prophet that is in Samaria! for he would 

recover him of his leprosy. And one went in, and told his lord, 

saying, Thus and thus said the maid that is of the land of Israel. 

And the king of Syria said, Gro to, go, and I will send a letter 
unto the king of Israel. And he departed, and took with him 
ten talents of silver, and six thousand pieces of gold, and ten 
changes of raiment. And he brought the letter to the king of 
Israel, saying, Now when this letter is come unto thee, behold, I 
have thereunth sent Naaman my servant to thee, that thou may- 
est recover him of his leprosy. And it came to pass, wh^i the 
king of Israel had read the letter, that he rent his clothes, and 
said, Am I God, to kill and to make alive, that this man doth 
send unto me to recover a man of his leprosy ? wherefore consider, 
I pray you, and see how he seeketh a quarrel against me. 

And it was sOy when Elisha the man of Qod had heard that 
the king of Israel had rent his clothes, that he sent to the king, 
saying. Wherefore hast thou rent thy clothes 1 let him come now 
to me, and he shall know that there is a prophet in Israel. So 
Naaman came with his horses and with his chariot, and stood at 
the door of the house of Elisha. And Elisha sent a messeng^ 
unto him, saying, GrO and wash in Jordan seven times, and tiiy 
flesh shall come again to thee, and thou shalt be clean. But 
Naaman was wroth, and went away, and said. Behold, I thought^ 
He will surely come out to me, and stand, and call on the name 
of the Lord his God, and strike his hand over the place, and 
recover the leper. Are not Abana and Pharpar, rivers of 
Damascus, better than all the waters of Israel 1 may I not wash 
in them, and be clean 1 So he turned and went away in a rage. 
And his servants came near, and spake unto him, and said. My 
father, if the prophet had bid thee do some great thing, wouldest 
thou not have done it f how much rather then, when he saith to 
thee, Wash, and be clean? Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, according to the saying of the 
man of God : and his flesh came again like unto the flesh of a 
little child, and he was clean. 

And he returned to the man of God, he and all his company, 
and came, and stood before him : and he said. Behold, now 1 
know that there is no Qod in all the earth, but in Israel : now 
therefore, I pray thee, take a blessing of thy servant. But he 
said, -48 the Lord liveth, before whom I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take it; but he refused. And 
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I^aaman said, Shall there not then, I pray thee, be given to thy 
servant two mules' burden of earth 1 for thy servant will hence- 
forth offer neither burnt offering nor sacrifice unto other gods, 
but unto the Lord. In this thing the Lord pardon thy servant, 
thctt when my master goeth into the house of Rimmon to worship 
there, and he leaneth on my hand, and I bow myself in the house 
of Kimmon : when I bow down myself in the house of Rimmon, 
the Lord pardon thy servant in this thing. And he said unto 
him, Qo in peace. So he departed from him a little way. 

But Qehazi, the servant of Elisha the man of God, said, 
!Behold, my master hath spared Naaman this Syrian, in not 
receiving at his hands that which he brought : but, a« the Lord 
hveth, I will run after him, and take somewhat of him. So 
Gehazi followed after Naaman. And when Naaman saw him 
running after him, he lighted down from the chariot to meet him, 
and said, la all well ? And he said. All is well. My master hath 
sent me, saying, Behold, even now there be come to me from 
mount Ephiiim two young men of the sons of the prophets : give 
them, I pray thee, a talent of silver, and two changes of garments. 
And Naaman said. Be content, take two talents. And he urged 
him, and bound two talents of silver in two bags, with two 
changes of garments, and laid them upon two 6f his servants; 
and they bare tJtem before him. And when he came to the 
tower, he took them from their hand, and bestowed them in the 
house : and he let the men go, and they departed. But he went 
in, and stood before his master. And Elisha said unto him, 
Whence comest thou, Gehazi 1 And he said. Thy servant went 
no whither. And he said unto him. Went not mine heart toith 
thee, when the man turned again from his chariot to meet thee t 
laita. time to receive money, and to receive garments, and olive- 
yards, and vineyards, and sheep, and oxen, and menservants, and 
maidservants'? The leprosy therefore of Naaman shall cleave 
unto thee, and unto thy seed for ever. And he went out from 
his presence a leper as white as snow. 

Siege of Samaria. — fFhen did this siege occur? We do not know. Benhadad 
need not he the contemporary of Ahdb : he may he the son of Homely whose 
activity lies in the reign of Jehoahazy son of Jehu (xiii. 3). 

Either the cuxovmt came frain the biography of Elisha^ or more probably from 
the Chronicles of the Kings of Israel, 

6 AND it came to pass after this, that Ben-hadad king of Syria 

gathered all his host, and went up, and besieged Samaria. And 

there was a great famine in Samaria : and, behold, 

they besieg^ it, until an ass's head was sold for Saitt^ia 

fourscore pieces of silver, ai;id the fourth part of yj 24--VII end 

a cab of dove's dung for five pieces of silver. 

And as the king of Israel was passing by upon the wall. 
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there cried a woman unto him, saying, Help, my lord, O king. 
And he said. If the Lobd do not help thee, whence shall I hdp 
thee ? out of the bamfloor, or out of the winepress 1 And the 
king said unto her, What aileth thee 1 And she answered. This 
woman said unto me. Give thy son, that we may eat him to day, 
and we will eat my son to morrow. So we boiled my son, and 
did eat him : and I said unto her on the next day. Give thy son, 
that we may eat him : and she hath hid her son. And it came 
to pass, when the king heard the words of the woman, that he 
rent his clothes ; and he passed by upon the wall, and the people 
looked, and, behold, he had sackcloth within upon his flesh. 
Then he said, God do so and more also to me, if the head 6t 
Elisha the son of Shaphat shall stand on him this day. But 
Elisha sat in his house, and the elders sat with him ; and the king 
sent a man from before him : but ere the messenger came to him, 
he said to the elders. See ye how this son of a murderer hatii 
sent to take away mine head ? look, when the messenger cometh, 
shut the door, and hold him fast at the door : is not the sound 
of his master's feet behind him % And while he yet talked with 
them, behold, the messenger came down unto him : and he said. 
Behold, this evil is of the Lord; what should I wait for the 
Lord any longer? 

7 THEN Elisha said. Hear ye the word of the Lobd ; Thus 
saith the Lord, To morrow about this time shall a measure of 
fine flour he sold for a shekel, and two measures of barley for a 
shekel, in the gate of Samaria. Then a lord on whose hand the 
king leaned answered the man of God, and said. Behold, if the 
Lord would make windows in heaven, might this thing bet 
And he said. Behold, thou shalt see it with thine eyes, but shalt 
not eat thereof. 

And there were four leprous men at the entering in of the 
gate : and they said one to another. Why sit we here until we 
die 1 If we say, We will enter into the city, then the famine is 
in the city, and we shall die there : and if we sit still here, we 
die also. Now therefore come, and let us fall unto the host of 
the Syrians : if they save us alive, we shall live ; and if they kill 
us, we shall but die. And they rose up in the twilight, to go 
unto the camp of the Syrians : and when they were come to the 
uttermost part of the camp of Syria, behold, there was no man 
there. For the Lord had made the host of the Syrians to hear 
a noise of chariots, and a noise of horses, enen the noise of a 
great host : and they said one to another, Lo, the king of Israel 
hath hired against us the kings of the Hittites, and the kings of 
the Egyptians,^ to come upon us. Wherefore they arose and fled 

* VII. 6.— Not EOT>tUn8 probably, but inhabitants of MMori in Gappadocia, 
^Pten conftised with Bgypt (Mixraim), 
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in the twilight, and left their tents, and their horses, and their 
asses, even the camp as it w(i8y and fled for their life. And 
^when these lepers came to the uttermost part of the camp, they 
^went into one tent, and did eat and drink, and carried thence 
silver, and gold, and raiment, and went and hid it ; and came 
again, and entered into another tent, and carried thence also, 
a.nd went and hid it. Then they said one to another. We do 
not well : this day is a day of good tidings, and we hold our 
peace : if we tarry till the morning light, some mischief will 
come upon us : now therefore come, that we may go and tell 
the king's household. So they came and called unto the porter 
of the city : and they told them, saying. We came to the camp 
of the Syrians, and, behold, there tucbs no man there, neither 
voice of man, but horses tied, and asses tied, and the tents as 
they toere. And he called the porters ; and they told it to the 
king's house within. 

And the king arose in the night, and said unto his servants, I 
will now shew you what the Syrians have done to us. They 
know that we he hungry; therefore are they gone out of the 
camp to hide themselves in the field, saying. When they come 
out of the city, we shall catch them alive, and get into the city. 
And one of his servants answered and said. Let some take, I 
pray thee, five of the horses that remain, which are left in the 
city, (behold, they are as all the multitude of Israel that are 
left in it : behold, / «oy, they are even as all the nuiltitude 
of the Israelites that are consumed :) and let us send and see. 
They took therefore two chariot horses ; and the king sent after 
the host of the Syrians, saying. Go and see. And they went 
after them unto Jordan: and, lo, all the way wa>s full of gar- 
ments and vessels, which the Syrians had cast away in their 
haste. And the messengers returned, and told the king. 

And the people went out, and spoiled the tents of the Syiians. 
So a measure of fine flour was soldior a shekel, and two measures 
of barley for a shekel, according to the word of the Lord. And 
the king appointed the lord on whose band he leaned to have 
the charge of the gate : and the people trode upon him in the 
gate, and he died, as the man of God had said, who spake when 
the king came down to him. Ajid it came to pass as the man of 
God had spoken to the king, saying, Two measures of barley for 
a shekel, and a measure of fine flour for a shekel, shall be to 
morrow about this time in the gate of Samaria : and that lord 
answered the man of God, and said. Now, behold, if the Lord 
should make windows in heaven, might such a thing be t And 
he said, Behold, thou shalt see it with thine eyes, but shalt not 
eat thereof. And so it fell out imto him : for the people trode 
upon him in the gate, and he died. 
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Jeha. — 7%is is a finely descriptive chapter^ a good specimen of the narrative 
style of the historians at their best, 

Elijahy Elisha artd the prophets steadily opposed the religious policy of the 
house of Omri, Here Elisha carries out the revolution. 

9 AND Elisha the prophet called one of the children of the 

prophets, and said unto him, Gird up thy loins, and take this 

box of oil in thine hand, and go to Ramoth-gilead : 

The Calling a^^j when thou comest thither, look out there Jehu 
j« the son of Jehoshaphat the son of Nimshi, and 

go in, and make hiof arise up from among his 
brethren, and carry him to an inner chamber; then take the 
box of oil, and pour it on his head, and say, Thus saith the 
LoBD, I have anointed thee king over Israel. Then open the 
door, and flee, and tarry not. So the young man, even the 
young man the prophet, went to Ramoth-gilead. 

And when he came, behold, the captains of the host toere 
sitting ; and he said, I have an errand to thee, O captain. And 
Jehu said. Unto which of all us? And he said, To thee, O 
captain. And he arose, and went into the house ; and he poured 
the oil on his head, and said unto him. Thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, I have anointed thee king over the people of the Lord, 
even over Israel. And thou shalt smite the house of Ahab 
thy master, that I may avenge the blood of my servants the 
prophets, and the blood of all the servants of the Lord, at the 
hand of Jezebel. For the whole house of Ahab shall perish: 
and I will cut off from Ahab him that pisseth against the wall, 
and him that is shut up and left in Israel : and I will make the 
house of Ahab like the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and 
like the house of Baasha the son of Ahijah : and the dogs shall 
eat Jezebel in the portion of Jezreel, and there shaU be none to 
bury her. And he opened the door, and fled. 

Then Jehu came forth to the servants of his lord : and one 
said unto him. Is all well ? wherefore came this mad fellow to 
thee 1 And he said unto them. Ye know the man, and his com- 
munication. And they said. It is false ; tell us now. And he 
said, Thus and thus spake he tp me, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord, I have anointed thee king over Israel Then they hasted, 
and took every man his garment, and put it under him on the 
top of the stairs, and blew with trumpets, saying, Jehu is king. 
So Jehu the son of Jehoshaphat the son of Nimshi conspired 
against Joram. (Now Joram had kept Ramoth-gilead, he and all 
Israel, because of Hazael king of Syria. But king Joram was 
returned to be healed in Jezreel of the wounds which the Syrians 
had given him, when he fought with Hazael king of Syria.) 

And Jehu said, If it be your minds, then let none go forth, 
nor escape out of the city to go to tell it in Jezreel. So Jehu, 
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rode in a chariot, and went to Jezreel; for Joram lay there. 

And Ahaziah king of Judah was come down to see Joram. And 

tliere stood a watchman on the tower in Jezreel, and he spied 

tlie company of Jehu as he came, and said, I see a company. 

And Joram said, Take an horseman, and send to meet them, 

and let him say. Is it peace? So there went one on horseback 

to meet him, and said, Thus saith the king, la it peace ? And 

Jehu said. What hast thou to do with peace ? turn thee behind 

me. And the watchman told, saying. The messenger came to 

them, but he cometh not again. Then he sent out a second on 

horseback, which came to them, and said. Thus saith the king. 

Is it peace? And Jehu answered, What hast thou to do with 

peace? turn thee behind me. And the watchman told, saying, 

He came even unto them, and cometh not again : and the 

driving is like the driving of Jehu the son of Nimshi ; for he 

drivei£ furiously. And Joram said, Make ready. And his 

chariot was made ready. And Joram king of Israel and Aha- 

2dah king of Judah went out, each in his chariot, and they went 

out against Jehu, and met him in the portion of Naboth the 

Jezreelite. 

And it came to pass, when Joram saw Jehu, that he said. Is 
it peace, Jehu ? And he answered, What peace, so long as the 
whoredoms of thy mother Jezebel and her witchcrafts a/re so 
many? And Joram turned his hands, and fled, and said to 
Ahaziah, There is treachery, O Ahaziah. And Jehu drew a 
how with his full strength, and smote Jehoram between his arms, 
and the arrow went out at his heart, aiid he sunk down in his 
chariot. Then said Jehu to Bidkar his captain. Take up, cmd 
cast him in the portion of the field of Naboth the Jezreelite : 
for remember how that, when I and thou rode together after 
Ahab his father, the Lord laid this burden upon him ; surely I 
have seen yesterday the blood of Naboth, and the blood of his 
sons, saith the Lord ; and I will requite thee in this plat, saith 
the Lord. Now therefore take cmd cast him into the plat of 
grovmdj according to the word of the Lord. 

But when Ahaziah the king of Judah saw this, he fled by the 
way of the garden house. And Jehu followed after him, and 
said, Smite him also in the chariot. And they did so at the 
going up to Gur, which is by Ibleam. And he fled to Megiddo, 
and died there. And his servants carried him in a chariot to 
Jerusalem, and buried him in his sepulchre with his fathers in 
the city of David. And in the eleventh year of Joram the son 
of Ahab began Ahaziah to reign over Judah. 

And when Jehu was come to Jezreel, Jezebel heard of it ; and 
she painted her face, and tired her head, and looked out at a 
window. And as Jehu entered in at the gate, she said. Had 
Zimri peace, who slew his master ? And he lifted up his face to 
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the window, and said, Who is on my side? who? And there 
looked out to him two or three eunuchs. And he said. Throw 
her down. So they threw her down: and some of her blood 
was sprinkled on the wall, and on the horses : and he trode her 
under foot. And when he was come in, he did eat and drink, 
and said. Go, see now this cursed womanj and bury her : for she 
is a king's daughter. And they went to bury her: but they 
found no more of her than the skull, and the feet, and the 
palms of her hands. Wherefore they came again, and told him. 
And he said. This is the word of the Lord, which he spake by 
his servant Elijah the Tishbite, saying. In the portion of Jezreel 
shall dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel : and the carcase of Jezebel 
shall be as dung upon the face of the field in the portion of 
Jezreel ; so that they shall not say, This is Jezebel. 

Bennaoherib'i Campaign. — The campaign of Sennacherib recounted here is 
apparently a composite narrative^ made up of three elements : 

(1) A long section^ xviii. 17 — xix. 7, an attempt of Sennacherib to obtain 
the surrender of Jerusalem by threats. This summons was rejected by 
advice of Isaiah, 

(2) xiz. 8-35. Account of a threatening letter sent to Hezekiah by 
Sennacherib^ when once mare Isaiah prophesies that the Assyrian king 
wotUd have to return to his own land. 

(3) Lastlyy xviii. 13-16, is apparently written by an annalist out of the 
royal Chronicles of the Kings of Judah. The name Hezekiah is spelt 
differently in sections (3) and (1). 

From Assyrian, sources we know nothing of the tioo main narrcUives. In 
701 B.O. Sennacherib marched against the Jrestem Syrian states, subdued 
ThoenicUiy fought the battle of Eltekeh in the Philistine eou/ntry against 
** Kings of Egypt,** and then proceeded against Jerusalem. He did not 
take the city, but Hezekiah paid a large tribute. 

Why Sennacherib returned to Nineveh we know, though the cuneiform 
inscriptions do not state it in reference to this particular campaign. There 
was disturbance at horns owing to the rise of Babylon, under Merodaeh- 
baZadan. Also probably typhus broke out in his army. " The angel of 
the Lord,*' xix. 86. 

Ahovt Tirhakah we know little (Is. xxxvii. 9) except that he probably 
was not king of Egypt till 691. 

18 NOW in the fourteenth year of king Hezekiah did Senna- 
cherib king of Assyria come up against all the fenced cities of 
Judah, and took them. And Hezekiah king of 
Hezekiah Judah sent to the king of Assyria to Lachish, 
c^» Jt Aii/.i>iK saying, I have offended ; return from me : that 
X vm 1^ which thou puttest on me will I bear. And the 
XIX. 1-87 ^^^S ^^ Assyria appointed tmto Hezekiali king of 
Judah three hundred talents of silver and thirty 
talents of gold. And Hezekiah gave him all the silver that was 
found in the house of the Lord, and in the treasures of the king's 
house. At that time did Hezekiah cut off the geld from the 
doors of the temple of the Lord, and from the pillars which 
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Sezekiah king of Judah had overlaid, and gave it to the king of 
Assyria. 

And the king of Assyiia sent Tartan and Rabsaris and Rab- 
shakeh from Lachish to king Hezekiah with a great host against 
Jerusalem. And they went up and came to Jerusalem. And 
^when they were come up, they came and stood byjbhe conduit of 
tbe upper pool, which is in the highway of the fuller's field. 
And when they had called to the king, there came out to them 
Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, which tuas over the household, and 
Shebna the scribe, and Joah the son of Asaph the recorder. 

And Rab-shakeh said unto them. Speak ye now to Hezekiah, 
Thus saith the great king, the king of Assyria, What confidence 
is this wherein thou trustest? Thou sayest, (but t?ie^ are biU 
vain words,) / have cbunsel and strength for the war. Now on 
"whom dost thou trust, that thou rebellest against me? Now, 
behold, thou trustest upon the staff of this bruised reed, even 
upon Egypt, on which if a man lean, it will go into his hand, 
BJid pierce it : so is Pharaoh king of Egypt unto all that trust 
on him. But if ye say unto me. We trust in the Lord our God : 
is not that he, whose high places and whose altars Hezekiah 
hath taken away, and hath said to Judah and Jerusalem, Ye 
shall worship before this altar in Jerusalem ? Now therefore, I 
pray thee, give pledges to my lord the king of Assyria, and I 
•will deliver thee two thousand horses, if thou be able on thy 
part to set riders upon them. How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the least of my master's servants, and 
put thy trust on Egypt for chariots and for horsemen ? Am I 
now come up without the Lord against this place to destroy it ? 
The Lord said to me. Go up against this land, and destroy it. 

Then said Efiakim the son of Hilkiah, and Shebna, and Joah, 
unto Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to thy servants in the 
Syrian language ; for we understand it : and talk not with us in 
the Jews' language in the ears of the people that are on the 
wall. But Rab-shakeh said unto them, Hath my master sent 
me to thy master, and to thee, to speak these words ? Jiath he not 
sent me to the men which sit on the wall, that they may eat 
their own dung, and drink their own piss with you ? 

Then Rab-shakeh stood and cried with a loud voice in the 
Jews' language, and spake, saying. Hear the word of the great 
king, the king of Assyria : thus saith the king, Let not Heze- 
kiah deceive you : for he shall not be able to deliver you out of 
his hand : neither let Hezekiah make you trust in the Lord, 
saying, The LoitD will surely deliver us, and this city shall not 
be delivered into the hand of the king of Assyria. Hearken not 
to Hezekiah: for thus saith the king of Assyria, Make an 
agreement with me by a present, and come out to me, and then 
eat ye every man of his own vine, and every one of his fig tree. 
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NEHEMIAH 

Vehemiali. — Th>e date of Ezra and Nehemidh^s activity is aixnU 440 B.C., 
during the asceTideney of the Persians. The act'ual compilation of the 
memoirs of Ezra and liehemiah took place abotU 400 B.a 

T?ie exUes from Babylon returned undtr Zerubibabel to their ludive land 
about 537 B.C. 

4 BUT it came to pass, that when Sanballat heard that we 

builded the wall, he was wroth, and took great indignation^ and 

-,. mocked the Jews. And he spake before his 

Rebuilding brethren and the army of Samaria, and said, 

of the What do these feeble Jews ? will they fortify 

Walls of themselves? will they sacrifice? will they make 

Jerusalem an ©nd in a day ? will they revive the stones out 

^^•'^•» ^^' of the heaps of the rubbish which are burned? 

Now Tobiah the Ammonite ztxis by him, and 

he said, Even that which they build, if a fox go up, he shall 

even break down their stone wall. Hear, O our God ; for we 

are despised : and turn their reproach upon their own head, and 

give them for a prey in the land of captivity : and cover not their 

iniquity^ and let not their sin be blotted out from before thee : 

for they have provoked thee to anger before the builders. So 

built we the wall ; and all the wall was joined together unto the 

half thereof : for the people had a mind to work. 

But it came to pass, that when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the 
Arabians, and the Ainmonites, and the Ashdodites, heard that 
the walls of Jerusalem were made up, and that the breaches 
began to be stopped, then they were very wroth, and conspired 
all of them together to come aind to fight against Jerosalem, and 
to hinder it. Nevertheless we made our prayer unto our God, 
and set a watch against them day and night, because of them. 
And Judah said. The strength of the bearers of burdens is decayed, 
and there is much rubbish ; so that we are not able to build the 
wall. And our adversaries said. They shall not know, neither 
see, till we come in the midst among them, and slay them, and 
cause the work to cease. And it came to pass, that when the 
Jews which dwelt by them came, they said unto us ten times, 
From all places whence ye shall return unto us thef/ vjiU be upon 
you. Therefore set I in the lower places behind the wall, and on 
the higher places, I even set the people after their families witii 
their swords, their spears, and IJieir bows. And I looked, and 
rose up, and said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and to the 
rest of the people, Be not ye afraid of them : remember the Lord, 
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zohich is great and terrible, and fight for your brethren, your sons, 
and your daughtei*s, your wives, and your houses. 

And it came to pass, when our enemies heard that it was known 
unto us, and God had brought their counsel to nought, that we 
returned all of us to the waU, every one unto his work. And it 
came to pass from that time forth, that the half of my servants 
^WTought in the work, and the other half of them held both the 
spears, the shields, and the bows, and the habergeons ; and the 
rulers were behind all the house of Judah. They which builded 
on the wall, and they that bare burdens, with those that laded, 
every one with one of his hands wrought in the work, and with 
the other ha/nd held a weapon. For the builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and so builded. And he that sounded 
the trumpet toaa by me. And I said imto the nobles, and to the 
rulers, and to the rest of the people, The work ia great and large, 
and we are separated upon the wall, one far from another. In 
what place therefore ye hear the sound of the trumpet, resort ye 
thither unto us : our God shall fight for us. 

So we laboured in the work : and half of them held the spears 
from the rising of the morning till the stars appeared. Likewise 
at the same time said I unto the people, Let every one with his 
servant lodge within Jerusalem, that in the night they may be a 
guard to us, and labour on the day. So neither I, nor my brethren, 
nor my servants, nor the men of the guard which followed me, 
none of us put off our clothes, stwing that every one put them off 
for washing. 

5 AND there was a great cry of the people and of their wives 
against their brethren the Jews. For there were that said, We, 
our sons, and our daughters, are many: therefore we take up 
cora/or them, that we may eat, and live. Same also there were 
that said, We have mortgaged our lands, vineyards, and houses, 
that we might buy com, because of the dearth. There were also 
that said. We have borrowed money for the king's tribute, one? 
that upon our lands and vineyards. Yet now our flesh is as the 
flesh of our brethren, our children as their children : and, lo, we 
bring into bondage our sons and our daughters to be servants, 
and some of our daughters are brought unto bondage already : 
neither is it in our power to redeem them ; for other men have 
our lands and vineyards. 

And I was very angry when I heard their cry and these words. 
Thwi I consulted with myself, and I rebuked the nobles, and 
the rulers, and said unto them. Ye exact usury, every one of his 
brother. And I set a great assembly against them. And I said 
unto them. We after our ability have redeemed our brethren the 
Jews, which were sold unto tne heathen ; and will ye even sell 
your brethren ? or shall they be sold unto us ? Then held they 
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their peace, and found nothing to cmswer. Also I said, It is not 
good that ye do : ought ye not to walk in the fear of our God 
because of the reproach of the heathen our enemies ? I likewise, 
amd my brethren, and my servants, might exact of them money 
and com : I pray you, let us leave off this usury. Restore, I 
pray you, to them, even this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, also the hundredth part of the 
money, and of the com, the wine, and the oil, that ye exact of them. 

Then said they, We will restore them^ and will require nothing 
of them ; so will we do as thou sayest. Then I called the priests, 
and took an oath of them, that they should do according to this 
promise. Also I shook my lap, and said, So God shake out every 
man from his house, and from his labour, that performeth not this 
promise, even thus be he shaken out, and emptied. And all the 
congregation said, Amen, and praised the Lobd. And the people 
did according to this promise. 

Moreover from the time that I was appointed to be their 
governor in the land of Judah, from the twentieth year even 
unto the two and thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, that is, 
twelve years, I and my bremren have not eaten the breaid of the 
governor. But the former governors that fuxd been before me 
were chargeable unto the people, and had taken of them bread 
and wine, beside forty shekels of silver ; yea, even their servants 
bare rule over the people : but so did not I, because of the fear 
of God. Yea, also I continued in the work of this wall, neither 
bought we any land : and all my servants tvere gathered thither 
unto the work. Moreover there were at my table an hundred 
and fifty of the Jews and rulers, beside those that came unto us 
from among the heathen that are about us. Now that which was 
prepared ybr me daily toas one ox cmd six choice sheep; also fowls 
were prepared for me, and once in ten days store cJ all sorts of 
wine : yet for all this required not I the oread of the governor, 
because the bondage was heavy upon this people. 

Think upon me, my God, for good, according to all that I have 
done for this people. 

6 NOW it came to pass, when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and 
Geshem the Arabian, and the rest of our enemies, heard th&t I 
had builded the wall, and tJiat there was no breach left therein ; 
(though at that time I had not set up the doors upon the gates;) 
that Sanballat and Geshem sent unto me, saying. Come, let us 
meet together in some one of the villages in the plain of Ona 
But they thought to do me mischief. And I sent messengers 
unto them, saying, I am doing a great work, so that I cannot 
come down : why shoiQd the work cease, whilst I leave it, and 
come down to you ? Yet they sent unto me four times after this 
sort ; and I answered them after the same manner. Then sent 
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Sanballat his servant unto me in like manner the fifth time with 
an open letter in his hand ; wherein vxia written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gashmu saith ity that thou and the Jews 
think to rehel : for which cause thou buiidest the wall, that thou 
mayest be their king, according to these words. And thou hast 
also appointed prophets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, saying, 
There is a king in Judah : and now shall it be reported to the 
king according to these words. Come now therefore, and let us 
take counsel together. Then I sent unto him, saying, There are 
no such things done as thou sayest, but thou feignest them out 
of thine own heart. For they all made us afraid, saying, llieir 
hands shall be weakened from the work, that it be not done. 
Now therefore, Oody strengthen my hands. 

Afterward I came unto the house of Shemaiah the son of 
Delaiah the son of Mehetabeel, who uocls shut up ; and he said. 
Let us meet together in the house of God, within iiie temple, and 
let us shut the doors of the temple : for they will come to slay 
thee ; yea, in the night will they come to slay thee. And I said. 
Should such a man as I flee ? and who is there^ that, being as I 
a/m, woiQd go into the temple to save his life ? I will not go in. 
And, lo, I perceived that God had not sent him ; but that he 
pronounced this prophecy against me : for Tobiah and Sanballat 
had hired him. Therefore tacts he hired, that I should be afraid, 
and do so, and sin, and tliat they might have matter for an evil 
report, that they might reproach me. 

My G<xl, think thou upon Tobiah and Sanballat according to 
these their works, and on the prophetess Noadiah, and the rest 
of the prophets, that would have put me in fear. 

So the wall was finished in the twenty and fifth da^/ of the 
month Elul, in fifty and two days. And it came to pass, that 
when all our enemies heard thereof ^ and all the heathen that 
were about us saw these things^ they were much cast down in 
their own eyes : for they perceived that this work was wrought 
of our God. 
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JONAH 

Jonah. — Christ refers to Jonah (Luke xi. 29-82) as though his mission were 
historical. There is a prophet Jonah mentioned in 2 Kings, xiv. 25 {son of 
Amittai of Oath-hepher), But this hook of Jonah is obviously a legendj 
a myth, a parable, invented for a particular purpose. 

It is one of the latest hooks of the Jewish Canon, because of Us language 
in the first place, and secondly because it treats Nineveh as a city whose day 
is long since over (" !%« King of Nineveh" is an urUikely phrase). The 
miraculoits elemeivt is quite childish. Only Esther, Daniel and perhaps 
Chronicles are of a later date. 

But its moral is unexceptionable, and affords a happy contrast to the 
Jewish intolerance of ^*^ Esther " Just as Ruth showed how Jahveh can 
accept the ** heathen" and bring them to honour, Jonah shows why Jahveh 
does not destroy the heathen. They, too, are his children, and he gives them 
tvtne and opportunity for repentance. 

1 NOW the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the son <rf 
Amittai, saying, Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, and cry 
against it; for their wickedness is come up 
*" * before me. But Jonah rose up to flee unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the Lord, and went down to 
Joppa ; and he found a ship going to Tarshish : so he paid the 
fare thereof, and went down into it, to go with them unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the Lord. 

But the Lord sent out a great wind into the sea, and there 
was a mighty tempest in the sea, so that the ship was like to be 
broken. Then the mariners were afraid, and cried every man 
unto his god, and cast forth the wares that were in the ship into 
the sea, to lighten it of them. But Jonah was gone down into 
the sides of the ship ; and he lay, and was fast asleep. So the 
shipmaster came to him, and said unto him. What meanest thou, 
O sleeper 1 arise, call upon thy God, if so be that Grod wiU think 
upon us, that we perish not. And they said every one to his 
fellow. Come, and let us cast lots, that we may know for whose 
cause this evil is upon us. So they cast lots, and the lot fell 
upon Jonah. Then said they unto him, Tell us, we pray thee, 
for whose cause this evil is upon us ; what is thine occupation ? 
and whence comest thoul what is thy country? and of what 
people art thou? And he said unto them, I am an Hebrew; 
and I fear the Lord, the God of heaven, which hath made the 
sea and the dry la/nd. Then were the men exceedingly afraid, 
and said unto him, Why hast thou done this? For the men 
knew that he fled from the presence of the Lord, because he had 
told them. 

Then said they unto him, What shall we do unto thee, that 
the sea may be calm unto us ? for the sea wrought, and was 
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'bempestuous. And he said unto them, Take me up, and cast me 
forth into the sea; so shall the sea be calm unto you: for I 
know that for my sake this great tempest is upon you. Never- 
iiheless the men rowed hard to bring it to the land ; but they 
could not : for the sea wrought, and was tempestuous against 
'fchem. Wherefore they cried unto the Lord, and said. We 
"beseech thee, O Lord, we beseech thee, let us not perish for 
this man's life, and lay not upon us innocent blood : for thou, 
O Lord, hast done as it pleased thee. So they took up Jonah, 
and cast him forth into the sea : and the sea cecused from her 
raging. Then the men feared the Lord exceedingly, and offered 
a sacnfice unto the Lord, and made vows. 

Now the Lord had prepared a great fish to swallow up Jonah, 
And Jonah was in the belly of the fish three days and three nights. 

2 THEN Jonah prayed unto the Lord his God out of the fish's 
belly, and said, 

I cried by reason of mine affiction unto the XiORD, and he 
heard me ; out of the belly of hell cried I, and thou heardest my 
voice. For thou hadst cast me into the deep, in the midst of 
the seas ; and the floods compassed me about : all thy billows 
and thy waves passed over me. Then I said, I am cast out of 
thy sight j yet I will look again toward thy holy temple. The 
^waters compassed me about, even to the soul : the depth closed 
me round about, the weeds were wrapped about my head. I 
-w^it down to the bottoms of the mountains ; the earth with 
her bars was about me for ever : yet hast thou brought up my 
life from corruption, O Lord my God. When my soul fainted 
i^ithin me I remembered the Lord : aud my prayer came in unto 
thee, into thine holy temple. They that observe lying vanities 
forsake their own mercy. But I will sacrifice unto thee with 
the voice of thanksgiving ; I will pay that that I have vowed. 
Salvation is of the Lord. 

And the Lord spake unto the fiysh, and it vomited out Jonah 
upon the dry land. 

3 AND the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the second 
time, saying. Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great city, and preach 
unto it the preaching that I bid thee. So Jonah arose, an4 went 
unto Nineveh, according to the word of, the Lord. 

Now Nineveh was an exceeding great city of three days' 
journey. And Jonah began to enter into the city a day's 
journey, and he cried, and said, Yet forty days, and Nineveh 
shall be overthrown. 

So the people of Nineveh believed God, and proclaimed a fast, 
and put on sackcloth, from the greatest of them even to the least 
of them. For word came unto the king of Nineveh, and he arose 
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from his throne, and he laid his robe from him, and covered him 
with sackcloth, and sat in ashes. And he caused it to he pro- 
claimed and published through Nineveh by the decree of the 
king and his nobles, saying, Let neither man nor beast, herd 
nor flock, taste any thing : let them not feed, nor drink water : 
but let man and beast be covered with sackcloth, and cry 
mightily unto God : yea, let them turn every one from his evil 
way, and from the violence that is in their hands. Who can tell 
if God will turn and repent, and turn away from his fierce anger, 
that we perish not ? 

And God saw their works, that they turned from their evil 
way ; and God repented of the evil, that he had said that he 
would do unto them; and he did it not. 

4 BUT it displeased Jonah exceedingly, and he was very angry. 
And he prayed unto the Lobd, and said, I pray thee, O Lord, toas 
not this my saying, when I was yet in my country ? Therefore I 
fled before unto Tarshish : for I knew that thou art a gracious 
Gk>d, and merciful, slow to anger, and of great kindness, and 
repentest thee of the evil. Therefore now, O Lord, tc^e, I 
beseech thee, my life from me ; for it is better for me to die than 
to live. 

Then said the Lord, Doest thou well to be angry 1 

So Jonah went out of the city, and sat on the east side of ihe 
city, and there made him a booth, and sat under it in the 
shadow, till he might see what would become of the city. And 
the Lord God prepared a gourd, and made it to come up ovw 
Jonah, that it might be a shadow over his head, to deliver him 
from his grief. So Jonah was exceeding glad of the gourd. But 
God prepared a worm when the morning rose the next day, and 
it smote the gourd that it withered. And it came to pass, when 
the sun did arise, that God prepared a vehement east wind ; and 
the sun beat upon the head of Jonah, that he fainted, and 
wished in himself to die, and said. It is better for me to die than 
to live. 

And Qod said to Jonah, Doest thou well to be angry for the 
gourd ? And he said, I do well to be angry, even unto death. 

Then said the Lord, Thou hast had pity on the gourd, for the 
which thou hast not laboured, neither madest it grow; which 
came up in a night, and perished in a night : and should not I 
spare Nineveh, that great city, wherein are more than sixscore 
thousand persons that cannot discern between their right hand 
and their left hand ; and also much cattle 9 
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DANIEL 

I>aiiiel. — The date of Daniel is abotU 164 B.C., in the Maceaheam, period^ and 
the general subject is closely connected vnih the reign of Antiochus 
SpiphaneSf and the persecution which he engineered against the faith 
of Israel. The traditional date, of course^ is the time of Cyrus qmd 
Nelmchadiiezzar — say about 538 B.C., or a little before. The book is 
divided into ttoo parts — 

(*) Cfhap. i.-vi. , the adventures of Daniel and his threefrtendSf Haiuiniahy 
Misael, and AzariaJh^ who in the third yeao' of Jehmachim are led captive 
by Nebuchadnezzar to Bobbylon, They remain true to the faith of their 
^others. 

{ii) Chap, vii-xii., the visions of Daniel, which belong to Apocalyptic 
literature, 

3 NEBUCHADNEZZAR the king made an image of gold, 
whose height toas threescore cubits, and the breadth thereof six 
cubits : he set it up in the plain of Dura, in the 
province of Babylon. III. 1-30 

Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent to gather together the 
princes, the governors, and the captains, the judges, the 
treasurers, the councillors, the sherifGs, and all the rulers of 
the provinces, to come to the dedication of the image which 
^Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up. Then the princes, the 
governors, and captains, the judges, the, treasurers, the coun- 
sellors, the sherifiGs, and all the rulers of the provinces, were 
gathered together unto the dedication of the image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up; and they stood before 
the image that Nebuchadnezzar had set up. 

Then an herald cried aloud. To you it is commanded, O 
people, nations, and languages, tJiat at what time ye hear the 
sound of the comet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, dulcimer, and 
all kinds of musick, ye fall down and worship the golden image 
that Nebuchadnezzar the king hath set up : and whoso falleth 
not down and worshippeth shall the same hour be cast into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace. Therefore at that time, when 
all the people heard the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, 
psaltery, and all kinds of musick, all the people, the nations, and 
the languages, fell down a/nd worshipped the golden image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up. 

Wherefore at that time certain Chaldeans came near, and 
accused the Jews. They spake and said to the king Nebuchad- 
nezzar, O king, live for ever. Thou, O king, hast made a decree, 
that every man that shall hear the sound of the comet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, and all kinds of musick, shall 
fall down and worship the golden image : and whpso falleth not 
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down and worshippeth, that he should be cast into the midst of a 
burning fiery furnace. There are certain Jews whom thou hast 
set over the aflfairs of the province of Babylon, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego ; these men, O king, have not regarded 
thee : they serve not thy gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar in his rage and fury commanded to 
bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. Then they brought 
these men before the king. Nebuchadnezzar spake and said 
unto them, Is it true, O Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, do 
not ye serve my gods, nor worship the golden image wMch I 
have set up 1 Now if ye be ready that at what time ye hear the 
sound of the comet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, 
and 1^ kinds of musick, ye fall down and worship the image 
which I have made ; todl : but if ye worship not, ye shall be cast 
the same hour into the midst of a burning fiery furnace ; and who 
is that God that shall deliver you out of my hands ? 

Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, answered and said to 
the king, O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not careful to answer thee 
in this matter. If it be «o, our God whom we serve is able to 
deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, and he will d^ver v^ 
out of tibine hand, O king. But if not, be it known unto thee, 
O king, that we will not serve thy gods, nor worship the golden 
image which thou hast set up. 

Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and the form of his 
visage was changed against Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego : 
therefore he spake, and commanded that they should heat the 
furnace one seven times more than it was wont to be heated. 
And he commanded the most mighty men that toere in his army 
to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, a/nd to cast them 
into the burning fiery furnace. Then these men were bound in 
their coats, their hosen, and their hats, and their oth>er garments, 
and were cast into the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 
Therefore because the king's commandment was urgent^ and 
the furnace exceeding hot, the flame of the fire slew those men 
that took up Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. And these 
three men, Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down bound 
into the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar the king was astonied, and rose up in 
haste, cmd spake, and said unto his counsellors, Did not we cast 
three men bound into the midst of the fire ? They answered and 
said unto the king. True, O king. He answered and said, Lo, I 
see four men loose, walking in the midst of the fire, and they 
have no hurt; and the form of the fourth is like the Son of 
God. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar came near to the mouth of the burning 
fiery furnace, (md spake, and said, Shadrach, Meshach, and 
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Abed-nego, ye servants of the most high Ood, come forth, and 
come hither. Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-n^o came 
forth of the midst of the fira And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king's counsellors, being gathered together, 
saw these men, upon whose bodies the fire had no power, nor was 
an hair of their head singed, neither were their coats changed, 
nor the smell of fire had passed on them. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, and said. Blessed be the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath sent his angel, 
and delivered his servants that trusted in him, and havedianged 
the kin^s word, and yielded their bodies, that they might not 
serve nor worship any god, exc^t their own Gkxl. Therefore I 
make a decree. That every people, nation, and language, which 
speak any thing amiss against the God of Shadradi, Meishach, 
and Abed-nego, shaU be cut in pieces, and their houses shall be 
made a dunghill : because there is no other God that can deliver 
after this sort. Then the king pnnnoted Shadradi, Meshach, and 
Abed-n^o, in the province of Babylon. 



The Story of Nebuchadnezzar (cMp. iv. 29-37) is a charcuterisiic distance of 
the toay in which the Priestly vyriters transjform their origmals. 

In a ChaZdean legend preserved in Abydemis {Delitsch. Babel and Bible ^ 
English version, p. 169), Neb^u/ihadn&xzar at the summit of his power 
a>8cended the roof of the royal castle, annotmced the coming of Cyrus wnd 
the destruction of Babylon. ** There shall come a Persian, , , , WovM 
that, before the citizens perish, he might be hunted through the desert 
, . . where vrild beasts seek their food and birds fly : vxmld that among 
mxAJbiitain clefts and gorges he might wander alone.'* Thus in Daniel 
what Nebuchadnezzar vnshes for am, enemy is transferred to himself, 

5 BELSHAZZAB the king made a great feast to a thousand 
of his lords, and drank wine befove the thousand. Belshazzar, 
whiles he tasted the wine, commanded to bring ^ 

the golden and silver vessels which his father 
Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the temple which wets in 
Jerusalem; that the king, and his princes, his wives, and his 
concubines, might drink therein. Then they brought the golden 
vessels that were taken out of the temple of the house of God 
which was at Jerusalem; and the king, and his princes, his 
wives, and his concubines, drank in them. They drank wine, 
and praised the gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, of iron, of 
wood, and of stone. 

In the same hour came forth fingers of a man's hand, and 
wrote over against the candlestick upon the plaister of the wall 
of the king's palace : and the king saw the part of the hand that 
wrote, llien the king's countenance was changed, and his 
thoughts troubled him, so that the joints of lus loins were 
loosed and his knees smote one against another. The king 
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cried aloud to bring in the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers. And the king spake, and said to the -wise mm d 
Babylon, Whosoever shall read this writing, and shew me the 
interpretation thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet^ and ham i 
cham of gold about his neck, and shall be the third ruler in ^ 
kingdom. Then came in all the king's wise men .- but iltej 
could not read the writing, nor make known to the king iht 
interpretation thereof. Then was king Belshazzar greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was changed in him, and his lords 
were astonied. 

^ow the queen by reason of the words of the kin^ and his 
lords came into the banquet house: and the queen spake and 
said, king, live for ever : let not thy thoughts trouble thee, 
nor let thy countenance be changed: there is a man in tiij 
kingdom, in whom ia the spirit of the holy gods ; and in the 
days of thy father light and understanding and wisdom, like ih^ 
wisdom of the gods, was found in him ; whom the king Nebu- 
chadnezzar thy father, the king, / say, thy father, made master 
of the magicians, astrologers, CSialdeans, cmd soothsayers ; foras- 
much as an excellent spirit, and knowledge, and understanding, 
interpreting of dreams, and shewing of hard sentences, and 
dissolving of doubts, were found in the same Daniel, -whom the 
king named Belteshazzar : now let Daniel be called, and he will 
shew the interpretation. 

Then was Daniel brought in before the king. And the king 
spake and said imto Daniel, Art thou ih&t Daniel, which art of 
the children of the captivity of Judah, whom the king my father 
brought out of Jewry ] I have even heard of thee, that the 
spirit of the gods is in thee, and that light and understanding 
and excellent wisdom is found in thee. And now the wise men^ 
the astrologers, have been brought in before me, that they should 
read this writing, and make known unto me the interpretation 
thereof: but they could not shew the interpretation of the 
thing : and I have heard of thee, that thou canst make interpre- 
tations, and dissolve doubts : now if thou canst read the writing, 
and make known to me the interpretation thereof, thou shalt be 
clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of gold about thy neck, 
and shalt be the third ruler in the kingdom. 

Then Daniel answOTed and said before the king. Let thy gifts 
be to thyself, and give thy rewards to another ; yet I will read 
the writing unto the king, and make known to him the interpre- 
tation. O thou king, the most high Gk)d gave Nebuchadnezzar 
thy father a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and honour : and 
for the majesty that he gave him, all people, nations, and 
languages, trembled and feared before him : whom he would he 
slew ; and whom he would he kept alive ; and whom he would 
he set up; and whom he would he put down. But when his 
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heart was lifted up, and his mind hardened in pride, he was 
deposed from his kingly throne, and they took his glory from 
him : and he was driven from the sons of men ; and his heart was 
made like the beasts, and his dwelling was with the wild asses : 
they fed him with grass like oxen, and his body was wet with the 
dew of heaven ; till he knew that the most high God ruled in 
the kingdom of men, and that he appointeth over it whomsoever 
he will. And thou his son, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled 
thine heart, though thou knewest all this ; but hast lifted up 
thyself against the Lord of heaven ; and they have brought the 
vessels of his house before thee, and thou, and thy lords, thy 
wives, and thy concubines, have drunk wine in them; and 
thou hast praised the gods of silver, and gold, of brass, iron, 
wood, and stone, which see not, nor hear, nor know : and the 
God in whose hand thy breath is, and whose a/re all thy ways, 
hast thou not glorified : then was the part of the hand sent from 
him ; and this writing was written. 

And this is the writing that was written, MENE, MENE, 
TEKEL, UPHARSIN. This is the interpretation of the thing : 
MENE; God haUi numbered thy kingdom, and finished it. 
TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the balances, and art found 
wanting. PERES ; Thy kingdom is divided, and given to the 
Medes and Persians. 

Then c(Hnmanded Belshazzar, and they clothed Daniel with 
scarlet, and put a chain of gold about his neck, and made a 
proclamation concerning him, that he should be the third ruler 
in the kingdom. 

In that night was Belshazzar the king of the Chaldeans 
slain. And Darius the Median ^ took the kingdom, being about 
threescore and two years old. 

6 IT pleased Darius to set over the kingdom an hundred and 
twenty princes, which should be over the whole kingdom ; and 
over these three presidents ; of whom Daniel was 
first : that the princes might give accounts unto 
them, and the king should have no damage. Then this Daniel 
was preferred above the presidents and princes, because an excel- 
lent spirit was in him ; and the king thought to set him over the 
whole realm. 

Then the presidents and princes sought to find occasion against 
Daniel concerning the kingdom; but they could find none 
occasion nor fault; forasmuch as he was faithfiQ, neither was 
there any error or fault found in him. Then said these men. We 
shall not find any occasion against this Daniel, except we find it 
against him concerning the law of his God. Then these presidents 

^ Of course it was not Darius, but Cyrus. 
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and princes assembled together to the king, and said thus 
unto him, King Darius, live for ever. All the presidents of the 
kingdom, the governors, and the princes, the counsellors, and the 
captains, have consulted together to estabUsh a royal statute, 
and to make a firm decree, that whosoever shall ask a petition of 
any God or man for thirty days, save of thee, O king, he shall 
be cast into the den of lions. Now, O king, establish the decree, 
and sign the writing, that it be not changed, according to the 
law of the Medes and Persians, which altereth not. Wheref(we 
king Darius signed the writing and the decree. 

Now when Daniel knew that the writing was signed, he went 
into his house ; and his windows being open in his chamb^ 
toward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon his knees three times a day, 
and prayed, and gave thanks before his God, as he did aforetime. 
Then these men assembled, and found Daniel praying and mak- 
ing supplication before his God. Then they came near, and 
spake before the king concerning the king's decree ; Hast thou 
not signed a decree, that every man that shall ask a petition 
of any God or man within thirty days, save of thee, O king, 
shall be cast into the den of lions? The king answered and 
said. The thing is true, according to the law of the Medes 
and Persians, which altereth not. Then answered they imd 
said before the king, That Daniel, which te of the children of 
the captivity of Judah, regardeth not thee, O king, nor the 
decree that thou hast signed, but maketh his petition three 
times a day. 

Then the king, when he heard these words, was sore displeased 
with himself, and set his heart on Daniel to deliver him : and he 
laboured till the going down of the sun to deliver him. Then 
these men assembled unto the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, O king, that the law of the Medes and Persians is, That 
no decree nor statute which the king establisheth may be changed. 
Then the king conmianded, and they brought Daniel, and cast 
him into the den of lions. Now the king spake and said unto 
Daniel, Thy G<xi whom thou servest continually, he will deliver 
thee. And a stone was brought, and laid upon the mouth of the 
den ; and the king sealed it with his own signet, and with the 
signet of his lords ; that the purpose might not be changed con- 
cerning Daniel. 

Then the king went to his palace, and passed the night list- 
ing: neither were instrumente of musick brought before him: 
and his sleep went from him. Then the king arose very early 
in the morning, and went in haste unto the den of lions. And 
when he came to the den, he cried with a lamentable voice unto 
Daniel : amd the king spake and said to Daniel, O Daniel, ser- 
vant of the living God, is thy God, whom thou servest continually, 
nble to deliver thee from the lions % Then said Daniel unto the 
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king, O king, live for ever. My God hath sent his angel, and 
hath shut the lions' mouths, that they have not hurt me : foras- 
much as before him innocency was found in me ; and also before 
thee, O king, have I done no hurt. Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that they should take Daniel up 
out of the den. So Daniel was taken up out of the den, and no 
manner of hurt was found upon him, because he believed in his 
God. 

And the king commanded, and they brought those men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast them into the den of lions, 
them, their children, and their wives ; and the lions had the 
mastery of them, and brake all their bones in pieces or ever they 
came at the bottom of the den. 

Then king Darius wrote unto all people, nations, and lan- 
guages, that dwell in all the earth ; Peace be multiplied unto you. 
I make a decree. That in every dominion of my kingdom men 
tremble and fear before the God of Daniel: for he is the living 
God, and stedfast for ever, and his kingdom that which shall not 
be destroyed, and his dominion ahaU he even unto the end. He 
delivereth and rescueth, and he worketh signs and wonders in 
heaven and in earth, who hath delivered Daniel from the 
power of the lions. 

So this Daniel prospered in the reign of Darius, and in the 
reign of Cyrus the Persian. 
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ESTHER 

Sftker. — The Book of Esther originated in Persia. Its date is about ISO B.C. 
It narrates how, after the repudiation of Vashti^ Esther, the adopted 
dmighter of the Jewish easile, Mordeeai, became the wife, or consort, of ike 
Persian king, Ahasuerus (Xerxes), arid from this position of adva^Uage, 
broke up the plot of Hama/n, the enemy of the Jews, and secured for her 
countrymen a bloody revenge. 

If it be regarded purely as a romance, th£n Esther becomes a sort of 
Scheherezade of the Thousmd and One Nights^ But, as a canonical book, 
it is repulsive in the extreme, because it breathes a spirit cf fierce Jewid^ 
hatred and excluMvenesa. If it was composed during the Maccabean period, 
we see in it some of the spirit produced by the oppression of Antiochtis 
Epiphanes. It is apparently later than Daniel. 

The object of the book is to explain the feast of Purim [In m.. 7 ike 
explanation is vrrong, beeofuae there is no Persiam, word '*pilr'* tvUh ike 
mecming of " lot "], dnd we are not quite sure whether Purim is a Persian 
or a Babylonian festival. Purim is apparently not of purely Jeunsh origin. 
The book uxis not admitted into the Canum without protest : although in 
the Pre-Christian era, it enjoyed a good deal of popularity. 

1 NOW it came to pa4as in the days of Aliasuerus, (this is 

Ahasuerus which reigned, from India even unto Ethiopia^ aver 

an hundred and seven and twenty provinoes ;) 

The Story of ihat in those days, when the king Ahasuerus sat 
I 1-22 ^^ ^^® throne of his kingdom, which tocts in 
Shushan the palace, in the third year of his reign, 
he made a feast unto all his princes and his servants ; the power 
of Persia and Media, the nobles and princes of the provinces, 
being before him: when he shewed the riches of his glorious 
kingdom and the honour of his excellent majesty many days, 
even an hundred and fourscore days. 

And when these days were expired, the king made a feast 
unto all the people that were present in Shushan the palace, 
both unto great and small, seven days, in the court of the garden 
of the king's palace ; wfiere were white, green, and blue, lujungings^ 
fastened with cords of fine linen and purple to silver rings and 
pillars of marble : the beds were of gold and silver, upon a 
pavement of red, and blue, and white, and black, marble. And 
they gave them drink in vessels of gold, (the vessels being diverse 
one from another,) and royal wine in abundance, according to 
the state of the king. And the drinking was according to the 
law ; none did compel : for so the king had appointed to all the 
officers of his house, that they should do according to every 
man's pleasure. Also Yashti the queen made a feast for the 
women in the royal house which belonged to king Ahasuerus. 

On the seventh day, when the heart of the king was merry 
with wine, he commanded Mehuman, Biztha, Harl^na, Bigtha, 
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and Abagtha, Zethar, and Carcas, the seven chamberlains that 
served in the presence of Ahasuerus the king, to bring Yashti 
tHe queen before the king with the crown royal, to shew the 
people and the princes her beauty : for she toas fair to look on, 
Sut the queen Yashti refused to come at the king's command- 
ment by his chamberlains : therefore was the king very wroth, 
and his anger burned in him. 

Then the king said to the wise men, which knew the times, 
(for so waa the king's manner toward all that knew law and 
judgment: and the next unto him vtets Carshena, Shethar, 
^dmatha, Tarshish, Meres, Marsena, cmd Memucan, the seven 
princes of Persia and Media, which saw the king's face, cmd 
'¥vhich sat the first in the kingdcmi ;) What shall we do unto the 
queen Yashti according to law, because she hath not performed 
the commandment of the king Ahasuerus by the chamberlains 1 

And Memucan answered before the king and the princes, 
Vashti the queen hath not done wrong to the king only, but 
also to all the princes, and to all the people that a/re in all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus. For Ms deed of the queen 
shall come abroad unto all women, so that they shall despise their 
husbands in their eyes, when it shall be rep(»*ted. The king 
Ahasuerus commanded Yashti the queen to be brought in before 
him, but she came not. Likewise shall the ladies of Persia and 
Media say this day unto all the king's princes, which have heard 
of the deed of the queen. Thus ahaU there arise too much 
contempt and wrath. If it please the king, let there go a royal 
commandment from him, and let it be written among the laws of 
the Persians and the Modes, that it be not altered. That Yashti 
ocmie no more before king Ahasuerus ; and let the king give her 
royal estate unto another that is better than she. And when 
the king's decree which he shall make shall be published 
throughout all his empire, (for it is great,) all the wives shall 
give to their husbands honour, both to great and small. 

And the saying pleased the king and the princes; and the 
king did according to the word of Memucan : for he sent letters 
into all the king's provinces, into every province according to the 
writing thereof, «id to every people after their language, tiiat 
every man should bear rule in his own house, and that it should 
be published according to the language of every people. 

2 AFTER these things, when the wrath of king Ahasuerus 

was appeased, he remembered Yashti, and what she had done, 

and what was decreed against her. Then said 

the king's servants that ministered unto him, Let '^^%^}S!^^ ^^ 

there be fair young virgins soi^ht for the kmg : \f^^^ 

and let the king appoint officers in all the 

provinces of his kingdom, that they may gather together all the 
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fair young virgins unto Shushan the palace, to the house of the 
women, unto the custody of Hege the king's chamberlain, ke^)^ 
of the wOTflen; and let their things for purification be giv^ 
them : and let the maiden which pleaseth the king be queen 
instead of Yashti. And the thing pleased the king; and he 
did so. 

Ifow in Shushan the palace there was a certain Jew, whose 
name toas Mordecai, the son of Jair, the son of Shimei, the 
son of Kish, a Benjamite; who had been carried away frcmi 
Jerusalem with the captivity which had been carried away with 
Jeconiah king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king ol 
Babylon had carried away. And he brought up Hadassah, that 
is, Esther, his uncle's daughter : for she had neither father n(»r 
mother, and the maid tvas fair and beautiful ; whom Mordecai, 
when her father and mother were dead, took for his own 
daughter. 

So it came to pass, when the king's commandment and his 
decree was heard, and when many maidens were gathered 
together unto Shushan the palaoe, to the custody of H^ai, that 
Esther was brought also unto the king's house, to the custody of 
Hegai, keeper of the women. And the maiden pleased him, and 
she obtained kindness of him; and he speedily gave her her 
things for pui'lfication, with such things as belonged to her, and 
seven maidens, which were meet to be given her, out of the king's 
house : and he preferred her and her fnadds unto the best place of 
the house of the women. Esther had not shewed her people nor 
her kindred : for Mordecai had charged her that she should not 
shew it. And Mordecai walked every day before the court of 
the women's house, to know how Esther did, and what should 
become of her. 

Now when every maid's turn was come to go in to king 
Ahasuerus, after that she had been twelve months, according to 
the manner of the women, (for so were the days of their 
purifications accomplished, to tvity six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with sweet odours, and with other things for the 
purifying of the women ;) then thus came ev&ry maiden unto the 
king ; whatsoever she desired was given her to go with her out 
of the house of the women unto the king's house. In the 
evening she went, and on the morrow she returned into the 
second house of the women, to the custody of Shaashgaz, the 
king's chamberlain, which kept the concubines : she ca.ine in 
unto the king no more, except the king delighted in her, and 
that she were called by name. 

Now when the turn of Esther, the daughter of Abihail Uie 
uncle of Mordecai, who had taken her for his daughter, was come 
to go in unto the king, she required nothing but what Hegai the 
king's chamberlain, the keeper of the women, appointed. And 
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iEsther obtained favour in the sight of all them that looked upon 
her. So Esther was taken unto king Ahasuerus into his house 
i-oyal in the tenth month, which is the month Tebeth, in the 
seventh year of his reign. And the king loved Esther above all 
the women, and she obtained grace and favour in his sight more 
than all the virgins; so that he set the royal crown upon her 
head, and made her queen instead of Yashti. Then the king 
made a great feast unto all his princes and his servants, even 
Esther's feast ; and he made a release to the provinces, and gave 
gifts, according to the state of the king. 

And when the virgins were gathered together the second time, 
then Mordecai sat in the long's gate. Esther had not j/et 
shewed her kindred nor her people; as Mordecai had charged 
her : for Esther did the commandment of Mordecai, like as when 
she was brought up with him. 

In those days, while Mordecai sat in the king's gate, two of 
the king's chamberlains, Bigthan and Teresh, of those which 
kept the door, were wroth, and sought to lay hand on the king 
Ahasuerus. And the thing was known to Mordecai, who told 
it unto Esther the queen ; and Esther certified the king thereof 
in Mordecai's name. And when inquisition was made of the 
matter, it was found out ; therefore they were both hanged on a 
tree : and it was written in the book of the chroni9le8 before the 
king. 

8 AFTER these things did king Ahasuerus promote Haman 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, and advanced him, and 
set his seat above all the princes that t«;^6,with him. And all 
the king's servants, that were in the king's gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Haman : for the king had so commanded concerning 
him. But Mordecai bowed not, nor did him reverence. Then 
the king's servants, • which toere in the king's gate, said unto 
Mordecai, Why transgressest thou the king's commandment 1 
Now it came to pass, when they spake daily unto him, and he 
hearkened not unto them, that they told Haman, to see whether 
Mordecai's matters would stand : for he had told them that he 
toas a Jew. And when Haman saw that Mordecai bowed not, 
nor did him reverence, then was Haman full of wrath. And he 
thought scorn to lay hands on Mordecai alone; for they had 
shewed him the people of Mordecai : wherefore Haman sought to 
destroy all the Jews that tuere throughout the whole kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, even the people of Mordecai. 

In the first month, that is^ the month Nisan, in the twelfth 
year of king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that is, the lot, before 
Haman from day to day, and from month to month, to the 
twelfth month, that is, the month Adar. And Haman said unto 
king Ahasuerus, There is a certain people scattered abroad and 
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dispersed among the people in all the provinces of thy kingdom ; 
and their laws a/re diverse from all people ; neither keep they tib 
king's laws : therefore it is not for the king's profit to suffix 
them. If it please the king, let it be written that they may be 
destroyed : and I will pay ten thousand talents of silver to the 
hands of those that have the charge of the business, to bring ^ 
into the king's treasuries. And the king took his ring from his 
hand, and gave it unto Haman the son of Hammedatha the 
Agagite, the Jews' enemy. And the king said unto Haman, The 
silver w given to thee, the people also, to do with them as it 
seemeth good to thee. 

Then were the king's scribes called on the thirteentii day of 
the first month, and there was written according to all that 
Haman had commanded unto the king's lieutenants, and to l^e 
governors that vjere over every province, and to the rulers of 
every people of every province according to the writing thereof, 
and to every people after their language ; in the name of king 
Ahasuerus was it written, and sealed with the king's ring. And 
the letters were sent by posts into all the king's provinces, to 
destroy, to kill, and to cause to perish, all Jews, both young and 
old, little children and women, in one day, even upon the thirteeni^ 
day of the twelfth month, which is the month Adar, and to take 
the spoil of them for a prey. The copy of the writing few a 
commandment to be given in every province was published unto 
all people, that they should be ready against that day. The 
posts went out, being hastened by the king's commandment, smd 
the decree was given in Shushan the palace. And the king and 
Haman sat down to drink ; but the city Shushan was perplexed. 

4 WHEN Mordecai perceived all that was done, Mordecai rent 
his clothes, and put on sackcloth with ashes, and went out into 
the midst of the city, and cried with a loud and a bitter ciy ; and 
came even before the king's gate : for none miglit enter into the 
king's gate clothed with sackcloth. And in every province, 
whithersoever the king's commandment and his decree came, 
there was great mourning among the Jews, and fastings and 
weeping, and wailing ; and many lay in sackcloth and ashes. 

So Esther's maids and her chamberlains came and told it her. 
Then was the queen exceedingly grieved ; and she sent raiment 
to clothe Mordecai, and to take away his sackcloth from him : 
but he received it not. Then called Esther for Hatach, one of 
the king's chamberlains, whom he had appointed to attend upon 
her, and gave him a commandment to Mordecai, to know what it 
was^ and why it tww. So Hatach went forth to Mordecai unto 
the street of the city, which ^oas before the king's gate. And 
Mordecai told him of all that had happened unto him, and of 
the sum of the money that Haman had promised to pay to the 
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king's treasuries for the Jews, to destroy them. Also he gave 
him the copy of the writing of the decree that was given at 
Shushan to destroy them, to shew it unto Esther, and to declare 
it unto her, and to charge her that she should go in unto the king, 
to make supplication unto him, and to make request before him 
for her people. And Hatach came and told Esther the words of 
Mordecai. 

Again Esther spake unto Hatach, and gave him commandment 
unto Mordecai ; All the king's servants, and the people of the 
king's provinces, do know, that whosoever, whether man or 
-woman, shall come unto the king into the inner court, who is not 
called, there is one law of his to put him to death, except such to 
whom the king shall hold out the golden sceptre, that he may 
live : but I have not been called to come in unto the king these 
thirty days. And they told to Mordecai Esther's words. 

Then Mordecai commanded to answer Esther, Think not with 
thyself that thou shalt escape in the king's house, more than all 
the Jews. For if thou altogether boldest thy peace at this time, 
tlien shall there enlargement and deliverance arise to the Jews 
from another place; but thou and thy father'B house shall be 
destroyed : and who knoweth whether thou art come to the 
kingdom for sv^h a time as this? 

Then Esther bade them return Mordecai this cmswer. Go, 
gather together all the Jews that are present in Shushan, and 
fast ye for me, and neither eat nor drink three days, night or 
day : I also and my maidens will fast likewise ; and so will I go 
in unto the king, which is not according to the law : and if T 
perish, I perish. So Mordecai went his way, and did according 
to all that Esther had commanded him. 

5 NOW it came to pass on the third day, that Esther put on 
her royal apparely and stood in the inner court of the king's 
house, over against the king's house : and the king sat upon his 
royal throne in the royal house, over against the gate of the 
house. And it was so, when the king saw Esther the queen 
standing in the court, tluzt she obtained favour in his sight : and 
the king held out to Esther the golden sceptre that was in his 
hand. So Esther drew near, and touched the top of the sceptre. 
Then said the king unto her. What wilt thou, queen Esther? 
and what is thy request 1 it shall be even given thee to the half 
of the kingdom. And Esther answered. If it seem good unto the 
king, let the king and Haman come this day unto the banquet 
that I have prepared for him. Then the king said. Cause Haman 
to make haste, that he may do as Esther hath said. So the king 
and Haman came to the banquet that Esther had prepared. 

And the king said unto ESther at the banquet of wine. What 
is thy petition ? and it shall be granted thee : and what is thy 
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request ) even to the half of the kingdom it shall be performed. 
Then answered Esther, and said, My petition and my request is; 
If I have found favour in the sight of the king, and if it please 
the king to grant my petition, and to perform my request, let 
the king and Haman come to the banquet that I shall prepare 
for them, and I will do to morrow as the king hath said. 

Then went Haman forth that day joyful and with a glad 
heart : but when Haman saw Mordecai in the king's gate, ihat 
he stood not up, nor moved for him, he was full of indignation 
against Mordecai. Nevertheless Haman refrained himself : and 
when he came home, he sent and called for his friends, and 
Zeresh his wife. And Haman told them of the glory of his 
riches, and the multitude of his children, and all the things 
wherein the king had promoted him, and how he had advanced 
him above the princes and servants of the king. Haman said 
moreover. Yea, Esther the queen did let no man come in with 
the king unto the banquet that she had prepared but myself ; 
and to morrow am I invited unto her also with the king. Tet 
all this availeth me nothing, so long as I see Mordecai the Jew 
sitting at the king's gate. Then said Zeresh his wife and all Ids 
friends unto him. Let a gallows be made of fifty cubits high, 
and to morrow speak thou unto the king that Mordecai may be 
hfmged thereon : then go thou in merrily with the king unto the 
banquet. And the thing pleased Haman; and he caused the 
gallows to be made. 

6 ON that night could not the king sleep, and he commanded 
to bring the book of records of the chronicles ; and they were 
read before the king. And it was found written, that Mordecai 
had told of Bigthana and Teresh, two of the king's chamberlains, 
the keepers of the door, who sought to lay hand on the king 
Ahasuerus. 

And the king said, What honour and dignity hath been done 
to Mordecai for tfaisl Then said the king's servants that 
ministered unto him. There is nothing done for him. And the 
king said. Who is in the court ? Now Haman was come into the 
outward court of the king's house, to speak unto the king to hang 
Mordecai on the gallows that he had prepared for him. And the 
king's servants said unto him, Behold, Haman standeth in the 
court. And the king said. Let him come in. 

So Haman came in. And the king said unto him. What shaU 
be done unto the man whom the king delighteth to honour) 
Now Haman thought in his heart. To whom would the king 
delight to do honour more than to myself ] And Haman answered 
the king. For the man whom the king delighteth to honour, let 
the royal apparel be brought which the king t^eth to wear, and 
the horse tiiat the king rideth upon, and the crown royal which 
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is set upon his head : and let this apparel and horse be delivered 
to the hand of one of the king's most noble princes, that they 
may array the man vpithal whom the king delighteth to honour, 
ajid bring him on horseback through the street of the city, and 
proclaim before him. Thus shall it be done to the man whom the 
king delighteth to honour. 

Then &e king said to Haman, Make haste, cmd take the 
apparel and the horse, as thou hast said, and do even so to 
Mordecai the Jew, that sitteth at the king's gate : let nothing 
fail of all that thou hast spoken. Then took Haman the apparel 
Briid the horse, and arrayed Mordecai, and brought him on horse- 
back through the street of the city, and proclaimed b^ore him, 
Thus shall it be done unto the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour. 

And Mordecai came again to the king's gate. But Haman 
liasted to his house mourning, and having his head covered. 
And Haman told Zeresh his wife and all his friends every 
thing that had befallen him. Then said his wise men and 
Zeresh his wife unto him. If Mordecai he of the seed of the 
Jews, before whom thou hast begun to fall, thou shalt not 
prevail against him, but shalt surely fall before him. And 
-while they were yet talking with him, came the king's chamber- 
lains, and hasted to bring Haman unto the banquet that Esther 
had prepared. 

7 SO the king and Haman came to banquet with Esther the 
queen. And the king said again unto Esther on the second day 
at the banquet of wine, What is thy petition, queen Esther? 
and it shall be granted thee : and what is thy request 1 and it 
shall be performed, even to the half of the kingdom. Then 
Esther the queen answered and said. If I have found favour in 
thy sight, O king, and if it please the king, let my life be given 
me at my petition, and my people at my request : for we are 
sold, I and my people, to be destroyed, to be slain, and to 
perish. But if we had been sold for bondmen and bondwomen, 
I had held my tongue, although the enemy could not countervail 
the king's damage. 

Then the king Ahasuerus answered and said unto Esther the 
queen. Who is he, and where is he, that durst presume in his 
heart to do so ? And Esther said. The adversary and enemy is 
this wicked Haman. Then Haman was afraid before the king 
and the queen. 

And tibe king arising from the banquet of wine in his wrath 
v)ent into the palace garden : and Haman stood up to make 
request for his life to Esther the queen ; for he saw that there 
was evil determined against him by the king. Then the king 
returned out of the palace garden into the place of the banquet 
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of wine ; and Haman was Mien upon the bed whereon Esther 
tuas. Then said the king, Will he force the queen also before 
me in the house) As the word went out of the king's mouth, 
they covered Haman's face. And Harbonah, one of the chamber- 
lains, said before the king, Behold also, the gallows fifty cuHts 
high, which Haman had made for Mordecai, who had spoken 
good for the king, standeth in the house of Haman. Then the 
king said, Hang him thereon. So they hanged Haman on the 
gallows that he had prepared for Mordecai. Then was the king's 
wrath pacified. 

8 ON that day did the king Ahasuems give the house of 
Haman the Jews' enemy unto Esther the queen. And Mordecai 
came before the king; for Esther had told what he tods unto 
her. And the king took off his ring, which he had taken from 
Haman, and gave it unto Mordeoii. And Esther set Mordecai 
over the house of Haman. 

And Esther spake yet again before the king, and fell down at 
his feet, and besou^t him with tears to put away the mischidP 
of Haman the Agagite, and his device that he had devised 
against the Jews. Then the king held out the golden sceptre 
toward Esther. So Esther arose, and stood b^ore the king, and 
sud. If it please th& king, and if I have found favour in his sight, 
and the thing seem right before the king, and I be pleasing in his 
eyes, let it be written to reverse the letters devised by Haman 
the son of Haromedatha the Agagite, which he wrote to destroy 
the Jews which curs in all the king's provinces : for how can I 
endure to see the evil that shall come unto my people 1 or how 
can I endure to see the destruction of my kindred ) 

Then the king Ahasuerus said unto Esther the queen and to 
Mordecai the Jew, Behold, I have given Esther the house ctf 
Haman, and him they have hanged upon the gallows, because he 
laid his hand upon the Jews. Write ye also for the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king's name, and seal U with the king's ring : 
for the writing which is written in the king's name, and sealed 
with the king's ring, may no man reverse. 

Then were the king's scribes called at that time in the third 
month, that is^ the month Sivan, on the three and twentietli day 
thereof ; and it was written according to all that Mordecai com- 
manded unto the Jews, and to the lieutenants, and the deputies 
and rulers of the provinces which are from India unto Ethiopia, 
an hundred twenty and seven provinces, unto every province 
according to the writing thereof, and unto every people after 
their language, and to the Jews according to their writing, and 
according to their language. And he wrote in the king Ahasuerus' 
name, and sealed it with the king's ring, and sent letters by posts 
on horseback, and riders on mules, camels, and young dromedaries: 
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^wherein the king granted the Jews which v)ere in every city to 
gather themselves together, and to stand for their life, to destroy, 
to slay, and to cause to perish, all the power of the people and 
province that would assault them, both little ones and women, 
and to take the spoil of them for a prey, upon one day in all the 
provinces of king Ahasuerus, namdy, upon the thirteenth day of 
tlie twelfth month, which is the month Adar. The copy of the 
iwnriting for a commandment to be given in every province wa^ 
published unto all people, and that the Jews should be ready 
against that day to avenge themselves on their enemies. So the 
posts that rode upon mules and camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the king's commandment. And the decree 
was given at Shushan the palace. 

And Mordecai went out from the presence of the king in royal 
apparel of blue and white, and with a great crown of gold, and 
virith a giurment of fine linen and purple : and the city of Shushan 
rejoiced and was glad. The Jews had light, and gladness, and 
joy, and honour. And in every province, and in every city, 
ivnithersoever the king's commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had joy and gladness, a feast and a good day. And 
many of the people of the land became Jews ; for the fear of the 
Jews fell upon them. 

NOW in the twelfth month, that w, the month Adar, on the 
thirteenth day of the same, when the king's commandment and 
his decree drew near to be put in execution, in the day that the 
enemies of the Jews hoped to have power over them, (though it 
was turned to the contrary, that the Jews had rule gv&c them 
that hated them;) the Jews gathered themselves together in 
their cities throughout all the provinces of the king Ahasuerus, 
to lay hand on such as sought their hurt: and no man could 
withstand them ; for the fear of them fell upon all people. And 
all the rulers of the provinces, and the lieutenants, and the 
deputies, and officers of the king, helped the Jews ; because the 
fear of Mordecai fell upon them. For Mordecai wa^ great in the 
king's house, and his fame went out throughout all the provinces: 
for this man Mordecai waxed greater and greater. 

Thus the Jews smote all their enemies with the stroke of the 
sword, and slaughter, and destruction, and did what they would 
unto those that hated them. And in Shushan the palace the 
Jews slew and destroyed five hundred men. And Parshandatha^ 
and Dalphon, and Aspatha, and Poratha, and Adalia, and An- 
datha, and Pacmashta, and Arisai, and Aridai, and Yajezatha, 
the ten sons of Haman the son of Hammedatiia, the enemy of 
the Jews, slew they ; but on the spoil laid they not their hand. 

On that day the number of those that were slain in Shushan 
the palace was brought before the king. And the king said 
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unto Esther the queen, The Jews have slain and destroyed five 
hundred men in Shushan the palace, and the ten sons of 
Haman; what have they done in the rest of the king's pro- 
vinces ? now what is thy petition 1 and it shall be grant^ thee : 
or what is thy request further 9 and it shall be done. 

Then said Esther, If it please the king, let it be granted to 
the Jews which a/re in Shushan to do to morrow also according 
unto this day's decree, and let Haman's ten sons be banged 
upon the gallows. And the king commanded it so to be done : 
and the decree was given at Shushan ; and they hanged Haman's 
ten sons. For the Jews that tvere in Shushan gathered them- 
selves together on the fourteenth day also of the month Adar, 
and slew three hundred men at Shushan ; but on the prey they 
laid not their hand. 

But the other Jews that were in the king's provinces gathered 
themselves together, and stood for their lives, and had rest from 
their enemies, and slew of their foes seventy and five thousand, 
but they laid not their hands on the prey, on the thirteenth day 
of the month Adar; and on the fourteenth day of the same 
rested they, and made it a day of feasting and gladness. But 
the Jews that mere at Shushan assembled together on the 
thirteenth day thereof, and on the fourteenth thereof ; and on 
the fifteenth day of the same they rested, and made it a day 
of feasting and gladness. Therefore the Jews of the villages, 
that dwelt in the unwalled towns, made the fourteenth day of 
the month Adar a day of gladness and feasting, and a good day, 
and of sending portions one to another. 

And Mordecai wrote these things, and sent letters unto all 
the Jews that were in all the provinces of the king Ahasuerus, 
both nigh and far, to stablish this among them, that they should 
keep the fourteenth day of the month Adar, and the fifteenth day 
of the same, yearly, as the days wherein the Jews rested from 
their enemies, and the month which was turned luito them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourning into a good day : that 
they should make them days of feasting and joy, and of sending 
poitions one to another, and gifts to the poor. And the Jews 
undertook to do as they had begun, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them; because Haman the son of Hanmiedatha, 
the Agagite, the enemy of all the Jews, had devised against the 
Jews to destroy them, and had cast Pur, that is, the lot, to 
consume them, and to destroy them; but when Esther came 
before the king, he commanded by letters that his wicked 
device, which he devised against the Jews, should return upon 
his own head, and that he and his sons should be hanged on 
the gallows. Wherefore they called these days Purim after the 
name of Pur. Therefore for all the words of this letter, and 
of that which they had seen concerning this matter, and which 
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liad come unto them, the Jews ordained, and took upon them, 
and upon their seed, and upon all such as joined themselves 
unto them, so as it should not fail, that they would keep these 
two days according to their writing, and according to their 
appointed time every year; and that these days should be 
remembered and kept throughout every generation, every family, 
every province and every city; and that these days of Purim 
shoidd not fail from among the Jews, nor the memorial of them 
perish from their seed. 

Then Esther the queen, the daughter of Abihail, and Mor- 
decai the Jew, wrote with all authority, to confirm this second 
letter of Purim. And he sent the letters unto all the Jews, to 
the hundred twenty and seven provinces of the kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, tvith words of peace and truth, to confiraa these 
days of Purim in their times appointed, according as Mordecai 
the Jew and Esther the queen had enjoined them, and as they 
hard decreed for themselves and for their seed, the matters of 
the fastings and their cry. And the decree of Esther confirmed 
these matters of Purim ; and it was written in the book.

Isaiah — that is to say, the historical Isaiah — lived at a time of critical import- 
ance (see Introductory Esaa/ys, §§ v. amd vi.), when after the downfall of 
Israel Jvdah hecame the sole representative of the faith of Jahveh, 
736-650 (?). ffe is supposed to have suffered a moHyr's-dea^ vn the 
reign of MoMOsseh (Heb. xL 37)i. 

iBt Section. — Chap, L-ziL Discourses addressed exclusively to Judah amd 
Israel. 

1 THE vision of Isaiah the son of Amoz, which he saw con- 
ceitiing Judah and Jerusalem in the days of 
Uzziah, Jotham, Aha2, cmd Hezekiah, kings of 
Judah. 

Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O earth : for the Lord hath 
spoken, I have nourished and brought up children, and they have 
rebelled against me. The ox knoweth his owner, and the ass his 
master's crib: but Israel doth not know, my people doth not 
consider. 

Ah sinful nation, a people laden with iniquity, a seed of evil- 
doers, children t^t are corrupters : iiiey have forsaken the LoRi>^ 
they have provoked the Holy One of Israel unto anger, they are 
gone away backward. Why should ye be stricken any niore ? ye 
will revolt more and more : the whole h^ad is sick, and the whole 
heart faint. Prom the sole of the foot even unto the head there 
is no soundness in it ; hut wounds, and bruises, and putrifying 
sores : they have not been dosed, neither botind up, ndther molli- 
fied with ointment. Your country is desolate, your cities are 
burned with fire : your land, strangers devour it in your presence, 
and it ia desolate, as overthrown by strangers. And the daughter 
of Zion is left as a cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a gardeii 
of cucumbers, as a besieged city. Except the Lord ot hosts hcCd 
left unto us a very small remnant, we should have been As Sodom, 
amd we should have been like unto Gonibirah. 

Hear the word of the Lord, ye rulers of Sodom ; giVe ear unto

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the law of our Gkxi, ye people of Gomorrah. To what purpose is 
the multitude of your sacnfices unto me 1 saith the Lord : I am 
full of the burnt ofiPerings of rams, and the fat of fed beasts ; and 

1 delight not in the blood of bullocks, or of lambs, or of he goats. 
When ye come to appear before me, who hath required this at 
your hfiuid, to tread my courts ? Bring no more vain oblations ; 
incense is an abomination unto me ; the new moons and sabbaths, 
the calling of assemblies, I cannot away with ; it is iniquity, even 
the solemn meeting. Tour new moons and your appointed feasts 
my soul hateth : they are a trouble unto me ; I am weary to bear 
them. And when ye spread forth your hands, I will hide mine 
eyes from you : yea, when ye make many prayers, I will not hear : 
your hands are full of blood. Wash you, make you dean ; put 
away the evil of your doings from before mine eyes ; cease to 
do evil ; learn to do well ; seek judgment, relieve the oppressed, 
judge the fatherless, plead for the widow. 

Come now, and let us reason together, saith the Lord : though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow ; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be as wool. If ye be willing and 
obedient, ye shall eat the good of the land : but if ye refuse and 
rebel, ye shall be devoured with the sword : for the mouth of the 
Lord hath spoken it. 

2 ENTER into the rock, and hide thee in the dust, for fear of tihe 
Lord, and for the glory of his majesty. The lofty looks of man 

shall be humbled, and the haughtiness of men shall 

II. 10-22 be bowed down, and the Lord alone shall be exalted 
in that day. For th^ day pf the Lord of hosts ahaU be upon every 
one tliat is proud and lofty, and upon ev^y one that is lifted up ; 
and he shall be brought Ipw : and upon all the cedars of Lebanon, 
that are high and lifted up, and upon all the oaks of Bashim, and 
upon all the high mountains, and upon all the hills th<U are lifted 
up, and upon every high tower, and upcm every fenced wall, and 
upon all the ships p£ Tanfhish, and upon all pleasant pictures. 

And the loftiness of man shall be bowed down, and the haugh^ 
tiness of men shall be made low : and the Lord alone shall be 
exalted in that day. And the idols he ^lajl utterly abolish. 
And they shall go intq the holes of the rocks, aad into the caves 
of the earth, for fear of the Lord, and for the glory of his 
majesty, wl^en he ariseth to shake terribly the earth. 

In tnat day a man shall cast his idols of silver, and his idols dt 
gold, which thpy made each one for himself to wondiq>, to the 
pioles and to the bats ; to go into the clefts of the rocks, and into 
the tops of the sagged rocks, for fear of the Lord, Mid for tl» 
glory of hii^ majesty, when he ariseth to shake terribly the earth. 

Cease ye from man, whose, breath is in his nostrils : for wherein 
is h^ to be accounted of? . 
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5 NOW will I sing to my wdlbeloved a song of mv beloved 
touching his vineyard. My wellbeloved hath a vineyard in a very 
fruitful hill : and he fenced it, and gathered out via 
the stones thereof, and planted it with the choicest 
vine, and built a tower in the midst of it, and also nmde a wine- 
press therein : and he looked that it should bring forth grapes, 
and it brought forth wild grapes. And now, O inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and men of Judah, judge, I pray you, betwixt ine and 
my vineyard. What could have been done more to my vineyard, 
that I have not done in it ? wherefore, when I looked that it 
should bring forth grapes, brought it forth wild grapes? And 
now go to ; I will teU you what I will do to my vineyard : I will 
take away the hedge tnereof , and it shall be eaten up ; and break 
down the wall thereof, and it shall be trodden down : and I will 
lay it waste : it shall not be pruned, nor digged; but there shall 
come up briers and thorns : I will also command the clouds that 
they rain no rain upon it. For the vineyard of the Lord of hosts 
is the house of Israel, and the men of Judah his pleasant plant : 
and he looked for Judgment, but behold oppression ; for righteous- 
ness, but behold a cry. 

Woe unto them that join house to house, that lay field to field, 
till there he no place, that they may be placed alone in the midst 
of the earth ! 



Isaiah* 8 Consecration to the Prophetic Mission, B.C. 736. 

6 IN the year that king Uzziah died I saw also the Lord sitting 
upon a throne, high and lifted up, and his train filled the teipple. 
Above it stood the seraphims : each one had six 
wings ; with twain he covered his face, and with 
twain he covered his feet, and with twain he did fly. And one 
cried unto another, and said. Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of 
hosts : the whole earth ia full of his glory. And the posts of the 
door moved ^t the voice of him that cried, and the house was 
filled with smoke. 

Then said I, Woe %» me ! for I am undone ; because I mn a man 
of imclean lips, and I dwell in the midst of a people of u^lean 
lips : for mine eyes have seen the King, the Lord of hosts. 

Then flew one of the seraphims unto me, having a live coal in 
his hand, which he had taken with the tongs from ofiF the altar : 
and he laid it upon my mouth, and said, Lo, this hath touched 
thy lips ; and thine iniquity is taken away, and thy sin purged. 

Also I heard the voice of the XiORd, saying, Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us ? Then said I, Here am I ; send me. And 
]tie said, Qo, and tell this people, H^r ye indeed, but understand 
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not ; and see ye uuieed, but perceive not. Make the heart of this 
people {at^ and make their ears heavy, and shut their eyes ; lest 
they see with their eyes, and hear with their ears, and understand 
with their heart, and convert, and be healed. 

Then said I, Lord, how long? And he answered, Until the 
cities be wasted without inhabitant, and the houses without man, 
and the land be utterly desolate, and the Loed have removed men 
far away, and there he a great forsaking in the midst of the land. 

The word "virgin" (Heb, **almah**) is very difficult to under^nd, and 
eommenUdors are hopelessly at variance. Perhaps it designates the Jeioiah 
coTMnwnity at Jerusalem^ out • of which the ideal ruler was to come, 
(E, Meier,) 

7 MOREOVER the Lord spake again imto Ahaz, saying. Ask

YII. 10-16 neither will I tempt the Lord. And he said, Hear 
ye now, O house of David \ la it 9, small thing for you to weary 
men, but will ye weary my Gkxi also ? Therefore the Lord him- 
se^ shall give you a sign ; Behold, a virgin shaU conceive, and 
bear a son, and shall cfidl his name Immanuel. Butter and honey 
shall he eat, that he may know to refuse the evil, and choose the 
good. For before the child shall know to refuse the evil, and 
choose the good, the land that thou abhorrest shall be forsaken 
of both her kings. 



IX. -XL — Are these posl-exilie ? His more reasonable, perhaps, to suppose that 
they belong to Isaiah, ** The child ** is different from post-exilic thought. 
Besides, how are we to explain the origin and development of Messianic 
Hope unless we find it commenced at all events in Isaiah himself? 

9 THE people that walked in darkness have seen a great light :

spirit of knowledge and of the fear of the Lord ; and shall make 
him of quick understanding in the fear of the Lord : and he shall 
not judge after the sight of his eyes, neither r^rove after the 
hearing of his ears: but with righteousness shall he judge the 
poor, and reprove with equity for the meek of the eaH^ : and he 
shall smite the earth with the rod of his mouth, and with the 
breath of his lips shall he slay the wicked. And righteousness 
shall be the girdle of his loins, and faithfulness the girdle of his 
reins. The wolf also shall dweU with the lamb^ and the leopard 
shall lie down with the kid ; and the calf and the young lion and 
the f atling together ; and a little child shall lead them. And the 
cow and the bear shall feed ; their young ones shall lie down to- 
gether : and the lion shall eat straw like the ox. And the sucking 
child shall play on the hole of the asp, and the weaned child shall 
put his hand on the cockatrice' den. They shall not hurt nor 
dest^roy in all my holy mountain : for the earth shall be full of 
the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters cover th^ sea. 

And in that day there shall be a root of Jesse, which shall 
stand for an ensign of the people ; to it shall the Gentiles seek ; 
and his rest shall be glorious. 



2nd Section. -*-xiii.-xxiii. Oracles f distinguished by the designation ** Burden,** 
amd directed to foreign peoples* The oracle concerning Babylon — xii 2^ 
xiv. 23 — rmtst have been written during or after the Babylonian easUe — 
much later than the true Isaiah, 

14 AND it shall come to pass in the day that the Lord shall 
give thee rest from thy sorrow, and from thy fear, and from the 
hard bondage wherein thou wast made to serve, ^-y „ - 
that thou shalt take up this proverb against the 
king of Babylon, and say. 

How hath the oppressor ceased ! the golden city ceased 1 The 
Lord hath broken tiie staff of the wicked, amd the sceptre of the 
rulers. He who smote the people in wrath with a continual 
stroke, he that ruled the nations in anger, is persecuted, and none 
hindereth. The whole earth is at rest, am.d is quiet : they break 
forth into singing. Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, and the 
cedars of Lebanon, saying, Since thou art laid down, no feller is 
come up against us. 

Hell from beneath is moved for thee to meet thee at thy 
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coming : it stirreth up the dead for thee, even all the chief ones 
of the earth ; it hath raised up from their thrcmes all the kings 
of the nations. All they shall speak and say unto thee, Art 
thou also become weak as we? art thou become like unto us! 
Thy pomp is brought down to the grave, and the noise <^ thy 
viols : the worm is spread under thee, and the worms cover thee. 
How art thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning 1 
A&w art thou cut down to the ground, which- didst weaken the 
nations 1 

For thou haat said in thine heart, I will ascend into heaven, 
I will exalt my throne above the stars of God : I will sit a^ao 
upon the ipount of the congregation, in the sides of the norUi :

in glory, every one in his own house. But thou M-t cast out of 
ihj grave like an abominable brimch, amd as the raiment of those 
that are slain, thrust through with a sword, that go down to the 
stones of the pit ; as a carcase trodden under feet. *

Behold, the Lord rideth upon a swift cloud, and shall come 
into Egypt : and the idols of Egypt shall be moved at his pre- 
XIX 1-10 ^^^> *^^ *^® heart of Egypt shall melt in the 
midst ci it. And I will set the Egyptians 
against the Egyptians : and they shall fight every one against 
his brother, and every one against his neighbour ; city against 
city, and kingdom agamst kingdom. And the spirit of Egypt 
shall fail in the midst thereof ; and I will destroy the counsel 
thereof : and they shall seek to the idols, and to the charmers, 
and to them that have familiar spirits, and to the wizarda 
And the Egyptians will I give over into the hand of a cruel 
lord ; and a fierce king shall rule over i^em, saith the Lord, 
the Lord of hosts. And the waters shall fail from the sea, 
and the river shall be wasted and dried up. And they shall 
turn the rivers far away; a/nd the brooks of defence shaXi 
be emptied and dried up: the reeds and flags shall wither. 
The paper reeds by the brooks, by the mouth of the brooks, and

Srd Seetion. — ^xxiv.-xxvii. A picture of the judgment of the world and of 
Messiarm Salvation. Perhaps belongs to the Cheek period (about 330 B.C. ), 
of Alexander the Oreat. Not by Isadah, in all proibability : it is quite 
unlike his style. 

25 O LORD, thou art my God ; I will exalt thee, I will praise 
thy name ; for thou hast done wonderful things ; thy counsels of 
old are faithfulness amd truth. For thou hast _ ^yvt 
made of a city an heap ; of a defenced city a 

ruin : a palace of strangers to be no city ; it shall never be built. 
Therefore shall the strong people glorify thee, the city of the 
terrible nations shall fear thee. For thou hast been a strength 
to the poor, a strength to the needy in his distress, a refuge 
from the storm, a shadow from the heat, when the blast of the 
terrible ones w as a storm against the wall. Thou shalt bring 
down the noise of strangers, as the heat in a dry place ; even 
the heat with the shadow of a cloud : the branch of the terrible 
ones shall be brought low. 

And in this mountain shall the Lobd of hosts make unto all 
people a feast of fat things, a feast of wines on the lees, of fat 
things full of marrow, of wines on the lees well refined. And 
he will destroy in this mountain the face of the covering cast 
over all people, and the vail that is spread over all nations. He 
will swallow up death in victory ; and the Lord God will wipe

Trust ye in the Lobd for ever : for in the Lord JEHOVAH it 
everlasting strength : for he bringeth down them that dwell on 
high ; the lofty city, he layeth it low ; he layeth it low, even to 
the ground ; he bringeth it even to the dust. The foot shall 
tread it down, even the feet of the poor, cmd the steps of the 
needy. 

The way of the just is uprightness : thou, most upright^ dost 
weigh the path of the just. Yea, in the way of thy judgments, 

Lord, have we waited for thee ; the desire of our soul is to 
thy name, and to the remembrance of thee. With my soul have 

1 desired thee in the night ; yea, with my spirit within me will I 
seek thee early : for when thy judgments are in the earth, the 
inhabitants of the world will learn righteousness. Let favour be 
shewed to the wicked, yet will he not learn righteousness : in the 
land of uprightness will he deal upjustly, and will not behold 
the majesty of the Lord. Lord, when thy hand is lifted up, 
they will not see : but they shall see, and be ashamed for their 
envy at the people ; yea, the fire of thine enemies shall devour 
them. 

Lord, thou wilt ordain peace for us: for thou also hast 
wrought all our works in us. O Lord our Ood, other lords 
beside thee have had dominion over us : hut by thee only will we 
make mention of thy name.

Woe unto them that seek deep to hide their counsel from the 
Lord, and their works are in the dark, and they say. Who seeth 
us ? ajid who knoweth us % Surely your turning of things upside 
down shall be esteemed as the potter's clay : for shall the work 
say of him that made it. He made me not 9 or shall the thing 
framed say of him that framed it. He had no understanding ? la 
it not yet a very little while, and Lebanon shall be turned into a 
fruitful ^Id, and the fruitful field shall be esteemed as a forest 1 
And in that day shall the deaf hear the words of the book, and 
the eyes of the blind shall see out of obscurity, and out of dark- 
ness. l%e meek also shall increase their joy in the Lord, and 
the poor among men shall rejoice in the Holy One of Israel. 
For the terrible one is brought to nought, and the scomer is con- 
sumed, and 1^ that watch for iniquity are cut off : that make a 
man an offender for a word, and lay a snare for him that re- 
proveth in the gate, and turn aside the just for a thing of 
nought. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord, who redeemed Abraham, con- 
cerning the house of Jacob, Jacob shall not now be ashamed, 
neither shall his face now wax pale. But when he seeth his 
children, the work of mine hands, in the midst of him, they shall 
sanctify my name, and sanctify the Holy One of Jacob, and shall 
fear the God of Israel. They also that erred in spirit shall come 
to understanding, and they that murmured shall learn doctrine. 

32 BEHOLD, a king shall reign in righteousness, and princes 
shall rule in judgment. And a man shall be as an hiding place 
from the wind, and a covert from the tempest ; xxxil 1-20 
as rivers of water in a dry place, as the shadow of 
a great rock in a weary land.

Rise up, ye women that are at ease ; hear my voice, ye caielesB 
daughters; give ear unto my speech. Many days and yean 
shaU ye be troubled, ye careless women : for the vintage shall 
fail, the gathering shall not come, TremMe, ye wcmien that are 
at ease ; be troubled, ye careless ones : strip you, and maJce yoa 
bare, and gird sackcloth upon y<yur loins. They shall lament for 
the teats, for the pleasant fields, for the fruitful vine. Upon the 
land of my people shall come up thorns and briers ; yea, upon all 
the houses of joy in the joyous city : because the paktces shall be 
forsaken ; the multitude of the city shall be left ; the forts and 
towers shall be for dens for ever, a joy of wild asses, a pasture ol 
flocks ; until the spirit be poured upon us from on high, and ihe 
wilderness be a fruitful field, and tlwB fruitful field be counted for 
a forest. Then judgment shall dwell in the wilderness, and 
righteousness remain in the fruitful field. And the work of 
righteousness shall be peace ; and the e£fect of righteousness 
quietness and assurance for ever. And my people shall dwell in 
a peaceable habitation, and in sure dwellings, and in quiet rest- 
ing places ; when it shall hail, coming down on the forest ; and 
the city shall be low in a low place.

34 COME near, ye nations, to hear ; and hearken, ye people : 
let the earth hear, and all that is therein; the world, and all 

things that come forth of it. For the indigna- 
^XXXV ~ ^^^^ ^^ ^® Lord is upon all nations, and his fury 

upon all their armies : he hath utterly destroyed 
them, he hath delivered them to the slaughter. Their slain 
also shall be cast out, and their stink shall come up oat ol 
their carcases, and the mountains shall be melted with their 
blood. And all the host of heaven shall be dissolved, and the 
heavens shall be rolled together as a scroll : and all their host 
shall fall down, as the leaf falleth oS from the vine, and as 
a falling fig from the fig tree. 

For my sword shall be bailied in heaven : behold, it shidl 
come down upon IduQiea, c^d upon the people of my curse, to 
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judgment. The sword of the Lord is fUled with blood, it is 
made fat with fatness, a/nd with the blood (A lambs and goats, 
with the fat of the kidneys of rams : for the Lord hath a sacri- 
fice in Bozrah, and a great slaughter in the land of Idumea. And 
ilie unicorns shall coaxQ down with them, fuid the bullocks with 
the bulls ; aini their land shall be soaked with blood, and their 
dust made fat with fatness.

b^old, your God will come with vengeance, even God with a 
recompence ; he will come and save you. 

Then the eyes of the blind shall be opened, and the ears of 
the deaf shall be unstopped. Then sh^dl the lame man leap 
as aH hart, and the tongue of the dumb sing : for in the 
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wilderness shall waters break out, and streams in the desert. 
And the parched ground shall beoome a pool, and the i^raAy 
land springs of water : in the habitation of dragcms, where each 
lay, ahaU be grass with reeds and rushes, ^d an highwaj 
shall be Uiere, and a way, and it shall be called Hie way dE 
holiness ; the unclean shaU not pass over it ; but it aheUl be for 
those: the wayfaring men, though fools, shall not err therem. 
No lion shall be there, nor otiy ravenous beast shall go op 
thereon, it shall not be found there; but the redeemed shaH 
walk there: and the ransomed of the Lord shall return, and 
come to Zion with songs and everlasting joy upon their heads : 
they shall obtain joy and gladness, and sorrow and sighing 
shall flee away. 



Sth Beetion. — xl.-btvi. In which Babylon^ not Assyria, is the aggressor 
amd the tyrant. 

This is the work first of the writer called Dentero-Isaiah, corrtprisim^ 
rov/ghZy xL-lv., date ahoul 640 B.C., written towards the end <^ the 
Babylonian exile, when hopes were high concerning Cyrus. 

Then, Ivi-lxvi. represent the work of Trito-Isaiah about 460 B.a, 
written in Palestine after the return from the exile, 

40 CX)MFORT ye, comfort ye my people, sait^ your God. 
Speak ye oemfortdbly to Jerusalem, and cry unte her, that her 
XL 1-81 warfare is accomplished, that her iniquity is par- 
doned : for she hath received of the IiORd's hand 
double for all her sins. 

The voice of him that crieth in the wilderness, Prepare ye 
the way of the Lord, make straight in the desert a Inghway 
for our God. Every valley shall be exalted, and every mountain 
and hill shall be made k)w : and the crooked sh^ be made 
straight, and the rough places plain : and the glory of the Ix>rd 
shall be revealed, and all fledi shall see it together: for tlie 
mouth of the Lord hath spoken it. 

The voice said, Ory. And he said. What shall I cry f All 
flesh is grass, and all the goodliness thereof is as the flower of 
the field: the grass witherei^, the flower fadeth: because tl^ 
spirit of the Lord bloweth upon it : surely the people is grass. 
The grass withereth, the flower fadeth : but the word of our 
God shall stand for ever. 

O Zion, that bringest good tidings, get tiiee up into the high 
mountain ; O Jerusalem, that bringest good tidings, lift up thy 
voice with strength; lift it up, be not afraid; say unto <ite 
cities of Judah, Behold your God ! Behold, the Lord God wifl 
come with strong kemd, and his arm shall rule for him : behold, 
his reward is with him, and his work before him. He shaU 
feed his flock like a shepherd : he shall gather the lambs with 
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his fum, and cany tkem in his bosom, and BhM geoiky lead 
those that are with young. 

TVTio hath measured the waters in the hollow of his hand, 
and meted out heaven with the span, and comprehended the 
dust of the earth in a measure, and weighed the mountains in 
scales, and the hills in a balance ¥ Who hath directed the 
Spirit of the Lord, or being his counsellor hath taught him ) 
"With whom took he counsel, and who instructed him^ and 
tanjght him in the path of judgment, and taught him knowledge, 
and shewed to him the way of understanding? Behold, the 
nations are as a drop of a bucket, and are counted as the small 
dust of the balance: behold, he taketh up the isles as a very 
little thing. And Lebanon is not sufficient to bum, nor the 
beasts thereof sufficient for a burnt offisring. All nations before 
him are as nothing; and they are counted to' him less than 
nothing, and vanity. 

To whom then will ye liken God? or what likeneiss will ye 
compare unto him] The workman melteth a graven, image, 
and the goldsmith spreadeth it over with gold, and casteth silver 
chains. He that is so impoverished that he hath no oblation 
chooseth a tree that will not rot ; he seeketh unto him a cunning 
workman to prepare a graven image, that shall not be moved. 

Have ye not known 1 have ye not heard ? hath it not been 
t<^d you ftom the beginning ? have ye not understood from the 
foonaations of the earth ? It is he that sitteth upon the circle 
of the earth, and the inhabitants thereof are as grasshoppers ; 
that stretcheth out the heavens as a curtain, and spreadeth 
them out as a tent to dwell in : that bringeth the princes to 
nothing; he maketh the judges of the earth as vanity. Yea, 
they shall not be planted ; yea, they shall not be sown : yea^ 
their ^tock shall not take root in the earth : and he shall also 
blow upon them, and they shall wither, and the whirlwind shall 
take them away as stubble. 

To whom then will ye liken me, or shall I be equal 1 selth 
the Holy One. Lift up your eyes on high, and behold who 
hath created these things, that bringeth out their host by 
ntunber : he calleth them all by names by the greatness of his 
mi^t, for that he is strong in power ; not one f ail^^h. 

Why sayest thou, O Jacob, and speakest, O Israel, My way 
is hid from the Lord, and my judgment is passed over from 
my God ? Hast thou not known 1 hast thou not heard, that the 
everlasting God, the Lord, the Creator of the ends of the earth, 
fainteth not, neither is w^ry? there is no searching of his 
underistanding. He giveth power to the faint ; and to them ^uU 
have no might he increaseth strength. Even the youths shall 
faint and be weary, and the young men shall utterly fall : but 
they that wait upon the Lori> shall renew thevr strength ; they 
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^lall mount up with wings as eagles ; they shall run, and not 
be weary; (wd they shall walk, and not &int. 

42 BEHOLD my servant, whom I uphold; mine elect, ia 
whom my soul delighteth ; I have put my spirit upon him : he 

XLII 1-16 ®^"^ bring forth judgment to the Gentiles. He 
shall not cry, nor lift up, nor cause his voice to 
be hosad in the street. A bruised reed shall he not break, and 
the smoking flax shall he not quench : he shall bring forth judg- 
ment unto truth. He shall not fail nor be discouraged, tOl hb 
have set judgment in the earth : and the isles shall wait for lus 
law. 

Thus saith God the Lord, he that created the heavens, and 
stretched them out; he that spread forth the earth, and that 
whidi cometh out of it ; he that giveth breath imto the people 
upon it, and spirit to them that walk therein : I the Lobd 
have called thee in righteousness, and will hold thine hsuid, and 
will keep thee, and give tiiee for a covenant of the people, for a 
light of the Gentiles ; to open the blind eyes, to bring out the 
prisoners from the prison, amd them that sit in darkness out of 
the prison house. I am the Lord: that is my name: and my 
glory will I not give to another, neither my praise to graven 
images. 

Behold, the former things are come to pass, and new things 
do I declare : before they spring forth I tell you of them. Sing 
unto the Lord a new song, and his praise from the end of the 
earth, ye that go down to the sea, and all that is therein ; the 
isles, and the inhabitants thereof. Let the wilderness and i^ 
cities thereof lift up their vaioe^ the villages that Kedar doth 
inhabit: let the inhabitants of the rock sing, let them shout 
from the top of the mountains. Let them give glory unto tiie 
Lord, and declare his praise in the islands. 

The Lord shall go forth as a mighty man, he shall stir up 
jeidousy like a man of war : he shall cry, yea, roar ; he shaU 
prevail against his enemies. I have long time holden my peace ; 
I have been still, and refrained myself: now will I cry like 
a travailing woman ; I will destroy and devour at once. I will 
make waste mountains and lulls, and dry up aU their herbs; 
and I will make the rivers islands, and I will dry up the 
pook. And I will bring the blind by a way ^Mt they knew 
not ; I will lead them in paths that they have not known : I 
will make darkness light before them, and crooked things 
straight. These things will I do unto them, and not forsake 
them. They shall be turned back, they shaU be groatly 
ashamed, that trust in graven images, that say to the molten 
images, Ye are our gods. 

Hear, ye deaf ; and look, ye blind, that ye may see. Who is 
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Mind, but my servant ? or deaf, as my messenger ^uU I sent f 
-who i$ blind as lie that is perfect, and blind as the Lord's 
servant? Seeing many things, but thou observest not; inn- 
ing the ears, but he heareth not. The Lord is well pleased for 
Ids righteousness' sake; he will magnify the law, and make it 
lionourable. But this is a people robbed and spoiled ; theff a/re 
all of them snared in holes, and tiiey are hid in prison houses : 
they are for a prey, and none delivereth ; for a spoil, and none 
saith, Restore. 

Who among you will give ear to this ) ulho will hearken and 
liear for the time to come f Who gave Jacob for a spoil, and 
Israel to the robbers ? did not the Lord, he against whom we 
have sinned? for they would not walk in his ways, neither 
iPFere they obedient unto his law. Therefore he hath poured 
upon him the fury of his anger, and the strength of battle: 
and it hath set him on fire round about, yet he knew not ; and 
it burned him, yet he laid it not to heart. 

4p4 yet now hear, O Jacob my servant ; and Israel, whom I 
have chosen : Thus saith the Lord that made thee, and formed 
thee from the womb, which will help thee ; Fear 
not, O Jacob, my servant ; and thou, Jeshurun, * 

whom I have chosen. For I will pour water upon him that is 
thirsty, and floods upon the dry ground : I will pour my spirit 
upcm thy seed, and my blessing upon thine ofispring : and they 
shall spring up as among the grass, as willows by the wateo* 
cowcBee, One shall say, I am the Lord's ; and another shall call 
hinueif hy ihe name of Jacob ; and another shall subscribe tvith 
hia hand unto the Lord, and surname himae^ by the name of 
Israel. 

Thus saith the Lord the King of Israel, and his redeemer the 
Lord of hosts ; I am the first, and I am the last ; and beside me 
there is no Gkxl. And who, as I, shall caJl^ and shall declare it, 
and set it in order for me, since I appointed tiie ancient people ? 
and the things that are coming, and shall come, let them shew 
unto them. Fear ye not, neither be afraid: have not I told 
l^ee from that time, and have declared it t ye are even my wit- 
nesses. Is there a God beside mel yea, there is no Gkxl ; I know 
not any. 

They that make a graven image are all of them vanity ; and 
their delectable things shall not profit ; and they are their own 
witnesses ; ihej see not, nor know ; that they may be ashamed. 
Who hath formed a god, or molten a graven image that is 
profitable for nothing ? Behold, all his fellows shall be ashamed : 
and the workmen, they are of men : let them all be gathered to- 
gether, let them stand up ; yet they shall fear, and they shall be 
ashamed together. 
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The smith with the tongs both worketh in the coals, and 
f aahioneth it with hammers, and worketh it with the strength at 
his arms : yea, he is hungry, and his strength faileth : he drinketh 
no water, and is faint. 

The carpenter stretcheth out hia rule ; he marketh it out wit^ 
a line ; he fitteth it with planes, and he marketh it out with the 
compass^ and maketh it after the figure of a man, according to 
the beauty of a man ; that it may remain in the house. He 
heweth hun down cedars, and taketh the cypress and the oak, 
which he strengtheneth for himself among the trees of the forest : 
he planteth an ash, and the rain doth nourish it. Then shall it 
be for a man to bum : for he will take thereof, and warm him- 
self ; yea, he kindleUi it, and baketh bread ; yea, he maketh a 
god, and worshippeth it; he maketh it a graven image, and 
f alle(^ down thereto. He bumeth part thereof in the fire ; wiUi 
part thereof he eateth fiesh ; he roasteth roast, and is satisfied : 
yea, he warmeth himself, and saith. Aha, I am warm, I have 
seen the fire: and the residue thereof he maketh a god, even 
his gravto image : he f allele down unto it, and wcH*shippeth ii, 
and prayeth unto it, and saith, Deliver me; for thou art my 
god. 

They have not known ugt understood : for he hath shut their 
eyes, that they cannot see ; and their hearts, that they cannot 
understand. And none considerei^ in his heart, neither is there 
knowledge nor understanding to say, I have burned part of it in 
the fire ; yea, also I have baked bread upon the coals thereof ; I 
have roasted flesh, and eaten it : and shall I make the residue 
thereof an abomination ? shall I fall down to the stock of a tree 1 
He feedeth on ashes : a deoaved heart hath turned him aside, 
that he cannot deliver his soul, nor say, la there not a lie in my 
right hand ? 

RemCTiber these, O Jacob and Israel ; for thou art my servant : 
I have formed thee ; thou art my servant : O Israel, thou shalt 
not be forgotten of me. I have blotted out, as a thick cloud, thy 
transgressions, and, as a cloud, thy sins : return unto me ; for I 
have redeemed i^ee. Sing, O ye heavens; for the Lord hath 
done it : shout, ye lower parts of ike earth : break forth into 
ringing, ye mountains, O forest, and every tree Uierein : for the 
LoBD hath redeemed Jacob, and glorified himself in Israel 

Thus saith the Lord, thy rede^i^r, and he that formed thee 
from the womb, I am the Lord that maketh all thmga ; that 
streteheth forth the heavens alone ; that spreadeth abroad the 
earth by myself; that frustrateth the tokens of the liars, and 
maketh diviners mad ; that tumeth wise men backward, and 
maketh their knowledge foolish ; that confirmeth the word of his 
servant, and performetii the counsel of his messengers ; that saith 
to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be inhabited ; and to the cities of Judah, 
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Ye shall be built, and I will raise up the decayed places thereof : 
that saith to the deep, Be dry, and I will dry up thy rivers.: that 
saith of Cyrus, He is my shepherd, and shall perform all my 
pleasure : even saying to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be built ; and to 
the temple. Thy foundation shall be laid. 

45 I WILL go before thee, and make the crooked places straight : 
I will break in pieces the gates of brass, and cut in sunder the bars 
of iron : and I will give tibee the treasuresof dai^- 
ness, and hidden riches of secret places, that thou XL v. 2-13 
mayest know that I, the Lord, which call thee by thy name, am 
the God of Israel. For Jacob my servant's sake, and Israel mine 
elect, I have even called thee by thy name : I have sumamed 
thee, though thou hast not known me. I am the Lord, and there 
is none else, tJhere is no Gkxi beside me : I ginkd thee, Uiough 
thou hast not known me : that they may know from the rinng 
of the sun, and from the west, that there is none beside me. I am 
the Loed, and there is none else. I form the light, and create 
darkness : I make peace, and create evil : I the Lord do all these 
things. 

Drop down, ye heavens, from above, and let ihe skies pour 
down righteousness : let the earth open, and let them bring forth 
salvation, and let righteousness earing up together ; I the Lord 
have created it. 

Woe unto him that striveth with his Maker ! Let the potsherd 
strive with the potsherds of the earth. Shall Uie day say 
to him that fashioneth it, What makest thou? or thy work, 
He hath no hands? Woo unto him that saitii unto his father, 
What b^ettest thou ? or to the woman, WhaJt haat thou brought 
forth? 

Thus saith the Lord, the Holy One of Israel, and his Maker, 
Ask me of things to come concerning my s(ms, and concerning 
the work of my hands command ye me. I have made the 
earth, and ci^ated man upon it: I, even my hands, have 
stretched out the heavens, and all iheix host have I com- 
manded. I have raised hkn up in righteousness, and I will 
direct all his ways : he shall build my city, and he shall let go 
my captives, not for price nor reward, saith the Lord of hosts. 

49 LISTEN, O isles, unto me ; a^ hearken, ye people, ffom 
far ; The Lord hath called me from the womb ; from the bowels 
f^ my mother hath he made mention of my name. ^r ry 
And he hath made my mouth like a sharp sword ; •XI'IX- 1-17 
in the shadow of his hand hath he hid me, and made me a 
polished shaft ; in his quiver hath he hid me ; and said unto me. 
Thou art my savant, O Israel, in whom I will be glorified. Then 
I said, I have laboured in vain, I have spent my str^igth for 
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nou^t, and in vain : yet surely my judgment is with the Lord, 
•lid my work with my God. And now, saith the Lord that 
formed me from the womb tobeluB servant, to brii^ Jacob again 
to him, Though Israel be not gathered, yet shall I be glorious in 
the eyes of the Lord, and my God shall be my strength. And 
he said. It is a light thing that thou shouldest be my servant to 
raise up the tribes of Jacob, and to restore the preserved of 
Israel : I will also give thee for a light to the Qentiks, that thou 
m^est be my salvation unto the end of the earth.

But Zion said, The Lord hath forsaken me, and my Lord 
hath forgotten me. Can a woman forget her sucking child, 
that she should not have c(»npa8sion on the soa at her womb t 
yea, they may forget, yet will I not forget thee. Behcdd, I 
have graven thee iq)on the pahns of my hands ; thy walls are 
continuaMy before me. Thy children shall make haste; thy 
destroyers and they that made thee waste shall go iorih of 
thee. 

50 THUS saith the Lordi, Where is the bill of your mother's 
divorcement, whom I have put away? or which of my creditors 
T TTT w ^ to whom I have aokd you ? Behold, for your 
^*^ iniquities have ye sold yourselves, and for your 

transgresffions is your mother put away. Wherefore, when I 
came, tocw there no man ? when I called, was there none to answer t 
Is my hand shortened at all, that it cannot redeem? or have I 
no power to deliver ? behold, at my rebuke I dry up the sea, I

make the rivers a wilderness : their fish stinketh, because ikere it 
no water^ and dieth for thirst. I clothe the heavens with black- 
ness, and I make sackcloth t^eir covering. 

The Lord God hath given me the tongue of the learned^ that 
I should know how to speak a word in season to hdm thai is 
weary : he wakeneth morning by morning, he wakeneth mine ear 
to hear as the learned. The Lord God hath opened mine ear, 
and I was not rebellious, neither turned away back. I gave my 
back to the smiters, and my cheeks to them that plucked c^ the 
hair : I hid not my face from shame and spitting. For the Lord 
God will help me ; therefore shall I not be confounded : Iterefore 
have I set my face like a fiint, and I know that I shall not be 
ashamed. He is near that justifieth me ; who will contend wiUi 
me ? let us stand tc^ether : who t8 mine adversary ? let him come 
near to me. Behold, the L6rd God will help me ; who is he that 
shall condemn me ? lo, they all shall wax old as a garment ; the 
moth shall eat them up. 

Who is among you that feareth the Lord, that obeyeth the 
voice of his servant, that walketh in darkness, and hath no light? 
let him trust in the name of the Lobd, and stay upon his Grod. 
Behold, all ye that kindle a fire, that compass yoursdves about 
with sparks : walk in the light of your fire, and in the sparks thai 
ye have kindled. This shall ye have of mine hand ; ye shall lie 
down in sorrow. 

51 HEARKEN to me, ye that follow after righteousness, ye> 
that seek the Lord : look imto the rock whence ye are hewn, and 
to the hole of the pit whence ye are digged. Xiook unto Abra- 
ham your father, and unto Sarah that bajre you : ior I called him 
alone, and blessed him, and increased him. For the Lobd shall 
comfort Zion : he will comfort all her waste places ; and he will 
make her wilderness like Eden, and her desert like the garden of 
the Lobd ; joy and gladness sludl be found therein, thax^giving, 
and the voice of melody. 

Hearken unto me, my people ; and give ewr . unto me, O my 
nation : for a law shall proceed from me, and I will make my 
judgment to rest for a light of the people. My righteousness 
is near ; my salvation, is gone forth, and mine aons shall judget 
ihe people ; the iales shall wait upon me, and on mine arm 
shall they trust. Lift up your eyes to the heavens^ and look 
upon the eairth beneath : for the heavens shall vanii^ away 
like smoket and the eariih shall w&x old like a giundent, and 
fiiey that dweU tber^ shall die in like manner: but my sal- 
vation shall be for evw, »n<l my righteousness shiftll not be 
abolished. 

Hearken imto me, ye that know righteousness, the people in 
whose heart is my law ; fear ye not the reproach of meuj neither 
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be ye afraid of their revilings. For the moth shall eat them up 
like a garment, and the worm shall eat them like wool : but my 
righteousness shall be for ever, and my salvation from generation 
to generaticm. 

Awake, awake, put on strength, O arm of the Lord ; awake, 
as in the anoient days, in the generations of old. Art thou not 
it that hath cut Bahab, cmd wounded the dragon ? Art thou not 
it whioh hath dried the sea, the waters oi the great deep ; that 
hath made the depths of the sea a way for the ransomed to pass 
over f Therefore the redeemed of the Lord shall return, and come 
with singing unto Zion ; and everlasting joy shaU be upon thdr 
head : they shall obtain gladness and joy; cmd sorrow and mourn- 
ing shall flee away. 

I, even I, am he that comforteth you : who art thou, that thoa 
shouldest be afraid of a man tha^ shall die, and of the son of num 
wh/ich shall be made as grass; and forgettest the Lord thy 
maker, that hath stretched forth the heavens, and laid the 
foundations of the earth ; and hast feared continually every day 
because of the fury of the oppressor, as if he were ready to 
destroy ? and where is the fury of the oppressor ? The captive 
exile hasteneth that he may be loosed, and that he should not 
die in the pit, nor Unat his bread should fail. But I am the 
Lord thy God, that divided the sea, whose waves roared : The 
Lord of hosts is his name. And I have put my words in thy 
mouth, and I have covered thee in the shadow of mine hand, 
that I may plant the heavens, and lay the foundations of the 
earth, and say unto Zion, Thou a/rt my people. 

Awake, awake, stand up, O Jerusalem, which hast drunk at 
the hand of the Lord the cup of his fury ; thou hast drunken 
tiie dregs of the cup of trembling, and wrung them out. Hiere 
is none to guide her among all the sons whom she hath brought 
f ori^ ; neither is there any that takel^ her by the hand of all 
the sons that she hath brought up. These two things are come 
unto thee ; who shall be sorry for thee ? desolation, and destruc- 
tion, and the famine, and the sword : by whom shall I comfort 
thee ? Thy sons have fainted, they lie at the head of all the 
streets, as a wild bull in a net : they are full of the fury of ilie 
Lord, the rebuke of thy God. Therefore hear now this, thou 
afflicted, and drunken, but not with wine : Thus saith thy Lord 
the Lord, and thy Gk)d tha^ pleadeth the cause of his people, 
Behold, I have taken out of thine hand the cup of tremblmg, 
et»n the dregs of the cup of my fury ; thou shalt no more drink 
it again : but I will put it into the hand of them that afflict 
thee ; which have said to thy soul. Bow down, that we may go 
over : and thou hast laid thy body as the ground, and as ihe 
street, to them that went over. 
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62 AWAKE, awake; put on thy strength, O Zion; put on 
tJiy beautiful garments, O Jerusalem, the holy city : for hence- 
forth there shall no more come into thee the uncircumcised and 
tiae unclean. Shake thyself from the dust ; arise, amd sit down, 
O Jerusalem : loose thyself from the bands of thy neck, O captive 
daughter of Zion. 

For thus saith the Lord, Ye have sold yourselves for nought ;

Now 
therefore, what have I here, saith the Lord, i^t my people is 
taken away for nought % they that rule over them make them to 
howl, saith the Lord; and my name continually every day i» 
blasphemed. Therefore my pe(^le shall know my name : there- 
fore they shall know in that day that I am he that doth speak : 
behold, it is I, 

How beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of him that 
bringeth good tidings, that pubUsheth peace ; that bringeth good 
tidings of good, that publisheth salvation ; that saith unto Zion, 
Thy God reigneth ! Thy watchmen shall lift up the voice ; with 
the voice together shall they sing : for they shall see eye to eye, 
when the Lord shall bring again Zion. Break forth into joy, 
sing together, ye waste places of Jerusalem : for the Lord hath 
comforted his people, he hath redeemed Jerusalem. The Lord 
hath made bare his holy arm in the eyes of all the nations ; and 
all the ends of the earth shall see the salvation of our Gk)d. 

Depart ye, depart ye, go ye out from thence, touch no unclean 
thing ; go ye out of the midst of her ; be ye clean, that bear the 
vessels of the Lord. For ye shall not go out with haste, nor go 
by fli^t : for the Lord will go before you ; and the God of Israel 
tuUl be your rereward. 

Behold, my servant shall deal prudently, he shall be exalted and 
extolled, and be very high. As many were astonied at thee ; his 
visage was so marred more than any man, and his form more than 
the sons of men : so shall he sprinkle many nations ; the kings 
shall shut their mouths at him : for that which had not been told 
them shall they see ; and t?ba>t which they had not heard shall 
they consider. 

53 WHO hath believed our report ? and to whom is the arm of 
the Lord revealed ? For he shall grow up before him as a tender 
plant, and as a root out of a dry ground : he hath no form nor 
comeliness ; and when we shall see him, there is no beauty that 
we should desire him. He is despised and rejected of men; a man 
of sorrows, and acquainted with grief : and we hid as it were our 
faces from him ; he was despised, and we esteemed him not. 
Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried our sorrows : yet 
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we did esteem him stricken^ smitten of God, and afflicted. But 
he vxu wounded for our transgressions, he uxu bruised for our 
iniquities: the chastisement of our peace toas upon him; aod 
wiUi his stripes we are healed. All we like sheep have gone 
astray ; we have turned every one to his own way ; and the Lobi> 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us all. 

He was oppressed, and he was afflicted, yet he opened not his 
mouth : he is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, md as a sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so he op^ieth not his month. He 
was taken from prison and frcoa judgment : and who shall declare 
his generation 1 for he was cut off out of the land of the living : 
for the transgression of my people was he stricken. And he 
made his grave with the wicked, and with the rich in his deaUi ; 
because he had done no violence, neither was amy deceit in his 
mouth. Yet it pleased the Lord to bruise him ; he bath {mt 
him to grief : when thou shalt make his soul an offering for sin, 
he shall see Am seed^ he shall prolong his days, and l^e pleasure 
di the Lord shall prosper in his hand. He shall see of the 
travail of his soul, cmd shall be satisfied : by his knowledge shall 
my righteous servant justify many; for he shall bear their 
iniquities. Therefore wUl I divide him a 'portion, with the great, 
and he shall divide the spoil with the stnmg ; because he hath 
poured out his soul unto death : and he wiw numbered with the 
transgressors ; and he bare the sin of many, and made interces- 
tsixxL for tiie transgressors. 

54 SINO, O barren, thou that didst not bear ; break forth into 
singing, and cry aloud, thou thai, didst not tiavail with child : 
_. ... - „ for more are the children of the desolate than the 
*' ' children of the married wife, saith the Lord. 
Enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the 
curtains of thine habitations : spare not, lengthen thy cords, and 
strengthen thy stakes ; for thou shalt break f ortili on the right 
band and on the left ; and thy seed shall inherit the Gentiles, 
and make the desolate cities to be inhabited. Fear not; for 
thou shalt not be ashamed : neither be thou confounded ; for 
thou shalt not be put to shame : for thou shalt forget the shame 
of thy youth, and shalt not remember the reproach of thy widow- 
hood any more. For thy Maker is thine husband ; the Lord of 
hosts i% his name ; and thy Redeemer the Holy One of Israel ; 
The God of the whole earth shall he be called. For the Lord 
hath called thee as a woman forsaken and grieved in spirit, and 
a wife of youth, when thou wast refused, saith thy GUxi.

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For this is (w the waters of Noah unto me : for as I have 
srwom that the waters of Noah should no more go over the earth ; 
so liave I sworn that I would not be wroth with thee, nor rebuke 
tliee. For the mountains shall depart, and the hills be removed ; 
lyjkt my kindness shall not depart from thee, neither shall the 
covenant of my peace be removed, saith the Lord that hath 
xnercy on thee. 

O thou afflicted, tossed with tempest, and not comforted, 
l>ehold, I will lay thy stones with fair colours, and lay thy 
foundations with sapfdiires. And I will make thy windows of 
agates, and thy gates of carbuncles, and all thy borders of pleitsant 
stones. And all thy children shall be taught of the Lord ; and 
great sludl be the peace of thy children. In righteousness shalt 
thou be established : thou shalt be far from oppression ; for thou 
shalt not fear : and from terror ; for it shall not come near thee.

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JEREMIAH 

JeYemialL — Three characteristics meet tts in the Bock of Jeremiah, First, it 
is TTwre largely autobiographical tham, other prophetic hooks. Second, it 
reveals more of the perslmal character of Jeremiah himself than is usual 
in such works, a/nd in a scTise anticipates some of the personal religion of 
the Psalter, Thirds it is largely influenced by the discovery of the Book 
4)fDe'uterow)my. Jeremiah was the prophet of the decline amd fall of the 
Kingdom qf Judah, Having been called to his sacred mission in the 
thirteenth year of Josiah (626 B.O.), he lived through the reigns of Josiah^s 
successors, Jehoiahaz, JehoiacMm, Jehjoiachvn wnd Zeddnah, Shortly 
G^ter the fall of Jerusalem in 586 B.q. Jeremiah was carried against his 
will into Egypt, where we lose sight of him. Five years after his call to 
he a prophet, in the eighteenth year of Josiah (621), the Book of the Law 
{that is to say, DeuleroTwmy in its original form) was discovered by 
HiTkiah in the Temple, amd we find that the influence of the Deuteronomic 
anethor is very strong upon soms of the later parts of Jeremiah's book. As 
we know, the compilers of the Books qf Judges and Kings wrote vmder 
Deuteronomic influence, and some of the phrases are parallel with the 
phrases of Jeremiah, For instance, **Men of Judah and inhabitants of 
Jerusalem," {Compare Jeremiah iy. 4, with 2 Kings zxiii %) The 
phrase " Vanity" and ** vanities" as applied to unreal, gods is foimd 
Jeiemiah ii 5, 1 Kings xvi. 13, and Deuteronomy xzzii. 21. Apart 
from the discovery of Deuteronomy and the reform/xtion of Josiah* s reign, 
the other m/ost decisive date in Jeremiah's prophetic ministry occurs in the 
reign of Jehoiachim^ In 605 B.o. Fharam> Necoh tried to cross the 
Euphrales, and uhm defeated by Nebuchadnessusar at Qarchemish, There 
was am, end henceforth of Egyptian ambitions, and Jeremiah himself, 
quickly grasping the change, saw that Nebuchadnezzar was gomg to be the 
great mxmarch of the future, who would control the whole of Western Asia, 
Hence Jeremiah constantly urged the Kitigs of Judah to yield to the 
inevitable and accept a condition of dependence upon Babylon. The 
autobiographical part of the book {chapter xxxvi.) is concerned urUH the 
drcumstanices under which Jeremiah's prophecies were flrst committed to 
fvriting by Baruch, That occurred in the fourth year of Jehoiachim 
(604 B.O.). In 608 Baruch read the roll publicly before the people, and 
the Kin^ Jehoiachim, hearing of its contents, ordered it to be brought 
before him^ cut it in pieces and burned it in theflre. After the destruction 
of the roll Jeremiah ordered BarUch to rewrite its contents in a second roll, 
and to add ** besides many like words," This roll must evidently have 
formed the waeleus of the existing Book cf Jeremiah, How and when 
other parts were added we do not know, but the process must have been 
a graducU one, a/nd was nxjt completed until long after the death both of 
Baruch and of Jeremiah, It is supposed that the process of amalgamation 
and revision went on as late as the second century of -owr era. It is 
noticeable that in the Book of Jeremiah the teat of the Septuagi/nt differs 
more widely from the Hebrew than is the case in any other part of the 
Old Testanfsnt, 

So far as Jeremiah's personal character is concerned, we can umderstand 
why he was supposed to be the author of the Book of Lamientations, As 
Dr. Driver says, his was ^* a susceptible, deeply emotional nature" — much 
mjore of a weeping prophet than Isaiah ; and it is for this reason, no doubt, 
that Mr, Matthew Arnold accounted him as inferior to Isaiah. As a 
matter of faxt^ however, he was considered by the Jews themselves as at 
least equal, if not superior to all the other prophets, especially perhaps 
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beetmae of the dear vndication to hefawnd in hU chapters of peraomal pielf 
and dependence upon Jahwh. By this life of personal comrntuMon wiA 
the Deity, Jeremiah became the spiritual father of the Psalmists, He 
belongs to the best line of prophetic thought, bew/use to him extemaZ rites and 
eeremonies were valueless as compared with the religion of the soul. Then 
is a great deal of differenu in this resped between him and .Ezekiel, amd 
still mere between him and the official priestly umters. 

9 OH that my head were waters, and mine eyes a fountain of 
tears, that I might weep day and night for the slain of the 
daughter of my people! Oh that I had in the 
IX. 1-24 wilderness a lodging place of wayfaring men; 
that I might leave my people, and go from them ! for they he all 
adulterers, an assembly of treacherous men. And they bend 
their tongues like their bow ybr lies: but they are not vali^t for 
the truth upon the earth ; for they proceed from evil to evil, and 
they know not me, saith the Lobd. 

Take ye heed every one of his neighbour, and trust ye 
not in any brother: for every brother will utterly supplant, 
and every neighbour will walk with slanders. And they will 
deceive every one his neighbour, and will not speak the truth : 
they have taught their tongue to speak lies, amd weary them- 
selves to commit iniquity. Thine habitation is in the midst 
of deceit; through deceit they refuse to know me, saith the 

LOBD. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord of hosts. Behold, I will melt 
them, and try them ; for how shall I do for the daughter of my 
people ? Their tongue i8 oa an arrow shot out ; it speaketh deceit : 
one speaketh peaceably to his neighbour with his mouth, but in 
heart he layeUi his wait. Shall I not visit them for these things t 
saith the Lobd : shall not my soul be avenged on such a naticm 
as this? 

For the mountains will I take up a weeping and wailing, and 
for the habitations of the wilderness a lamentation, because they 
are burned up, so that none can pass through them ; neither can 
men hear the voice of the cattle; both the fowl of the heavens 
and the beast are fled ; they are gone. And I will make Jeru- 
salem heaps, cmd a den of dragons ; and I will make the cities of 
Judah desolate, without an inhabitant. 

Who is the wise man, that may understand this ? and who is 
fie to whom the mouth of the Lord hath spoken, that he may 
declare it, for what the land perisheth and is burned up like a 
wilderness, that none passeth through? And the Lord saith, 
Because they have forsaken my law which I set before them, and 
have not obeyed my voice, neither walked therein; but have 
walked after the imagination of their own heart, and after 
Baalim, which their fathers taught them : therefore thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel ; Behold, I will feed them, 
even this people, with wormwood, and give them water of gall to 
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xlrink. I will scatter them also among the heathen, whom neither 
they nor their fathers have known : and I will send a sword after 
tliem, till I have consumed them. 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts, Consider ye, and call for the 

moiiming women, that they may come; and send for cunning 

^joomen^ that they may come : and let them make haste, and take 

up a wailing for us, that our eyes may run down with tears, and 

our eyelids gush out with waters. For a voice of wailing is heard 

out of Zion, How are we spoiled ! we are greatly confounded, 

because we have forsaken the land, because our dwellings have 

cast tJis out. Yet hear the word of the Lord, O ye wcnnen, and 

let your ear receive the word of his mouth, and teach your 

daughters wailing, and every one her neighbour lamentation. 

!For death is come up into our windows, and is entered into our 

palaces, to cut off the children from without, cmd the young men 

from the streets. Speak, Thus saith the Lord, Even the carcases 

of men shall fall as dung upon the open field, and as the handful 

after the harvestman, and none shall gather them. 

Thus saith the Lord, Let not the wise mem glory in his wisdom, 
neither let the mighty man glory in his might, let not the rich 
man glory in his riches : but let him that glorieth glory in this, 
that he understandeth and knoweth me, that I am, the Lord 
which exercise lovingkindness, judgment^ and righteousness, in 
the earth : for in these things I delight, saith the Lord. 



This chapter seems to depend on Deviero-Isaidh, All throvgh this section the 
people appear to he living among a heath£n population and to be exposed 
to temptation. Probably this passage is a late interpolation, not by 
Jeremiah himself. 

10 HEAR ye the word which the Lord speaketh unto you, O 
house of Israel : Thus saith the Lord, Learn not the way of the 
heathen, and be not dismayed at the signs of 
heaven; for the heathen are dismayed a* them. ^' ^~^^* ^^"^^ 
For the customs of the people are vain : for one cutteth a tree 
out of the forest, the work of the hands of the workman, with 
the ax. They deck it with silver and with gold; they fasten 
it with nails and with hammers, that it move not. They a/re 
upright as the palm tree, but speak not: they must needs be 
borne, because they cannot go. Be not afraid of them ; for they 
cannot do evil, neither also is it in them to do good. 

Forasmuch as tJiere is none like unto thee, O Lord ; thou art 
great, and thy name is great in might. Who would not fear 
thee, O ELing of nations? for to thee doth it appertain : forasmuch 
as among all the wise men of the nations, and in all their king- 
doms, there is none Hke unto thee. But they are altogether 
brutish and foolish : the stock is a doctrine of vanities. Silver

spread into plates is brought from Tarshish, and gold from Uphaz^ 
the work of the wcn*kman, and of ihe hands of the founder : Une 
and purple is their clothing : they are all the work of cunning 
men. But the Lord is the true God, he is the living God, imd 
an everlasting king : at his wrath the earth shall tr^ocible^ and 
the nations shall not be able to abide his indignation. 

He hath made the earth by his power, he hath established the 
world by his wisdom, and hath stretched out the heavens by his 
discretion. When he uttereth his voice, there is a multitude of 
waters in the heavens, and he causeth the vapours to ascend from 
the ends of the earth; he maketh lightnings with rain, and 
bringeth forth the wind out of his treasures. Every man is 
brutish in his knowledge: every founder is confounded by i^e 
graven image : for his mcdten image is falsehood, and there is no 
breath in th^n. They are vanity, a^ the work of errors : in 
the time of their visitation they shall perish. The porticm of 
Jacob is not like them : for he is the former of all things ; and 
Israel is the rod of his inheritance: The Lord of hosts is hk 
name. 

Gather up thy wares out of the land, O inhabitant of the 
fortress. For thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will sling out the 
inhabitants of the land at this once, and will distress them, that 
they may find i^^o. Woe is me for my hurt! my wound is grievous; 
but I said. Truly this is a grie^ and I must bear it. My taber- 
nacle is spoiled, and all my cords are broken : my children are 
gone forth of me, and they a/re not : there is none to stretch forth 
my tent any more, and to set up my curtains. For the pastors 
are become brutish, and have not sought the Lord : therefore 
they shall not prosper, and all their flocks shall be scattered. 
Behold, the noise of the bruit is come, and a great eommotion 
out of the north country, to make the cities of Judah desolate, 
cmd a den of dragons. 

O Lord, I know that the way of man is not in himself : it is 
not in man that walketh to . direct his steps. O Lord, correct 
me, but with judgment ; not in thine angler, lest thou hring me 
to nothing. Pour out thy fury upon the heathen that know tliee 
not, and upon the families that call not on thy name : fcnr they 
have eaten up Jacob, and devoured him, and consumed him, and 
have made his habitation desolate. 

14 THE word of the Lord that came to Jeremiah oono^ming 
the dearth. 

Judah moumeth, and the gates thereof languish; they are 

1 00 ^1*^^ unto the ground ; and the cry of J^'usalem 

is gone up. And their nobles have sent their little 

ones to the waters : they came to the jnts, and found no water ; 

they returned with their vessels empty ; they were ashamed and 
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confounded, and covered their heads. Because the ground is 
chapt, for there was no rain in the earth, the plowmen were 
ashamed, they covered their heads. Yea, the hind also calved 
ia the field, and forsook it, because there was no grass. And 
tlie wild asses did stand in the high places, they snuffed up the 
i^rind like dragons; their eyes did fail, because there toaa no 
gi*ass. 

O Lord, though our iniquities testify against us, do thou it for 
thy name's sake : for our backslidings are many ; we have sinned 
against thee. O the hope of Israel, the saviour thereof in time 
of trouble, why shouldest thou be as a stranger in the land, and 
as a wayfaring man that tumeth aside to tarry for a night? Why 
shouldest thou be as a man astonied, as a mighty man that cannot 
save % yet thou, O Lord, art in the midst of us, and we are called 
hy thy name ; leave us not. 

Thus saith the Lord unto this people. Thus have they loved to 
^wander, they have not refrained their feet, therefore the Lord 
doth not accept them ; he will now remember their iniquity, and 
visit their sins. 

Then said the Lord unto me. Pray not for this people for their 
good. When they fast, I will not hear their cry ; and when they 
ofTer burnt offering and an oblation, I will not acc^t them : but 
I will consume them by the sword, and by the famine, and by 
the pestilence. 

Then said I, Ah, Lord God ! behold, the prophets say unto 
them. Ye shall not see the sword, neither shall ye have famine ; 
hut I will give you assured peace in this place. 

Then the Lord said unto me. The prophets prophesy lies in my 
name : I sent them not, neither have I commanded them, neither 
spake unto them : they prophesy unto you a false vision and 
divination, and a thing of nought, and the deceit of their heart. 
Therefore thus saith the Lord concerning the prophets that 
prophesy in my name, and I sent them not, yet they say, Sword 
and famine shall not be in this land ; By sword and famine shall 
those prophets be consumed. And the people to whom they 
prophesy shall be cast out in the streets of Jerusalem because of 
the famine and the sword; and they shall have none to bury 
them, them, their wives, nor their sons, nor their daughters : for 
I will pour their wickedness upon them. 

Therefore thou shalt say this word unto them ; Let mine eyes 
run down with tears night and day, and let them not cease : for 
the virgin daughter of my people is broken with a great breach, 
with a very grievous blow. If I go forth into the field, then 
behold the slain with the sword ! and if I enter into the city, 
then behold them that are sick with famine ! yea, both the prophet 
and the priest go about into a land that they know not. Hast 
thou utterly rejected Judah? hath thy soul lothed Zion? why 
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hast thou smitten us, and there is no healing for us ? we looked 
for peace, and tJiere is no good ; and for the time of healing, and 
behold trouble ! We acknowledge, O Lord, our wickedness, €uid 
the iniquity of our fathers : for we have sinned against thee. 
Do not abhor usy fpr thy name's sake, do not disgrace the throne 
of thy glory : r^nember, break; not thy covenant with us. Are 
there cmy among the vanities of the Gentiles that can cause raini 
or can tibe heavens give showers ? art not thou he, O liOBD oar 
God ? therefore we will wait upon thee : for thou hast made all 
these things. 

17 Thus saith the Lord ; Cursed be the man that trusteth in 
man, and maketh flesh his arm, and whose heart departeth from 

XVII 5-18 ^^ Lord, ^ot he shall be like the hea4>h in the 
desert, and shall not see when good cometh ; but 
shall inhabit the parched places in the wilderness, in a salt land 
and not inhabited. 

Blessed is the man that trusteth in the Lord, and whose hope 
the Lord is. For he shall be as a tree planted by the waters, 
and that spreadeth out her roots by the river, and shall not see 
when heat cometh, but her leaf shall be green ; and shall not 
be careful in the year of drought, neither shall cease from 
yielding fruit. 

The heart is deceitful above all things, and desperately wicked : 
who can know it f I the Lord search the heart, I try the reins, 
even to give every man according to his ways, amd according to 
the fruit of his doings. As the partridge sitteth on eggs, and 
hatcheth them not ; so he that getteth riches, and not by right, 
shall leave them in the midst of his days, and at his end shall be 
a fool. 

A glorious high throne from the beginning is the place of our 
sanctuary. O Lord, the hope of Israel, all that forsake thee 
shall be ashamed, and they that depart from me shall be written 
in the earth, because they have forsaken the Lord, the fountain 
of living waters. 

Heal me, O Lord, and I shall be healed ; save me, and I shall 
be saved : for thou art my praise. Behold, they say unto me^ 
Where is the word of the Lord ? let it come now. As for me, I 
have not hastened from being a pastor to follow thee : neither 
have I desired the woeful day ; thou knowest : that which came 
out of my lips was right before thee. Be not a terror unto me : 
thou art my hope in the day of evil. Let them be confounded 
that persecute me, but let not me be confounded : let them be 
dismayed, but let not me be dismayed : bring upon them the day 
of evil, and destroy them with double destruction. 

20 O LORD, thou hast deceived me, and I was deceived : thou 
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art stronger than I, and hast prevailed : I am in derision daily, 
every one mocketh me. For since I spake, I cried vx 7 18 
out, I cried violence and spoil ; because the word 
of the Lord was made a reproach unto me, and a derision, daily. 
Then I said, I will not make mention of him, nor speak any 
more in his name. But his word was in mine heart as a burning 
fire shut up in my. bones, and I was weary with forbearing, and 
I could not stay, Eor I heard the defaming of many, fear on 
every side. Report, say they, and we will report it. All my 
familiars watched for my halting, saying, Perad venture he wiU 
be enticed, and we shall prevail against him, and we shall take 
our revenge on him. 

But the LoBD is with me as a mighty terrible one : therefore 
my persecutors shall stumble, and they shall not prevail : they 
shall be greatly ashamed ; for they shall not prosper : their ever- 
lasting confusion shall nev^ be forgotten. But, O Lord of hosts, 
that triest the righteous, and seest the reins and the heart, let 
me see thy vengeance on them : for unto thee have I opened my 
cause. Sing unto the Lord, praise ye the Lord : for he hath 
delivered the soul of the poor from the hand of evildoers. 

Cursed be the day wherein I was bom : let not the day where- 
in my mother bare me be blessed. Cursed be the man who 
brought tidings to my father, saying, A man child is born unto 
thee; making him very glad. And let that man be as the cities 
which the Lord overthrew, and repented not : and let him hear 
the cry in the morning, and the shouting at noontide ; because 
he slew me not from the womb ; or that my mother might have 
been my grave, and her womb to be always great imth me. 
"Wherefore came I forth out of the womb to see labour and 
sorrow, that my days should be consumed with shame? 

22 THUS saith the Lord ; Go down to the house of the king of 
Judah, and speak there this word, and say, Hear the word of the 
LiORD, O king of Judah, that sittest upon the ^^ _ 
throne of David, thou, and thy servants, and thy 
people that enter in by these gates : Thus saith the Lord ; 
Execute ye judgment and righteousness, and deUver the spoiled 
out of the hand of the oppressor : and do no wrong, do no violence 
to the stranger, the fatherless, nor the widow, neither shed 
innocent blood in this place. For if ye do this thing indeed, 
then shall there enter in by the gates of this house kings sitting 
upon the throne of David, riding in chariots and on horses, he, 
and his servants, and his people. But if ye will not hear these 
words, I swear by myself, saith the Lord, that this house shall 
become a desolation. 

Eor thus saith the Lord unto the king's house of Judah ; Thou 
art Gilead unto me, and the head of Lebanon : yet surely I will 
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make thee a wilderness, and cities which are not inhabited. And 
I will prepare destroyers against thee, every one with his 
weapons : and they shall cut down thy choice cedars, and cast 
them into the fire. And many nations shall pass by this city, 
and they shall say every man to his neighhour, Wherefore hsih 
the Lord done thus unto this great city) Then they shall 
answer. Because they have forsaken the covenant of the Lobd 
their Gkxi, and worshipped other gods, and served them. 

Weep ye not for the dead, neither bemoan him : btU weep sore 
for him that goeth away ; for he shall return no more, nor see his 
native country. For thus saith the Lord touching Shallum the 
son of Josiah king of Judah, which reigned instead of Josiah his 
father, which went forth out of this place ; He shall not return 
thither any more : but he shall die in the place whither they have 
led him captive, and shall see this land no more. 

Woe unto him that buildeth his house by unrighteousness, and 
his chambers by wrong ; tJiat useth his neighbour's service with- 
out wages, and giveth him not for his work ; that saith, I will 
build me a wide house and large chambers, and cutteth him out 
windows ; and it is cieled with cedar, and painted with vermihon. 
Shalt thou reign, because thou closest thyself in cedar ? did not 
thy father eat and drink, and do judgment and justice, and ihim 
it ufos well with him ? He judged the cause of the poor and 
needy; then it teas well tvith him: was not this to know mef 
saith the Lord. But thine eyes and thine heart ord not but for 
thy covetousness, and for to shed innocent blood, and for oppres- 
sion, and for violence, to do it. Therefore thus saith the Lord 
concerning Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king of Judah ; They 
shall not lament for him, saying, Ah my brother 1 or, Ah sister ! 
they shall not lament for him, saying, Ah lord ! or. Ah his glory I 
He shall be buried with the burial of an ass, drawn and cast 
forth beyond the gates of Jerusalem. 

Go up to Lebanon, and cry ; and lift up thy voice in Bashan, 
and cry from the passages : for all thy lovers are destroyed. I 
spake unto thee in thy prosperity; hut thou saidst, I will not 
hear. This hath been thy manner from thy youth, that thou obey- 
edst not my voice. The wind shall eat up all thy pastors, and 
thy lovers shall go into captivity: surely then shalt thou be 
ashamed and confounded for all thy wickedness. O inhabitant 
of Lebanon, that makest thy nest in the cedars, how gracious 
shalt thou be when pangs come upon thee, the pain as of a woman 
in travail 1 

As I live, saith the Lord, though Coniah the son of Jehoiakim 
king of Judah were the signet upon my right hand, yet would I 
pluck thee thence ; and I will give thee into the hand of them 
that seek thy life, and into the hand of them whose face thou fear- 
est, even into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, and 
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into the hand of the Chaldeans. And I will cast thee out, and 
thy mother that bare thee, into another country, where ye were 
not bom ; and there shall ye die. But to the land whereunto 
they desire to return, thither shall they not return. 

Is this man Coniah a despised broken idol? is he b, vessel 
i?vherein is no pleasure % wherefore are they cast out, he and his 
seed, and are cast into a land which they know not % O earth, 
earth, earth, hear the word of the Lord. Thus saith the Lord, 
l^rite ye this man childless, a man that shall not prosper in his 
days : for no man of his seed shall prosper, sitting upon the 
throne of David, and ruling any more in Judah. 

81 AND it shall come to pass, that like as I have watched over 
them, to pluck up, and to break down, and to throw down, and to 
destroy, and to afflict ; so will I watch over them, ^xr^j 
to build, and to plant, saitii the Lord. In those 
days they shall say no more. The fathers have eaten a sour 
grape, and the children's teeth are set on edge. But every one 
shall die for his own iniquity : every man that eateth the sour 
grape, his teeth shall be set on edge. 

Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, that I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel, and with the house of Judah : 
not according to tiie covenant that I made with their fathers in 
the day that I took them by the hand to bring them out of the 
land of Egypt ; which my covenant they brake, although I was 
an husband imto them, saith the Lord : but this shall he the 
covenant that I will make with the house of Israel ; After those 
days, saith the Lord, I will put my law in their inward parts, 
and write it in their hearts ; and wUl be their God, and they shaU 
be my people. And they shall teach no more every man his 
neighbour, and every man his brother, saying, Know the Lord : 
for they shall all know me, from the least of them unto the great- 
est of them, saith the Lord : for I will forgive their iniquity, and 
I will remember their sin no more. 

36 AND it came to pass in the fourth year of Jehoiakim the son 
of Josiah king of Judah, that this word came unto Jeremiah from 
the Lord, saying. Take thee a roll of a book, and ^yyvt 
write therein all the words that I have spoken 
unto thee against Israel, and against Judah, and against all the 
nations, from the day I spake unto thee, from the days of Josiah, 
even unto this day. It may be that the house of Judah will 
hear all the evil which I purpose to do unto them ; that they may 
return every man from his evil way ; that I may forgive their 
iniquity and their sin. 

Then Jeremiah called Baruch the son of Neriah : and Baruch 
wrote from the mouth of Jeremiah all the words of tibe Lord, 
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which he had spoken vmto him, upon a roll of a book. Ajid J&^ 
miah commanded Baruch, saying, I am shut up ; I cannot go into 
the house of the Lord : therefore go thou, and read in the roll, 
which thou hast written from my mouth, the words of the Lobd 
in ihe ears of the people in the Lord's house upon the fasting 
day : and also thou shalt read them in the ears of all Judah that 
come out of their cities. It may be they will present their 
supplication before the Lord, and will return every one from his 
evil way : for great is the anger and the fury that the LiORD hath 
pronounced against this people. And Baruch the son of Neriah 
did according to all that Jeremiah the prophet commanded him, 
reading in the book the words of the Lord in the Lord's house. 

And it came to pass in the fifth year of Jehoiakim the son dt 
Josiah king of Judah, in the ninth month, that they proclaimed 
a fast before the Lord to all ihe people in Jerusalem, and to all 
the people that came from the cities of Judah unto Jerusalem. 
Then read Baruch in the book the words of Jeremiah in the 
house of the Lord, in the chamber of Gemariah the son of 
Bhaphan the scribe, in the higher court, at the entry of the new 
gate of the Lord's house, in the ears of all the people. 

When Michaiah the son of Gremariah, the son of Shaphan, had 
heard out of the book all the words of the Lord, then he went 
down into the king's house, into the scribe's chamber : and, lo, 
all the princes sat there, even Elishama the scribe, and Delaiah 
the son of Shemaiah, and Elnathan the son of Achbor, and 
Gemariah the son of Shaphan, and Zedekiah the son of Hana- 
niah, and all the princes. Then Michaiah declared unto th^n 
all the words that he had heard, when Baruch read the book 
in the ears of the people. Therefore all the princes sent Jehitdi 
the son of Nethaniah, the son of Shelemiah, the son of Cushi, 
unto Baruch, saying, Take in thine hand the roll wherein thou 
hast read in the ears of the people, and come. So Baruch l^e 
son of Neriah took the roll in his hand, and came unto them. 
And they said unto him. Sit down now, and read it in our ears. 
So Baruch read it in their ears. 

Now it came to pass, when they had heard all the words, they 
were afraid both one and other, and said unto Baruch, We will 
surely tell the king of all these words. And they asked Barudi, 
saying, Tell us now, How didst thou write all these words at his 
mouth? Then Baruch answered them. He pronounced all tlrase 
words unto me with lus mouth, and I wrote t?iem with ink in 
the book. Then said the princes unto Baruch, Go, hide thee, 
thou and Jeremiah ; and let no man know where ye be. 

And they went in to the king into the court, but they laid up 
the roll in the chamber of Elishama the scribe, and told all ihd 
words in the ears of the king. So the king sent Jehudi to fetch 
the roll : and he took it out of Elishama the scribe's chambw. 
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And Jehudi read it in the ears of the king, and in the ears of all 
idle princes which stood beside the king. Now the king sat in 
iihie winterhbuse in the ninth month : and there tacts a fire on 
i>he hearth burning before him. And it came to pass, tJiat when 
Jehudi had read three or four leaves, he cut it with the penknife, 
and cast it into the fire that f4xi8 on the hearth, until all the roll 
-wbpS consumed in the fire that tvas on the hearth. Yet they 
ipirere not afraid, nor rent their garments, neither the king, nor 
any of his servants that heard all these words. Nevertheless 
£lnathan and Delaiah and Gemariah had made intercession to 
the king that he would not burn the roll : but he would not 
hear them. But the king commanded Jerahmeel the son of 
Hammelech, and Seraiah &e son of Azriel, and Shelemiah the 
son of Abdeel, to take Baruoh the scribe and Jeremiah the 
prophet: but the Lord hid them. 

Then the word of the Lord came to Jeremiah, after that the 
king had burned the roll, and the words which Baruch wrote at 
ihe mouth of Jeremiah, saying, Take thee again another roll, 
and write in it all the former words that were in the first rcdl, 
which Jehoiakim the king of Judah hath burned. And thou 
shalt say to Jehoiakim king of Judah, Thus saith the Lord; 
Thou hast burned this roll, saying, Why hast thou written there- 
in, saying, The king of Babylon 3iall certainly come and destroy 
this land, and shall cause to cease from thence man and beast ? 
Therefore thus saith the Lord of Jehoiakim king of Judah; 
He shall have none to sit upon the throne of David : and his 
dead body shall be cast out in the day to the heat, and in the 
night to the frost. And I will puni^ him and his seed and 
his servants for their iniquity ; and I will bring upon them, and 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and upon the men of Judah, 
all the evil that I have pronounced against them; but they 
hearkened not. 

*Then took Jeremiah another roll, and gave it to Baruch the 
scribe, the son of Neriah ; who wrote therein from the mouth of 
Jeremiah all the words of the book which Jehoiakim king of 
Judah had burned in the fire: and there were added besides 
nnto them many like words. 

46 ORDER ye the buckler and shield, and draw near to battle. 
Harness the horses; and get up, ye horsemen, and stand forUi 
with your helmets ; furbish the spears, cmd put _ _. 
on the brigandines. Wherefore have I seen them 
dismayed cmd turned away back? and their mighty ones are 
beaten down, and are fled apace, and look not back : far fear 
wcu round about, sidth the Lord. Let not the swift flee away, 
nor the mighty man escape ; they shall stumble, and fall toward 
the TkfxHk by the river Euj^rates. Who is this thcU cometh up 
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as a flood, whose waters are moved as the rivers ? Egypt riaeth 
up like a flood, and his waters are moved hke the rivers ; and he 
saith, I will go up, cmd will cover the earth ; I will destroy the 
city and the inhabitants thereof. Come up, ye horses ; and rage, 
ye chariots ; and let the mighty men come forth ; the £thioiHiuis 
and the Libyans, that handle the shield ; and the Lydians, tiiat 
handle cmd bend the bow. For this is the day of the liord God 
of hosts, a day of vengeance, that he may avenge him of his 
adversaries : and the sword shall devour, and it shall be satiate 
and made drunk with their blood: for the Lord God of hosts 
hath a sacrifice in the north comitry by the river Euphrates. 
€k> up into Gilead, and take balm, O virgin, the daughter of 
Egypt : in vain shalt thou use many medicines ; for thou shalt 
not be cured. The nations have heard of thy shame, and thy 
cry hath filled the land : for the mighty man hath stumbled 
against the mighty, and they are fallen both together. 

The word that the Lord spake to Jeremiah the prophet, how 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon should come and smite the 
land of Egypt. 

Declare ye in Egypt, and publish in Migdol, and publish in 
Noph and in Tahpanhes : say ye. Stand fast, and prepare thee ; 
for the sword shall devour round about thee. Why are thy 
valiant men swept away ? they stood not, because the Lord did 
drive them. He made many to fall, yea, one fell upon another : 
and they said. Arise, and let us go again to our own people, and 
to the land of our nativity, from the opjuressing sword. They 
did cry there, Pharaoh king of Egypt is but a noise ; he hath 
passed the time i^pointed. As I live, saith the King, whose 
name is the Lord of hosts. Surely as Tabor is among the 
mountains, and as Carmel by the sea, so shall he come. O iAkoa 
daughter dwelling in Egypt, furnish thyself to go into captivity : 
for Noph shall be waste and desolate without an inhabitimt. 
Egypt is like a very fair heifer, but destruction cometib ; it oometh 
out of the north. Also her hired men <tre in the midst of her 
like fatted bullocks; for they also are turned back, a/nd are 
fled away together : they did not stand, because the day ol 
their calamity was come upon them, and the time of their 
visitation. The voice thereof shall go like a serpent; for they 
shall march with an army, and come against her with axes, as 
hewers of wood. They shall cut down her forest^ saith the 
Lord, though it cannot be searched ; because they are more than 
the grasshoppers, and are innumerable. The daughter of Egypt 
shall be confounded ; she shall be delivered into the hand of the 
people of the north. The Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
saith ; Behold, I will punish the multitude of No, and Pharaoh, 
and Egypt, with their gods, and their kings ; even Pharaoh, 
and all them that trust in him : and I will deliver them into 
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the hand of those that seek their lives^ and into the hand of 
iN'ebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, and into the hand of his 
servants : and afterward it shall be inhabited, as in the days of 
old, saith the Lord. 

But fear not thou, O my servant Jacob, and be not dismayed, 

Israel : for, behold, I will save thee from afar oiff, and thy 
seed from the land of their captivity; and Jacob shall return, 
and be in rest and at ease, and none shall make him afraid. 
Fear thou not, O Jacob my servant, saith the Loed : for I am 
with thee ; for I will make a full end of all the nations whither 

1 have driven thee : but I will not make a full end of thee, 
but correct thee in measure ; yet will I not leave thee wholly 
unpunished. 

T?ie oracle against Babylon in chap. 1. and li. is not geniUnCt and cannot be. 
In li 59-64 rve read that Jeremiah in the fourth year of ZedekiaWs reign 
entrusted Seraiahy an official travelling vrith the king to Babylon, with a 
prophecy telling the ruin of Babylon. Seraiahy after reading this at Baby- 
lon, was to throw the roll into the Euphrates. This passage, then, is supposed 
to be the oracle so sunk. It was invented in later times. The a4:tiuil 
mission of Seraiah seems to be genuine. 

51 O THOU that dwellest upon many waters, abundant in 
treasures, thine end is come, arid the measure of thy covetous- 
ness. The Lord of hosts hath sworn by himself, 
saying. Surely I will fill thee with men, as with 
caterpillers ; and they shall lift up a shout against thee. 

He hath made the earth by his power, he hath established 
the world by his wisdom, and hath stretched out the heaven 
by his understanding. When he uttereth his voice, there is a 
multitude of waters in the heavens ; and he causeth the vapours 
to ascend from the ends of the earth : he maketh lightnings with 
rain, and bringeth forth the wind out of his treasures. Every 
man is brutish by his knowledge ; every founder is confounded 
by the graven image: for his molten image is falsehood, and 
there is no breath in them. They are vanity, the work of 
errors: in the time of their visitation they shall perish. The 
portion of Jacob is not like them ; for he is the former of all 
things : and Israel is the rod of his inheritance : the Lord of hosts 
is his name. 

Thou art my battle ax and weapons of war: for with thee 
will I break in pieces the nations, and with thee will I destroy 
kingdoms ; and with thee will I break in pieces the horse and 
his rider ; and with thee will I break in pieces the chariot and 
his rider ; with thee also will I break in pieces man and woman ; 
and with thee will I break in pieces old and young; and with 
thee will I break in pieces the young man and the maid; I 
will also break in pieces with thee the shepherd and his flock ; 
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and with thee will I break in pieces the husbandman a^ his 
yoke of oxen ; and with thee will I break in pieces captains and 
rulers. And I will render unto Babylon and to all the inhabit- 
ants of Chaldea all their evil that they have done in Zion in 
your sight, saith the Lobd. 
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EZEKIEL 

Ssekiel. — ThepropTiet Ezehiel vms the contemporary of Jeremiah^ probably a 
later contemporary ^ but while Jeremiah remained in Jericsalem, Ezekiel 
was carried a/way into exile loith Jehoiachin to Babylon. It is noticeable 
that a great deal of the imagery of EzeMeVs visions is derived from the 
Babylonian architecture. Ezekiel toas the son of a priest of Jerusalem 
narned Buzi. After being deported with the first set of captives^ in 597, he 
lived in Babylon at Tel Abib, on the river ^ or rather the artificial canal, 
ccUled Cheba/r. His call to the prophetic office came in 592, and his mission 
lasted twenty 'two years^ ending apparently in 570. It was for a long tim^ 
supposed that the Book of Ezekiel lies before us in the form in which it left 
the author^ shandy and there is^ no doubt y a unity of spirit and form running 
through it which gives it rather a remarkable place amongst the Books of 
the Old Testam£mt. Nevertheless, critics hawe detected signs of a composite 
charojcber, and one critic in especial, Kraetzschmar, believes it to be a work 
pieced together by a redactor out of two writings, neither of which goes 
back to Ezekiel himself The more probaMe hypothesis is that Ezekiel is 
really the author ; thai he wrote down and elaborated his book as a whole 
somewhere about 672 B.C., and for this purpose availed himself of earlier 
memoranda, which he chose to leave unaltered. Curioudy enough, although 
the book is more of a literary unity than others, its Hebrew text is perhaps 
the most corrupt of all. 

The divisions of Ezekiel are three. The first, includiTig an introduction, 
extends to the end of the twenty-fourth chapter, a collection of addresses 
regarding the imminent destruction of Jerusatem. The second portion 
{chapters xxv.-xxxii.) contaiiis oracles agadnst Ammxm, Moaib, Edom, 
Philistia, Tyre, Sidon and Egypt, which pre-suppose that Jerusalem has 
already faMen. The third section {chapters xxxiii.-xlviii.) deals with 
Israel's future after the destruction of Jerusalem, and the famous Vision of 
the Temple (chapters xl.-xlviii. )/<?r?ns an almost independent sub-division. 
The general character of Ezekiel as a prophet is his close connection with 
the priestly writers and the Pentateuch. He begins that glorification of the 
Law, which was afterwards carried out at such great length and with such 
infinity of detail by later writers, although in EzekieVs case the Law has 
not taken the place of the intimate persoruiZ religion usually irunUcated by 
the prophets. There are points of contact between Ezekiel and the Book of 
Jeremiah, mxiinly illustrated in similar phrases, such as **J lay a 
stwnibling-block before him " (Jeremiah vi. 21 : Ezekiel iii. 20), ** Peace, 
peace, when there is no peace " (Jeremiali vi. 14 : Ezekiel xiii. 10), " To 
play the Jiarlot" (Jeremiah ii. 20 : Ezekiel xvi. 15), ** To smite upon the 
thigh " (Jeremiah xxxi. 19 : Ezekiel xxi. 12), amd a few similar dictions. 
So, too, there is evidently a dose coniiection between Ezekiel and the Book of 
Daniel, depending on the apocalyptic portions of Ezekiel. And in precisely 
similar fashion the Apocalypse of St. John derives much of its languxige 
amd imagery from, Ezekiel. 

1 NOW it came to pass in the thirtieth year, in the fourth 
month, in the fifth day of the month, as I wds among the captives 
hy the river of Chebar, that the heavens were t _ttt 15 
opened, and I saw visions of God. In the fifth 
day of the month, which wcta the fifth year of king Jehoiachin's 
captivity, the word of the Lord came expressly unto Ezekifel 
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the priest, the son of Buzi, in the land of the Chaldeans by 
the river Chebar; and the hand of the Lord was there upon 
him. 

And I looked, and, behold, a whirlwind came out of the nortb, 
a great cloud, and a fire infolding itself, and a brightness teas 
about it, and out of the midst thereof as the colour of amber, out 
of the midst of the fire. Also out of the midst thereof came the 
likeness of four living creatures. And this was their appear- 
ance ; they had the likeness of a man. And every one had four 
faces, and every one had four wings. And their feet were straight 
feet ; and the sole of their feet was like the sole of a calf's foot : 
and they sparkled like the colour of burnished brass. And the^ 
had the hands of a man under their wings on their four sides ; 
and they four had their faces and their wings. Their wings 
were joined one to another ; they turned not when they went ; 
they went every one straight forward. As for the likeness of their 
faces, they four had the face of a man, and the face of a lion, on 
the right side : and they four had the face of an ox on the left 
side ; they four also had the face of an eagle. Thus were their 
faces : and their wings were stretched upward ; two doings of 
every one loere joined one to another, and two covered their 
bodies. And they went every one straight forward : whither 
the spirit was to go, they went ; and they turned not when they 
went. As for the likeness of the living creatures, their appear- 
ance wa^ like burning coals of fire, and like the appearance of 
lamps : it went up and down among the living creatures ; and 
the fire was bright, and out of the fire went forth lightning. 
And the living creatures ran and returned as the appearance of 
a flash of lightning. 

Now as I beheld the living creatures, behold one wheel upon 
the earth by the living creatures, with his four faces. The 
appearance of the wheels and their work was like unto the 
colour of a beryl : and they four had one likeness : and their 
appearance and their work wa^ as it were a wheel in the middle 
of a wheel. When they went, they went upon their four sides : 
amd they turned not when they went. As for their rings, they 
were so high that they were dreadful ; and their rings were full of 
eyes round about them four. And when the living creatures went, 
the wheels went by them : and when the living creatures were 
lifted up from the earth, the wheels were lifted up. Whitherso- 
ever the spirit was to go, they went, thither was their spirit to 
go ; and the wheels were lifted up over against them : for the 
spirit of the living creature was in the wheels. When those 
went, these went ; and when those stood, these stood ; and when 
those were lifted up from the earth, the wheels were lifted up 
over against them : for the spirit of the living creature w<i8 in 
the wheels. 
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And the likeness of the firmament upon the heads of the living 
creature wobs as the colour of the terrible crystal, stretched forth 
over their heads above. And under the firmament were their 
virings straight, the one toward the other : every one had two, 
virliich covered on this side, and every one had two, which 
covered on that side, their bodies. And when they went, I 
lieard the noise of their wings, like the noise of great waters, as 
the voice of the Almighty, the voice of speech, as the noise of an 
host : when they stood, they let down their wings. And there 
^was a voice from the firmament that was over their heads, when 
they stood, and had let down their wings. And above the firma- 
ment that was over their heads was the likeness of a throne, as 
tb» appearance of a sapphire stone ; and upon the likeness of the 
throne was tiie likeness as the appearance of a man above upon 
it. And I saw as the colour of amber, as the appearance of fire 
round about within it, from the appearance of his loins even 
upward, and from the appearance of his loins even downward, I 
saw as it were the appearance of fire, and it had brightness 
round about. As the appearance of the bow that is in the cloud 
in the day of rain, so was the appearance of the brightness round 
about. 

This was the appearance of the likeness of the glory of the 
LoBD. And when I saw it^ I fell upon my face, and I heard a 
voice of one that spake. 

2 AND he said unto me, Son of man, stand upon thy feet, and 
I will speak unto thee. 

And the spirit entered into me when he spake unto me, and 
set me upon my feet, that I heard him that spake unto me. And 
he said unto me, Son of man, I send thee to the children of 
Israel, to a rebellious nation that hath rebelled against me : they 
and their fathers have transgressed against me, even unto this 
very day. For they a/re impudent children and stifihearted. I 
do send thee unto them ; and thou shalt say unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God. Aiid they, whether they will hear, or 
whether they will forbear, (for they are a rebellious house,) yet 
shall know that there hath been a prophet among them. And 
thou, son of man, be not afraid of them, neither be afraid of 
tiieir words, though briers and thorns he with thee, and thou dost 
dwell among scorpions : be not afraid of their words, nor be 
dismayed at their looks, though they he a rebellious house. 
And thou shalt speak my words unto them, whether they will 
hear, or whether they will forbear; for they are most 
rebellious. 

But thou, son of man, hear what I say unto thee ; Be not 
thou rebellious like that rebellious house : open thy mouth, and 
eat that I give thee. And when I looked, behold, an hand was 
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sent unto me ; and, lo, a roll of a book was therein ; and he 
spread it before me; and it was written within and without: 
and there was written therein lamentations, and mourning, and 
woe. 

8 MOREOVER he said unto me, Son of man, eat that thoa 
findest ; eat this roll, and go speak unto the house of Israel. So 
I opened my mouth, and he caused me to eat that roll. And he 
said unto me, Son of man, cause thy belly to eat, and fill i^y 
bowels with this roll that I give thee. Then did I eat it ; and 
it was in my mouth as honey for sweetness. 

And he said unto me. Son of man, go, get thee unto the house 
of Israel, and speak with my words unto them. For Hiou aH 
not sent to a people of a strange speech and of an hard language, 
hut to the house of Israel ; not to many people of a strange 
speech and of an hard language, whose words thou canst not 
understand. Surely, had I sent thee to them, they would have 
hearkened unto thee. But the house of Israel will not hearken 
unto thee ; for they will not hearken unto me : for all the house 
of Israel a/re impudent and hardhearted. Behold, I have made 
thy face strong against their faces, and thy forehead strong 
against their foreheads. Ab an adamant harder than flint have 
I made thy forehead : fear them not, neither be dismayed at thdr 
looks, though they he a rebellious house. 

Moreover he said unto me, Son of man, all my words that I 
shall speak unto thee receive in thine heart, and heaj: with thine 
ears. And go, get thee to them of the captivity, unto the chil- 
dren of thy people, and speak unto them, and tell them, Thus 
saitJi the Lord God; whether they will hear, or whether they 
will forbear. Then the spirit took me up, and I heard behind 
me a voice of a great rushing, saying^ Blessed he the glory of the 
Lord from his place. / heard also the noise of the wings of 
the living creatures that touched one another, and the noise <^ the 
wheels over against them, and a noise of a great rushii^. So 
the spirit lifted me up, and took me away, and I went in bitter- 
ness, in the heat of my spirit ; but the hand of the Lobo was 
strong upon me. 

Then I came to them of the captivity at Tel-abib, that dwelt 
by the river of Chebar, and I sat where they sat, and remained 
there astonished among them seven days. 

18 THE word of the Lord came unto me again, saying, What 
mean ye, that ye use this proverb concerning the land of Israel, 
XVIII 1-32 ®*y^°S» The fathers have eaten sour grapes, and 
the children's teeth are set on edge ? As 1 live, 
saith the Lord God, ye shall not have occasion any more to use 
this proverb in Israel. Behold, all souls are mine ; as the soul 
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of the father, so also the soul of the son is mine : the soul that 
sinneth, it shall die. 

But ii a man be just, and do that which is lawful and right, 
€md hath not eaten upon the mountains, neither hath lifted 
up his eyes to the idols of the house of Israel, neither hath 
defiled his neighbour's wife, neither hath come near to a men- 
struous woman, and hath not oppressed any, but hath restored to 
the debtor his pledge, li^,th spoiled none by violence, hath given 
his bread to the hungry, and hath covered the naked with a 
garment ; he thcU hath not given forth upon usury, neither hath 
taken any increase, thai hath withdrawn his hand from iniquity, 
hath executed true judgment between man snd man, hath 
walked in my statutes, and hath kept my judgments, to deal truly ; 
he is just, he shall surely live, saitii the Lord God. 

If he beget a son that is a robber, a shedder of blood, and thcU 
doeth the like to any one of these things, and that doeiii not any 
of those duties, but even hath eaten upon the mountains, and 
defiled his neighbour's wife, hath oppressed the poor and needy, 
hath spoiled by violence, hath not restored the pledge, and hath 
lifted up his eyes to the idols, hath committed abomination, 
hath given forth upon usury, and hath taken increase : shall he 
then Hve 1 he shaU not live : he hath done all these abominations ; 
he shall surely die ; his blood shall be upon him. 

Kow, lo, if he beget a son, that seeth all his father's sins 
which he hath done, and considereth, and doeth not such like, 
that hath not eaten upon the mountains, neither hatii lifted 
up his eyes to the idols of the house of Israel, hath not defiled 
his neighbour's wife, neither hath oppressed any, hath not with< 
holden the pledge, neither hath spoiled by violence, but hath 
given his bread to the hungry, and hath covered the naked with 
a garment, that hath taken off his hand from the poor, that hath 
not received usury nor increase, hath executed my judgments, 
hath walked in my statutes ; he shall not die for the iniquity of 
his father, he sh«dl surely Hve. As /or his father, because he 
cruelly oppressed, spoiled his brother by violence, and did that 
which is not good sonong his people, lo, even he shaXL die in his 
iniquity. 

Yet say ye. Why ? doth not the son bear the iniquity of the 
father? When the son hath done that which is lawful and 
right, a/nd hath kept all my statutes, and hath done them, he 
shall surely live. The soul that sinneth, it shall die. The son 
shall not bear the iniquity of the father, neither shall the father 
bear the iniquity of the son : the righteousness of the righteous 
shall be upon him, and the wickedness of the wicked shall be 
upon him. But if the wicked will turn from all his sins that he 
hath committed, and keep all my statutes, and do that which is 
lawful and right, he shall surely live, he shall not die. All his 
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transgressions that he hath committed, they shall not be men- 
tioned unto him : in his righteousness that he hath done he 
shall live. Have I any pleasure at all that the wicked should 
die f saith the Lord God : cmd not that he should return fnHn 
hifi ways, and live "? But when the righteous turneth away from 
his righteousness, and committeth iniquity, cmd doeth according 
to all the abominations that the wicked man doeth, shall he 
live) All his righteousness that he hath done shsJl not he 
mentioned : in his trespass that he hath trespassed, and in his 
sin that he hath sinned, in them shall he die. 

Yet ye say, The way of the Lord is not equal. Hear now, 

house of Isiael; Is not my way equal) are not your ways 
unequal ? When a righteous man turneth away from his right- 
eousness, and committeth iniquity, and dieth in them ; for his 
iniquity that he hath done shall he die. Again, when the 
wicked man turneth away from his wickedness that he hath 
committed, and doeth that which is lawful and right, he shall 
save his soul alive. Because he considereth, and turneth away 
from all his transgressions that he hath committed, he shall surely 
live, he shall not dia 

Yet saith the house of Israel, The way of the Lord is not 
equal. O house of Israel, are not my ways equal ? are not your 
ways unequal ] Therefore I will judge you, O house of Israel, 
every cme according to his ways, saith the Lord God. Repent, 
and turn yourselves from all your transgressions: so iniquity 
shall not be your ruin. Cast away from you all your trans- 
gressions, whereby ye have transgressed ; and make you a new 
heart and a new spirit : for why will ye die, house of Israel! 
For I have no pleasure in the death of him that dieth, saith the 
Lord God : wherefore turn yourselves, and live ye. 

87 THE hand of the Lord was upon me, and carried me out 
in the spirit of the Lord, and set nie down in the midst of the 
XXXVII 1-14 ^^^^^y ^^ch UHis full of bones, and caused me to 
pass by them round about : and, behold, there were 
very, many in the open valley ; and, lo, they were very dry. And 
he said unto me.

Joel's tim>e has been variously computed. But the diction and style seem to 
prove that " in the Book of Joel we possess a compendium, of late Jemah 
eschalology, written about the year 400 B.C., as developed from later 
prophecy, with its tendency to flow over into apocalypse " {Comill), 

2 BLOW ye the trumpet in Zion, and sound an alarm in my 
holy mountain : let all the inhabitants of the land tremble : tor 
II 1-82 ^® ^y ^^ ^® Lord cometh, for it is nigh at 
hand ; a day of darkness and of gloominess, a day 
of clouds and of thick darkness, as the morning spread upon the 
mountains : a great people and a strong ; there hath not been 
ever the like, neither shall be any more after it, even to the years 
of many generations. A fire devoureth before them ; and behind 
them a flame bumeth : the land is as the garden of Eden boCore

them, and behind them a desolate wilderness ; yea, and nothing 
shall escape them. The appearance of them is as the appearance 
of horses ; and as horsemen, so shall they run. Like the noise of 
chariots on the tops of mountains shall they leap, like the noise 
of a flame of fire that devoureth the stubble, as a strong people 
set in battle array. Before their face the people shall be much 
pained: all faces shall gather blackness. They shall nin like 
mighty men; they shall climb the wall like men of war; and 
they diall march every one on his ways, and they shall not break 
their ranks : neither shall one thrust another ; they shall walk 
every one in his path : and when they fall upon the sword, they 
shall not be wounded. They shall run to and fro in the city ; 
they shall run upon the wall, they shall climb up upon the 
houses ; they shall enter in at the windows like a thief. The 
earth shall quake before them ; the heavens shall tremble : the 
sun and the moon shall be dark, and the stars shall withdraw 
their shining : and the Lord shall utter his voice before his 
army : for his camp is very great : for hs is strong that executeth 
his word : for the day of the Lord is great and very terrible ; 
and who can abide it? 

Therefore also now, saith the Lord, turn ye even to me with all 
your heart, and with fasting, and with weeping, and with mourn- 
ing : and rend your heart, and not your garments, and turn unto 
the Lord your God: for he is gracious and merciful, slow to 
anger, and of great kindness, and repenteth him of the evil. 
Who knoweth if he will return and repent, and leave a blessing 
behind him ; ev^ a meat offering and a drink offering unto the 
Lord your God 1 

Blow the trumpet in Zion, sanctify a fast, call a solemn 
assembly : gather the people, sanctify the congregation, assemble 
the elders, gather the children, and those that suck the breasts : 
let the bridegroom go forth of his chamber, and the bride out of 
her closet. Let the priests, the ministers of the Lord, weep 
between the porch and the altar, and let them say, Spare thy 
people, O Lord, and give not thine heritage to reproach, that the 
heathen should rule over them : wherefore should they say among 
the people, Where is their God ? 

Then will the Lord be jealous for his land, and pity his people. 
Yea, the Lord will answer and say unto his people, Behold, I 
will send you com, and wine, and oil, and ye shall be satisfied 
therewith : and I will no more make you a reproach among the 
heathen : but I will remove far off from you the northern army, 
and will drive him into a land barren and desolate, with his face 
toward the east sea, and his hinder part toward the utmost sea, 
and his stink shall come up, and his ill savour shall come up, 
because he hath done great things. 

Fear not, O land ; be glad and rejoice : for the Lord will do 
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great things. Be not afraid, ye beasts of the field: for ^ 
pastures of the wilderness do spring, for the tree beareth her 
fruit, the fig tree and the vine do yield their strength. Be ^ad 
then, ye children of Zion, and rejoice in the Lord your Grod : for 
he hath given you the former rain moderately, and he will cause 
to come down for you the rain, the former rain, and the latter 
rain in the first month. And the floors shall be full of wheats 
and the fats shall overflow with wine and oil. And I will restore 
to you the years that the locust hath eaten, the cankerworm, and 
the caterpiller, and the palmerworm, my great army which I sent 
among you. And ye shall eat in plenty, and be satisfied, and 
praise the name of the Lord your God, that hath dealt wondrously 
with you : and my people shall never be ashamed. And ye shaQ 
know that I am in the midst of Israel, and that I am. the Lobd 
your Gk)d, and none else : and my people shall never be ashamed. 
And it shall come to pass afterward, that I wiU pour out my 
spirit upon all flesh; and your sons and your daughters shidl 
prophesy, your old men shall dream dreams, your young men 
shsdl see visions : and also upon the servants and upon the hand- 
maids in those days will I pour out my spirit. And I will shew 
wonders in the heavens and in the earth, blood, and fire, and 
pillars of smoke. The sun shall be turned into darkness, and 
the moon into blood, before the great and the terrible day of the 
Lord come. And it shall come to pass, that whosoever shall call 
on the name of the Lord shall be deUvered : for in mount Zion 
and in Jerusalem shall be deUverance, as the Lord hath said, 
and in the remnant whom the Lord shall call. 



AMOS 

ths oldest of the writing prophets whose work has been preserved, was a 
countryman living in Tekoa {a Jvdoean town). He was taken, from his 
jlock in order to prophesy against Israel and announce its overthrow {hy 
the Assyriams). His dale is aibout 760 B.c. Hosea is acqioaint^ wUh 
Amos. (Cf. Ho8. iv. 16 ; v. 8 ; x. 6 ; with Amos v. 6.) 

5 YE who turn judgment to wormwood, and leave off righteous- 
ness in the earth, seek him that maketh the seven stars and 
V 7-97 Orion, and tumeth the shadow of death into the 
morning, and maketh the day dark with night: 
that calleth for the waters of the sea, and poureth them oat 
upon the face of the earth : The Lord is his name : that 
strengtheneth the spoiled against the strong, so that the spoiled 
shall come against the fortress. 

They hate him that rebuketh in the gate, and they abhor him 
that speaketh uprightly. Forasmuch therefore as your treading 
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is upon the poor, and ye take from him burdens of wheat : ye 
have built houses of hewn stone, but ye shall not dwell in them ; 
ye have planted pleasant vineyards, but ye shall not drink wine 
of them. For I know your manifold transgressions and your 
mighty sins : they afflict the just, they take a bribe, and they 
turn aside the poor in the gate from their right. 

Therefore the prudent shall keep silence in that time ; for it 
ia an evil time. Seek good, and not evil, that ye may live : and 
so the LoBD, the God of hosts, shall be with you, as ye have 
spoken. Hate the evil, and love the good, and establish judg- 
ment in the gate : it may be that the Lord God of hosts will be 
gracious unto the remnant of Joseph. Therefore the Lord, the 
God of hosts, the Lord, saith thus ; Wailing shall 66 in all streets ; 
and they shall say in all the highways, Alas ! alas ! and they 
shall call the husbandman to mourning, and such as are skilful 
of lamentation to wailing. And in all vineyards shall he wailing : 
for I will pass through thee, saith the Lord. 

Woe unto you that desire the day of the Lord I to what end 
is it for you % the day of the Lord is darkness, and not light. 
As if a man did flee from a lion, and a bear met him ; or went 
into the house, and leaned his hand on the wall, and a serpent 
bit him. Shall not the day of the Lord he darkness, and not 
Hght ? even very dark, and no brightness in it 1 

I hate, I despise your feast days, and I will not smell in your 
solemn assemblies. Though ye offer me burnt offerings and your 
meat offerings, I will not accept them : neither will I regard the 
peace offerings of your fat beasts. Take thou away from me the 
noise of thy songs ; for I will not hear the melody of thy viols. 
But let judgment run down as waters, and righteousness as a 
mighty stream. 

Have ye offered unto me sacrifices and offerings in the wilder- 
ness forty years, O house of Israel? But ye have borne the 
tabernacle of your Moloch and Chiun your images, the star of 
your god, which ye made to yourselves. Therefore will I cause 
you to go into captivity beyond Damascus, saith the Lord, whose 
name is The God of hosts. 

9 I SAW the Lord standing upon the altar : and he said. 
Smite the lintel of the door, that the posts may shake : and cut 
them in the head, all of them; and I will slay -., ^^ 
the last of them with the sword : he that fleeth 
of them shall not flee away, and he that escapeth of them shall 
not be delivered. Though they dig into hell, thence shall mine 
hand take them ; though they climb up to heaven, thence will I 
bring them down : and though they hide themselves in the top of 
Carmel, I will search and take them out thence ; and though 
they be hid from my sight in the bottom of the sea, thence will 
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I command the serpent, and he shall bite them : and though 
they go into captivity before their enemies, thence will I comr 
mand the sword, and it shall slay them : and I will set mine eyes 
upon them for evil, and not for good. And the Lord God of 
hosts is he that toucheth the land, and it shall melt, and all that 
dwell therein shall mourn: and it shall rise up wholly like a 
flood ; and shall be drowned, as by the flood of Egypt. It is he 
that buildeth his stories in the heaven, and hath founded his 
troop in the earth ; he that calleth for the waters of the sea^ and 
poureth them out upon the face of the earth : The Lord is his 
name. 



MICAH 

Xicah of Moreslieth is referred to in Jeremiah xxvi. 18 : **m the days of 
Hezehiaht king ofJvdah.*' His date is somewhere about 701 B.a 

4 BUT in the last days it shall come to pass, that the mountain 
of the house of the Lord shall be established in the top of the 
jy - _g mountains, and it shall be exalted above the hills ; 
and people shall flow unto it. And many nations 
shall come, and say. Come, and let us go up to the mountain of 
the Lord, and to the house of the God of Jacob ; and he will 
teach us of his ways, and we will walk in his paths : for the law 
shall go forth of Zion, and the word of the Lord from Jerusalenv 
And he shall judge among many people, and rebuke strong nations 
afar off; and they shall beat their swords into plowshares, and 
their spears into pruninghooks : nation shall not lift up a sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn war any more. But they 
shall sit every man under his vine and under his fig tree ; and 
none shall make them afraid : for the mouth of the Lord of hosts 
hath spoken it. For all people will walk every one in the name 
of his god, and we will walk in the name of the Lord out God 
for ever and ever. 

6 WHEREWITH shall I come before the Lord, 
And bow myself before the high God ? 

VI 6-8 Shall I come bdtore him with burnt offeidngs, 
With calves of a year old 1 
Will the Lord be pleased with thousands of rams.

He hath shewed thee, O man, what is good ; 
And what doth the Lord require of thee. 
But to do justly, and to love mercy,

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NAHUM 

iraliiim of ElJcesi in OalUee is occupied vnth the subject of NineveKs downfall. 
The date is dxyMfuL. Nineveh is still standing, through threatened. 
Therefore it must be before 607 b.c. Perhaps 608 or a little earlier is the 
period best fitting the facts. Some authorities fix on 650 B.O., when there 
toas a rising of Babylon against Nineveh. 

1 THE burden of Nineveh. The book of the vision of Nahum 
the Elkoshite. 

Gkxi is jealous, and the Lord revengeth ; the Lord revengeth, 
and is furious ; the Lord will take vengeance on j ^_^g 
his adversaries, and he reserveth torath for his 
enemies. The Lord is slow to anger, and great in power, and 
will not at all acquit ths wicked: the IiORD hoAh his way in the 
whirlwind and in the storm, and the clouds are the dust of his 
feet. He rebuketh the sea, and maketh it dry, and drietb up all 
the rivers : Bashan languisheth, and Carmel, and the flower of 
Lebanon languisheth. The mountains quake at him, and the 
hills melt, and the earth is burned at his presence, yea, the 
world, and all that dwell therein. Who can stand before his 
indignation ? and who can abide in the fierceness of his anger % 
his fury is poured out like fire, and the rocks are thrown down 
t^ him. 

The Lord is good, a strong hold in the day of trouble ; and he 
knoweth them that trust in him. But with an overrunning flood 
he will make an utter end of the place thereof, and darkness 
shall pursue his enemies. 

What do ye imagine against the Lord 1 he will make an utter 
end : affliction shall not rise up the second time. For while they 
he folden together as thorns, and while they are drunken a>s 
drunkards, they shall be devoured as stubble fully dry. There 
is one come out of thee, that imagineth evil against the Lord, a 
wicked counsellor. 

Thus saith the Lord; Though they he quiet, and likewise 
many, yet thus shall they be cut down, when he shall pass 
through. Though I have afflicted thee, I will afflict thee no 
more. For now will I break his yoke from off thee, and will 
burst thy bcmds in sunder. And the Lord hath given a com- 
mandment concerning thee, thai no more of thy name be sown : 
out of the house of thy gods will I cut off the graven image and 
the molten image : I will make thy grave ; for thou art vile. 

Behold upon the mountains the feet of him that bringeth good 
tidings, that pubhsheth peace ! O Judah, keep thy solemn feasts, 
perform thy vows : for the wicked shall no more pass through 
thee ; he is utterly cut off. 
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ZEPHANIAH 

Zephaniah was a native of Jerusalem, His date is about 630 B.a i& 
prohahly wrote before the reforms of Josiah. 

1 THE word of the Lord which came unto Zephaniah the acm 
I 1 18 ^^ Cushi, the son of Oedaliah, the son of Amanah, 
the son of Hizkiah, in the days of Josiah the soa 
of Amon, king of Judah. 

I will utterly consume all things from off the land, saith the 
Lord. I will consume man and beadt ; I will consume the fowls 
of the heaven, and the fishes of the sea, and the stumblingblocks 
with the wicked ; and I will cut off man from off the land, saith 
the Lord. 

I will also stretch out mine hand upon Judah, and upon ail 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem ; and I will cut off the remnant of 
Baal from this place, cmd the name of the Chemarims with the 
priests; and them that worship the host of heaven upon H^ 
housetops ; and them that worship and that swear by the Lord, 
and that swear by Malcham; and them that are turned bad: 
from the Lord ; and those that have not sought the Lord, nor 
enquired for him. 

Hold thy peace at the presence of the Lord God : for the day 
of the Lord is at hand : for the Lord hath prepared a sacrifice, 
he hath bid his guests. 

And it shall come to pass in the day of the Lord's sacrifioe, 
that I will punish the princes, and the king's children, and ail 
such as are clothed with strange apparel. In the same day also 
will I punish all those that leap on the threshold, which fill thdr 
masters' houses with violence and deceit. And it shall come to 
pass in that day, saith the Lord, th^U there shaU be the noise oi a 
cry from the fish gate, and an howling from the second, and a 
great crashing from the hills. Howl, ye inhabitants of Makteeh, 
for all the merchant people are cut down; all they that bear 
silver are cut oS. And it shall come to pass at that time, that 
I wiU search Jerusalem with candles, and punish the men that 
are settled on their lees : that say in their heart, The Lord will 
not do good, neither will he do evil. Therefore their goods shall 
become a booty, and their houses a desolation : they shall also 
build houses, but not inhabit them ; and they shall plant vineyards^ 
but not drink the wine thereof. 

The great day of the Lord is near, it is near, and basteth 
greatly, even the voice of the day of the Lord : the mighty man 
shall cry there bitterly. That day is a day of wrath, a day U 
trouble and distress, a day of wasteness and desolation, a day of 
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darkness and gloominess, a day of clouds and thick darkness, 
a day of the trumpet and alarm against the fenced cities, and 
against the high towers. And I will bring distress upon men, 
that they shall walk like blind men, because they have sinned 
against ^e Lord : and their blood shall be poured out as dust, 
and their flesh as the dung. Neither their silver nor their gold 
shall be able to deliver them in the day of the Lord's wrath ; 
but the whole land shall be devoured by the fire of his jealousy : 
for he shall make even a speedy riddance of all them that dwell 
in the land. 



HAGGAI 

Haggai is referred to in Ezra v. 1, vi. 14. He urged the people and its leaders 
to reJmUd the ruined Temple in the second year of Darius (620 B.C.). 
His compa/nion omd helper was Zechariah the prophet, 

2 LSr the seventh months in the one and twentieth day of the 

month, came the word of the Lord by the prophet Haggai, saying, 

Speak now to Zerubbabel the son of Shecitiel, j. ^^ 

governor of Judah, and to Joshua the son of 

Josedech, the high priest, and to the residue of the people, 

saying. 

Who is left among you that saw this house in her first glory ? 
and how do ye see it now 1 is it not in your eyes in comparison 
o£ i^ as notlung ? Yet now be strcwig, O Zerubbabel, saith the 
liORD ; and be strong, O Joshua, son of Josedech, the high priest ; 
and be strong, all ye people of the land, saith the Lord, and 
-work : for I am with you, saith the Lord of hosts : according to 
the word that I covenanted with you when ye came out of Egypt, 
so my spirit remaineth among you : fear ye not. 

For i^us saith the Lord of hosts ; Yet once, it is b. littie while, 
and I will shake the heavens, and the earth, and the sea, and 
the dry lamd ; and I will shake all nations, and the desire of all 
nations shall come : and I will fill this house with glory, saith 
the Lord of hosts. The silver is mine, and the gold is mine, 
saith the Lord of hosts. The glory of this latter house shall be 
greater than of the former, saith the Lord of hosts : and in this 
place will I give peace, saith the Lord of hosts. 
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ZECHARIAH 

Zecharifth is the colleague of Haggad, See ahove. His prophecies presened 
are the first eight diapters of this Book. According to Nehemiah xiL 16, 
lie was head of a ** father's house " among the priests. 

The first eight chapters form an important part of prophetic literature, 
consisting of eighl nigJU-visumSf interpreted to Zechariah hy an angel. 
The High Priesi Joshua and the Governor Zerubbabel as ** Th^ Brandi"* 
or ** Shoot" in other vxyrds^ the Messiah, are to he the anointed representa- 
tives of the Lord of the whole earth. 

Chapter xiv. is probably post-exilic, it may he as late as 280 B.C. 
KuenerCs view is that Chapters xii.-xiv. were toHUen by a later secondary 
author living in a world of Ezekielian ideas. 

1 IN the eighth month, in the second year of Darius, came 
yj the word of the Lord unto Zechariah, the son 

of Berechiah, the son of Iddo the prophet, 
saying, 

The Lord hath been sore displeased with your fathers. 
Therefore say thou unto them, Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Turn ye unto me, saith the Lord of hosts, and I will turn unto 
you, saith the Lord of hosts. Be ye not as your fathers, unto 
whom the former prophets have cried, saying, Thus asAih. the 
Lord of hosts ; Turn ye now from your evil ways, and ^rom your 
evil doings : but they did not hear, nor hearken unto me, saiUi 
the Lord. Your fathers, where are they ? and the prophets, do 
they live for ever? But my words and my statutes, which I 
commanded my servants the prophets, did they not take hold <^ 
your fathers ? and they returned and said. Like as the Lord €l 
hosts thought to do unto us, according to our ways, and according 
to our doings, so hath he dealt with us. 

Upon the four and twentieth day of the eleventh month, which 
18 the month Sebat, in the second year of Darius, came tiie word 
of the Lord unto Zechariah, the son of Berechiah, the son of 
Iddo the prophet, saj^g, 

I saw by nighl^ and behold a man riding upon a red horse, 
and he stood among the myrtle trees that were in the bottcxn ; 
and behind, him zoere there red horses, speckled, and white. 
Then said I, O my lord, what are these ? And the angel that 
talked with me said unto me, I will shew thee what these he. 
And the man that stood among the myrtle trees answered and 
said. These are they whom the Lord hath sent to walk to and 
fro through the earth. And they answered the angel of Hie 
Lord that stood among the myrtle trees, and said, We have 
walked to and fro through the earth, and, behold, all the earth 
sitteth still, and is at rest. 

Then the angel of the Lord answered and said, O Lord of 



zbchariah] the PKOPHETS 283 

hosts, how long wilt thou not have mercy on Jerusalem and on 
the cities of Judah, against which thou hast had indignation 
these threescore and ten years? And the Lord answered the 
angel that talked with me vnth good words cmd comfortahle 
words. 

So the angel that communed with me said unto me, Cry thou, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; I am jealous for Jerusalem 
and for Zion with a great jealousy. And I am very sore dis- 
pleased with the heathen that are at ease : for I was but a little 
displeased, and they helped forward the affiction. Therefore 
thus saith the Lord ; I am returned to Jerusalem with mercies : 
my house shall be built in it, saith the Lord of hosts, and a line 
shall be stretched forth upon Jerusalem. Cry yet^ saying. Thus 
saitii the Lord of hosts ; My cities through prosperity shall yet 
be spread abroad ; and the Lord shall yet comfort Zion, and 
shall yet choose Jerusalem. 

Then lifted I up mine eyes, and saw, and behold four horns. 
And I said unto the angel that talked with me, What he these ? 
And he answered me. These are the horns which have scattered 
Judah, Israel, and Jerusalem. 

And the Lord shewed me four carpenters. Then said I, 
What come these to do ? And he spake, saying, These a/re the 
horns which have scattered Judah, so that no man did lift up 
his head : but these are come to fray them, to cast out the horns 
of the Gentiles, which Hfted up their horn over the land of Judah 
to scatter it. 

2 I LIFTED up mine eyes again, and looked, and behold a 
man with a measuring line in his hand. Then said I, Whither 
goest thou 1 And he said unto me. To measure Jerusalem, to see 
what is the breadth thereof, and what is the length thereof. 

And, behold, the angel that talked with me went forth, and 
another angel went put to meet him, and said unto him, Run, 
speak to this yoimg man, saying, Jerusalem shall be inhabited as 
towns without walls for the multitude of men and cattle therein : 
for I, saith the Lord, will be unto her a wall of fire round about, 
and will be the glory in the midst of her. 

Ho, ho, come forth, and flee from the land of the north, saith 
the Lord : for I have spread you abroad as the four winds of the 
heaven, saith the Lord. Deliver thyself, O Zion, that dwellest 
tvith the daughter of Babylon. For thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
After the glory hath he sent me unto the nations which spoiled 
you : for he that toucheth you toucheth the apple of his eye. 
For, behold, I will shake mine hand upon them, and they shall be 
a spoil to their servants : and ye shall know that the Lord of 
hosts hath sent me. 

Sing and rejoice, daughter of Zion : for, lo, I come, and I 
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will dwell in the midst of thee, saith the Lord. And many 
nations shall be joined to the Lord in that day, and shall be my 
people : and I will dwell in the midst of thee, and thou shalt 
know that the Lord of hosts hath sent me imto thee. And t!^ 
Lord shall inherit Judah his portion in the holy land, and shall 
choose Jerusalem again. Be silent, O all flesh, before the Lord : 
for he is raised up out of his holy habitation. 

8 AND he shewed me Joshua the high priest standing before 
the angel of the Lord, and Satan standing at his right hand to 
resist him. And the Lord said unto Satan, The Lord rebuke 
thee, O Satan ; even the Lord that hath chosen Jerusalem rebuke 
thee : w not this a brand plucked out of the fire ? 

Now Joshua was clothed with filthy garments, and stood b^ore 
the angel. And he answered and spake unto those that stood 
before him, saying. Take away the filthy garments from him. 
And unto him he said. Behold, I have caused thine iniquity to 
pass from thee, and I will clothe thee with change of raiment 
And I said. Let than set a fair mitre upon his head. So they 
set a fair mitre upon his head, and clothed him with garments^ 
And the angel of the Lord stood by. 

And the angel of the Lord protested unto Joshua, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 

If thou wilt walk in my ways, and if thou wilt keep my 
charge, then thou shalt also judge my house, and shalt also 
keep my courts, and I will give thee places to walk among 
these that stand by. Hear now, O Joshua the high priest, 
thou, and thy fellows that sit before thee : for they cvre men 
wondered at: for, behold, I will bring forth my servant the 
BRANCH. For behold the stone that I have laid before 
Joshua ; upon one stone shall he seven eyes : behold, I will 
engrave the graving thereof, saith the Lord of hosts, and I wiU 
remove the iniquity of that land in one day. 

In that day, saith the Lord of hosts, shall ye call every man 
his neighbour under the vine and under the fig tree. 

4 AND the angel that talked with me came again, and waked 
me, as a man that is wakened out of his sleep, and said unto 
me. What seest thou % And I said, I have looked, and bdiold 
a candlestick all of gold, with a bowl upon the top of it, and 
his seven lamps thereon, and seven pipes to the seven lamps, 
which wre upon the top thereof : and two olive trees by it, one 
upon the right sUde of the bowl, and the other upon the left Mt 
thereof. 

So I answered and spake to the angel that talked with me, 
saying. What a/re these, my lord % Then the angel that talked 
with me answered and said unto me, Knowest thou not what 
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i>liese be? And I said, No, my lord. Then he answered and 
spake unto me, saying, This is the word of the Lobd unto Zerub- 
liabel, saying. Not by might, nor by power, but by my spirit, 
saith the Lobd of hosts. Who art thou, O great mountain! 
l^efore Zerubbabel thou ahoLt become a plain : and he shall bring 
forth the headstone thereof unth shoutings, crying ^ Grace, grace 
unto it. 

Moreover the word of the Lord came unto me, saying. 
The hands of Zerubbabel have laid the foundation of this 
bouse ; his hands shall also finish it ; and thou shalt know that 
the Lobd of hosts hath sent me unto you. For who hath 
despised the day of small things? for they shall rejoice, and 
shall see the plummet in the hand of Zerubbabel with those 
seven; they are the eyes of the Lobd, which run to and fro 
through the whole earth. 

Then answered I, and said unto him. What a/re these two 
olive trees upon the right side of the candlestick and upon 
the left side thereof? And I answered again, and said unto 
him. What he these two olive branches which through the two 
golden pipes empty the golden oU out of themselves? And 
he answered me and said, Knowest thou not what these hei 
And I said. No, my lord. Then said he, These are the two 
anointed ones, that stand by the Lord of the whole earth. 

5 THEN I turned, and lifted up mine eyes, and looked, and 
behold a flying rolL And he said unto me, What seest thou ? 
And I answered, I see a flying roll; the length thereof is 
twenty cubits, and the breadth thereof ten cubits. Then said 
he unto me. This is the curse that goeth forth over the face 
of the whole earth: for every one that stealeth shall be cut 
off as on this side according to it ; and every one that sweareth 
shall be cut off as on that side according to it. I will bring 
it forth, saith the Lobd of hosts, and it shall enter into the 
house of the thief, and into the house of him that sweareth 
faJsely by my name : and it shall remain in the midst of his 
bouse, and i&all consume it with the timber thereof and the 
stones thereof. 

Then the angel that talked with me went forth, and said unto 
me. Lift up now thine eyes, and see what is this that goeth forth. 
And I said. What w it 1 And he said, This is an ephah that 
goeth forth. He said moreover. This is their resemblance 
through all the earth. And, behold, there was lifted up a 
talent of lead : and this is a woman that sitteth in the midst 
of the ephah. And he said, This is wickedness. And he cast it 
into the midst of the ephah; and he cast the weight of lead 
upon the mouth thereof. 

Then lifted I up mine eyes and looked, and, behold, there came 
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out two women, and the wind was in their wings ; for they had 
wings like the wings of a stork : and they lifted up the ephah 
between the earth and the heaven. Then said I to the angd 
that talked with me, Whither do these bear the ephah ? Aod 
he said unto me, To build it an house in the land of Shinar: 
and it shall be established, and set there upon her own base. 

6 AND I turned, and lifted up mine eyes, and looked, and, 
behold, there came four chariots out from between two moun- 
tains; and the mountains were mountains of brass. In the 
first chariot were red horses; and in the second chariot black 
horses ; and in the third chariot white horses ; and in the fourth 
chariot grisled and bay horses. Then I answered and said unto 
the angel that talked with me. What are these, my lord ? 

And the angel answered and said unto me. These are the four 
spirits of the heavens, which go forth from standing before the 
Lord of all the earth. The black horses which ctre therein go 
forth into the north country; and the white go forth after 
them ; and the grisled go forth toward the south country. And 
the bay went forth, and sought to go that they might walk to 
and fro through the earth : and he said. Get you hence, walk 
to and fro through the earth. So they walked to and fro through 
the earth. 

Then cried he upon me, and spake unto me, saying, Behold, 
these that go toward the north country have quieted my spirit 
in the north country. 

And the word of the Lord came unto me, saying. Take of 
them of the captivity, even of Heldai, of Tobijah, and of Jedaiah, 
which are come from Babylon, and come thou the same day, and 
go into the house of Josiah the son of Zephaniah; then take 
silver and gold, and make crowns, and set them upon the head of 
Joshua the son of Josedech, the high priest; and speak unto 
him, saying. Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, saying, 

Behold the man whose name is The BRANCH ; and he shall 
grow up out of his place, and he shall build the temple of the 
Lord : even he shall build the temple of the Lord ; and he shall 
bear the glory, and shall sit and rule upon his throne ; and he 
shall be a priest upon his throne : and the counsel of peace shall 
be between them both. 

And the crowns shall be to Helem, and to Tobijah, and to 
Jedaiah, and to Hen the son of Zephaniah, for a memorial in 
the temple of the Lord. And they that a/re far off shall come 
and build in the temple of the Lord, and ye shall know that 
the Lord of hosts hath sent me unto you. And this shall come 
to pass, if ye will diligently obey the voice of the Lord your 
God. 
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14 BEHOLD, the day of the Lord cometh, and thy spoil shall 
be divided in the midst of thee. For I will gather all nations 
against Jerusalem to battle; and the city shall ^^^ 
"be taken, and the houses rifled, and the 
-women ravished ; and half of the city shall go forth into 
captivity, and the residue of the people shall not be cut 
off from the city. Then shall the Lord go forth, and fight 
against those nations, as when he fought in the day of 
battle. And his feet shall stand in that day upon the mount 
of Olives, which is before Jerusalem on the east, and the mount 
of Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof toward the east and 
toward the west, cmd there shall he a very great valley ; and 
half of the mountain shall remove toward the north, and half 
of it toward the south. And ye shall flee to the valley of the 
mountains; for the valley of the mountains shall reach unto 
Azal : yea, ye shall flee, like as ye fled from before the earth- 
quake in the days of Uzziah king of Judah : and the Lord my 
Grod shall come, and all the saints with thee. 

And it shall come to pass in that day, tJuit the light shall not 
be clear, nor dark : but it shall be one day which shall be known 
to the Lord, not day, nor night : but it shall come to pass, tliat 
at evening time it shall be light. 

And it shall be in that day, that living waters shall go out 
from Jerusalem ; half of them toward the former sea, and half 
of them toward the hinder sea : in summer and in winter shall 
it be. And the Lord shall be king over all the earth : in that 
day shall there be one Lord, and his name one. All the land 
shall be turned as a plain from Geba to Rimmon south of 
Jerusalem : and it shall be lifted up, and inhabited in her place, 
from Benjamin's gate unto the place of the first gate, unto the 
comer gate, a,nd from the tower of Hananeel unto the king^s 
winepresses. And men shall dwell in it, and there shall be no 
more utter destruction ; but Jerusalem shall be safely inhabited. 

And this shall be the plague wherewith the Lord will smite 
all the people that have fought against Jerusalem ; Their flesh 
shall consume away while they stand upon their feet, and their 
eyes shaU consume away in their holes, and their tongue shall 
constune away in their mouth. And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that a great tumult from the Lord shall be among 
them; and they shall lay hold every one on the hand of his 
neighbour, and his hand shall rise up against the hatid of his 
neighbour. And Judah also shall fight at Jerusalem ; and 
the wealth of all the heathen round about shall be gathered 
together, gold, and silver, and apparel, in great abundance. 
And so shall be the plague of the horse, of the mule, of the 
camel, and of the ass, and of all the beasts that shall be in 
these tents, as this plague. 
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And it shall c<»ne to pass, that every one that is left of all ihe 
nations which came against Jerusalem shall even go up from 
year to year to worship the King, the Lord of hosts, and to 
keep the feast of tahemacles. And it shall be, thtU whoeo will 
not come up of aU the families of the earth unto Jenisalem to 
worship the King, the Lord of hosts, even upon them shall be 
no rain. And if the family of Egypt go not up, and come not^ 
that have no rain; there shall be the plague, wb^:iewith ^ 
Lord will smite the heathen that come not up to keep the feast 
of tabernacles.

MalaeM. — The time of tike book's origin is in the period suhseqtient to JSaggai 
and Zechariah, The Temple is built (1. 10). Ths author was a predecessor 
or covtemporary of Ezra^ writing perhaps about 458 b.o. But it is not 
wholly improbable that both the later Zechariah (ix.-xiv.) and Maladd 
constituted two anxmynnous minor prophetic writings which were added at the 
conclusion of the better -knoum arid well-authentiaUed urritings {ComiU). 

8 BEHOLD, I will send my messenger, and he shall prepare 
the way before me : and the Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenfy 
III -IV come to his temple, even the messenger of ttie 
covenant, whom ye delight in: behold, be 
shall come, saith the Lord of hosts. But who may abide 
the day of his coming? and who shall stand when he ap- 
peareth? for he is like a refiner's fire, and like fullers' 
sope : and he shall sit a^s a refiner and purifier of silver : and 
he shall purify the sons of Levi, and purge them as gold and 
silver, that they may offer unto the Lord an offering in ri^t- 
eousness.

Pialmf. — That the PaaUer toas graduaUy formed is dear from seveiraZ congidiT' 
alions. (1) We have at close of Ps. Ixzii. , an indiaUion that we haw gdto 
the end of a collection of so-called ** Davidie** psalms. (2) fFe haiK 
ditplicates, cf, xiy. toith liiL, xl. 13-17 toi^ Izz., cviii. toUh Ivii 7-11, 
and Ix. 5-12. (3) In the earlier psalms (i. e. ths first forty) the name Jakvek 
is found rmich more often than Elohim. Afterwards this relation is 
reversed, the word Elohim becoming prominent. Therefore there must hem 
been Jahvistic and Elohiatic elements. Three main dwisions of iki 
Psalter have been made: — 

(i) i.-xli. 

(ii) xlii.-lxxxix. 

(iii) xc-cL 

Sometim^es the division is made into five books. As a rule the penomd 
psalms occur earlier : those dealing unth national history or those compoud 
for Itturgical purposes com£ later. 

The tUles prefixed to certain psalms are qiUte untrustworthy as indiai- 
tions of authorship. 

** F(yr the Chief Musician " is supposed to VMOin thai the psalm w 
question belongs to the Precentor* s collection. 

" Selah '* {Ok. Siiif^oXfia), a musical term probably referring to the kid 
of interlude or a^xompaniment to be played at a given point. ** Songs ^ 
Degrees,** or " Songs of Ascents,** are probably the songs used upon the 
journey to Jerusalem from the covmtry at the times of the great festivals. 

The bulk of the Psalter belongs to the period of the second Temple, after 
the return from the exile, and the whole collection ujasptU together graduaUy 
between 450 b.o. and 260 B.C., or perhaps 180 b.o. 

[Some psalms are supposed to belong to the Maocdbean period^ e. g. Ps. 
xliv., Ixxiv., Ixxix., and Ixxxiii. I%ey are 7wt quoted here.] 

It is very doubtful if Dawid wrote am/y of the psalins. We know that 
" T?ie Song of the Bow" {quoted earlier, 2 Sam. i.) belongs in all proba- 
bility to ftmi. But the tone of religious thought in the Psalms seems ts 
indicate a later authorship. 

The tradition of Davtdic authorship combes from the author of the 
Chronicles, and we find attributed to David, in 2 Sam. xxii. , a psaltn 
identical with Ps. xviii. 

But modem scholarship will nx>t allow an early date for the majority (if 
the pieces in the Psalter. Duhm and Cheyne, representing the extrem 
school, put the Psalms very late. Driver says that there is no proof that <^ 
of the psalms were early. Kirkpatrick thinks that a good many can be 
attribiUed either to Damd or to the time immediately sttcceeding hitn. So, 
toOf Delitzsch in his earlier years.

Oaatidet. — Its date is the fawrth century probably— perhaps caniemporaneiMi 
with the older parts of Proverbs — or perhaps as late as the third or seeoni 



It would ?Mve been felt to be a strange omission ^ Bebrsw literature did Mt 
contain some sp^men of erotic songs. This is dearif^^mm ^pilhalamimm, 
perhaps consisting of several bridal songs sung during tike mev em d ofi 
marriage festivaZ, when the bridegroom was looked upon as a inif 
(Solomon) and his bride as a queen. According to Oriental ideas, the 
love here depicted must he conjugal love, not the love of an amorous girl 
Thefulingfor nature reminds one of Theocritus, wUh whom aparalUl 
could he easily made ouL One or two suppositions must he discarded. 

(1) It camnot have heen one of the 1,005 songs of Solomon, 1 Kings iy. 32. 

(2) It cannot he explained as allegory. 

But home we here the fragments of a drama f In this case Solomon, (he 
Shulamite {SuUtmith), the daughters of Jerusalem^ and a young shej^kerd 
lover a/re the dramatis personal : and the story rrfers to the abduction (f a 
young and beautiful girl for Solomon* s harem,, her faithfulness to her 
shqfherd lover (see Itenan, ^* Le Cantique de Catdiques,^ Paris^ 189]), 
amd her final restoration to her hom^e. 

But it is doubtful whether the dramatic scheme can he Tnade out, and 
some have inade Solomon the hero and not the villain of the piece. The 
real dbjedion, however, is that the Jewish literary ability did not include 
the dramatic gift. There is no drama among the Semites {hut qf, the story 
of the Alexandrian Jew, Ezekid, who is supposed to have made a CfreA 
drama out of the story cf ths Exodus). Farts of Job and Jsaiak are 
dramatic, hut not in the formal sense (e. g. the arrival of the Babylonian 
king among the shades of the dead kings, * * Lucifer, Son of the Morning "). 
Besides, no drama could he so short as this, espeddUy as we have to rtekon 
several chamges of scene. 

Whenever the separate songs were written, their present form as ptU 
togdher shows obvious signs of awkward patching and textual corruption,

12, **l8 Saul aiso among, the 
prophets f "). Ihere is nothing of this kind in the Book of Proverbs, The 
a/uihor can hardZy be Solomon, for we find the view that kingship rui^s 
the people by taasaiion (zziy. 4), and also warnings against sefisualiiy •{md 
praise of mofnogwrny, all of which wmUd be ineonmatent with Solemon^s 
authorship. Probably the book has not a single author, but ^veralf as it 
is made up of at least six portions — (1) i.-ix. ; (2) x.-xxiv.

£ither the Uu$ cemtwry of Persicun rulej when the empire of Cyrus gradually 
broke up (in Mh eentwry), or the period of the later FUdemies aatd SeieuddSy 
in a corrupt Mellenistie period (in Zrd century), 

l%i8 is the strangest hook in the Old Testament, Its philosophy^ such as ii 
is {and it may be derivedfrom the Greek) is Epicuream,, or rathier Oyrenaie 
comJbined with a weary pessimism. Sometimes it is like Omar Khayydmy 
sametiTMS like Euripides or Zeopardi, Occasionally the a/uthor puts vn 
phrases of a quite opposite tenou/r, and qudte inconsik^ with his general 
position, perhaps, to put himself right unth the orthodox party. But he 
n£ver gives up his belief in God, he is no Atheist, and his last chapter (xii. ) 
is fine, Koheleth = the preacher, is, of course, a mask for anonymity. 

Mis general position is this: — {i) Nature does not progress, it merely rs' 
curs, (ii) MoffCs work is futile, because it has no continuity and no endurance*

ro'b %s the finest product ofso-caZled *^ Wisdom Literature^'* which, besides Job, 
includes Proverbs and Koheleth {Ecclesiastes) : and in the Apocrypha 
Wisdmn and Jesus ben Sira (Ecclesiasticus). See Introdu>etory £tmys, 
§VII. 

Date. — Probably belongs to Srd century (250 B.o.) in the Greek period. 
It is later than Jeremiah. Of. Jer. xx. 14-18 ivith Job iii. Job quotes 
Jeremiah. It is later than Ezekiel. See £zek. xviii. For Job answers 
EzekieVs supposition that sach a thing as gwUtless suffering does not exist. 
It is later than the Book of Proverbs. Job xv. 7 is distinctly dependemt on 
Proverbs viii. 25. Moreover there is an etvtire absence of any trace qf the 
hooks infiuemM on Hebrew literature, which seems to prove that it comes 
very late. 

As Chesthe utilised the old popular book of Doctor Faust, so the author, or 
a/uthors, seem to have utilised a book of a popvta/r eha/rajcter ahovt Job 
{Job appears wUh Noah and David in Ezek. xiv. 14 and 20). The 
prologue and epilogue belong to the old book. 

Chaps, xxvii. and xxviii. have long been in doubt, because in them Job seems to 
go over to the enemy. See especially xxvii. 11-23. 

Chcups. xxxii.-xxxvli. The speeches of Elihu have been universally questioned 
because there is no mention of Elihu either at beginning or end. Why 
should he not be condemned as well as the three friends ? They are tTierefore 
omitted here. 

1 THERE was a man in the land of Uz, whose name ^oa8 
Job; and that man was perfect and upright, and one that 
feared God, and eschewed evil. And there were t _xtv 
bom unto him seven sons and three daughters. 
His substance also was seven thousand sheep, and three thousand 
camels, and five hundred yoke of oxen, and five hundred she 
asses, and a very great household; so that this man was the 
greatest of all the men of the east. 

And his sons went and feasted in their houses, every one his 
day; and sent and called for their three sisters to eat and to 
druak witii them. And it was so, when the days of their feasting 
were gone about, that Job sent and sanctified them, and rose 
up early in the morning, and offered burnt offerings according 
to the number of them aU : for Job said. It may be that mv 
sons have sinned, and cursed God in their hearts. Thus did Job 
continually.

In all this Job sinned not) nor charged God foolishly. 

2 AGAIN there was a day when the sons of God came to pre- 
sent themselves before the Lord, and Satan came also among 
them to present himself before the Lord. And the Lord said 
unto Satan, From whence comest thou) And Satan answered 
the Lord, and said. From going to and fro in the earth, and fnnn 
walking up and down in it. And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Hast ihou considered my servant Job, that there is none like him 
in the earthy a perfect and an upright man, one that f eureth 
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God and escheweth evil ? and still he holdeth fast his integrity, 
although thou movedst me against him, to destroy him without 
cause.

Now when Job's three friends heard of all this evil that was 
come upon him, they came every one from his own place; EKphaz 
the Temanite, and Bildad the Shuhite, and Zophar the Naamathite : 
for they had made an appointment together to come to mourn 
with him and to comfort him. And when they lifted up their 
eyes afar off, and knew him not, they lifted up their voice, and 
wept; and they rent every one his mantle, and sprinkled dust 
upon their heads toward heaven. So they sat down with him 
upon the ground seven days and seven nights, and none spake a 
word unto him : for they saw that his grief was very great.

^ " The Chambers of the South."— Sir David Gill, in his recent presidential 
address at the British Association (1907), quotes this phrase, and cites 
Schiaparelli*s conjecture that it refers to the stellar region, which includes 
the Southern Cross. How could this constellation be known to the author of 
the Book of Job ? If the book was written in the eighth century b.c. (760, 
contemporary with Amos and Hosea), the Southern Cross would be visible in 
the latitude of Judaea, but down on the southern horizon. To see it now, 
we hare to go some twelve degrees of latitude further south. (But the date, 
710, seems much too early. )

captivity of Job, when he pr^yiHl tor 
his friends : iJso the Lord gave Job twice as much as he had 
before. Then came there unto him all his brethren, and all his 
sisters, and all they that had been of his acquaintance before, and 
did eat bread with him in his house : and they bemoaned him, 
and comforted him over all the evil that the Lord had brought 
upon him : every man also gave him a piece of money, and every 
one an earring of gold. 

So the Lord blessed the latter end of Job more than his 
beginning : for he had fourteen thousand sheep, and six thousand 
camels,. and a thousand yoke of o^en, tiflff *lk th^'"ft!!llj;;;;Hj|flBti, 
He had also seven sons and thre^ daughters^ And he called ^ 
name of the first, Jemima ; and the name of the second, Keaa ; 
and the name of the third, Keren-happuch. And in all the land 
were no women found so fair as the daughters of Job : and their 
father gave them inheritance among their brethren. 

After this lived Job an hundred and forty years, and saw his 
sons, and his sons' sons, even four generations. So Job died, 
being old and full of days. 
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
